MIGHTY YALE PALS. 


Princeton Gives a Grand Surprise 
on Manhattan Field. 


HARVARD BEATS PENNSYS 


In a Well-Fought Football Con- 
test at Cambridge. 


New York, Dec. 1.—Princeton’s tiger is 
loose in the streets of New York. His 
claws are uncut, for yesterday on Manhat- 
tan field, in the presence of 40,000 specta- 
tors, Princeton defeated Yale by a score 
of 6to0in the great Thanksgiving foot- 
ball game. 

The gates at Manhattan field were 
thrown open at 11 o’clock, and by 11:30 
several hundred persons were upon the 
grounds. An hour later people simply 
poured through the different entrances in 
solid, unbroken streams. 

Nearly 30,000 gained entrance, paying 
about $40,000 for the privilege. Yale filled 
her section of the grand stand, and there 
was a liberal Yale overflow scattered about 
in the different stands, but the friends of 
the Tigers outnumbered them. The Col- 
umbia boys, who were numerous, were 
cheering for Princeton. Twelve thousand 
spectators saw the game from a bluff out- 
side of the grounds, and the iron viaduct 
along One Hundred and Fifty-fifth street 
was black with people, so that altogether 
50,000 persons viewed the game. 

The Points. 

There was notalover of good football 
on the side lines orin the audience that 
did not rejoice in the demonstration of the 
fact that the day of the long pass and the 
clever double pass has not yet gone by. 

The features of the game were the brill- 
iant runs made by Princeton upon King’s 
double pass and his long throw to the end 
and Ward’s running at and over the 
tackle. The latter was, of course, produc- 
tive of more repeated gains, because it 
could be played oftener, but the length of 
gain upon the other plays were such as to 
insure their being more thoroughly be- 
lieved in, and such plays make football 
more attractive in every way to player and 
spectator alike. 

One other feature that should be set by 
the side of these plays as a gain for the 
sport was the punting. Both sides did 
some excellent punting, well judged and 
well placed, but the longest and best was 
one of Butterworth’s in the second half. 
when, standing behind his own goal line, 
with Princeton crowding Yale down to 
the last ditch, he drove the ball over 
King’s head from the middle of the field. 
It was a splendid punt and came to his 
tired forwards as only such a kick can 
come under such circumstances. 

It wasa great game, and Yale had to 
take her medicine. The play was clean 
throughout, and Princeton put up a mag- 
nificent game, both in offense and defense. 
The Yale team was forced early in the 
play, and before the fi.st half was over it 
was easy to see that there was more dash 
and snapin Princeton than in the Yale 
men, no matter how hard they set their 
teeth and tried. 

Their one, two, three downs came too 
atten. na matter where or how they struck 
the Princeton line, and as the tyme went 
onand Princeton grew more and more 
confident withthe kuowledge that they 
were holding their opponents and prevent- 
ing gains, the Yale offense seemed more 
and more hopeless. 

Butterworth struck the line as of old, 
but the Princeton tacklers and fielders 
fought their way into tbe mass and against 
him with such force and strength that his 
gains were nt frequent. 

The battle was over and Yale had been 
oxtplayed at almost every point. None 
had been injured except Thorne and 
Hinkey. Thorne retired early in the sec- 
ond half in favor of Hart. ‘he team lined 
up as follows:

The 
Quakers used their own peculiar style of 
interfereuce, but it was easily broken up. 
Both sides used the flying wedge to put 
the ballin play. The gains made by these 
were a feature of the game. This ‘“De-

The teams were well matched pbysi- 
cally, perfect giants in size, with the ad- 
vantage in favor of the Philadelpbians.

PUSHED INTO FIRE. 
A Woman Terribly Burned and Given 
No Rellef. 


NEw MIzrorp, Conn., Dec. 1.—A_horri- 
ble discovery was made in a farmhouse 
six miles above here by the neighbors of 
Michael Hennessey, an old farmer,who has 
long been known as a quarrelsome fellow. 
For over a week neither Hennessey or his 
wife have been seen about the farm, and 
the bleating of the cattle in the barn an- 
noyed the neighbors so much that yester- 
day they visited the premises and made an 
investigation, 

They found Hennessey’s wife uncon- 
scious in a room in the house without any 
clothing on, and her body a mass of 
burns, the flesh in many places being 
rolled up on her body. Her husband was 
lying on the floor in one of the rooms, 
stupid from the effects of drink. Mrs. 
Hennessey told the neighbors that her 
hnsbend, > week ago last Weduesday,, 
while drunk, took hold of her and dragged 
her to the open fireplace aud pushed her 
in over the blazing logs, setting her cloth- 
ing afire. He looked on the scene with 
great delight while she burned, and 
laughed at her agony. He refused to call 
in medical assistance afterwards, and the 
woman has suffered untold pain for a 
week. A physician who attended the 
woman yesterday says that gangrene has 
set in and she cannot live. Hennessey 
has been arrested and he has been threat- 
ened with violence by the townspeop!. 
Great excitement prevails over the affair.

Admiral Stunton’s Bellef Concerning His

New York, Dec. 1.—Acting Rear Ad- 
miral Stanton, United States navy, who 
was recalled from the cominand of the 
United States fleet at Rio de Janeiro, Oc’. 
25, by Secretary of the Navy Herbert, for 
alleged violation of the international code 
in having saluted the rebel admira', 
Mello, landed from the steamer Spree 
yesterday.

He left immediately 
for his home in New London, Connr., 
whence he will go to Washington. 

Admiral Stanton refused to discuss the 
matter of his recall, declaring that it 
would be exceedingly Mndiscreet to give 
the prepared explanation of his conduct to 
the public before submitting it to the sec- 
retary.

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AMERICANS ABROAD 


Celebrate Thanksgiving Day In a 
Fitting Manner. 


AMERICA HIGHLY PRAISED 


By Mr. Runyon, Our Ambassa- 
dor to Germany. 


BERLIN, Dec. 1.--The large hall of the 
Kaiserhof was profusely decorated with 
flowers and plants, intermixed with 
American flags and other decorations, for 
the Thanksgiving banquet last night. 
Most prominent and most attractive of all 
the decorations was a handsome bust of 
Washington. 

The hall was brilliantly illuminated. 
About 230 Americans sat down to the din- 
ner. Rev. Dr. Hachberg of Ohio, who 
preached in the American church here 
during the morning. said grace, after 
which the Americans enjoyed a feast of 
American turkey, American cranberries, 
American sweet potatoes, etc., all ordered 
from the United States especially for this 
occasion. Between the courses American 
and college songs were sung and chorused 
with the utmost heartiness. 

The United States ambassador, Hon. 
Theodore Bunyon, who, upon rising, was 
greeted with prolonged cheering, proposed 
the health of Emperor William, which 
proposition was followed by the German 
national anthem, played by the band in 
attendance. Mr. Bunyon referred to the 
friendly feeling granted him. 

“These words had been preceded by 
deeds, and the participation of Europe in 
the World’s fair was largely influenced by 
the lead taken by Germany on this great- 
est work of the century. Germany herself 
followed the wishes expressed often and 
strongly by the emperor.” 

The ambassador also dwelt upon the 
earnest efforts of the emperor to do allin 
the power of the government to help the 
working people, and in his endeavor to 
preserve peace. The toast was drunk 
with enthusiasm. 

Praise For American Institutions, 

The ambassador then toasted the presi- 
dent. Inthe course of his remarks Mr. 
Bunyon said: 

“While we are thankful for our in- 
numerab'e other blessings for our country 
and its unparalleled opportunities, we must 
be especially thankful for the blessing of 
good government, whereby not only is our 
national honor upheld, but our equal 
rights as individuals, before the law, are 
maintained and the peiceful enjoyment of 
the produce of labor and enterprise is as- 
sured to every man. It follows that 
among our best gifts is a wise, patriotic 
and constitutional administration of 
public affairs. 

*Tl’o no man do the people look to secure 
thatso much as tothe president; he is 
especially the chciceof the people, and 
they submit to no dictation in his election. 
A presidential election brings out the full 
vote of the people. A toast to the Presi- 
dent of the United States upon sich an oc- 
casion as this is not only a tributes of re- 
spect for the incumbent of that great 
office, but it isa tribute of patriotic at- 
tachment to our insiitutions and of loyalty 
to the long-establish d custcms under 
them, 

‘Ttisa cause of gratitude that our gor- 
ernwental affairs are so well administerel 
by those who hold high office in the party, 
but surely here is no less cause for 
thanksgivin;z that we have as the chief ex- 
ecutive a man so experienced in public 
affairs and who was never found wanting. 

James C. Monaghan, United 
consul at Chemnitz, toasted ‘‘Our nation.’ 

The next toast was “The ladies of the 
studying fraternity of Berlin,” and after 
Philip S. Allen had proposed the toast of 
“The day we celebrate’ the hall was given 
up to dancing, which was prolonged until 
a Jate hour.

The polls will be open at six o’clock in the morning and closed at four o’clock in the 
afternoon, and all such citizens will, in the several wards in which they are entitled to 
vote, between said hours, give in their votes for a Mayor, Five Councilmen at Large, 
Three Councilmen from each Ward, One member of the School Committee at Large, for 
three years; One member of the School Committee from Ward Four, and one member of 
the School Committee from Ward Six, for three years, 

Also to yote “ Yes”’ or “‘No” inanswer to the question, ‘‘ Shall Licenses be granted 
for the sale of intoxicating liquors in this city?” 

Also to yote “‘ Yes”’ or ** No”’ in answer to the question, ‘‘ Shall Chapter 401 of the 
Acts of the General Court of 1891 be accepted? ’’ 

Said Act is as follows: 


[CHAP. 401.] 
An ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF QUINCY TO INTRODUCE A PUBLIC WATER SUPPLY. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. The city of Quincy, for the purpose of supplying the said city and the in- 
habitants thereof with pure water for the extinguishment of fires and for domestic and 
other purposes, after the purchase of the franchise, corporate property, rights and privileges 
of the Quincy Water Company, as provided in section nine of chapter one hundred and 
sixty-two of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-thiee, may take, hold and 
convey into and through said city, the waters of Blue Hill river and of the tributaries 
thereof, excepting Braintree great pond and Houghton’s pond in the town of Milton, at 
any point or points in said city of Quincy and the towns of Braintree, Randolph and 
Milton, with any water rights connected therewith, and may also take and hold by 
purchase or otherwise any land, rights of way, easements and real estate necessary for 
laying, constructing and maintaining pipes, aqueducts, water-courses, reservoirs, storage 
basins, dams, filter galleries and such other works as may be deemed necessary for collect- 
ing, purifying, storing, retaining, discharging, conducting and distributing said waters, or 
for preserving the purity of said waters, provided, however, that any lands taken for 
preserving the purity of said waters or water supply shall not be more than one thousand 
feet distant from the same. 


Sxction 2. Said city shall, within sixty days after taking any lands, rights of way, 
water rights, water sources or easements aforesaid, otherwise than by purchase, for the 
me of this act, file and cause to be recorded in the eee f of deeds for the county of 
Norfolk a description thereof sufficiently accurate for identification, with a statement of 
the purposes for which the same were taken, which statement shall be signed by 
the mayor. 

SECTION 3, Said city, for the purposes aforesaid, may construct aqueducts and main- 
tain the same; may construct and maintain dams, reservoirs, storage basins, filter galleries 
and other proper works; may erect buildings and machinery; may make and establish 
such public fountains and hydrants as may from time to time deemed proper, and may 
change or discontinue the same; may regulate the use of water, and establish the rates to 
be paid therefor and collect the same by process of law. Said city may also, for the 
purposes aforesaid, carry any pipe, drain or aqueduct over or under any river, water- 
course, street, railroad, public way, highway or other way, in such manner as not unneces- 
sarily to obstruct the same, and may enter upon and dig up such road, street or way for the 
purpose of laying down, maintaining or repairing any pipe, drain or aqueduct, and may do 
any other thing necessary and proper in executing the purposes of this act. 

Section 4. If said city enters upon and digs up, for the purposes aforesaid, or by 
reason of anything authorized by this act injures any t oad, street or way which is outside 
the limits of said city, it shall be subject to such reasonable regulations as may be pre- 
scribed by the Selectmen of the town in which such road, street or ey is located, and 
shall restore the same to as good order and condition as it was in when such digging com- 
menced, or before such injury occurred; and shall forever maintain all railings which may 
be necessary on account of any alteration required to be made in the grade of any portion 
of any street by reason of anything done under the authority of this act; and the work 
shall be done and all repairs be made in such maimer and with such care as not to render 
any road, street or way in which such pipes are laid, unsafe or unnecessarily inconvenient 
to the public travel thereon. Said city shall at all times indemnify and save harmless any 
such town which is liable to keep in repair any road, street Or W; aforesaid, against all 
dampges and costs which may be recovered against it, and shall reimburse to it all expense 
which it shall reasonably incur in the defence of suits or otherwise by reason of avy defect 
or Want of repair in such road, street or way, caused by the placing, maintenance, repairing 
or replacing of said pipes, or by reason of any injury to persons or property, caused by any 
defect or want of repair in any such pipes, provided that said city has notice of any claim 
or suit for such damages or injury and an opportunity to assume the defence thereof. 

Section 5. Said city shall be liable to pay all damages sustained by any persons or 
corporations by the taking of or injury to any of their Isnd, water, water rights, rights of 
way, easements Or property, or by the constructing or repairing of any acqueduct, reservoir 
or other works for the purposes aforesaid. If any person sustaining damages as aforesaid 
does not agree with said city upon the amount of said damages he may within two years 
from such taking, and not afterwards, apply by petition for an assessment of the damages 
to the superior court in the county of Norfolk. Such petition may be filed in the clerk’s 
office of said court in vacation or at any sitting, and the clerk shall thereupon issue a sum- 
mons to the said city, returnable, if issued in vacation, at the next sitting of the court to be 
held after the expiration of fourteen days from the filing of the petition, and if at any sit- 
ting, returnable on such day as the court shail order, to appear and answer to the petition. 
The summons shall be served fourteen days at least before the sitting or day at which it is 
returnable, by leaving a copy thereof and of the petition, certified by the officer who serves 
the same, with the clerk of said city; and the court may, upon default or hearing given to 
said city. appoint three disinterested persons who shall after reasonable notice to the par- 
ties, assess the damages, if any, which such petitioner may have sustained as aforesaid ; 
and the award of the persons so appointed, ora major part of them, being returned into 
and accepted by the court, shall be final and judgment shall be rendered and execution 
issued thereon for the prevailing party with costs, unless one of the parties claims a trial by 
jury as hereinafter provided. kes a 

Section 6. If either of the parties mentioned in the preceding section is dissatisfied 
with the amount of damages awarded «. therein expressed, such party may at the sitting at 
which such award was accepted or the next sitting thereafver, claim in writing a tral in

respectively, in the same manner as is provided by law in regard to proceedings relating to 
the laying out of highways. 

Sxcrion 7. Noapplication shall be made to the court for the aasessment of damages for 
the taking of any water rights, or jor any injury thereto, until the water 1s actually with- 
drawn or diverted by said city under the authority of this act. 

Sxcrion 8. In every case of a petition to the superior court for an assessment of dam- 
age, as provided in this act, the city may tender to the complainant m’ his attorney any 
sum, or may bring the same into court to be paid to the complainant for che damages by 
him sustained or claimed in his petition, or may in writing offer to be defau!ted, and that 
damages may be awarded against it for the sum therein expressed, and if the complainant 

does noi accept such sum with his costs up to that time, but proceeds in his suit, he shall be 
entitled to his costs up to the time of the tender of such payment into court or offer of 
annie and not afterwards, unless the complainant recovers greater damages than were SO 
offered. 


Section 9. For the purpose of defraying the cost of such property, land, ease:ents, 
water and water rights as may be purchased, taken or held for the purposes aforesaid, and

RUINED BY DRINK. 


Some Facts About the Poverty of the Na- 
vajo Indians of Utah. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 30, 1893. Gov. 
Caleb West of Utah, tells some interesting 
facts about the poverty of the Navajo In- 
dians of that territory in his annual report. 
He thinks that the principal cause of their 
distress is the whiskey traffic. Their love 
of drink is so great, that they will sell the 
last head of stock to gratify it. Small 
traders abound on all sides of the reserva- 
tion, whose ostensible business is the ex- 
change of goods for the wood and pelts of 
the Indians, but whose real business is the 
illicit sale of whiskey. These violators of 
law cannot be brought to justice except by 
the expenditure of large sums of money. 

Goy. West says that, so faras he has been 
able to learn, there has not been a conflict 
for a number of years, which was not 
caused by the sale of whiskey to the In- 
dians, The fees to the marshals will not 
warrant them in incurring the expense of 
securing testimony necessary to convict. 
As a general thing, the Indians will not 
“peach *? on a man who sells them drink, 
and it is very hard to convict a man on the 
testimony of an Indian, because the word 
of a redskin does not carry great weight 
with a jury. The traflicer’s make big 
profits and are therefore willing to take 
big risks, Then they terrorize those who 
might inform on them. If a resident at- 
tempted their arrest and conviction, he 
could not live peaceably thereafter. The 
Indians would be induced to run off his 
stock, his property would be destroyed, 
and if these failed to accomplish his remoy- 
al, his life might be taken. 

Gov. West thinks that the government 
should appoint two or three deputy mar- 
shalls or detectives who should remain near 
the border, engage in some occupation and 
mingle with the law-breakers until they 
had secured enough testimony to convict 
theirmen. A few convictions of the lead- 
ers would put an end to the nefarious 
traffic.

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How Many Bees Make a Pound? 

This question is answered in a recent 
number of the American Agriculturist. 
Careful weighing shows that an ordinary 
bee, not loaded weighs the one five-thou- 
sandth part ofa pound, so that it takes 
five thousand bees not loaded to make a 
pound. But the loaded bee when hecomes 
in fresh from the fields and flowers loaded 
with honey or bee bread, weighs nearly 
three times more, that is to say he carries 
nearly twice his own weight. Of loaded 
bees there are only about 1,800 in the 
pound, 

An ordinary hive of bees contains from 
four to five pounds of bees, or between 
twenty thousand and twenty-five thousand 
individuals; but some swarms have double 
this weight and number of bees.

STEVENS MAKES 
A REPLY 


To the Report Made by Commis- 
sioner Blount. 


AFFIDAVITS QF OPPOSITION 


Taken Up and Disposed of In 
a Vigorous Manner. 


Hlount’s Course Is Declared to Be Un- 
patriotic and Un-American and Doubts 
Expressed as te His Ability to Perform 
the Task Which Was Assigned Him— 
The Hawaiian Struggle Is Between Men 
of Intelligence and Morality and Men of 
Decidedly Opposite Character—Blount’s 
Report Declared to Be Untruthful and 
Partial Throughout. 


Boston, Dec. 1.—In a voluminous article 
ex-Minister Stevens replies to ex-Com- 
missioner Blount relative to Hawaiian 
affairs. Inthis answer Mr. Stevens says 
in part: 

“A deep sense of obligation to my coun- 
try and an American’s duty to defend an 
insulted, threatened and struggling Ameri- 
can colony, planted as righteously and 
firmly on the North Pacific isles as our 
Pilgrim Fathers established themselves on 
Plymouth Rock, demand that I shall 
make an answer to the astounding mis- 
representations and untruths of Commis- 
sioner Blount’s report on Igawaiian affairs. 

“So much as a necessary introduction to 
my consideration of Blount’s report. Not 
wishing to be severe on a neopbyte in 
diplomacy, with little knowledge of the 
world’s affairs outside of his own country, 
sent onavery peculiar errand amid cur- 
rents and quicksands entirely unknown to 
him, he has been partly the victim of cir- 
cysnstances, having been caught in the 
meshesand snares adroitly prepared for 
him by the cunning advisers of the fallen 
Liliuokalani, and by the shrewd, sharp, 
long-experienced British diplomatic agent, 
whose aims and hopes Blount has served 
so well, and without the least suspicion 
that he was aiding ultra-British interests, 
even more than he was helping the Ha- 
waiian monarchists and the justly de- 
throned queen. 

Charges Baseless and Unjust. 

“The charges, implications and insinua- 
tions of Commissioner Blount against 
President Dole, Minister Thurston, and the 
other chief men of the provisional govern- 
ment, are as baseless and unjust as th¢se 
against myself and Captain Wiltse, now 
sleeping in his honored grave. 

“But it is well for me to be more specific 
in meeting our opponent’s recklessly par- 
tisan and ex-parte statements and argu- 
ments. Under the date of Aprii 21 he says 
he disapproved of a reque-t of the pro- 
visional government that the American 
forces be landed for drill. 

“T here affirm that the provisional gov- 
ernment never made such a request. The 
provisional government followed the exact 
course followed under the monarchy. 
Whenever the naval commander desired 
todrill his men on shore, in accordance 
with naval regulations, he so signified to 
the United States minister, who made the 
request of the Hawaiian government 
through the minister of foreign affairs. 

“What Blount says about the Japanese 
man-of-war is equally ex-parte, absurd and 
egotistic.”” Mr. Stevens here states at 
length that he expressed to the Japanese 
commissioner the opinion that the United 
States would resist any encroachment on 
the soil or sovereignty of Hawaii, and that 
he (Mr. Stevens) would maintain that 
position until otherwise instructed by his 
government. 

“In Blount’s report, as given to the 
press, I find the following language: ‘The 
two leading members of the committee, 
Messrs. Thurston and Smith, growing un- 
easy as to the safety of their persons, went 
to Minister Stevens to know if he would 
protect them in the event of their arrest 
by the authorities, to which he gave his 
assent.’ 

“It is enough to say that there is nota 
semblance of truth in this assertion of 
Blount, made by him without his ever 
having hinted it to me or made any in- 
quiry of me on the subject. 

‘‘He says the response to the call of the 
comunittee of safety to land the men of 
the Boston does not appear in the files and 
the legation. The meaning of this insinu- 
ation is obvious. Enough to say, there 
never was any such document. 


Treated Both Sides the Same. 


“Blount squarely asserts that I prom- 
ised to aid the committee of safety by 
force. This is emphatically and categori- 
eally untrue. In reply torival parties at 
different times, whether the representa- 
tives of the queen or her opponents, my 
answer was always the same, that the 
force would not land until danger should 
be plainly imminent, and then only to pro- 
tect American life and property. 

“One of the most striking evidences of 
Blount’s prejudices, ex-parte and unwar- 
ranted statements, is the following: ‘A 
meeting of the committee of safety was 
held that night, Jan. 16, at the house of 
Henry Waterhouse, next door to Minister 
Btevens’ house, determined on the de- 
thronement of the queen, and selected offi- 
cers.’ - 

“Of this meeting at the house of Henry 
Waterhouse, specified by Blount, I had no 
bint or knowledge ai the time it was held, 
knew not of who m the meeting was com- 
posed, nor what was its action, and my 
first information as to the persons assem- 
bled at that meeting I obtain from 
Blount’s report.” 

A Few More Points. 

Mr. Stevens then takes up the point that 
for three years prior to the queen’s coup 
d’etat he had kept himself as became the 
United States minister conversant with 
the plans of the Hawaiian factions. He 
quotes in full the queen’s official docu- 
ment sent him, which contained the assur- 
ance that the island constitution would be 
upheld. Mr Stevens lays stress on the 
fact that this message was not sent until 
20 hours after the men fromthe Boston 
had landed, the implication being that the 
queen and her supporters did not consider 
him or Commander Wiltse responsible for 
their overthrow. 

The ex-minister then reviews in detail 
the correspondence between himself and 
Captain Wiltse relative to the landing of 
troops Jan. 16, and alludes to the matter 
of shore quarters for the detachment sub- 
stantially as has been published. 

“Touching a copy of the call of the com-

“which Blount insinuates I wished to obn- 
ceal from him, the said copy béen pu 
lished in state a dogiments an 
was accessible to Mr. Biount before his de- 
parture for the islands.” 

Mr. Stevens then considers the individ- 
ual affidavits from Honolulu yesidents, re- 
flecting upon the official bearing in the 
Hawatian matter, and leaves their authors 
in no very flattering light after he has 
gotten through with them. In brief, he 
alleges that they are all corruptionists and 
in full sympathy with the royalist move- 
ment, whereby an impartial agg ges of 
facts is manifestly impossible. In this 
connection he continues: 

A Broad Distinction, 

“The testimony of handredg of such 
men quoted by Blount would nét counter- 
balance the words of Minister Thurston, 
President Dole and Henry Waterhouse, 
among honest men who know the respec- 
tive parties, As to Wilson, the queen’s 
immoral favorite for many years, whom 
Blount attempts to whitewash, I will not 
soil these pages by giving even the no- 
torious facts in his regard. 

“As to my recognition of the provisional 
governmei™, I reaffirm what I said in my 
recent letter to Secretary Gresham. 

In closing, Mr. Stevens says: “I am 
fully aware that I have made this paper 
too lengthy. I regret to tax the public 
patience with words of mine, Against 
all just expectations I have been forced to 
expose the anomalous, the un-American, 
and most unfair course of Blount and 
associates against my official conduct, my 
honor and all that a public man holds 
deur.

“These strange and unpatriot’c prwceed- 
ings in the presence of our national rivals 
is makivg a most shameful page of Ameri- 
can history, which our future, if not our 
present, statesmen and generation will re 
pudiate and blot out by wise and effective 
measures,” 


TRE TARIFF BILL, 
Income Tax and Other Important Items 
Have Been Adjusted. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—It has been defi 
nitely determined that the income tax sys- 
tem, to be reported by the ways and means 
committee, will be confined toa tax on 
the net incomes of all corporations and a 
tax on succession and legacies. A strong 
fight was made for a plan broad enough te 
include all incomes of individualsin ex- 
cess of $5000 per annum, but the will of 
the majority was toabandon the gradu- 
ated income tax in favor of one applying 

only to corporations and successions. 

The Demccratic members have now 
reachid a definite conclusion on this sub- 
ject, and it can therefore be confidently 
announced that the income tax system 
will be narrowed down to these specific 
limits unless the recommendations of the 
committee are upset in the house anda 
general plan for a graduated tax on all in- 
comes, private as well as corporative, be 
adopted. 

The Demecrats of the committee have 
also decided to increase the tax radically 
on cigarets and to impose a tax on play- 
ing cards, the object on the one hand 
being to tax a “‘nuisance,’’ and on the 
other to tax an article which can beara 
hesvy burden without any individual 
feeling the weight of it. The internal rev- 
enue tax on whisky is still an open ques- 
tion. 


Brazilian Battles, 

BvuENOS AYREs, Dec. 1.—The insurgents 
in Rio Grande do Sul have been victorious 
in a battle with the government forces 
near Bage. Both sides suffered heavy 
losses. The government forts at Rio de 
Janeiro continue to cannonade the in 
surgent warships. The transport Madra 
bas been set on fire by the explosion of a 
shell from the ferts, and the Aquidabon, 
the most powerful vessel of the insurgent 
fleet, has been seriously damaged. 


Not Yet Identified. 

SwAmMpscort, Mass., Dec.1.— Nothing fur- 
ther has been learned of the schooner sunk 
off Ezg Rock. The vessel is in the’same 
spot, and thereis no sign that she is go- 
ing to pieces. The currentis not very 
strong here, and fishermen believe that it 
is possible to raise her. There has been a 
small amount of wreckage come ashore, 
but nothing that will identify the 
schooner. 


Hard Times at Lowell. 
LOWELL, Mass., Dec, 1.—The depressing 
news of the carpet mills shutdown is 
augmented by the report that the Lowell 
machine shop may b+ forced to shut down 
foran indefinite neriod, owing to uncer- 
tainty of the market. It is also reported 
that Michael Collins, manufacturer of 
woolen goods in Dracut, may cease work. 

Strikera Defeated. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 1.—General Mana- 
ger Voorhees of the Lehigh Valley road 
states that the strike is entirely over, so 
far as the company is concerned. He says 
all trains, both passenger and freight, are 
running full and making good time. He 
spoke of the Wyoming Valley division as 

being now ‘n good running order. 


Capital Impaired Onue-Half. 

New York, Dee. 1.—The Morning Adver- 
tiser states that tle Assurance Lloyds of 
America {s abut to wind up its affairs and 
pass ont of existence. It is claimed that 
the concern’s capital or guarantee fund 
has been impxired one-half, and it is 
therefore compelled to end {ts corporate 
existence. 


Alleged [legal Voting. 

LOWELL, Mass., Dec, 1.—John O'Hara, 
aged 23, claiming to bea voter, is charged 
with “repeating” at the state election. 
The alleged repeating was in Governor- 
elect Gree!.halge’s precinct and in the 
game ward where two repeaters were 
caught electionday, 

Police and Dacoita Fight. 

CALcUITA, Dec. 1.—A ‘serious conflict 
has taken place between the police of 
Gwalior and a band of Dacoits. Seven 
Dacoits and three members of the police 
force were killed and many were wounded 
on both sides. 


Blege Declared. 

Paris, Dec. 1—The governor of Per- 
nambuco has cabled that a conspiracy 
against the government was discovered 
and that all the conspirators were arrested. 
A state of siege has been declared.

Driven Trom Their Purpose—Some Sen- 
ators Will Make a Show of Opposition 
to Satisfy Their Constituents, but Will 
Eventually Vall In Line and Vote For 
the Measure—Administration Iufluence 


Exerted In Its Favor. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—The unfavorable 
comments on the tariff revision bill rather 
increases among conservative Democrats. 
The Republican opposition is natural. One 
of these Democratsin his criticism said 
that it was remarkable to him that a bill 
to provide needed revenue should make a 
reduction of $50,000,000 at a time when 
there already existed in the treasury a de- 
ficit of $50,000,090. 

How this measure will relieve the pres- 
ent condition of the public funds is re- 
garded by those wko have studied this 
question as not exactly plain. What the 
president and the secretary of the treasury 
may recommend to meet this exigency has 
not been disclosed; but it is very certain 
that arevenue bill such as has just been 
prepared is not calculated to swell the 
revenues of the government while it is 
under discussion. 

Itis admittei in treasury circles that 
the proposed reduction of duties will have 
a depressing influence upon importations, 
and that, until a bill finally fixing the 
rates of duties shall have passed, there 
will be a decrease in customs r.ceip‘s. 
The duties during the past three months 
have shown the effects of the agitation of 
this question. They have fallen to but 
little over ope-half what they should Le. 

The Democratic members of the commit- 
tee are already hearing from the d stricts 
where the raw materials placed on the fiee 
list—chiefly coal, i:on ore ani wool—a:e 
produced. One of the Democratic lead: rs 
in West Virgin’a aud another in Alabama 
informed a mem(Ler of the cominittee that 
if coal and iron ore were retained on tie 
free list it would destroy those importa :\ 
industries in those states, ‘lhe wember 
of the committee repli d that Le did ot 
believe anything of the sort; that all the 
talk of destroying industries was vousenre, 
and the committee did not intend to be 
driven from their purpose by that sort of 
logic. 

Its Prospecis. 

There has been much speculation as to 
what action the senate will be likely to 
take on the bill whea it reaces that boly, 
The belief has beeu general that the sen- 
ators from Maryland, West Virgin‘a, 
Leuisia a and in one or two other localitics 
where these industries are importaat, 
would antagonize this free raw material 
feature of the billand vote with the Re 
publicans to defeat i. A prominent Dem- 
ocrat, who c’uims to have c iva; ed this 
subject, says that it will be found, when the 
critical test comes on the pussige of the 
bill in the senate, that these senators will 
stand in line for the bill. 

‘The measure was planned by the admin- 
istration, was prepared under its personal 
gupervision, and its passage will be de- 
manded by the sameinflu nees. The sena- 
tors from the states where these industries 
are most important are champions of the 
presient and his secretary of the treasury, 
and stood by them throughout that long 
and stubborn controversy on tbe silver 
question. 

It is not considered probable that these 
senators will abandon the admiuistra ion 
simply because there are certain industries 
in which their states are interested placed 
atadisadvantage by the new measure 
They will make ashow of opposicion in 
debate, and thus endeavor to parry the 
hostility of the people of their states and 
their industries. ,

PROVIDENCE, Dec. 2.—For the first time 
since the inauguration of the big strike in 
the woolen mill district, matters assumed 
that positive condition which warrants the 
police to believe that the coming week will 
see trouble.

The | 
wervers’ scale showed a cutdown of 15 per 
cent, while the scale prepared for the loom 
fixers was as follows: Section of 17 looms, | 
$2.10 per day; section of 18 looms, $2.12 1-2 
per day; sectioa of 19 looms, $2.15 per day; 
section of 20 looms, $2.17 1-2 per day; sec- 
tion of 21 looms, $2.20 per day; dresser 
tenders, $1.90 per day; drawing-in hands, 
17 1-2 cents per 1000 threads, 

This proved anything but satisfactory, 
and asa result meetings of the strikers 
were held yes:erday afternoon and evening, 
and it was almost an unanimous vote that 
the offer of the manufacturers be rejected. 

On Monday next the gates of the several 
mills include lin the strike will be opened 
and the power started. All of the strikers 
who wish to can return to work. Vacant 
places will be filled by foreign help. 

The strikers at their meetings last night 
were open in admitting they would offer 
no objection to ar y of the strikers return- 
ing to work, but threatened violeice to 
any outside help who would venture to ac- 
cept positions 

The manufacturers in view of this have 
consulted with the polices, and aresuler 
cetail of officers will be assigned tot e 
mill district o2 Monday to protee p:op- 
erty. <A mass meeting of the +trikers wiil 
be held today, and on Monday u parade 
will be made by the men, women and chil- 
drea who are interested in the strike.

Said Act is as follows: 

{[CHAP. 401.) 


An ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF QUINCY TO INTRODUCE A FUBLIC WATER SUPPLY. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Secrion 1. The city of Quincy, for the purpose of supplying the said city and the in- 
habitants thereof with pure water for the extinguishment of fires and for domestic and 
other purposes, after the purchase of the franchise, corporate property, rights and privileges 
of the Quincy Water Company, as provided in section nine of chapter one hundred and 
sixty-two of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-thiee, may take, hold and 
convey into and through said city, the waters of Blue Hill river and of the tributaries 
thereof, excepting Braintree great pond and Houghton’s pond in the town of Milton, at 
any point or points in said city of Quincy and the towns of Braintree, Randolph and 
Milton, with any water rights connected therewith, and may also take and hold by 
purchase or otherwise any land, rights of way, easements and real estate necessary for 
laying, constructing and maintaining pipes, aqaeducts, water-courses, reservoirs, storage 
basins, dams, filter galleries and such other works as may be deemed necessary for collect- 
ing, purifying, storing, retaining, discharging, conducting and distributing said waters, or 
for preserving the purity of said waters, provided, however, that any lands taken for 
preserving the purity of said waters or water supply shall not be more than one thousand 
feet distant from the same. 

Section 2. Said city shall, within sixty diys after taking any lands, rights of way, 
water rights, water sources or easements aforesaid, otherwise than by purchase, for the 
purposes of this act, file and cause to be recorded in the registry of deeds for the county of 
Norfolk a description thereof sufficiently accurate for identification, with a statement of 
the purposes for which the same were taken, which statement shall be signed by 
the mayor. 

Sxction 3. Said city, for the purposes aforesaid, may construct aqueducts and main- 
tain the same; may construct and maintain dams, reservoirs, storage basins, filter galleries 
and other proper works; may erect buildings and machinery; may make and establish 
such public fountains and hydrants as may from time to time be deemed proper, and may 
change or discontinue the same; may regulate the use of water, and establish the rates to 
be paid therefor and collect the same by process of law. Said city may also, for the 
purposes aforesaid, carry any pipe, drain or aqueduct over or under any river, water- 
course, street, railroad, public way, highway or other way, in such manner as not unneces- 
sarily to obstruct the same, aud may enter upon and dig up such road, street or way for the 
purpose of laying down, maintaining or repairing any pipe, drain or aqueduct, and may do 
any other thing necessary and proper in executing the purposes of this act. 

Section 4. If said city enters upon and digs up, tor the purposes aforesaid, or by 
reason of anything authorized by this act injures any road, street or way which is outside 
the limits of said city, it shall be subject to such reasonable regulations as may be pre- 
scribed by the Selectmen of the town in which such road, street or way is located, and 
shall restore the same to as good order and condition as it was in when such digging com- 
menced, or before such injury occurred; and shall forever maintain all railings which may 
be necessary on account of any alteration required to be made in the grade of any portion 
of any street by reason of anything done under the authority of this act; and the work 
shal! be done and all repairs be made in such manner and with such care as not to render 
any road, street or way in which such pipes are laid, unsafe or unnecessarily inconvenient 
to the public travel thereon. Said city shall at all times indemnify and save harmless any 
such town which is liable to keep in repair any road, street or way aforesaid, against all 
damages and costs which may be recovered against it, and shall reimburse to it all expense 
which it shall reasonably incur in the defence of suits or otherwise by reason of avy defect 
or want of repair in such road, street or way, caused by the placing, maintenance, repairing 
or replacing of said pipes, or by reason of any aot he” to persons or property, caused by any 
defect or want of repair in any such pipes, provided that said city has notice of any claim 
or suit for such damages or injury and an opportunity to assume the defence thereof. 

Section 5. Said city shall be liable to pay all damages sustained by any persons or 
corporations by the taking of or injury to any of their land, water, water rights, rights of 
way, easements Or property, or by the constructing or repairing of any acqueduct, reservoir 
or other works for the purposes aforesaid. If any person sustaining damages as aforesaid 
does not agree with said city upon the amount of said damages he may within two years 
from such taking, and not afterwards, apply by petition for an assessment of the damages 
to the superior court in the county of Nortolke Such petition may be filed in the clerk’s 
oftice of said court in vacation or at any sitting, and the clerk shall thereupon issue a sum- 
mons to the said city, returnable, if issued in vacation, at the next sitting of the court to be

taken or held by said city pursuant to the provisions of this act, or corrupts the same, or 
renders it impure, or destroys or injures any dam, aqueduct, pipe, conduit, hydrant, 
machinery, or other works or property held, owned, or used by said city under the authority 
and for the purposes of this act, shall forfeit and pay to said city three times the amount of 
the damages assessed therefor to be recovered in an action of tort; and on conviction of 
either of the wanton or malicious acts aforesaid, may also be punished by fine not exceeding 
three hundred dollars, or by imprisonment not exceeding one year in the house of 
correction. 


SEcTIoN 15. So much of chapter three hundred and forty-seven of the acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and eighty-eight and acts in amendment thereof as is inconsistent with 
the provisions of this act is hereby repealed. 


Section 16. This act shall be submitted to the qualified voters of the city of Quincy 
for its acceptance, and shall be void unless such voters, voting in their respective wards or 
precincts, at a legal meeting called by order of the City Council in the same manner as 
meetings for municipal elections are called, shall within three years from the passage of 
this act determine by ballot by a two-thirds vote of those present and voting to accept the 
same. 

SxcTion 17. So much of this act as authorizes the submission of the question of its 
acceptance to the legal voters of said city shall take effect upon its passage, but it shall not 
take further effect nnless and until accepted, es herein before provided, by the qualified 
voters of said city, and the number of meetings called for the purpose of its acceptance 
shall not exceed three in any one year —[Approved June 11, 1891.

ting, returnable on such day as the court shall order, to appear and answer to the petition. 
The summons shall be served fourteen days at least before the sitting or day at which it is 
returnable, by leaving a copy thereof and of the petition, certitied by the officer who serves 
the same, with the clerk of said city; and the court may, upon default or heariog given to 
said city. appoint three disinterested persons who shall after reasonable notice to the par- 
ties, assess the damages, if any, which such petitioner may have sustained as aforesaid; 
and the award of the persons so appointed, ora major part of them, being returned into 
and accepted by the court, shall be final and judgment shall be rendered and execution 
issued thereon for the prevailing party with costs, unless one of the parties claims a trial by 
jury as hereinafter provided. 

Section 6. If either of the parties mentioned in the preceding section is dissatisfied 
with the amount of damages awarded as therein expressed, such party may at the sitting at 
which such award was accepted or the next sitting thereafter, claim in writing a trial in 
said court, and have a jury to hear and determine at the bar of said court all questions of 
fact relating to such damages, and to assess the amount thereof: and the yerdic: of the 
jury being accepted and recorded by the court, shall be final and conclusive, and judgment 
shall be rendered and execution issued thereon, and costs shall be recovered by the parties, 
respectively, in the same manner as is provided by law in regard to proceedings relating to 
the laying out of highways. 

Section 7. Noapplication shall be made to the court for the assessment of damages for 
the taking of any water rights, or for any injury thereto, until the water is actually with- 
drawn or diverted by said city under the authority of this act. 

Section 8. In every case of a petition to the superior court for an assessment of dam- 
age, as provided in this act, the city may tender to the complainant or his attorney any 
sum, or may bring the same into court to be paid to the complainant for the damages by 
him sustained or claimed in his petition, or may in writing offer to be defaulted, and that 
damages may be awarded against it for the sum therein expressed, and if the complainant 
does not accept such sum with his costs up to that time, but proceeds in his suit, he shall be 
entitled to his costs up to the time of the tender of such payment into court or offer of 
aome, and not afterwards, unless the complainant recovers greater damages than were so 
offered. 


Sxction 9. For the purpose of defraying the cost of such property, land, easements, 
water and water rights as may be purchased, taken or held for the purposes aforesaid, and 
of constructing the works authorized by this act, and paying all expenses incident thereto, 
the city of Quincy shall have the authority to issue notes, scrip or bonds, to be dominated 
on the face thereof Quincy Public Water Supply Loan, to an amount not exceeding four 
hundred thousand dollars, bearing interest not exceeding five per cent. per annum, payable 
semi-annually, the principal to be payable at periods of not more than thirty years from 
the issuing of such notes, script or bonds respectively, Said city may sell the same, or any 
part thereof, froin time to time, or pledge the same for any money borrowed for the above 

urposes; but the same shal! not > sold or pledged for less than the par value thereof. 

Said city shall pay the in’ erest as it accrues on said loan, and shall establish a sinking fund 
and shall contribute thereto annually a sum sufficient with its accumulations to pay the prin- 
cipa! of said loanat maturity; and said sinking fund shall remain sacred and inviolate and 
pledged to the payment of said principal] aud shall be used for no other parpose. The pro- 
visions of sections ten and eleven of chaper twenty-nine of the Public Statutes shall so far 
as applicable apply to said sinking fund. 

Section 10. The said city of Quincy instead of establishing a sinking fund may at 
the time of authorizing said loan provide for the payment thereof in such annual propor- 
tionate payments as will extinguish the same within the time prescribed in this act; and 
when such yote has been passed by the city council and aparoved by the mayor of said city, 
the amount required thereby shall without further vot: be assessed by the assessors of said 
city ineach year thereafter, until the debt incurred by said loan shall be extinguished, in 
the same manner as Other taxes are assessed under the provisions of section thirty-four 
of chapter eleven of the Public Statutes. 


Section 11. A board consisting of three commissioners, who shall be citiz<ns of sai 

ty, shall be appointed by the mayor, as soon as practicable after this act shall have been 
accepted by the citizens of said city as hereinafter provided; they shall hold their offices 
respectively until the expiration of one, two and three years from the first Monday of Feb- 
ruary next preceding their appointment and until their respective successors have been 
appointed and qualified, unless they shall sooner resign or be removed for cause as herein- 
aiter provided; and thereafter in January in each succeeding municipal year one person 
shall be so appointed a member of said board, who shall hold office for three years from the 
first Monday of the February next ensuing and until his successor has been appointed and 
qualified, unless his duties are sooner terminated as hereivafter provided. Appointments 
to fill vacancies which may occur by death, resignation or otherwise shall be made without 
delay by the mayor, and he may remove any water commissioner from oftice for the causes 
and in the manner provided in section twenty-seven of chapter three hundred forty-seve 
of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-eight. Said commissioners shall have 
such office room and clerical assistance and shall receive such compensation as the city 
council from time to time may determine. 


Section 12. The said commissioners shall superintend and direct the construction, 
execution and performance of all the works, matters and things mentioned in the preceding 
sections. They shall be subject to such ordinances, rules and regulations in the execution 
of such duties as the city council may from time to time ordain and establish, not inconsist- 
ent with the provisions of this act and the laws of this Commonwealth: provided, however 
that whenever a system of water works under the provisions of this act shall be substan. 
tially completed and put in successful operation, said commissioners, upon written request 
of the mayor, shall transfer the same to the commissioners of public works of said city, 
and thereupon the powers of said board of water commissioners shall cease and all of its 
powers — be vested in and all of its duties imposed upon said commissioner of public 
works. speterge commissioners shall make all contracts for the above purposes in the 
name and behalf of the city, but no contract shall be made by them which involves the

TARIFF REFORMERS 


Think the New Bill Is About the 
Right Thing. 


A SPEECH BY MR. HARTER 


In Which He Predicts Prosper- 
ity For Manufacturers. 


Boston, Dec. 2.—The New England 
Tariff Reform league had its monthly 
dinner at the United States hotel last 
evening. Fully 200 members were present. 

After the elaborate menu provided for 
the occasion had been disposed of and 
cigars had been reached, President Pierce 
congratulated the league upon the bright 
outlook for tariff reform promised by the 
Wilson bill, and introduced the principal 
speaker of the evening, Hon. Michael D. 
Harter of Ohio. 

After some introductory words, used to 
express his feeling that “the present situ- 
ation’ was one of hopefulness and promise, 
Mr. Harter said in part: 

Harter’s Address, 

“The situation requires of us unswerv- 
ing support of tariff reform. The condi- 
tion of the agricultural class, making up 
as it does 40 per cent of our population 
and furnishing the basis of all our pros- 
perity, is as bad, yes, worse than it was in 
1892. 

“The great consuming masses, who may 
be said to embrace the entire nation, were 
never in more need of relief than now. 
Labor, in all our history, has never been 
so poorly provided with employment, 
while manufacturers, having outgrown 
the conditions placed upon our shops and 
factories, have reached a point where, 
without substantial reductions in tariff 
taxation, profitable continuance of opera- 
tion by many is impossible. 

“From every side comes the call to con- 
gress for relief through reduced taxation. 
This call is louder and in tones more elo- 
quent and commanding than ever before. 
The monopolist press cries to us, and the 
high tariff leaders demand of us that we 
allow the existing high taxes to remain. 
Suppose we heed this demand, in what 
way is prosperity to flow upon and among 
the manufacturing industries of the coun- 
try? 

“Can they not see that under our present 
system of taxation our power to produce 
is far greater than our ability to consume, 
and that a continuance of our present 
policy neans stagnation and starvation? 
Do they not understand that by a wise re- 
vision and reduction of the tariff nearly 
all our industries can be promptly placed 
upon their feet? 

New Tariff Defended. 

“They ought to see clearly that a reduc- 
tion in the raw materials of the factory 
will result in an enlarged demand for its 
goods, because of the lower price it can 
afford to sell them at, and that this de- 
mand will come not only from our own 
people, but from abroad. The man who 
cannot see this is biind, indeed. 

“Take up the government’s report of 
our exports for the past eight months, and 
you will read there that we have been able 
toexport nearly all classes of manufac 
tured goods; goods of which the raw ma- 
terial was iron, steel, cotton, lumber, cop- 
per, paper aud even wool. 

“Such goods we have shipped abroad by 
the millions. In this fact we ought to 
read the very plain lesson that the tariff 
bill which the present congress will pass 
will give to American manufacturers such 
prosperity, such au increase in trale, such 
an enlargement in profits as to throw into 
thesbade any apparent prosperity which 
we have been acquainted withia recent 
years. Why, then, this how! and opposi- 
lion? 

“Protection a Curse.” 

“I believe so-called protection has always 
been a curse to our people and a weight 
upon our manufacturers, but even those 
who disagree with me in this will find it 
impossible to deny that fcr many years, 
at least, protection has simply operated to 
give to Europe ani to protect her in the 
possession of vast markets which other- 
wise would have been controlled by 
American manufactur.rs. With the pas- 
sage of the ways and means bill all this 
will be changed, and the American manu- 
facturer and his employes will come to 
their own. 

“The two things which make up the 
cost of amanufactured article are, first, 
material, and, second, labor. After the 
passage of the ways aud means bill the 
American manufacturer will have his ma- 
terial as cheap, or cheaper, than his for- 
eign competitor. He already has, as you 
have seen (measured by its productive- 
ness), the lowest cost labor in the world. 

“Now, unless ycu credit the American 
manufacturer with less capacity than his 
foreign competitor possesses, we can s-e 
that, after the bill becomes law, the pros- 
perity of the American manufacturer will 
eclipse that of any other manufacturer in 
the world, and his productions w.il girdle 
the earth and fill its mars, You wll 
then find goods made in American f.c- 
tories by American workmen on ail the 
shelves and in every great warehouse on 
the globe. 

A Rap at McKinley. 

“It is said that a man is rash who makes 
predictions, but I am quite willing to 
assume the risk, and tonight, when my 
good friend, Governor McKinley. is dis- 
mally foretelling ruin and croaking about 
the future, I dec'are itto be my couvic ion 
that every effect and result of the reduc- 
tion of tariff taxation now about to be 
made will prove advantageous tothe coun- 
try, and that thes¢ advantages will be so 
conspicuous that from this time on the de- 
mand will not be for the restoration of 
high taxes, but that congress will be urged 
to make more reductions in number and 
larger ones in amount.” 

Resolutions were adopted declaring that 
the New England ‘lariff Reform league 
approved of the tariff bill prepured by the 
ways and means committee of the national 
house of representatives as a decided step 
in advance in the direction of freer trade, 
and, to that extent, embodying the princi- 
ples which the kague was organized to 
support. 

Hon. John E. Russell made a short 
speech comparing the tariffs of '42, ’46, ’57, 
60 with that of the present, giving per- 
sonal recollections of each, and pointing 
out the fact that upto 1860 the manufac- 
turing interests of New England were 
wholly in favor of a low tariff.

Our Law Makers Assemble at the 
Nation’s Capital. 


A FORECAST OF MEASURES 


Which Will Occupy Their At- 
tention For Many Days. ‘ 


The Tariff Promises to Be the Most In- 


teresting Feature of the Session—De- 


bate Not Expected to End Until Late 
In Janvary—The Hawaiian Matter May 
Cut an Important Figure—Blair Likely 


to Have a New Free Coinage Scheme 


For Consideration — Chinese Question 


and Other Items Will Be 


Interesting 


Srought Up. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—A great crowd as- 
sembled at the Capitol today to witness the 
opering of the houses of congress. The 
scene on the floor of the house was very 
animated. Many of the desks were deco- 
rated with floral offerings. Members who 
bad not seen each cach other since the ad- 
journment exchanged salutations, and 
congratulations and condolences, particu- 
larly the latter, were the order of the day. 
It wasa cheerful assemblage, and while 
members indulged in pleasantries toward 
the defeated, no bid temper was displayed. 

On the senate side more than a quorum 
of senators were present, and the scenes 
incident to the assembling of congress 
were enacted accordingly. After the roll- 
call in the hous®, members-elect were 
sworn in. 

Extra Session Bills Alive. 

Legislation does not die with a session 
as nominations do, so that all the bills in- 
troduced at extra are still 
alive, and all those reported from commit- 
tees are pendinz before the two houses. 
The bankruptcy bili bas the right of way 
in the house, followed by the naturaliza- 
tion bill, but both are likely to be side- 
tracked for the ‘tariff bill, although the 
friends of the baukruptcy Dill are still 
hopeful that they may get it through the 
house before the tar {f bill is taken up. 

In the senate the bill increasing the na- 
tional bank circulation to the par value of 
the bonds deposited has the right of way, 
followed by the bill repealing the federal 
elections law. 

The president will have to send in the 
nominations of the officers whom he has 
appointed during the interval, including 
those who failed of confirmation at the ex- 
tra session. He is also expected to send in 
the nomination of Mr. Hornblower to bea 
justice of the supreme court, in the place 
of the late Justice Blatchford. 

Resolutions of inquiry as to Hawaiian 
affairs, and resolutions as to the removal 
of Civil Service Commissioner Johnston 
are threatened by anti-administration 
men in both houses. 

The Tariff. 

It is uncertain as yet when the tariff bill 
will be broughtupin the house. The of- 
ficial statemeut as to the probable revenue 
under the proposed Wilson bill was not 
ready today. Until it is ready the internal 
revenue changes proposed cannot be de- 
termined nor can the report on the Wilson 
bill, if it is to be pressed separately, be 
completed 

The majority of the ways and means 
committee hope to have this calculation 
completed by Tueslay at the farthest, 
when they will be uble to go ahead with- 
out delay. They have no idea of getting 
the tariff bill through the house before 
Jan. 1. 

Although the question of the internal 
revenue taxes necessary to supplement the 
tariff taxes provided for in the Wilson bill 
has not been finally settled, it is the opin- 
ion of members of the committee thata 
tax on the net receipts of corporations, an 
increase on the tax on cigarets anda tax 
on playing cards will be the main features 
of the outcome. 

Other Business. 

It may be that the Hawaiian affair will 
eut some figure in the proceedings during 
the week. A resolution calling for the 
papers in the case is almost sure to be in- 
troduced, And it might come up in still 
another way if the news from Hawaii, 
which is expected via Auckland on the 
%th, should be of a sensational nature. 

The urgency deficiency bill and the New 
York and New Jersey bridge bill which 
were left with conference reports pending 
when congress adjourned at the end of the 
extra session will be probably disposed of 
during this week. 

The World’: fair award bill, which passed 
both houses in the closing hours of the 
session, but which was not signed either by 
Speaker Crisp or Vice President Steven- 
son, can become a law as soon as it re- 
ceives their signatures and the presi- 
dential approval. 

In addition to the tariff, many other 
matters will crowd forward at the earliest 
possible moment for consideration. Chair- 
man Springer of the bavking and cur- 
rency committee has under consideration 
a bill to repeal the 10 per cent on state 
banks and revise the national banking 
system. He has not yet worked out all of 
the details, but he and his friends seek to 
find some other basis of bank circulation 
than national bonds. : 

State, county and municipal bonds will be 
subjected to such a scrutiny by the comp- 
troller of the currency as will make the 
circulation based on them essentially a4 
currency. The bill will probably be in- 
troduced at an early date. 

Silver Again,

coinage bill, not with the hope that it will 
become a law, but with the intention of 
placing congressmen on record. 

All sensible men in the silver ranks rec- 
ognize the fact that the free coinage 
measure cannot become alawas long as 
Mr. Cleveland is in the White Houses un- 
less they can command a_ two-thirds ma- 
jority in each house, and this is admitted 
to be out of the question, 

The bill making more stringent the 
naturalization laws, which were disc issed 
three days during the extra session, is al<o 


pending and is considerec among the 
measures that will surely pass both 


houses. 

Although the extra session succeed-d in 
getting the Chinese question out of the 
way for six months at least, by extending 
the period of registration for that lenets 
of time, it, too, promises to bob up azain. 
It is broadly hinted that the Chinese d» 
not intend to register now any more than 
before the extension of the law. The fuail- 
ure of the Chinese to register is attributed 
to the fact that they have been informed 
either by the Chinese minister or by the 
Chinese Six companies or by somebody 
else in whom they have confidence to 
ignore the law under which they can le- 
gally remain within the limits of the 
United States. 


THE MESSAGE. 


fo THe CONGRESS OF THE UNITED Scares: 

The constitutional duty which requires the 
president from time to time to give tothe 
songress information of the state of the 
Union, and recommend to their consideration 
such measures as he shall judge necessary 
and expedient, is fittingly entered upon by 
commending to the congress a careful exam- 
ination of the detailed statements and well 
supported recommendations contained in the 
reports of the heads of departments who are 
chiefly charged with the executive work of 
the government. 

In an effort to abridge this communication 
as much asis consistent with its purpose, I 
shall supplement a brief reference to the con- 
tents of these departmental reports by the 
mention of such executive business and inci- 
dents as are not embraced therein, and by 
such recommendations as appear to be at this 
particular time appropriate, 


Our Foreign Relations. 

While our foreign relations have not at all 
times during the past year been entirely free 
from perplex ty, no embarrassing situation 
remains that will not yield to the spirit of 
fairness and love of justiee, which, joined 
with consistent firmness, characterize a truly 
American foreign policy. 

My predecessor, having accepted the office 
of arbitrator of the long standing missions 
boundary dispute, tendered to the president 
by the Argentine Republicand Brazil, it has 
been my agreeable duty to receive the special 
envoys commissioned by those states to lay 
before me evidence and arguments in behalf 
wf their respective governments. 

The outbreak of domestic hostilities in the re- 
public of Brazil found the United States alert 
to watch the interests of our citizens in that 
country, with which we carry on important 
commerce. Several vessels of our new havy 
are now, and for some time have been, sta- 
tioned at Rio de Janeiro 

The struggle being between the established 
government, which controls the machinery of 
administration, and with which we maintain 
friendly relations, and certain officers of the 
navy employing the vessels of their command 
inanattack upon the national capital and 
chief seaport, and lacking, as it does, the ele- 
ments of divided administration, I have 
failed to see that the insurgents can reason- 
ably claim recognition as belligerents. 

Thus far the position of our government has 
been that of an attentive but impartial ob- 
server of the unfortunate conflict. Empha- 
sizing our fixed policy of impartial neutrality 
in such a condition of affairs as now exists, I 
deemed it necessary to disavow. in a manner 
not to be misunderstood, the unauthorized 
action of our late naval commander in those 
waters in saluting the revolting Brazilian 
admiral, being indisposed to countenance an 
act calculated to give gratuitous sanction to 
the insurrection. 

The convention between our government 
and Chili, having for its object the settlement 
and adjustment of the demands of the two 
countries against each other, has been made 
effective by the organization of the claims 
commission provided for. The two govern- 
ments failing to agree upon the third member 
of the commission, the good offices of the 
president of the Swiss republic were invoked, 
as provided in the treaty, and the selection of 
the Swiss representative in this country to 
complete the organization, was gratifying 
alike to the United States and Chili. 

The vexatious question of so-called legation 
asylum for offenders against the state and its 
laws was presented anew in Chili by the un- 
authorized action of the late United States 
minister in receiving into his official residence 
two persons who had just failed in an attempt 
at revolution and against whom criminal 
charges were pending, growing out of a former 
abortive disturbance. 

The doctrine of asylum as applied to this 
case is not sanctioned by the best precedents, 
and, when allowed, tends to encourage sedi- 
tion and strife. Under no circumstances can 
the representatives of this government be per- 
mitted under the ill-defined fiction-of extra- 
territoriality to interrupt the administration 
of criminal justice inthe countries to which 
they are accredited. A temperate demand 
having been made by the Chilian government 
forthe correction of this conduct in the in- 
atance mentioned, the minister was instructed 
no longer to harbor the offenders. 

The Geary Law. 

The legislation of last year, known as the 
Geary law, requiring the registration of all 
Chinese laborers entitled to reside in the 
United States, and the deportation of all not 
complying with the provisions of this act 
within the time prescribed, met with much 
opposition from Chinamen in this country. 
Acting upon the advice of eminent counsel 
that the law was unconstitutional, the great 
mass of Chinese laborers, pending judicial in- 
quiry as to its validity, in good faith declined 
toapply for the certificates required by its 
provisions. A test case, upon proceeding by 
habeas corpus, was brought before the su- 
preme court, andon May 13, 1883, a decision 
was made by that tribunal sustaining thalaw. 

It is beheved that under the recent amend- 
ment of the act extending the time for regis- 
tration, the Chinese laborers thereto entitled, 
who desire to reside in this country, will now 
avail themselves of the renewed privilege 
thus afforded of establishing by lawful pro- 
cedure their right to remain, and that thereby 
the necessity of enforced deportation may to 
a greatdegree beavoided. It has devolved 
upon the United States minister at Peking, as 
dean of the diplomatic body, and inthe ab- 
sence of a representative of Sweden and Nor- 
way, to press upon the Chinese government 
reparation for the recent murder of Swedish 
missionaries at Sung-Pu. T his question is 
of vital interest to all countries whose citi- 
zens engage in missionary work in the interior. 

Extradition. 

Costa Rica has lately testified its friendli- 
ness by surrendering to the United States. ‘in 
the absence of a convention of extradition, 
but upon duly submitted evidence of crimi- 
— a noted fugitive from justice. It is 
trusted that the negotiation of a treaty with 
that country to meet recurring cases of this 
wind will soon be accomplished. Tn my opinion 
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treaties for reciprocal extradition should be 
concluded with all those countries with which 
the United States has not already conven- 
tional arrangements of that character. 

Ihave deemed it fitting to express to the 
governments of Costa Rica and Colombia the 
kindly desire of the United States to see their 
pending boundary dispute finally closed by 
arbitration in conformity with the spirit of 
the treaty concluded between them some 
years ago. 

_Our relations with the French republic con- 
tinue to be intimate and cordial. I sincerely 
hope that the extradition treaty with that 
country, as amended by the senate, will soon 
be operative. 

While occasional questions affecting our 
baturalized citizens returning to the land of 
their birth have arisen in our intercourse 
with Germany, our relations with that coune 
try continue satisfactory. 

Friendly With Great Britain. 

The questions affecting our relations with 
tireat Britain have been treated in a spirit of 
friendliness. Negotiations are in progress be- 
tween the two governments with a view to 
buch concurrent action as will make the 
award and regulations agreed upon by the 
Behring sea tribunal of arbitration practically 
effective, and it is not doubted that Great 
Britain will co-operate freely with this coun- 
try for the accomplishment of that purpose. 

Redress Was Prompt. 


4 Upon receiving authentic information of the 
firing upon an American mail steamer touch- 
ing at Amapala, because her captain refused 
to deliver up a passenger in transit from 
Nicaragua to Guatemala upon demand of the 
military authorities of Honduras, our minis- 
ter to that country under instructions pro- 
tested agaiust the wanton act and demanded 
4atisfaction. The government of Honduras, 
actuated by asense of justice and ina spirit 
of friendship, disavowed the illegal conduct 
of the officers and.expressed sincere regret for 
the occurrence. 

It is confidently anticipated that a satisfac- 
tory adjustment will soon be reached of the 
a¥estions arising ont of the seizure and use of 
American vessels by insurgents in Honduras 
and the subsequent denial by the successful 
government of commercial privileges to those 
vessels on that account, 

Liberia. 

A notable part of the southeasterly coast of 
Liberia, between the Cavally and San Pedro 
rivers, which for nearly half a century has 
been generally recognized as belonging to that 
republic by cession and purchase, has been 
claimed to be under the protectorate of 
France in virtue of agreements entered into 
by the native tribes over whom Liberia’s con- 
trol has not been well maintained. More re- 
cently, negotiations between the Liberian rep- 
resentative and the French government re- 
sulted in the signature at Paris of a treaty 
whereby as an adjustment certain Liberian 
territory is ceded to France. This convention, 
at last advices, had not been ratified by the 
Liberian legislature and executive. 

Feeling a sympathetic interest in the for- 
tunes of the little commonwealth, the estab- 
lishment and development of which were 
largely aided by the benevolence of our coun- 
trymen, and which constitutes the only in- 
dependently sovereign state on the west coast 
of Africa, this government has suggested to 
the French government its earnest concern 
lest territorial impairment in Liberia should 
take place without her unrestrained consent. 

Our Kelations With Mexico 
continue to be of thatclose and friendly na- 
ture which should always characterize the in- 
tercourse of two neighboring republics. The 
work of relocating the monuments marking 
the boundary between the two countries from 
Paso Del Norte tothe Pacific is now nearly 
completed. The commission recently or 
ganized under the conventions of 1854 and 
1859 it is expected will speedily settle dis- 
putes grow ing out of the shifting currents of 
the Rio Grande river east of El Paso. 

The canal company has, unfortunately, be- 
come seriously financially embarrassed, but a 
generous treatment has been extended to it by 
the government of Nicaragua. The United 
States are especially interested in the success- 
ful achievement of the vast undertaking this 
company has in charge. That it should be ac- 
complished under distinctively American 
auspices, and its enjoyment assured not only 
to the vessels of this country asa channel of 
communicatien between our Atlantic and 
Pacific seaboards, but to the ships of the 
world in the interests of civilization, is a 
proposition which, in my judgment, does no 
admit of question. 

Guatemala has also been visited by the 
political vicissitudes which have afflicted her 
Central American neighbors; but the dissolu- 
tion of its legislature and the proclamation of 
a dictatorship have been unattended with 
civil war. 

An extradition treaty with Norway 
recently been exchanged and proclaimed. 

The extradition treaty with Russia, signed 
in March, 1587, and amended and confirmed 
by the senate in February last, was duly pro- 
claimed last June. 

The Samoan Squabble. 

Led by a desire to compass differehces and 
contribute to the restoration of order in 
Samoa, which for some years previous had 
been the scene of conflicting foreign preten- 
sions and native strife, the United States, de- 
parting from its policy consecrated by a cen- 
tury of observance, entered four years ago 
into the treaty of Berlin, thereby becoming 
jointly bound with England and Germany to 
establish and maintain Malistoa as king 
of Samoa. The treaty provided fora foreign 
court of justice, a municipal council for the 
district of Apia, with a foreign president 
thereof, authorized to advise the king; a tri- 
bunal for the settlement of native and foreign 
land titles and a revenue system for the king- 
dom. It entailed upon the three powers that 
part of the cost of the new government not 
met by the revenue of the island. 

Early in the life of this triple protectorate,the 
native dissensions it was designed to quell re- 
vived. Rivals defied the authority of the new 
king, refusing to pay taxes and demanding 
the election of a ruler by native suffrage. Ma- 
taafa, an aspirant to the throne, and a large 
number of his 1 ative adherents, were in open 
rebellion on one of the islands. Quite lately, 
at the request of the other powers, and in ful- 
fillment of its treaty obligation, this govern- 
ment agreed to unite in a joint military move- 
ment of such dimensions as would probably 
secure the surrender of the insurgents with- 
out bloodshed. 

The warship Philadelphia was accordingly 
put under orders for Samoa, but before she 
arrived the threatened conflict was precipi- 
tated by King Malietoa’s attack upon the in- 
surgentcamp. Mataafa was defeated and a 
number of his men killed. The British and 
German naval vessels present subsequently 
secured the surrender of Mataafa and his ad- 
herents. The defeated chief and 10 of his 
principal supporters were deported to a Ger- 
man island of the Marshall group, where they 
are held as prisoners under the joint responsi- 

bility and cost of the three powers. 

This incident and the events leading up to it 
signally illustrates the impolicy of entan- 
gling alliances with foreign powers. 

Spain Is Friendly. 


More than 15 years ago this government 
preferred aclaim against Spain in behalf of 
one of our citizens,for property seized and 
confiscated in Cuba. {n 1886 the claim was 
adjusted, Spain agreeing to pay, uncondition- 

lly, as a fair indemnity, $1,590,000. A re- 
foectful but earnest note was recently ad- 
dressed tothe Spanish government, insisting 
upon prompt fulfillment of its long neglected 
obligation. 

Other claims preferred by the United States 
against Spain, in behalf of American citi- 
zens for property confiscated in Cuba, have 
been pending for many years. At the time 
Spain’s title to the Caroline islands was con- 
firmed by arbitration, that government agreed 
that the rights which had been acquired 
there by Avverican missionaries shonld be 
here eS eS

Our Indians number about 213,000, Most of 
them are located on 16! reservations, contain- 
ing 86,116,531 acres of land. Abo it 110,00u of 
these Indians have, toa large degree, adopted 
civilized customs. Lands in severalty have 
been allotted to many of them. Such allot- 
ments have been made to 10,(00 Indians during 
the last fiscal year, embracing about 1,000,000 
acres. ej 

The number of Indian government schools 
open during the year was 195, an increase of 
12 over the preceding year. Of this total 170 
were on reservations, of which 73 were board- 
ing schools and 37 were day schoo!s. 

The law providing that, except in especial 
cases, army Officers shall be detailed as In- 
dian agents, it is hoped, will prove a success- 
fulexperiment. There is dancer of great 
abuses creeping into the protecution of claims 
for Indian depredations, and I recommend 
that every possible safeguard be provided 
against the enforcement of unjust and ficti- 
tious claims of this description. The ap- 
propriations on account of the Indian bureau 
for the year ending June 30, 1894, amount to 
$7,954,962.99, a decrease as compared with the 
year preceding it of $387,131.95.

The continued intelligent execution of the 
civil service law and the increasing approval 
by the people of its operation are most grati- 
fying. The recent extension of its limita- 
tions and regulations to the employes at free 
delivery postoffices, which has been honestly 
and promptly accomplished by the commis- 
sion, with the hearty co-operation of the post- 
master general, is an immensely important 
advance in the usefulness of the system. 

The course of civilservice reform in this

(CHAP. 401.) 


An AcT TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF QUINCY TO INTRODUCE A FUBLIC WATER SUPPLY. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

SEcTION 1. The city of Quincy, for the purpose of supplying the said city and the in- 
habitants thereof with pure water for the extinguishment of fires and for domestic and 
other purposes, after the purchase of the franchise, corporate property, rights and privileges 
of the Quincy Water Company, as provided in section nine of chapter one hundred and 
sixty-two of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-thiee, may take, hold and 
convey into and through said city, the waters of Blue Hill river and of the tributaries 
thereof, excepting Braintree great pond and Houghton's pond in the town of Milton, at 
any point or points in said city of Quincy and the towns of Braintree, Randolph and 
Milton, with any water rights connected therewith, and may also take and hold by 
purchase or otherwise any land, rights of way, easements and real estate necessary for 
laying, constructing and maintaining pipes, aqaeducts, water-courses, reservoirs, storage 
basins, dams, filter galleries and such other works as may be deemed necessary for collect- 
ing, purifying, storing, retaining, discharging, conducting and distributing said waters, or 
for preserving the purity of said waters, provided, however, that any lands taken for 
preserving the purity of said waters or water supply shall not be more than one thousand 
feet distant from the same. 

Section 2. Said city shall, within sixty days after taking any lands, rights of way, 
water rights, water sources or easements aforesaid, otherwise than by purchase, for the 
yurposes of this act, file and cause to be recorded in the registry of deeds for the county of 
Norfolk a description thereof sufficiently accurate for identification, with a statement of 
the purposes for which the same were taken, which statement shall be signed by 
the mayor. 


Section 3. Said city, for the purposes aforesaid, may construct aqueducts and main- 
tain the same; may construct and maintain dams, reservoirs, storage basins, filter galleries 
and other proper works; may erect buildings and machinery; may make and establish 
such public fountains and hydrants as may from time to time be deemed proper, and may 
change or discontinue the same; may regulate the use of water, and establish the rates to 
be paid therefor and collect the same by process of law. Said city may also, for the 
purposes aforesaid, carry any pipe, drain or aqueduct over or under any river, water- 
course, street, railroad, public way, highway or other way, in such manner as not unneces- 
sarily to obstruct the same, aud may enter upon and dig up such roud, street or way for the 
purpose of laying down, maintaining or repairing any pipe, drain or aqueduct, and may do 
any other thing necessary and proper in executing the purposes of this act. 

Section 4. If said city enters upon and digs up, tor the purposes aforesaid, or by 
reason of anything authorized by this act injures any road, street or way which is outside 
the limits of said city, it shall be subject to such reasonable regulations as may be pre- 
scribed by the Selectmen of the town in which such road, street or way is located, and 
shall restore the same to as good order and condition as it was in when such digging com- 
menced, or before such injury occurred; and shall forever maintain all railings which may 
be necessary on account of any alteration required to be made in the grade of any portion 
of any street by reason of anything done under the authority of this act; and the work 
shall be done and all repairs be made in such manner and with such care as not to render 
any road, street or way in which such pipes are laid, unsafe or unnecessarily inconvenient 
to the public travel thereon. Said city shall at all times indemnify and save harmless any 
such town which is liable to keep in repair any road, street or way aforesaid, against all 
damages and costs which may be recovered against it, and shall reimburse t» it all expense 
which it shall reasonably incur in the defence of suits or otherwise by reason of any defect 
or want of repair in such road, street or way, caused by the placing, maintenance, repairing 
or replacing of said pipes, or by reason of any injury to persons or property, caused by any 
defect or want of repair in any such pipes, provided that said city has notice of any claim 
or suit for such damages or injury and an opportunity to assume the defence thereof. 


Srorion 5. Said city shall be liable to pay all damages sustained by any persons or 
corporations by the taking of or injury to any of their land, water, water rights, rights of 
way, easements Or property, or by the constructing or repairing of any acqueduct, reservoir 
or other works for the purposes aforesaid. If any person sustaining damages as aforesaid 
does not agree with said city upon the amount of said damages he may within two years 
from such taking, and not afterwards, apply by petition for an assessment of the dama,zes 
to the superior court in the county of Norfolk. Such petition may be filed in the clerk’s 
office of said court in vacation or at any sitting, and the clerk shall thereupon issue a sum- 
mons to the said city, returnable, if issued in vacation, at the next sitting of the court to be 
held after the expiration of fourteen days from the filing of the petition, and if at any sit- 
ting, returnable on such day as the court shall order, to appear and answer to the petition. 
The summons shall be served fourteen days at least before the sitting or day at which it is 
returnable, by leaving a copy thereof and of the petition, certified by the officer who serves 
the same, with the clerk of said city; and the court may, upon default or heariug given to 
said city appoint three disinterested persons who shall after reasonable notice to the par- 
ties, assess the damages, if any, which such petitioner may have sustained as aforesaid ; 
and the award of the persons so appointed, ora major part of them, being returned into 
and accepted by the court, shall be final and judgment shall be rendered and execution 
issued thereon for the prevailing party with costs, unless one of the parties claims a trial by 
jury as hereinafter provided. 

Section 6. If either of the parties mentioned in the preceding section is dissatisfied 
with the amount of damages awarded as therein expressed, such party may at the sitting at 
which such award was accepted or the next sitting thereafter, claim in writing a trial in 
said court, and have a jury to hear and determine at the bar of said court all questions of 
fact relating to such dainages, and to assess the amopnt thereof: and the verdic: of the 
jury being accepted and recorded by the court, shal] be final and conclusive, and judgment 
shall be rendered and execution issued thereon, and costs shall be recovered by the parties, 
respectively, in the same manner as is provided by law in regard to proceedings relating to 
the laying out of highways. 

Section 7. Noapplication shall be made to the court for the assessment of damages for 
the taking of any water rights, or for any injury thereto, until the water is actually with- 
drawn or diverted by said city under the authority of this act. 


Section 8. In every case of a petition to the superior court for an assessment of dam- 
age, as provided in this act, the city may tender to the complainant or his attorney any 
sum, or may bring the same into court to be paid to the complainant for the damages by 
him sustained or claimed in his petition, or may in writing offer to be defaulted, and that 
damages may be awarded against it for the sum therein expressed, and if the complainant 
does not accept such sum witb his costs up to that time, but proceeds in his suit, he shall be 
entitled to his costs up to the time of the tender of such payment into court or offer of 
award, and not afterwards, unless the complainant recovers greater damages than were so 
offered. 

Szction 9. For the purpose of defraying the cost of such property, land, easements, 

water and water rights as may be purchased, taken or held for the purposes aforesaid, and 
of constructing the works authorized by this act, and paying all expenses incident thereto, 
the city of Quincy shal! have the authority to issue notes, scrip or bonds, to be dominated 
on the face thereof Quincy Public Water Supply Loan, to an amount not exceeding four 
hundred thousand dollars, bearing interest not exceeding five per cent. per annum, payable 
eae erage fe the principal to be payable at periods of not more than thirty years from 
the issuing of such notes, script or a respectively, Said city may sell the same, or any 
part thereof, from time to time, or pledge the same for any money borrowed for the above 
purposes; but the same shali not S sold or pledged for less than the par value thereof. 
Said city shall pay the in erest as it accrues on said loan, and shall establish a sinking fund 
and shall contribute thereto annually a sum sufficient with its accumulations to pay the prin- 
cipal of said loan at maturity; and said sinking fund shall remain sacred and inviolate and 
pledged to the payment of said principal and shall be used for no other parpose. The pro- 
visions of sections ten and eleven of chaper twenty-pine of the Public Statutes shall so far 
as applicable apply to said sinking fund. } 

Secrion 10. The said city of Quincy instead of establishing a sinking fund may at 
the time of authorizing said loan provide for the payment thereof in such annual propor- 
tionate payments as will extinguish the same within the time prescribed in this act; and 
when such vote has been passed by the city council and approved by the mayor of said city, 
the amount required thereby shall without further votz be assessed by the assessors of said 
city ineach year thereafter, until the debt incurred by said loan shall be extinguished, in 
the same manner as Other taxes are assessed under the provisions of section thirty-four 
of chapter eleven of the Public Statutes. 


Section 11. <A board consisting of three commissioners, who shall be citizens of said 
ty, shall be appointed by the mayor, as soon as practicable after this act shall have been 
accepted by the citizens of said city as hereinafter provided; they shall hold their oftices 
respectively until the expiration ois, two and three years trom the first Monday of Feb- 
ruary next preceding their appointment and until their respective successors have been 
appointed and qualified, unless they shall sooner resign or be removed for cause as herein- 
after provided; and thereafter in January in each succeeding municipal year one person 
shall be so appointed a member of said board, who shall hold office for three years from the 
first Monday of the February next ensuing apd until his successor has been appointed and 
qualified, unless his duties are sooner terminated as hereivafter provided. Appointments 
vo fill vacancies which may occur by death, resignation or otherwise shall be made without 
delay by the mayor, and hs may remove any water commissioner from office for the causes 
and in the manner provided in section twenty-seven of chapter three hundred forty-seven 
of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-eight. Said commissioners shall have 
such office room and clerical assistance and shall receive such compensation as the city 
council from time to time may determine. 


Section 12. The said commissioners shall superintend and direct the construction, 
execution and performance of all the works, matters and things mentioned in the preceding 
sections. They shall be subject to such ordinances, rules and regulations in the execution 
of such duties as the city council may from time to time ordain and establish, not inconsist- 
ent with the provisions of this act and the laws of this Commonwealth: provided, however, 
that whenever a system of water works under the provisions of this act shall be substan- 
tially completed and put in successful operation, said commissioners, upon written request 
of the mayor, shall transfer the same to the commissioners of public works of said city, 
and thereupon the powers of said board of water commissioners shall cease and all of its 
powers shall be vested in and all of its duties.imposed upon said commissioner of public 
works. Said water commissioners shall make all contracts for the above pur in the 
name and behalf of the city, but no contract shall be made by them which involves the 


expenditure of money not already appropriated for the purpose by the city council of said 
Quincy. A majority of said commissioners shall bea quorum for the exercise of the pow- 
ers and the performance of the duties of the commission. 


Section 13. The occupant of any tenement shall be liable for the t of

SEcTION 14. Whoever wantonly or maliciously diverts the water, or any part thereof, 
taken or held by said city pursuant to the provisions of this act, or corrupts the same, or 
renders it impure, or destroys or injures any dam, aqueduct, pipe, conduit, hydrant, 
machinery, or other works or property held, owned, or used by said city under the authority 
and for the purposes of this act, shall forfeit and pay to said city three times the amount of 
the damages assessed therefor to be recovered in an action of tort; and on comviction of 
either of the wanton or malicious acts aforesaid, may also be punished by fine not exceeding 
three hundred dollars, or by’ imprisonment not exceeding one year in the house of 
correction. 


Szcrion 15. So much of chapter three hundred and fo 
eighteen hundred and clghiy-cighs and acts in amendment t 
the provisions of this act is hereby repealed.

Trouble With Tarkey. 


Important matters have demanded atten- 
tion in our relations with the Ottoman Porte.

the United States at Marsovan, and the appar- 
ent indifference of the Turkish government to 
the outrage, notwithstanding the complicity | 
of some of its officials, called for earnest re- | 
monstrance, Which was followed by promises } 
of reparation and punishment of the of- 
fenders. 

Indemnity for the injury to the buildings 
has already been paid, permission to rebuild 
given, registration of the school property in 
the name of the American owners secured, 
and efficient protection guaranteed. 

The Hawaiian Question, 


Itishardly necessary for me to state that 
the questions arising from our relations with 
Hawaii have caused serious embarrassment. 
Just prior to the installation of the present 
administration the existing government had 
been suddenly overthrown. 

A treaty of annexation had been negotiated 
between the provisional government of the 
islands and the United States and submitted 
to the senate for ratification. This treaty I 
withdrew for examination, and dispatched 
Hon. James H. Blount of Georgia to Honolulu 
as aspecial commissioner to make an impar- 
tial investigation of the circumstances attend- 
ing the change of government and of all the 
conditions bearing upon the subject of the 
treaty. 

After a thorough and exhaustive examina- 
tion, Mr. Blount submitted to me his report, 
showing beyond all question that the con- 
stitutional government of Hawaii had been 
subverted with the active aid of our represen- 
tativeto that government and through the 
intimidation caused by the presence of an 
armed naval force of the United States, which 
was landed fo: that purpose at the instance of 
our minister. -Upon the facts developed it 
seems to me the only honorable course forour 
government to pursue was to undue the wrong 
that had been done by those representing us, 
and to restore as far as practicable the status 
existing at thetime of our forcible interven- 
tion. 

With aview of accomplishing this result 
within the constitutional limits of executive 
power, and recognizing all our obligations 
and responsibilities growing out of any 
changed conditions brought about by our un- 
justifiable interference, our present minister 
at Honolulu has received appropriate in- 
structions to that end. Thus far no informa- 
tion of the accomplishment of any definite re- 
sults have been received from him. Addi- 
tional advices are soon expected. When re- 
ceived they will be promptly sent to the con- 
gress, together with all other information at 
hand, accompanied by a special executive 
message fully detailing all the facts necessary 
to a complete understanding of the case, and 
presenting a history of all the material events 
leading up to the present situation. 


Arbitration Where Diplomacy Fails. 


By a concurrent resolution passed by the 
senate Feb. 14, 18%, and by the house on 
April 3 following, the president was requested 
“to invite, from time to time, as fit occasions 
may arise, negotiations with any government 
with which the United States has or may 
have diplomatic relations, to the end that any 
differences o- disputes arising between the 
two governments which cannot be adjusted 
by diplomatic agency may be referred to 
arbitration and be peaceably adjusted by such 
means.” 

April 18, 1-9), the international American 
conference of Washington, by resolution, ex- 
pressed the wish that all controversies be- 
tween the republics of America and the na- 
tions of Europe might be settled by arbitra- 
tion, and recommended that the government 
ofeach nation representel in that conference 
should comriunicate this wish to all friendly 
powers. A favorable has been re- 
ceived from Great Britain in the shape of a 
resolution alopted by parliament July 16 last, 
cordially sympathizing with the purpose in 
view, and expressing the hope that her majes- 
ty’s government will lend ready co-operation 
to the government of the Unit -d States upon 
the basis of the concurrent resolution above 
quoted.

Our Ambassador: 

Since the passage of the act of March 3, 
1893, authorizing the president to raise the 
grade of our envoys to e rrespond with the 
rank in which foreign countries accredit their 
agents here, Great Britain, France Italy and 
Germany have conferrei upon their repre- 
sentatives at this capital the title of am- 
bassador, and I have responded by accredit- 
ing the agents of the United States in those 
countries with the same title 

A like elevation of mission is announced 
by Russia, and when made will be similarly 
met. This step fittingly comports with the 
position the United States held in the 
family of nations. : 

During my former administration I took oc- 
easion to recommend arecist of the laws re- 
lating to the consular service, in order that it 
might become a more effici-nt azency in the 
promotion of the interest it was intended to 
subserve. The duties and powers of consuls 
have been expanded with the growing require- 
ments of our foreign trade. Discharging im- 
portant duties affecting our commerce and 
American citizens abroad, and in certain 
countries exercising judicial functions, these 
officers should be men of character, intelli- 
gence and ability. 


Revenue Figures, 


The secretary of the treasury reports that 
the receipts of the government from all 
sources during the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1893, amounted to $461, 716.531.94, and its expen- 
ditures to §459,374,674.29. There was collected 
from customs $205,355,016.75, and from internal 
revenue $161,027,628.93. Our dutiable imports 
imports amounted to $421,556.71], an increase 
of $52,453,907 over last year, and importations 
free of duty amounted to $44,544,211, a de- 
crease from the preceding year of $13,455,447, 
Internal revenue receipts exceeded those of 
the preceding year by $7,147,445.22, 

The total tax collected on distilled spirits 
was $94,720,200.55. On manufactured tobacco 
$31,889,711.74,and on fermented liquors $32,- 
5s8.983.07. We exported merchandise durjne

the year amounting to $547,005,194, a decrease 
of $182,612,954 from the preceding year. The 
amount of gold exported was larger than any 
previous year in the history of the govern- 
ment, amounting to $108,690.04. and exceed- 
ing the amount exported during the pre 
ceding year by $58,455,517. The sum paid 
from the treasury for sugar bounty was $9,- 
375,130.88, an increase over the preesding year 
of $2,035,053."9. 

It is estimated upon 
revenue laws that the receints of the govern- 
ment for the yearendi g Jane 3, 1894, will be 
$43,121,965 48. and its expenditures $155,121,- 
865.38, resultirzin a deticieucy of $28,000,000. 
On the first day of November. 1893, the amount 
of money of all kinds in circulation, or not in- 
cluded in treasury hol ‘ings, was $1,718,544,682, 
anincrease for the year of $112,4°4,447. Esti- 
matingfour po ulation at 6742500 at the time 
mentioned, the per capita circulation was 
$25.49. On the :ane date there was in the 
treasury gold bullion amounting to $96,657,273 
and silver bullion which was purchased ata 
cost of $126,261 ,553.

In Silver. 


The purchases of silver under the law of 
July 14, 1890, during the last fiscal year, aggre- 
gated 54,008,162.59 fine ounces, which cost 
$45,531,374.53. The total amount of silver pur- 
chased from the time that law became opera- 
tive until the repeal of its purchasing clause 
on the first day of November, 1893, was 168,- 

74,590.46 fine ounces, which cost $155,930,940.84. 
Between March 1, 1573, and Nov. 1, 1883, the 
government purchased, under all laws, 503,003,- 
717 fine ounces of silver at a cost of $516,617,555, 
The silver dollars that have been coined under 
the act of July 14, 189), number 36,037,285. The 
seigniorage arising from such coinage was 
$6,977,098.39, leaving on hand in the mints 
140,699,760 fine ounces of silver, which cost 
$126,758,218. 

Repeal of the Sherman Law. 

The recent repeal of the provision of law re- 
garding the purchase of silver bullion by the 
government as a feature of our monetary 
schems has made an entire change in the 
complexion of our currency affairs, I donot 
doubt that the ultimate result of this action 
will be most salutary and far-reaching. 

In the nature of things, however, it is im- 
possible to know at this time precisely what 
conditions will be brought about by the 
change, or what, if any, supplementary legis- 
lation may, in the light of such conditions, ap- 
pear to be essential or expedient. Of course, 
after the recent financial perturbation, time 
is necessary for the re-establishment of busi- 
ness confidence. When, however, through 
this restored confidence, the money which has 
been frightened into hoarding places is re- 
turned to trade and enterprise, a survey of 
the situation will probably disclose asafe path 
leading to a permanently sound currency, 
abundantly. 

Government :o dds, 

I desire also to earnestly suggest the wisdom 
of amending the existing statutes in regard to 
the issuance of government bonds. The au- 
thority now vested inthe secretary of the 
treasury to issue bonds is not asclearas it 
should be, and the bonds authorized are dis- 
advantageous to the government, both as the 
time of their maturity and rate of interest. 


Immigration. 


The superintendent of immigration, through 
the secretary of the tr2asury, reports that dur- 
ing the last fiscal year there arrived at our 
ports 440.793 immigrants. Of these 1063 were 
not permitted to land under the limits of the 
law, and 577 were returned to the country 
from which they came by rsvson of their hav- 
ing become public charges. The total arrivals 
were 141,064 less than for the previous year. 

Quarantine Measures, 


The secretary in his report gives an account 
of the operation of the marine hospital service 
and of the gcod work done under its super- 
vision in preventing the entrance and spread 
of contagious diseases. The admonition of 
the last two years touching our public health 
and the demonstrated danger of the introduc- 
tion of contagious diseases from foreign ports 
hasinvested the subject of national quarantine 
with increased interest. 

A more general and harmonious system 
than now exists, acting promptly and con- 
stantly operating by preventive means to 
shield our country from theinvasion of dis- 
ease, and at the same time having due regard 
tothe rights and duties of local agencies, 
would, I believe, add greatly to the safety of 
ous peoyle. 

The Army. 

The secretary of war reports that the 
strength of the army on Sept. 3) last was 25,- 
778 enlisted men and 2]44 officers, The total 
expenditures of the department for the year 
ending June 30, 1893, amounted to $51,966,074.89. 
Of this sum $1,992,581.95 was for salaries and 
contingent expenses, $23,377,828.35 for the sup- 
port of the military establishment, $6,077,- 
033.19 for miscellaneous objects, and $20,518,- 
63L.41 for public works. This latter sum in- 
cludes $15,296,876.46 for river and harbor im- 
provements and $3,266, 20 for fortifications 
and other works of defense. 

The total enrollment of the militia of the 
several states was on the 3ist of October of the 
current year 112,597 officers and enlisted men. 
The officers of the army detailed for the in- 
spection and instruction of this reserve of our 
military force report that increased interest 
and marked progress are apparent in the dis- 
cipline and efficiency of the organization. 

Neither Indian outbreaks nor domestic vio- 
lence have called the army into service dur- 
ing the year, and the only active military 
duty required of it has been in the depart- 
ment of Texas, where violations of the neu- 
trality laws of the United States and Mexico 
were profaptly and efficiently dealt with by 
the troops, eliciting the warm approval of the 
sivil and military authorities of both coun- 
tries. 

It is gratifying to note that we have begun 
to attain completed results in the comprehen- 
sive scheme of sea coast defense and fortifica- 
tion entered upon eight years ago. A large 
sum has been already expended, but the cost 
of maintenance will be inconsiderable as com- 
pared withthe expense of construction and 
ordnance. 

The manufacture of heavy ordnance keeps 
pace with current needs; but to render these 
guns available for the purposes they are de- 
signed to meet, emplacements must be pre- 
pared forthem, Progress has been made in 
this direction, and it is desirable that congress 
by aquedate appropriations should provide 
for the uninterrupted prosecution of this 
necessary work. 

The work on the projected Chickamauga 
and Chattanooga military park has been pros- 
ecuted with zeal and judgment, and its open- 
ing will be celebrated during the coming year. 
Over nine square miles of the Chickamauga 
battlefield have been acquired, 25 miles of 
roadway have been constructed, and perma- 
nent tablets have been placed at many histor- 
ical points, while the invitat on to the states 
to mark the po-itions of their troops partici- 
pating in the battle has been very generally 
accepted. The work of locating and preserv- 
ing lines of battle at the Gettysburg battle- 
field ig making satisfactory progress on the 
plans ¢ ted by the last congress. 

Department of Justice. 


The report of the attorney general contains 
the usual summaryof the affairs and pro- 
ceedings of the.dena?tment of justice foy the 


past year. (Cannot too heartiry indorse t16 
proposition that the fee system as applicable 
to the compensation of United States at 
torneys, marshals, clerks of federal courts 
and United States commissioners, should be 
abolished with as little delay as possible. 

Ifin addition to this reform another was 
inaugurated which would give to United 
States commissioners the final disposition of 
petty offenses within the grade of misde- 
meanors, especially these coming under the 
internal revenue laws, a great advance would 
be made toward a more decent administration 
of the criminal laws. 

Iheartily join the attorney general in rec- 
ommending legislation fixing degrees of the 
crime of murder within federal jurisdiction, 
as has been done in many of the states; 
authorizing writs of error on behalf of the 
government in cases where final judgment is 
rendered against the sufficiency of an indict- 
dictment or against the government upon any 
other question arising before actual trial; 
limiting the r ght of review in cases of felony 
punishable only by fine and imprisonment to 
the circuit court of appeals, and making 
speedy provision for the construction of such 
prisons and reformatories as may be necessary 
for the confinement of United States convicts. 

The Postal Service. 


The report of the postmaster general con- 
tains a detailed statement of the operations of 
the postoffice during the last fiscal year and 
much interesting information touching this 
important branch of the public service. The 
business of the meils indicates with absolute 
certainity the condition of the business of the 
country and (gpression in financial affairs in- 
evitably and quickly reduces the postal reven- 
ues. 

At a date when better times were antici- 
pated it was e-timated by his predecessor 
that the deficiency on June &, 1893, would be 
but a little over $1,500,000. It amounted, how- 
ever, to more than $5,000,000. At the same 
time, and under the influence of like antici- 
pations, estimates were made for the current 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1894, which exhib- 
ited a surplus of revenue over expenditures of 
$872,245.71; but now, in view of the actual re- 
ceipts and expenditures during that part of 
the current fiscal year already expired, the 
present postmaster general estimates that at 
its close, instead of a surplus, there will be a 
deficiency of nearly $8,000,000. 

The total numler of postoffices in the United 
States on the 30th day of June, 1893, was 68,- 
403,an increase of 1284 over the preceding 
year. Of these 3360 are presidential, an in- 
crease in that class of 20tover the preceding 
year. Forty-two free delivery offices were 
added during the year to those already exist- 
ing, making a total of 610 cities and towns pro- 
vided with free celivery on June 30, 1893. 
Ninety-three other cities and towns are now 
entitled to this service under the law, but it 
has not been accorded them on account of in- 
sufficient funds to meet the expense of its es- 
tablishment. 

There were 6101 additions tothe domestic 
money order offices during the last fiscal year, 
being the largest increase in any year since 
the inauguration of the system. ‘The total 
number of these offices at the close of the year 
was 18,434. There were 13,309,735 money orders 
issued from these offices, being an increase 
over the preceling year of 1,240,208, and the 
value of these orders amounted to $127.576,- 
433.65, an increase of $7,519.62.

Y76.59. 

The railway mail service not ouly adds to 
the promptness of mail delivery at all off »es, 
but it is the especial instrumentality which 
puts the smaller and way places in the service 
onan equality in that regard with the larger 
and terminal offices. 

The Navy, 


The report of the setretary of the navy con- 
tainsa history of the operations of his de- 
partment during the past year, and exhibits a 
most gratifying condition of the personnel of 
our navy. He presents a satisfactory account 
of the progress which has been made in the 
construction of vessels, and makes a number 
of recommendations to which attention is os- 
pecially invited. 

During the past six months the demands for 
cruising vessels have been many and argent. 
There have been revolutions calling for ves- 
sels to protect American interests in Niecar- 
agua, Guatema!la, Costa Rica, Honduras, Ar- 
gentine and “razi’, while the condition of 
affairs in Honolulu has required the con- 
stant presence of one or more ships. With all 
these calls upon aur navy, it became neces- 
sary, in order to make up a sufficient fleet to 
patrol the Behring sea under the modus 
vivendi agreed upon with Great Britain, to de- 
tail to that service ane vessel from the fish 
commission und three from the revenue ma- 
rine, 

Progress in the construction of new vessels 
has not been as rapid as was anticipated. 
There have been delays in the -«sapletion of 
unarmored vessels, but for the mest part they 
have been such as as constantly occurring 
even in countries having the largest ex- 
perience in naval shipbuilding. The most 
serious delays, however, have been in the 
work upon armored ships. The trouble has 
been the failure of contractors ta deliver 
armor asagreed. The difficalties seem now, 
however, to have been all overcome, and 
armor is being delivered with satisfactory 
promptness, 

While Iam distinctly in favor of consist- 
ently pursuing the policy we have inaugure 
ated of building upa thorough and efficient 
navy, cannot refrain from the suggestion 
that the congress should parefully take into 
account the number of unfinished vessels on 
our hands and the depleted condition af our 
treasury in considering the propriety of an 
appropriation at this time to begin new work. 

Pensions, 


The secretary of the interior has the super- 
vision of so many important subjects that his 
report is of especial value and interest. On 
June 30, 1893, there were on the pension rolls 
956,012 names, an increase of 89,914 over the 
number on the rolls June 30, 1892. 

Of these there were 1) widows and daugh- 
ters of revolu ionary soldiers, 86 survivors of 
the war of 1812, 5425 widows of sol.liers of the 
war, 21,518 survivors and widows of the Mexi- 
can war, 3882 survivors and widows of Indian 
Wars, 4army nurses, and 475,645 survivors 
and widows and children of deceased soldiers 
and sailors of the warof the rebellion. The 
latter number represenis those pensioned on 
accu.int of disabilities or death resulting from 
army and navy service, Tce numberof per- 
sons remaining on the ~vils June 30, 1893, who 
were pensioned under tue act of June 27, 189, 
which allows pensions en accountof death 
and disability not chargeable to army service 
was 459,155, 

The number added to the roils during the 
year Was 123,634, and the number dropped was 
83,09). The first payments on pensions al- 
lowed during the year amounted to $38,756,- 
519.93. This includes arjears, or the accumu- 
lation between the time from which the al- 
lowance of pension dais aud the time of ac- 
tually granting the cer.iticate. 

Although the law of 84) permits pensions 
for disabilities not related to military service, 
yet asa requisite to its Lenerits a disability 
must exist incapacitating applicants “from 
the performance of manual labor to such a 
degree as to reuder them unable to earn a sup- 
port.” 

The execution of this luw in its early stages 
does not seem to have le:n in acegrd with its 
true intention; but toward the close of the 
last administration an authoritat*ve construc- 
tion was given to the statute, and since that 
time this construction has been followed. This 
has had the effect of limiting the operation of 
the law to its intended purpose. 

Iam unable to understand why frauds in 
the pension rolls should not be exposed and 
corrected with thoroughness and vigor. 
Every name iraudulently put upon these 
rolls is a wicked imposition upon the kindly 
sentiment in which pensions have their origin. 

The sum expended on account of pensions 


for the year ending. June 30. 1893. was $156,740.

STARTING IN WELL. 


First Day’s Session of the Senate 
Was a Busy One. 


HOUSE WAS DISAPPOINTED 


At Cleveland’s Treatment of 
Hawaiian Affairs. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—The reading of 
the president’s message was concluded at 
8 o’clock, having occupied approximately 
one hour and a half in the senate. 

Mr. Dolph (Rep., Or.) immediately 
arose and said there had been distributed 
in the senate printed copies of what pur- 
ported to be the message of the president, 
in which, on page 9, he found a part of 
a page devoted to Hawaii, and he did not 
hear that portion read from the desk. 

He desired to know, and thought the 
country did also, whether that part was 
inadvertently or purposely omitted by the 
secretary, or whether the copies which had 
been circulated were not true copies of the 
message. 

The vice president responded that the 
portion of the message relating to Hawaii 
had been inadvertently omitted by the sec- 
retary, and directed that it be read. This 
was done, anii Mr. Dolph gave notice that 
he would address the senate later on that 
part of the message. 

The House. 

In the house, during the reading of the 
first portion of the message, Thomas B. 
Reed burst through asidedoor and came 
rolling across the area in front of the 
speaker’s rostrum. When he reached his 
seat he lighted a cigar and sat puffing 
away complacently, while the reading 
proceeded. 

As the reference to the Hawaiian affair 
was reached, the members straightened 
up and gave the closest possible attention, 
but no expression of approval or disap- 
proval was indulged in. There seemed to 
be a general air of disappointment, how- 
ever, that so little space was allotted to 
this question. 

The recommendations relative to an in- 
ternational monetary conference and the 
request for further authority for the issue 
of bonds caused many significant shakes 
of the heai on the part of extreme silver 
men. The preside: t's i dorsement of the 
pension policy of the vior department 
of civil service ref rm and bis appeal for 
rigid economy in the appropriations also 
attracted attention 

When the reference to the tariff was 
reached, the members crowded about the 
clerk’s desk. The utterance relsiive to 
the duty of congress on the tarill question 
and the hearty indorsement giveu t»> the 


Wilson bill seemed to please the Dem- 
ocratic members greatly, but much sur- 
prise was evident when that sectiou of the 
message was read stating that the ways 


and means committee hud embraced in its 
plan several additional internal revenue 
taxes andasmalltaxon the incomes of 
certain corporations. 

As it was understood the internal rev- 
enue features and the income tax bad not 
been absolutely decided upon the presi- 
dent’s announcement camein the nature 
of a surprise. A roar of applause greeted 
the conclusion of the readiug of the mes- 
sage. 

General Bingham, who has been selected 
by the Pennsylvania delegation to make 
the announcement of the deaths of Repre- 
sentatives O'Neill and Lilley, was then 
recognized. He spoke feelingly of the de- 
ceased gentle~en and psid appropriate 
resolutions, which were passed. A com- 
mittee was appointed to attend the funeral 
of Mr. Lilley, aud at 3 p. m., asa further 
mark of respect to the memory of the de- 
ceased, the house adjourued. 

Senate Was Busy. 

Quite a number of measures of import- 
ance were introduced in the senate. One 
presented by Senator Platt establishes “A 
bureau of public health within the treas- 
ury department of the United States.” 
The bill provides that the states and terri- 
tories shall be divided into nine districts 
to be known as “The sanitary districts of 
the United States.””’ The bureau is to con- 
sist of a commission of 15. The commis- 
sion shall be made up as follows: 

One commissioner from each district, 
two at large, the surgeon general of the 
navy, the surgeon general of the army, 
the supervising surgeon general of the 
marine hospital service and an officer 
learned in the law, detailed by the attor 
ney general from the department of jus- 
tice. The commissioners, with the ex- 
ception of the latter four, shall receive $10 
per day for their services. 

Senator Peffer preseuted a memorial 
and resolutions signed by Sarah E. V. 
Emery, national superintendent of the de- 
partment of the Women’s Caristian Tem- 
perance association, asking that senators 
abstain from the use of intoxicating 
liquors during the present session. The 
resolution explains the necessity of clear 
minds in handling the many important 
pubjects of legislation, 

Senator Peffer introduced a bill which 
provides “That no person who was not 
born inthe United States, or whose par- 
ents were not at the time of his or her 
birth citizens of the United States, and 
who has not become a duly naturelized 
citizen under aud by virtue of the laws of 
the United States, shall be entitled to vote 
at any national or state election.” 

Numerous petitions were presente and 
many bills introduced and referred to ap- 
propriate coramittee:. A joint resolution 
permitting Colonel Anson Mills, U- 8. 7, 
to serve as engineer on the commission to 
survey and fix the boundary between the 
United States and Mexico was passed. 

A message from the house anounced 
thedeath of Hon. Charles O'Neill and 
Hon. William Lilley, late representa- 
tives from Pennsylanvia. Mr. Cameroa 
(Rev.. Pa.) affered a resojution expres- 


sive OI the sorrow of the s@nate at the 
sad intelligence, and five senators were 
appointed a committee on the part of 
the senate to attend the funeral. As 
an additional mark of respect to the de- 
ceased, the senate then adjourned. 
Republican Senators Meet. 

The Republican members of the senate 
held a brief caucus in the Republican con- 
ference room after adjournment for the 
purpose of taking into consideration the 
appointing of an advisory committee. The 
subject has been discussed in caucus dur- 
ing the extra session, but it had thén been 
decided on account of some opposition to 
allow the matter to go over until the reg- 
ular session, The caucus developed no 
opposition and the chairman was au- 
thorized to select a committee of 13. 

It is understood that this committee 
will be expected to take charge of all 
strictly party questions in the senate and 
fo act In miany respects as a steering com- 
mittee. The committee has not yet been 
chosen, but it is said that it will be named 
inafewdays. Senator Sherman presided 
4s chairman of the ciucus, and Senator 
Dubois was elected secretary. 

Reached No Acre: ment, 

The ways and means committee of the 
house of representatives yesterday dis- 
cussedin a general way the method of 
procedure upon the new tariif bill. The Re- 
publicans asked for time to look over the 
comparisons with the present law, and to 
offer amendments, or at least to see 
whether they will want to offer amend- 
ments or submit a general report against 
the bill. The committee came to no agree- 
Tent. 


FRANCEH’S POLICY. 


Outline of Pluns to Be Carried Out by 
the New Ministry. 

Paris, Dec. 5.—M. Cassimir-Perier, in 
his announcement of tke new ministry’s 
policy, said that the government would 
consider the creation of a workman’s 
provident fund, as well as other measures 
to regulite the relations between the state 
and the Banque de France. The govern- 
ment would undertake nothing which 
might tend towards the separation of 
ehurch and state unlessthe country de- 
manded it, and would r.ject all proposals 
lor a revision of the constitution. The 
foreign policy of the government will be 
in harmony with the wishes of the nation, 
which was powerful enough to proclaim 
her sincere desire for peace and to defend 
her rights and the interests of her com- 
merce and industry. 

The chamber of deputies, after a warm 
discussion of a motion for general am- 
nesty, voted 257 to 225 against discussing 
the clauses of the motion. During the de- 
bate M. Cronsset spoke warmly in favor 
of the exiled Boulangists. Many persons 
guiltier than they, he said, were now sit- 
ting in the house. He appealed to the 
government to forgive the miners and 
others who had been condemned during 
excitable strike periods. 

M. Raynal, minister of the interior, 
spoke in opposition. The government, he 
said, had not come to pass a sponge 
over the crime of treason to the father- 
land. 

At this time M. Mery, socialist, sprang 
to his feet, screaming: ‘‘You are a miser- 
able wretch.” An uprodt followed, amid 
which could be heard cries for censure un- 
til the offender withdrew his expression. 

M. Mery declined to do so unless M. 
Raynal withdrew his imputation that the 
Boulangists were traitors. M ry denied 
that the were anti-patriots; 
they rather, he suid, had sought to infuse 
patriotism into corrupt French politics. 
He then added that the chamber had 
permitted him to make this explanation, 
he would withdraw the epithet *‘Miserable 
wretch ”

HAS A BAD RECORD. 


“Old Sport” Is Missing From Bos- 
ton’s Chinatown. 


HE SWINDLED HIS FRIENDS 


And a Charge of Murder 
Hangs Over Him. 


Boston, Dec. 5.—Chin Ching, alias 
“Old Sport,” one of the most interesting 
characters about Chinatown, has sud- 
denly disappeared from Harrison avenue. 
His disappearance was not reported uutil 
yesterday morning, and he was last seen 
about his usual haunts on Saturday. 

“Old Sport” 1sa much-wanted individual 
by his countrymen, while his presence will 
never be missed by local and United States 
officials, to whom he has given considera- 
ble trouble the past three years. For the 
past five years he has occupied a store at 
15 Harrison avenue, and during that time 
has given the impression to people that he 
carried on a lucrative business. 

In rooms behind the store “Old Sport” 
made his living by running an opium 
and a gambling joint, besides conducting 
other illegal business outside of the estab- 
lishment. 

He used the store for another purpose. 
At one time he claimed to have 6) mem- 
bers in his firm, which gave each one the 
privilege of returning to his native land 
and back again, on the ground that they 
were merchants. The men who claimed to 
be the partners were laundrymen, and 
were rated in the firm as representing $400 
each. The contents of the store were val- 
ued at about $100. 

Laid Low For a While. 

Abouta year ago the spscial agents be- 
came aware that large numbers of the 
Chinese certificates were being produced 
at the port of entry on the border, all giv- 
ingthesame address, and they were or- 
dered to investigate. Suspicion was at 
once directed to Chin Ching, and after an 
investigation it was confirmed. The issu- 
ing of certificates to any Chinaman pur- 
porting to be a member of the firm was 
immediately suppressed, and no further 
complaints were heard. 

About the midile of last summer the 
agents were again informed that the 
illegal transportation of Chinamen was 
being carried on near the border. After 
weeks of investigation they came to the 
conclusion that Chin Ching knew cons‘d- 
erable about the underground railway 
scheme They were unable to secure suffi- 
cient evidence against him to convict, 
but succeeded in running down the 
others, and all have come to grief and are 
now languishing in jail. Among them 
was a brother of “Old Sport,’? who, after 
his arrest, furnished bonds to the amount 
of $1500. He is also among the missing. 

Caught a Bank. 

It is alleged he bas left many unre- 
ceipted bills after him, among them being 
his rent for some months, and various 
amounts of money which he borrowed 
from his countrymen, and about $60 
from a Boston bank. A keeper was placed 
in his store last Wednesday by one of hi- 
creditors, who supposed that the tea an’ 
other boxes on the shelves were filled with 
the choicest tea and other valuable 
Chinese articles, but such contsined dust. 

A story which is told by certain China- 
men and United States officials, and which 
has never been denied by Chin Ching, is 
that the Chinese woman he has lived with 
the past four years is one that eloped with 
him from Chicago while he was on a visit 
to that city, where she lived with her hus- 
band. She was one of the few Chinese 
women in Boston, and has taken her de- 
parture with Ching. 

He was also charged with amurd-re m- 
mitted in San Franc’scy five years ago. 
It is sa‘d that the cause that led up to the 
murder was a young Chinese girl, with 
whom he was keeping company, and who 
was caught by him with another China- 
man on the street. He shot him and then 
left the city. A reward was offered by the 
authorities, but he was never lccated by 
them. 


Death of Actor Howard. 

Boston, Dec. 5.—George W. Howard, 
the veteran actor, died here yesterday. 
He was born in England in 1850, and was 
brought to this country when 3 years old 
He made his d-butin 1868. For six years 
without a break he played the nart of the 
miller in Dixey’s “‘Adcnis,” but oroke 
down in 1891, and soon after lost his eye- 
sight. A benefit in Boston ashorttime 
ago netted a sum which kept him in com- 
fort until his death. 


Trenchery. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—Much comment 
has been cau-el here by the revelation 
that the preseut’s message, through 
somebody's breach of faith, was orinted in 
the aftersocn papers in London before it 
had been relessed on this side. The im- 
portant points regarding bond issue, the 
tariff, etc., were then cabled back to Wall 
street brokers. There seems to be no 
present suspicion as to who was guilty of 
the treachery. anes 


Destroyer's Departure Delayed. 

New YorRK, Dec. 5.—The Destroyer, 
which was expected to sail for Brazil yes- 
terday, was seized by Deputy United 
States Marshals Chéshire and Evarts at 
thé instigation of John H. Robbins, lessee 
of the Boston dry dock, who claims in- 
demnity to the amount of $6400 for alleged 
breach of contract.

STILL IN DOUBT. 


Neither Side Looking for One 
Hundred Majority. 


Democratic Gains Probable in Wards 
Two, Five and Six 


A Handsome Majority for Thompson Pre- 
dicted in Ward Three. 


It is Democratic weather for an. election 
and some say Democratic winds have been 
on the increase for a week, and yet the 
party leaders are not positive of success at 
the polls today. They estimate a majority 
of from 35 to 100 for Mr. Hodges for Mayor. 

Republicans would be disheartened if 
they looked only to Wards Two, Five and 
Six today for losses are generally conceded 
in two at least, but they are encouraged by 
the reports from Wards Three and Four 
and expect a gain fur Mr. Thompson in 
Ward One, and would not be surprised if 
their candidate was elected by nearly 100 
majority.

WARD FIVE. 


The outlook at Wollaston, this morning, 
was that a heavy vote would be cast today.

Street Improvements Also Contemplated, 
—Quincy Avenne to be Lighted, 


As the LepGer predicted, the City Coun- 
cil meeting on the eve of the municipal 
election partook of a political rally. All the 
Ward Two Councilmen were anxious to 
get light for their constituents, and other 
matters were discussed by a few for politi- 
cal effect, All members were present. 

Claim Settled. 

The Mayor notified the Council that the 
claim of Mrs. S. Kincaide for a larger 
award for damages on Water street had 
been left to arbitrators by mutual consent, 
and that they had awarded $1,150 with 
interest and costs against $555 originally 
awarded. An order appropriating the 
amount was given one reading. 

A petition of Charles Francis Adams for 
refunding of taxes paid which had been 
abated was referred to Committee on 
Claims. 

A petition of W. B. Rice and others 
that the lines of Adams street between 
Whitwell street and estate of W. N. Eaton 
be defined was referred to Committee on 
Streets, 

teports. 

Transfers previously asked were granted 
as follows: To miscellaneous highways, 
and to State Aid. 

Upon favorable report the order for 
lights on Rodman and Water streets was 
passed to be ordained. 

The Committee on Finance favored an 
increase from $900 to $1,200 in salary of 
City Treasurer. Order passed to second 
reading. 

The Committee on Streets reported an 
order for $300 for a sidewalk on New road 
which was given one reading. 

The same committee reported in favor of 
a public hearing on the acceptance of Grove 
street, and the order was adopted. 

The same committee reported that per- 
mission be given the Quincy Quarry com- 
pany to cross streets. Referred to Com- 
mittee on Ordinances. 

Transfers to fuel and fire alarm accounts 
of the fire Gepartment, and to salary and 
miscellaneous accounts in school depart- 
ment, were advanced a stage. 

Slight amendments were reported to the 
order appropriating $4000 for widening 
Fuller’s lane, a sidewalk on Beale street 
and the extension of Walker street, which 
were adopted and the order passed, 21 to 1, 
Councilman Donahoe alone voting nay. 

Upon motion the adverse report on 
lighting Quincy avenue was taken from the 
table. 

Councilman Federhen offered a substi- 
tute for twelve incandscent lights, which 
was favored by Councilman Williams, and 
to which the Committee on Streets offered 
no objection. 

The report was defeated and the substi- 
tute adopted. 

An order for four lights on Main street 
was also substituted for the adverse report 
of the committee, and both orders were 
referred to the Committee on Finance. 

The Unemployed. 

A communication from Mayor Fairbanks 
recommended an appropriation of $10,000 
for widening out certain streets to their 
full width to give work to the unemployed.

A WAR STORY. 


French Soldiers Said to Be Preparing t 
Attack Italy. 


RoME, Dec. 5.—The Riforma publishes a 
letter signed “Bell’’ which affirms posi- 
tively that there are 40,000 French troops 
entrenched between Nice and Barcelonatte 
with large advanced posts within a few 
yards of the Italian frontier. Along the 
same line and distributed over a breadth 
of country 150 kilometers in extent the 
French forces are beinz gradually advanced 
towards the frontier. There are immense 
quantities of war material at their dis- 
posal, and they appear to be prepared for 
asudden attack. The writer of the article 
calls the attention of the Italian govern- 
ment to the seriousness of this situation. 


Dr. Meyer’s Trial Began. 

NEw York, Dec. 5.—The trial ot the 
famous poisoning case was called *yester- 
day before Justice Barrett. The defend- 
ant was Dr. Henry C. V. Meyer, who is 
charged with a series of murders by 
poisoning. Heis placed on trial for the 
murder of Gustave H. M. Joseph Baum, 
and the victim, it is allezed, was a co-con- 
spirator with Dr. Meyer and his wife 
Maria to defraud several insurance com- 
panies out of insurance aggregating about 
$11,000. 


Ainsworth Gets Out of It, 

WASHINGTON, Dee. 5.—The district court 
ofappeals sustained the demurrer in the 
case of Colonel Ainsworth ani the three 
other persons indicted with him for man- 
slaughterin causing the collapse of the 
old Ford’s theater building on July 9 last, 
by which 21 clerks lest their lives’ The 
court held that the indictment was fatally 
defective. This decision will discharge the 
defendants.

PRINCETON, N. J., Dec. 5.—Old Nassau’s 
campus last night witnessed a wild cele- 
bration of Princeton’s victory over Yale.

JUNUSUAL INTEREST 


Manifested In the President’s Mes- 
sage to Congress. 


STATESMEN GIVE OPINIONS 


Of the Important Subjects In 
the Document. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—It is not often 
that the public awaits a president’s mes- 
sage with the intense interest which has 
been manifested in the document sent to 
congress, The reading was listened to 
with close attention in both houses, and at 
its close a number of pertinent and in- 
teresting interviews were held with mem- 
bers. 

Ex-Speaker Reed said: “I dislike to 
comment on the message because it would 
not be possible to do it in adequate terms. 
It is exceedingly disappointing both in 
matter and manner. It is largely made 
up of a wearisome resume of the reports 
of his secretaries, and they have hardly 
been improved by condensation. On the 
Hawaiian question we are left as much in 
the dark as ever, and must await the news 
of the next steamer just as we have been 
waiting so long. That part of the message 
which relates to the tariff is most sur- 
prising. It asserts that the house com- 
mittee in charge of that subject has 
formulated plans and devised methods of 
taxation which, as a member, I have not 
even heard proposed. 

“How long kas it been part of our sys- 
tem that the committee of an independent 
branch shall report to congress through 
the president? Is this the result of blend- 
ing the appointive with the legislative 
power?” 

Mr. Springer of Illinois said: “In rcfer- 
ence to the tariff, the message is clear and 
forcible. The president does not enter 
into an elaborate discussion of the subject, 
but recommends a complete compliance 
with the demand of the American people 
for tariff reform. In this the message will 
receive the cordial commendation of every 
Democrat in the land, and of many others 
who realize that our present protective 
system is injurious to the best interests of 
the people.” 

“In reference to Hawaii, the president 
takes the only course which is consistent 
with international honor and comity. The 
restoration of the condition which existed 
prior to the armed intervention of the 
United States may be necessary for the 
restoration of the monarchy. I it does it 
will be proof that the mona:chy was over- 
thrown by the interposition of our gov- 
ernment. If the restoration does not fol- 
low, we will have demous‘rated our good 
faith and regard for the rights of other 
nations.”

THE CHEMISTRY OF COSMETICS. 


Allegations of a Correspondent as to the 
Facial Makeup of Parisian Women. 

The more sensible women content 
themselves with simply smearing sume 
grease, cold cream or vaseline over the 
face and the neck. Then this is wiped 
off with a soft cloth, so that the skin no 
longer looks shiny, but there is still 
enough grease remaining to make the 
powder, which is now applied, udhere 
firmly to the skin. Then the powder is 
in its turn artistically wiped off till the 
face no longer appears to have been 
powdered. Still, though not obviously 
visible, there is enough powder remain- 
ing to make a sallow, yellow, bilious 
or brownish skin look white and fresh. 
The slightest conceivable touch of red 
to the cheeks, a little blue over the 
course, followed by one or two suggest- 
ive veins, and a more liberal allow- 
ance of black—sometimes simple lamp- 
black—to the eyebrows and eyelids com- 
plete the picture. But, above all, this 
must be done s0 slightly, so lightly and 
with such a delicacy of touch and per- 
ception, that it must not appear as if 
the skin had in any way been painted 
or improved artificially. 

When for this purpose simple rice 
powder is used, the only damage caused 
is that of blocking up for a time the 550 
sweat glands per square inch of the 
skin's surface. This of course still 
further deteriorates the complexion and 
aids to dry up and spoil the skin; so 
that in the morning, when all is wiped 
off, the unfortunate woman finds her- 
self uglier than ever. Hence the in- 
stinctive aversion to washing of the face, 
and if the face seems dirty the dirt is 
in preference covered with an extra 
layer of rice powder. For this purpose 
most women carry small powder boxes 
with them. But many are not satisfied 
with simply using cold cream and rice 
powder. This is shown by the enor- 
mous sale of cosmetics of every descrip- 
tion. The injury done is then much 
greater, for the pores of the skin are 
not only blocked up and prevented from 
fulfilling their function, but they are 
filled up with very virulent and inju- 
rious poisons. 

Also many of the well known cosmet- 
ics may be used with advantage where 
there is irritation or redness due to in- 
flammation. They serve as medicaments 
to cure a slight skin complaint. Thus, 
for instance, the Lait Antephelique, as 
described by Professor A. Hardy, which 
consists of corrosive sublimate, oxide of 
lead and sulphuric acid—or vitrol—or 
the famous Lait de Ninon, which is an 
emulsion of oxide of lead and subnitrate 
of bismuth or the Eau de Lys, which 
has for a base protochloride of mercury, 
might be used with advantage for irri- 
tations, etc., of the skin. But they are 
not used for this purpose, they are used 
to whiten skins that are in a healthy 
condition. Then we have the Eau 
Magique, which is prepared with oxide 
of lead and hyposulphite of soda, and 
the Eau Royal de Windsor, which also 
contains oxide of lead. The Eau de 
Castille, as a variation, is made of ace- 
tate of lead. M. Girard, the analytical 
chemist of the Paris municipal labora- 
tory, states that the Poudre Epilatoire 
de Lorlorest consists of 60 parts of mer- 
cury, 30 parts of arsenic, 30 parts of 
litharge (protoxide of lead) and 30 parts 
o¥starch. 

With the exception of the starch, all 
these are poisons, and the mercury and 
the arsenic are especially virulent 
poisons. What wonder that health fails 
when such things are daily applied to 
the skin! What wonder that teeth de- 
cay and fall out when mercury is con- 
stantly employed! Nor is even the sim- 
ple rice powder always quite so inno- 
cent as it seems. Some manufacturers, 
to improve the effect of their rice pow- 
der, have been found to add 900 
grams of carbonate of lead to 1,000 
grams of rice. Rice powder and po- 
tato powder will not injure the skin 
very much, and for the very excellent 
reason that they do not resist the effect 
of heat, for when the glands begin to 
act the perspiration drives away the 
powder, and nature, unchecked, per- 
forms its function. Instead of being de- 
lighted that the powder has not inter- 
fered with the due performance of those 
functions so essential to the preserva- 
tion of health, the ladies are in despair 
because the powder goes and the defects 
of their complexions are no longer con- 
cealed. Hence there is always a de- 
mand for powder that will adhere to the 
skin in spite of the heat, and to secure 
this end it often happens that rice pow- 
der is mixed with tale, or with chalk or 
subnitrate of bismuth, and the more 
successful the result the greater the in- 
jury done to the skin and the health of 
the person who makes use of such con- 
trivances.—Philadelphia Telegraph. 


A Study In Scarlet. 

For a long time it has been believed 
that bright scarlet could only be com- 
bined successfully with dark blue or 
black, but the artist in colors has 
shown this year the possibility of the 
combination of bright scarlet and gold- 
en brown. A very pretty bonnet show- 
ing these colors is of bright scarlet felt, 
rather oyal in shape and fitting the 
bead almost like a toque. Just in front 
the brim is split up to the crown. The 
edges are all outlined with a narrow 
band of mink, and where the brim is 
cut and turned up there is placed a 
mink’s head, which looks out with com- 
posure from under its strange surround- 
ings. About the crown is a twist of 
golden brown satin, and just in front 
is a crescent of gold set with rhine- 
stones.—Ladies’ Home Journal.

VAN ALEN DECLINES. 


Does Not Want to Be Ambassador 
to Italy. 


TEXT OF CORRESPONDENCE 


Covering a Subject Which Was 
Widely Discussed. 


New York, Dec. 4.—The following cor- 
respondence between Hon. J. J. Van Alen 
and the president and department of state 
is made public and is self explanatory; 

Newport, R. I., Nov. 20, 1893. 
To the Hon. Walter Q. Gresham, Secretary of 

State: 

Str—I have the honor to acknowledge re- 
ceipt of your letter of the 28th of October, in 
which you officially notify me that the presi- 
dent, by and with the consent of the senate, 
has appointed me ambassador to Italy. I 
have given the matter my most serious and 
careful attention, and, as the result of my re- 
flections, have concluded to ask you to express 
to the president my decision not toaccept the 
office tendered me. : 

I must beg that you will not infer from this 
action any lack of appreciation on my part of 
the honor conferred. Onthe contrary, I fully 
comprehend the dignity, importance and re- 
sponsibility of the position, and, having this 
realization, I may frankly add that the nomi- 
nation wes extremely gratifying to me—not in 
apersonal sense merely, but more particu- 
larly because of the opportunity afforded me 
of representing my country in such a manner 
asI hoped might be satisfactory to the Amer- 
ican people and creditable to the administra- 
tion. ; 

Among the comments upon my nomination 
which appeared in the public press, one 
charge only merits attention. The charge 
was thatI received the appointment in re- 
turn for a contribution of $50,000 to the Demo- 
cratic national campaign fund. While my 
nomination was in the senate it did not seem 
fitting and proper for me to offer more than 
an explicit denial. Now, however, when my 
action cannot be fairly attributed to purely 
selfish motives, it seems to me that a repeti- 
tion of that denial, which I make witnout 
qualification, should be sufficient for any 
honorable man. 

I have never denied, and do not now deny, 
that I contributed to the campaign fund—not 
$50,000, but yet aconsiderable sum of money. 
I did not do so until I had made myself fa- 
miliar with the methods of the campaign, as 
conducted by the national Democratic com- 
mittee. I visited the Democratic head- 
quarters and was shown the great work being 
done. 

An expenditure vast in proportion was being 
made to bring home to the American people 
the truths upon which the welfare of the 
country depended. Hundreds of speakers, too 
poor to pay their own expenses, were being 
helped to doa patriotic duty by the national 
committee and a vast amount of literature 
was being distributed free to awaken the 
public mind on the questions pending in the 
campaign. The Democratic party had no 
favored interests to assist and was obliged to 


| rely on individuals for necessary financial 
| assistance. 


Hence my contribution. 

J frankly admit that, until after the appoint- 
ment had been made, it never once occurred to 
my mind that my contribution could be used 
to my injury. I may add that, although I 
have endeavored to study without bias the 
arguments which have been advanced, I can- 
not even now perceive that it is any less cred- 
itable or patriotic for one to aid with his 
means a cause in which he believes than with 
his voice or pen. 

My fitness for the position has been gener- 
ally conceded, but the fact of my contribution 
to the campaign fund has been considered as 
makingit improper for me to conceive this 
appointment. 

Atalleventsit is clear I find myselfina 


false position with reference to this office and 


appointment. It therefore seems to me suffi- 
cient toadd that self-respect compels me to 
adopt the only alternative, and to decline the 
high office to which I have been appointed.

My DEAR Srr—The secretary of state has 
submitted to me your letter in which you ten- 
der your resignation as ambassador to Italy. 
I hasten to express my earnest wish that you 
will reconsider your conclusion. The senti- 
ments contained in your letter do credit to 
your conscience and Americanism, but you 
must allow me to dissent from their applica- 
tion in this case. 

I did not select you for nomination to the 
Italian mission without satisfying myself of 
yourentire fitness for the place; Iam now 
better convinced of your fitness than ever. 
You know, and I know, that all the malignant 
criticism that has been indulged in regarding 
the appointment has no justification, and 
that the decent people who have doubted its 
propriety have been misled, or have missed 
the actual considerations upon which it rests. 
We shall not yield to the noise and clamor 
which have arisen from those conditions, 

My personal preference should enter slightly 
into your final determination; but so faras1 
have euch preference it is emphatical that 
you accept the honorable office conferred upon 
you and vindicate by the discharge of its ¢u- 
ties the wisdom and propriety of your sel.c- 
tion.

There were indications to show that it 
Was not agreeable news and the impres- 
sion was conveyed that the administration 
is rather disappointed at the manner in 
which Minister Willis has thus far con- 
ducted his mission, It is evident that the 
state department received by the last 
steamer (the A’ameda) the news that 
Minister Willis had determined to defer 
the carrying out of his instructions until 

-he bad heard further from hia govern- 
inevt. Itisafair presumption that the 
revenue cutter Corwin carries to him the 
further instructions for which he asks. 

The paragraph in the president’s mes- 
sage referring to Hawaii was written after 
the additional instructions to Minister 
Willis had been dispatched. The para- 
graph may be taken to reflect the spirit of 
the instructions. 

By referring to this it will be clearly 
seen that what doubts or apprehensions 
Minister Willis may have expressed of the 
accuracy or good foundation of the Plount 
report, President Cleveland has not lst 
any of bis absolute faith in the Blount in- 
vestigatlon and the justice of his conclu- 
sions. It is highly probable, therefore, 
that the new instructions are a repetition 
of the o!d. 

Itislearned from a reliable source an 
intimation of the nature of the policy in- 
tended to be pursued in Hawaii. The ex- 
tent of the active influence intended to be 
employed in behalf of reseating Liliuoka- 
lani on the throne has probably been ex- 
aggerated. The purpose of the.adminis- 
tration is believed to be rather to act ax an 
arbitrator as between two parties in «is- 
pute, and endeavor to prevail on them to 
agree between themselves. 

This was contingent upon the confident 
belief, based on the explicit assertion con- 
tained in the last letter of Mr. Blount, 
that the provisional government w. uld 
fall to pieces when notified that annexa- 
tion was impracticable, leaving an open 
dispute between the ex-queen and the pro- 
visional government leaders. Enough is 
known of Minister Willis’ impressions, 
gained since his arrival in Honolulu, to 
makeit certain that he does not agree 
with Minister Blount in this at least. 
Whether this impression caused his de- 
termination to await further instructions 
from Washington is a matter of conjec- 
ture, 

Yesterday’s late news from Hawaii was 
read in the cabinet meeting with interest, 
and was the subject of consultation in the 

cabinet, but probably caused no change in 
the plan decided on after hearing from 
Minister Willis by the Alameda. 
More About Willis. 

Port TOWNSEND, Wash., Dec. 6.—In an 
interview Captain Cutler of the barken- 
tine Klickitat, which arrived from Hon- 
olulu, said: “Minister Willis told me he 
was surprised to meet so many broad- 
minded, law-abiding and thoroughly in- 
telligent people in Hawaii. Willis is re- 
ligiously inclined to a considerable 
extent, associated with the missionary ele- 
ments in the island, and came in contact 
with the ablest men in Honolulu, all of 
whom are stroogly opposed to the restora- 
tion of the monarchy, and especially the 
queen. 

“On account of her supposed unchaste 
conduct this class of citizens were careful 
to see that Willis was correctly informed 
of certain facts that Blount did not choose 
to consider. After the steamer Alameda 
sailed for San Francisco and up to the 
time my ship departed for this port, a 
spirit of unea-iness prevailed, lest Willis 
was trying to throw the friends of the 
government off their guard and permit 
the royalists to gain possession of the gov- 
ernment buildings. 

“While I was visiting Commander Bar- 
ker of the United States man-of-war Phil- 
adelphia Nov. 17, an officer came aboard 
from the Adams and asked if a short leave 
was to be permitted. Barker replied ‘No,’ 
and that the crew should be held in readi- 
ness to land ata moment’s notice. Willis 
told me just before I sailed that the United 
States ought to take decisive and immedi- 
ate action, as the present policy was ruin- 
ing business in this part of the islands.”’

Fate of Nearly Forty of the Ship Jason's 
Crew ts Unknown. 


HizaLaANp LiGut, Mass., Dec. 6.—The 
British ship Jason, Captain McMillan, 
from Calcutta for Boston, went ashore last 
night off Eastham. So far but one of her 
crew has been saved, and he was washed 
from the rigging and brought ashore by 
the tremendous seas, 

It was after 8 o’clock before the life-sav- 
ing men were in readiness with their guns, 
boats and life-lines, At that time pieces 
of boats, spars and other wreckage were 
coming ashore, and by the lights carried 
by the patrolmen the great white-crested 
waves could be scen breaking all over the 
ship. 

With the wreckage was discovered a hu- 
man body, and when it came up on the 
beach lifesavers quickly sprang and 
clutched it. Stimulants were admin- 
istere?, and in an hour he was able to 
talk. 

His name was Samuel Evans. Accord- 
ing to his story, aS soon as the officers 
saw that all hope was gone the crew were 
ordered to the rigging. Evans was cling- 
ing tothe lee rail when she struck, but 
before he could reach a place of safety in 
the rigging he was swept away. At 10:30 
p. m. one of the sbip’s masts went by the 
board, and it was believed that she was 
breaking up. 

The life-savers, after several unsuccess- 
ful attempts, succeeded in shooting a life- 
line over the doomed ship, but the sailors, 
who are believed to be in the rigging, did 
not seem to be able to secure it. 

The sea is now thick and the night so 
dark that there is no surety that there is a 
live person aboard, 

The ship was loaded with jute. There 
were 37 men in the Jason’s crew, She was 
built at Andli and hails from Greenock, 
Scot., and is of 1540 tons burden.

had a telephone was called up, nothing 
could be learned as to how many had been 
counted or the possible result, 

Many went home yet there were others 
who were bound to see the thing out and 
they remained and talked over the situa- 
tion until 11.30 when William Shea drove 
to City Hall with a slip containing the 
returns, 

Then it was thata shout went up and 
the wails of City Hall resounded with 
Democratic cheers loud and long. 

The crowd were satisfied and out they 
went, up Hancock street through the 
drifts of snow to Mr. Hodges’ residence 
where the cheers were repeated. 

It was some fifteen minutes later before 
the official returns came in and the City 
Clerk and Council Committee cn Elections 
were on their way home. 

The storm which had prevailed all day 
had now abated and the sky was as clear 
as a bell. 

The Ward Five Vote. 

At exactly 7.40 last evening Warden 
White declared Ward Five’s vote. 

Last year the number of votes cast for 
Mayor in this ward was 400 and this year 


401, but the result was surprising. The 
vote for 1892 aud 1893 was as follows:

Hodges 76 132 
Fairbanks 324 — 
Thompson oe 269 


Whether this remarkable falling off in 
the Republican vote was owing to Wood, 
Harmon & Co., the snow storm or desire 
for a change is hard to tell. 

Of course Mayor Fairbank’: personal 
popularity in Wollaston accounts for the 
large vote which he received and which 
Mr. Thompsen or any other Republican 
candidate could not get. Mr. Thompson 
received in Ward Five the party vote and 
nothing more, It would be unfair to com- 
pare his vote with that of Capt. Snow's 
299, Mr. Robbins’ 293, or Mr. Litchfield’s 
282 as they each received a few Democratic 
voles. 

Dr. Rice received the largest vote cast in 
the ward, 330, and was followed by Mr. 
Waterhouse with 308. Councilman Baker's 
vote was 30 less than last year’s, and 
Councilman Robbins’ showed an increase 
of 6. 

The biggest surprise in the result in 
this ward was the handsome vote which 
Capt. Snow received, 299. It had been 
openly talked among the knowing ones 
that the Captain was to be slaughtered, 
bu’ the doughty Captain was not that 
kind of a chicken and came in at the top of 
the heap. 

Split Tickets and Stickers. 

The Democrats occupied the City Clerks 
room Tuesday evening while many of the 
Republicans occupied rooms of the Over- 
seer of Poor and Commissioner. 

When it was definitely known that Mr. 
Hodges had been elected someone got the 
Pilgrim fog horn and worked its handle 
for all they were worth. 

The Independent voters of Ward Two 
should study the instructions to voters, as 
about twenty voted for Mr. Coffin and the 
three Democratic candidates and their 
votes consequently did not count. 

Councilman Williams was at City Hall, 
gay asa lark during the first part of the 
evening, but as soon as Ward Two had 
been heard from he was conspicuous by his 
absence. It was the campaign speeches, 
he said, which the LEDGER talked about.

REGISTRATION OF €/INESE. 


The New Rules Regulating “‘John’s” Resi- 
dence In the United States. 

The issue of the expected treasury de- 
partment regulations opens the way for 
our Chinese fellow residents to walk up 
to the internal revenue collectors of their 
respective districts, deposit their photo- 
graphic likenesses and obtain in ex- 
change certificates of protection. These 
certificates will enable them to pursue 
their callings, whether as laundrymen, 
lumbermen, miners, or what not, with- 
out fear of being sent out of the country 
on the charge of not belongirg here. 
Their right of residence will be con- 
firmed by the United States government 
in these documents, which they may well 
guard with care, inspect with’ pride and 
transmit as heirlooms. 

One point to be noted is that even 
those Chinamen who registered under 
the old law must now register again. 
For this double labor they can thank 
their fellow countrymen who failed to 
comply with the original statute, and 
thereby caused such modifications of it 
as to make reregistration necessary. 

It will further be observed that the 
Chinaman must offer twp photographs 
taken at his own expense. This is a pe- 
cuniary burden, yet likenesses sufficient 
for identification, if not of a high grade 
of art, may be had at reasonable prices 
in these days. Besides the Chinaman 
gets the benefit of one of them, returned 
attached to his certificate. 

If the new law is a boon to the China- 
men, in allowing them a further oppor- 
tunity to register, it is also an economy 
to the government. The report of Mr. 
Carlisle shows that 13,242 Chinese regis- 
tered under the old act, and that a num- 
ber estimated at 93,495 failed to register, 
awaiting a decision from the supreme 
court, which was expected to deny the 
constitutionslity of the law. Supposing 
that nearly one-tenth of the unregistered 
should be exempt as merchants, teach- 
ers, students or travelers, there would 
still have been about 85,000 to deport. 

The minimum cost of steerage passage 
from San Francisco to Hong-Kong is 
$51, and Secretary Carlisle says that it 
would probably cost $35 per head in ad- 
dition to arrest, try and convey to San 
Francisco those liable to deportation. 
Thus an expense of perhaps $7,810,000 
would have bean incurred in executing 
the law. 

There is every reason to suppose that, 
with the decision of the supreme court 
sustaining the Geary act and the regis- 
tration period extended to May 8 next, 
this expense will in great part he saved, 
and that the Chinese will take out the 
certificates entitling them to remain 
here unmolvsted and protected._New 
York Sun. 


A SUBSTITUTE’S PENSION 


RAISING WILLOW FOR THE MARKET, 


A Crop Which Needs Harvesting but Once 
Every Four Years. 

In a beautiful sweep of lowland north 
of Melvale station on the Northern 
Central railroad and about nine miles 
from Baltimore there is a peculiar farm. 
It is peculiar in that it renders to its 
owner and tiller but one cropin four 
years, and that a crop of willow shoots. 
The farmer, Antone Spath, came from 
Frankfort, Germany, muny years ago, 
and after erecting himself a comforta- 
ble stone house, which still stands in 
the midst of a picturesque clump of 
willows, at the end of the little valley, 
set about planting his first crop of wil- 
low shoots. Every year since he has 
gone on planting row after row until 
the valley has become covered with 
them. Spath had learned the art of 
weaving willow ware in his boyhood 
days by the shores of the Main river, 
and as fast as his little pfantation grew 
he gathered the shoots, stripped them 
of their green covering, and after dry- 
ing them wove baskets of every con- 
ceivable form and size, 

“It seems rather peculiar work in 
this country,’’ said the willow farmer, 
speaking of his business, **but in all 
parts of Europe, especially in the Ger- 
man provinces, it is a very common 
thing to find willow plantations and 
willow weavers, for there willow is 
used in many forms and for a greater 
number of purposes than I find it used 
in this country. In Germany and 
France willow is employed in making at 
least 20 different kinds of bird cages, 
while in America metal is used—brass 
or iron wire—and different woods. 
Among the best families in European 
countries cradles, woven by German 
workers, may be found constructed en- 
tirely of willow. Then there are a 
hundred and one shapes of marketing 
baskets, baskets used by milliners and 
laundresses, baskets and panniers to be 
carried upon the backs of man and 
beasts for holding fish and fowl. In 
preparing tho willow for the weaver | 
we plant the slips in long rows paral- 
lel with a running stream of water and 
cut them when they have attained four 
years of growth. The cutting time is 
early in the spring before the sap is 
done running, and after tying them in 
bundles they are placed in ponds of 
water to keep them in a green state un- 
til ready for stripping. Stripping the 
willow is accomplished by drawing the 
switches through and between two 
heavy iron stanchions, whose edges peel 
the light green bark from the white 
heart, and then, after drying or curing 
them upon long racks, we have got the 
willow in a form for the weaver. It 
was many years after I planted this 
farm with willows before any one 
thought of imitating my example, but 
now there are several other plantations 
located upon the Washington and An- 
napolis roads, and though you may find 
quite as busy scenes there you will 
scarcely find a more picturesque place 
than this anywhere, and that was one 
of the reasons that led me to settle 
here.’’—Baltimore American. 


A Novel Case Involving an Intricate Point 
of Law Sprung In Texas. 

A queer case involving an intricate 
point of law will have to be decided by 
the chancellor of this chancery division, 
Peyton Fenelon of Lake county did not 
care to risk his precious body as a target 
for Confederate bullets, so he hired Alex- 
ander Moberbly as a substitute. At the 
battle of Chickamauga, Moberbly was 
wounded in the left leg by a minie ball 
and made a cripple for life. As a com- 
pensation for his wound he applied for a 
pension, and though it has been pending 
for years his case has just been decided 
‘o he re- 
ceived notification that he would receive 
$3,200 back pension money. 

As soon as Fenelon heard of this he 
filed a bill in chancery to prevent the 
payment of the money, claiming that 
Moberbly was not fighting for himself, 
but was fighting for him (Fenelon), and 
that as Moberbly was paid for his serv- 
ices the money rightfully belongs to him 
(Fenelon). This is the first case of the 
kind on record and will attract wide- 
spread attention.—Trimble (Tex.) Cor- 
respondent. 


Waves on the Great Salt Lake. 

A strong gale of wind was blowing 
over the lake and driving its surface 
into low, white capped ridges, while 
along the shore the foam lay like flat 
banks of new fallen snow. If it had 
passed across a lake of fresh water of 
equal extent, that wind would unques- 
tionably have produced such an agita- 
tion of its surface that navigation in 
small boats would have been difficult 
if not highly perilous. 

But the waters of the Great Salt lake, 
although driven into ridges as just re- 
marked, showed a curious resistance to 
the wind and the waves, rising to only 
a slight elevation, moved along with an 
appearance of lethargy that the eye 
could not but notice. 

Yet there was an immense momentum 
stored up in those low, heavy, slow 
moving waves. Venturing into the 
water at a point where the depth did 
not exceed four feet, the observer found 
that it was impossible to stand against 
them. Their sheer weight swept him 
resistlessly along. 

The curious buoyancy of the water, 
containing 22 per cent of salt in solu- 
tion, increased the helplessness of the 
bather. He was not submerged, as some- 
times occurs in the Atlantic breakers, 
but was lifted and carried like a cork. 

It would probably have been impos- 
sible to dive through an oncoming wave 
after the manner practiced by bathers 
along the Atlantic coast. In the Great 
Salt lake people are not drowned through 
sinking, but strangled while still afloat. 
The bitter water may enter the air pass- 
ages with fatal effect, but the body con- 
tinues to float until it reaches the shore 
or is picked up.—Youth’s Companion, 


No New Parliament. 

It is significant news that the govern- 
ing board of the Imperial Federation 
league voted to dissolve at the end of the 
year. The great scheme of bringing the 
British colonies, especially Canada and 
Australia, into closer relations with the 
empire has been abandoned as unpopu- 
lar and impracticable. The idea was to 
organize a new imperial house of parlia- 
ment, in which the colonies should be 
represented, but public opinion in the 
colonies themselves was either indifferent 
or opposed to the idea, Prominent men 
in both parties, including Rosebery and 
Salisbury, favored the scheme. Persist- 
ent agitation and a flood of pamphlets, 
however, have failed to create any colo- 
nial sentiment in favor of closer intimacy 
with the mother country. So the con- 

ern will shut upshop.—New York Sun’s 
ae Letter. 


Kentucky's Separate Coach Law, 

The colored people who live in Ken- 
tucky, as well as the colored people who 

ve occasion to visit or to pass through 
the state, are agitated somewhat over 
the workings of the law passed by the 
last legislature, which obliges every rail- 
road in the state to provide a separate 
coach for the exclusive use of colored 
passengers on every passenger train that 
runs. The law also provides that no col- 
ored passenger must be allowed in any of 
the other coaches used by whites, and no 
white is to be pexmitted to ride in the 
colored people’s coach, the penalty being 
a fine of $500 against the railroad for 
every,violation of these particulars of the 
law.—Cincinnati Commercial Gazette. 


A Wild Boy Caught. 
The authorities of Madison, Ills., have 
a wild boy, who they believe hails 
from St. Louis. He was captured in the 
woods near that town and in many re- 
ts resembles the ‘‘wild man of Bor-, 
neo” found in theside shows of traveling 
circuses, His finger and toe nails have 
grown to immense length, hair has 
sprung out over nearly his whole body, 
and he has well nigh lost his ability to 
talk, merely uttering incoherent howls 
and screams instead. He was brought 
by a party of townspeople who had 
oa disturbed by the reports of the wild 
creature prowling in the vicinity of their 
homes.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

YALE AND HARYARD 


Discuss the Election of United 
States Senators. 


THE POPULAR VOTE PLAN 


Favored by Harvard and Nega- 
tived by Yale. 


NEwport, R. L, Dec. 6.—Owing to a 
blinding snowstorm:the Yale-Harvard de- 
bate before the Unity club attracted but a 
small audience. It wus, however, select 
and made up of the wealthiest and most 
prominent residents of the city. The sub- 
fect discussed by the debaters was: ‘Shall 
United States senators be elected by a 
popular vote in the states.” T. H. Wait 
and A. S. Apsey of Harvard supported the 
affirmative side of the question, while W. 
E. Thoms and L. A. Welis of Yale upheld 
the negative. 

Mr. Wait took the place of Mr. Parsons, 
who was uvable to participa‘’e because of 
illness. He opened the debate, apolo- 
gizing for the short space of time given 
for preparation. The question, he said, 
was one that should appeal to all who 
take an interest in popular government. 
When the constitution wis framed the 
makers thought they had filled all the re- 
quirements, but one defect that they failed 
to see was that by its provisions the pe ple 
were not allowed to elect senators directly. 
The problem has been satisfactorily solved 
that the popular election is the right way 
to choose senators, who compose a body of 
ordinary mortals. 

The first fault of the present system is 
that the senate is not made up of men of 
ability. He cited Murphy, Hill and Quay 
as instances to prove this assertion, call- 
ing them political wire pullers and claim- 
ing that they were not elected by popular 
vote. Another objectionable class was 
that of moueyed men, whose only excuse 
for election was their wealth. Freaks, he 
claimed, had no right in the sepate to lead 
the counsels of the country. The men 
mentioned have shown that they are un- 
able to guide the people, and the senate of 
today is the weakest this country has 
ever seen. The only reme'y is to let the 
people nominate their men in an «pen 
caucus and then let them come before the 
people for choice. He contended that the 
only claim Murphy hud to election was 
that he was a strong Tammany man. 

Yale’s Side. 

Thoms of Yale replied first for the neg- 
ative. Hesaidthesifest way was not to 
be ready to depart from old principles un- 
tilsure we are rightin newideas. The 
senate does not reflect public opinion, «nd 
will not until public opinion has been 
thoroughly crystallized; however corrupt 
it is claimed to be, the senate is composed 
of the most intelligent of men. He said 
that the constitutions of states cou'd 
be changed much easier than that of the 
United Sta‘es, and only a few states cling 
to the system. Just think what the sen- 
ate has been. Its walls have echoed to 
some of the grandest state-men. Were 
these men sul ject to wire pulling? 

We should not allow this change until 
we are sure something is to be gained. 
Public sentiment runs high against the 
senate, but if we take up such a systim 
who shall point out the stopping place. In 
closing, he said there was a time when 
men of greatest ability sought for office, 
but for the last 20 or 30 years there has 
been a change, bringing about a decay of 
politics, and if we tolerate the adoption of 
guch a system, just so long will the s: nate 
be filled with any but good men and hon- 
orable statesmen. 

Apsey’s Argument. 

Mr. Apsey of Harvard congratulated his 
predecessor upon the success of his re- 
marks. He declared his rhetoric beauti- 
ful, his oratory fine, but thought it a pity 
that he did not have a sounder basis, and 
was surprised at his lack of facts. He 
called the electoral c.llege a machine to 
carry out the will of the people, and that 
999 out of 1000 legislators have acted as 
machines. Legislatures are composed of 
merely human beings, containing but few 
gods. The proposition to change the sys- 
tem is not new, but, although introduced 
into cor gress, it has never been passed. 
Senators have been e'ected by state legis- 
latures that would have stocd no show if 
they had went before the people. Judge 
Maynard would bave been elected if a leg- 
islature had the decision, but now he must 
retire from public life. 

He said thatthe meu recently elecied 
did not know how they were elected and 
did not want to know. He took as an il- 
lustration the famous campaign of Liscola 
and Douglass. He maintained thar the 
senate is, has always been and always will 
be the popular body, andits members 
should be elected by the people. ‘hose in 
its body otherwise elected have always 
been corrupt. He claimed that the only 
reason why the system has not been car- 
ried out is because it isa change, and a 
change of the constitution, which some 
people thiuk diviue, is someth.ng terrible. 
But the change will come for the cause of 
good and pure government. 

Wells’ Conclusions, 

The closing remarks were made by Mr. 
Wells of Yale. He said that the senate 
was to put acheck om the house. Pubic 
opinion is often wrong. He said t.e ar- 
gument that absolute Democracy .5 a suc- 
cess implies wide id‘as. Have we arrived 
there? No! Alexander Hamilton says 
that our government is more in danger of 
abuses of liberty than abus:s of power. As 
the house often represents fick!e sentiment, 
so the sena‘e does the wise public views of 
the people. He calle! attention to the 
poor government of the sta es who ca ry 
on elections under the proposed popular 
vote syste, throwing open all offices to 
the vote of the people. 

The charact«r of the senate ix the grand- 
est of any such body in th+ world. He be- 
lieved that the affirmative consid: red 
Murphy, Hill and Quay in the wrong 
light, each having been elected by the 
people to office in their states. The 
speaker challenged any country to place 
better men in the halls of legislation than 
many now there. In closing, be said it 
would be exceedingly dangerous to do 
violence to the constitution which nas 
given us the best of government. The 
ideal government shall always reflect the 
permanent and not transitory views of the 
people and our duty is to support it. 

The Unity club, under whose auspices 
the debate was held, is a literary society 
connected with the Channing Unitarian 
Memorial church.

BOTH SIDES FIRM. 


No Improvement In the Labor Situation 
at Olneyville. 

PROVIDENCE, Dec, 6.—The driving storm 
yesterday made the situation doubly 
dreary in the strikers’ district. The mill 
bells rung and the whistles blew at 6:30 
in the morning, but only one mill received 
its full corps of hands, that being the 
Saxon, where a satisfactory settlement 
was reached Saturday. At the Weybosset, 
Saranac, Riverside and the Providence 
National worsted mills the strikers refused 
to return to work at the schedule of prices 
presented by the mill owners. A guard of 
40 officers were on duty at the mills to 
maintain order. 

The operatives declare they will remain 
out all winter if necessary to carry their 
point, while the mill owners say that no 
further concessions will be made to the 
operatives. The mills will be opened each 
morning, and the places of the strikers 
who do not see fit to return to work will 
be filled by outside help. There is much 
suffering among the families of the 
strikers. 


A DYNAMITE SCARE 


Proves to Have Been Nothing Worth Wor- 
rying About. 

Lonpoy, Dec. 6&—The following explana- 
tion of a big dynamite scare yesterday is 
given: The man Snyder, in whose apart- 
ments in Hampstead the explosives were 
found, was the managing director of the 
Snyder Dynamite Projectile company, 
with an office in Chancery lane. He was 
in arrears for rent for his lodgings in 
Hampstead and his landlord levied an ex- 
ecution upon him. Among the articles

PROVINCETOWN, Mass., Dec. 7. — The 
hardy crew of the Pamet River Life- 
saving station didn’t get out of their oil- 
clothes or sea boots for a brief moment all 
Nay yesterday. A blinding snowstorm on 
the wings ofan E. S. E. gale. drove about 
their little cabin. 

The wind whistled aud whined and the 
lone patrolinan pulied his heavy sou’wester 
down over his face and turned his back 
to the shrieking blast that penetrated to 
his very heart. 

Now and then he braced himself fora 
gaze to windward and shielded his eyes 
from the piercing darts of the storm. Sud- 
denly a dark outline sprang up before him 
seaward. Jt was without form at first, but 
the blinding snowstorm for a moment 
held up, and through the lull he saw a 
tossing ship. 

Then he saw men in the ship’s rigging 
working apparently with the ragged rem- 
nants of the §ails,and after that other 
sails were loosed. She was struggling ta, 
div to that gale and save herself from 
destruction,

started down the beach. They strained 
their very bodies in the attempt to pierce 
the gathering gloom, but it was a useless 
effort. S» they settled down and shivered 
in the awfully frigid air at the point from 
which the ship was last seen. Ana night 
settled down thus.

It was as they feared. The ship had 
given up her gallant fight for life.

Death awaited the crew 
who dared to challenge. 

Then the lifeboat crewsfrom Highland 
light and Cahoon’s Hollow came rushing 
down the beach. They had heard a ship 
had gone ashcre and they hud come with 
their lives in their hanes to throw them 
away if necessary in the effort to save the 
shipwrecked crew.

Then the first gray streaks of dawn ap- 
peared, and with them the storm abated. 
Slowly daylight appeared, and there, not 
200 yards from the beach where the little 
group had spent a fearful night, the 
broken hull of a mighty ship was seen. 

Every inch of what remained above 
water was scrutinized a dozen times by a 
dozen pairs ofeyes. But not a human 
bocy was visible. Like the good ship 
Jason, they had given up the struggle in 
the surf of Cape Cod. Twenty-four souls 
had found their graves in those icy shoals, 
and the hospitable ship which had been 
their home was now their tomb. 

Evans’ Story. 

The man saved was Samuel Evans. He 
said: ‘Our vessel is the British ship 
Jason, Captain McMillan, from Calcutta 
for Boston, with a cargo of jute. We made 
the land off Cape Cod at 3 o’clock this af- 
ternoon during a blinding snowstorm, but 
when we saw it we were so near we could 
not weather the point, and were lost. 
While clinging to the lee rail after the 
ship had struck, a great sea swept me 
| overboard with full 20 of my comra ies. I 
lnever saw any of them again. How I 
| reached the shore God only knows; but 
| | knew if I once could gain the beach some- 
}one would be there to help me. The offi- 
lcers were Captain McMillan, First Mate

TWO SHIPS ASHORE. 
Crew Safely Landed—Fite ef the 
Others Is Unknown, 
| GREENPORT, N. Y., Dec, 7.—There are 

two wrecked vessels off the coast near 
|Mattituck. Both vessels went ashore 

during a snowstorm. One vessel is the 
four-masted brig-rigged ship Solario, 
| bound from New York to New Belford, 

Mass. She sailed from New York on 

Tn arsday ant encountered rough weather 

on Saturday and continued to be storm- 

beaten until she went on the rocks at 6 

o’clock Tuesday night. On Sanday night 

it looked for a time as though it might 
clear, and the crew, who were almost worn 
out, thought they were safe. 

The storm of Saiurday and Sunday had 

ashed the seas over her decks natil they 
were coated with ice. The ica had formed 
in the ropes and lines and it was almost 
impossible to work the ship. The men’s 
clothing were also crusted with ice. The 
men’s fingers and ears were badly nipped 
by the frost. Shortly before midnizht on 

Sunday the snowstorm set in so thickly 

that it was almost impossible for to see 

the length of the ship. 

Daylight gave no relief. The ice had 
been growing thicker, and by 10 o'clock 
the storm had so increased that it was 
then impossible to make cut land, al- 
though it was known to be close by. Cxp- 
tain Morse vainly tried to wesr the ship 
around to avoid beaching, but being 
caught in a more tha: usual haid blow, 
was carried on the rocks. He thinks the 
Solario’s bottom was stovein when she 
first struck. 

Before striking the recks the crew had a 
terrible experience. The wind drove the 
cutting snow into their faces un‘il it wis 
impossible to face the storm. The effo:ts 
of the rescuers were made difficult by the 
ice which encrusted the clothing worn by 
them. All the crew are safe and have 
started for New York. 

The second wreck lieson the shoal cp- 
posite Northville beach. What ship it is, 
or what the fate of thore on board, is un- 
known. Distress signals were seen cff 
where the wreck was discovered yesterday. 
It is believed the wr.ck is tiat of a 
schooner, 

She lies high on the rocks about a mile 
distant from the Solario.

OLD WAGES WANTED. 
Railroad Men Ask Employers to Keep 
Their Agreement, 

Boston, Dec. 7.—Vice President Odell 
of the New York and New England rail- 
road helda conference yesterday with a 
committee of employes representing all 
branches of the road. The conference was 
arranged forthe purpose of considering 
the wage question. On Sept. 1the em- 
ployes of the New York and New England 
offered to accept a reduction of 10 per cent 
on account of the poor business of the 
road. The reduction was to last until 
Dec. 1. 

Now the railroad does not want to re- 
turn to the old rate of wages and pleaded 
with the committee to let the reduction 
stand for 609 or 99 days more. After the 
conference the members of the committee 
went into consultation in private. A _ let- 
ter:from the committee to Mr. Odell 
stated thit the committee would be ready 
to return an answer today.

NOT YET SATISFIED. 


Lehigh Valley Strikers Get the 
“Short End” of It. 


NEW MEN TO BE RETAINED 


To the Great Disappointment of 
Many Old Hands. 


WILEESBARRE, Pa., Dec. 7.—After being 
in suspense all day, the Lehigh Valley 
railroad strikers received official informa- 
tion last evening from Chairman Rice of 
the grievance committee that the strike 
had been declared off. ‘The strikers are 
now awaiting Rice’s arrival home, until 
they learn on what terms they are to re- 
turn to work. There is a feeling tonight 
that Grand Chiefs Arthur, Sargent and 
Wilkinson conceded too much to Geueral 
Manager Voorhees, and that the men are 
not at all plessed with their action, and 
unless all hands are taken back there will 
bs considerable dissatisfaction. It is not 
believed that #ll will be taken back. An 
official of the Lehigh Valley said: 

“The men whocam to our rescue when 
we needed men will b> kept in cur em- 
ploy. It would not be right «r just to 
dismiss them under the circumstances.” 

Deeply Disappointed. 

EASTON, Pa., Dec. 7.—A report was cir- 
culated here that the Lehigh Valley strike 
had been declared on again. This is denied 
by the lexders of the strikers, but the fact 
is that many of the menare dissatisfied 
with the way they were treated by the offi- 
cials when they reported for duty yester 
day afternoon. They expected to be put to 
work soon, but instead were told that 
they would be sent for when the company 
needed their services. It seems that the 
men did not understand the settlement in 
this light, and are very indignant. 

Mast Take All Back. 

MAucH CHUNK, Pa., Dec. 7.—There isa 
serious hitch in the settlement of the Le- 
high Valley strike. The leaders here re- 
ceived cipher dispatches declaring the 
strike off. They expected to returnina 
body, aud every mao took his place. When 
the arrangement was made known to 
them things assumed a different shape.

A NEwTon item says: The city govern- 
ment has determined to make every effort 
to keep the city laborers in employment 
during the entire winter. A number of 
new streets will be laid out for this end, 
and the highway department has now in 
contemplation a number of improvements, 
which will keep about 400 men busy dur- 
ing the entire winter. 

A somewhat similar method has been 
suggested by Mayor Fairbanks and an ap- 
propriation of $10,000 has taken one read- 
ing in the City Council. It seems one of 
the most feasible plans that could be de- 
vised. 


THE COMMENT in yesterday's LEDGER 
on too rapid payment of the city debt is not 
applicable to the present Council. Lis 
policy is the one which the LEDGER en- 
dorses. It is the one-year loans against 
which our remarks were directed. There 
were too many of these made in previous 
years. Among those of 1892 falling due in 
1893 might be mentioned: Crossing and 
gutters, $5,000; gravel bank, $2,200; curbed 
sidewalks, $2,000; additional land for 
Wollaston school house, $2,000; culvert on 
Hancock street, $1,200; paved gutters, 
$3,000; Common street, $1,200; centennial 
celebration, $2000; Quincy avenue, $3,000; 
H. O. Souther’s claim, $1,700; addition- 


al appropriation for schools, $3,300; 
small pox case, $1,250; West street, 
$1,000 and Willard school fence, $300. 


These one-year loans aggregate $29,- 
150, Had those of $2,000 or more been 
divided so that but $1,000 would fall due in 
any year, the tax rate would have been $15 
per $1,000 or less, instead of $15.80. As 
the amount which can be raised for current 
city expenses is limited and the city has no 
control over the State and County levy, it is 
the debt falling due which effects the tax 
rate; every $16,000 increases the rate $1 per 
$1,000.

IN CONGRESS. 


The Hawalian Question Comes Up Io 
Both Branches. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—After some morn- 
ing business ia the senate, in the course of 
which Mr. Manderson (Rep.) introduced a 
bill to amend the internal revenue laws, 
Mr. Cullom (Rep.) offered a resolution ac- 
cepting from Illinois the statue of Gen- 
eral Shields, and proceeded to address the 
senate, eulogizing General Shields, Mr. 
Cullom was followed by Mr. West (Dem.), 
who spoke briefly in behalf of Missouri, 
and then Mr. Davis (Rep.) addressed the 
Senate, expressing the sentiments of Min- 
nesota. 

Mr. Voorhe2s introduced in the senate 
the two pension bills introduced in the 
house by Mr. Martin last Monday. One 
declares a pension to be a vested right, 
regulates suspensions of p-nsions and 
grants appeals to the supreme court of the 
District of Columbia. The other bill de- 
fines sundry crimes against the United 
States in the administration of pension 
laws. 

Senator Hoar’s resolutions calling Zr 
the Hawaiian correspondence was laid be- 
fore the senate, andthe author argued in 
favor of it. Mr. Hoar declared that to un- 
dertake to overthrow the existing govern- 
ment at Hawaii would be an actof war 
and that the suggestion that the United 
States had acted with undue haste in rec- 
ecniz'ng that government has nothing to 
do with it. 

The estiblishment of that government 
Was a fact, and not a question of right or 
wrong. It was manifest (Mr. Hoar 
thought) that the president's intention in 
the matter of Hawaii was a thing which 
the senate and the people were entitled to 
understad, and were entitled to under- 
stand witaout delay, Ifthe thing had not 
been done yet there should be a swift and 
indignant remonstrance of the American 
people agiinst it which would reach even 
the dull ears of the executive. 

After a ery interesting discussion, in 
which Serator Hill joined the Republi- 
cans, net only in demanding the imme 
diate adoption of the resolution, but in in- 
sisting that the administration was tran- 
scending its constitutional powers. Sen- 
ator Sherman made the strongest speech 
for his side. 

Mr. Frye’s challenge on behalf of his 
colleague, Eugene Hale and himself, to all 
critics of ex-Minister Stevens, whom he 
praised highly, was a feature of the de- 
bate. 

The representatives of the administra- 
tion, Senators Gray, Vilas and Mills, de- 
precated haste, but withdrew opposition 
when it was evident that the senate 
wanted to adopt the resolution. 

An unusual amount of personal feeling 
was shown in the debate by the men on 
both sides, Gray and Hiil having hot 
words over Hill’s claim that the president 
ought to send in the information at once, 
and that therefore he thought the custom- 
ary phrase in the resolution about sending 
itin “if it is incompatible with the public 
interest” might be left out. 

Mr. Hitt, the ex-chairman of the foreign 
affairs committee, introduced two reso- 
lutious bearing on the Hawaiian policy of 
the government, the first calling for the 
papers in the case and the second as 
follows: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the house 
that intervention by the government of the 
United States, representative or armed forcea, 
in the affairs of a friendly recognized govern- 
ment, to disturb or. verthrow it and substitute 
a monarchy therefor, is contrary to the 
policy and traditions of this republ’c and the 
spirit of the ccustitution. 


A Traitor Aboard the America, 

New YorK, Dec. 7.—The Herald says: 
The Brazilian cruiser America is lying at 
Bridgetown, Barbadoes, so seriously dis- 
abled by the act of a traitor that she will 
probably be unable to continue her voyage 
for several wecks. One of the vs e.’s 
valves, among the most vulnerable parts of 
aship’s machinery,-was purposely broken 
by some unknown member of the crew.

TRICKS THAT FAILED, 


ACCIDENT AND LIFE INSURANCE COM- 
PANIES EVER WATCHFUL. 


How a Brooklyn Man Drew Damages 
Through an Injured Double—Value of 
the Time Dater—It Took Three Years to 


Catch the Slick Stockman. 


A Brooklyn man who was hard upran 
ap against his double. whose finan- 
cial situation was equally depressing. 
Each was astounded at the resem- 
blance he bore to the other, and by 
common consent they joined fortunes 
and rooms together. A day or two aft- 
er one of the two Dromios was knocked 
down by a wagon and sustained a frac- 
ture of the leg. He was carried home, 
and the brilliant idea at once occurred 
to his roommate to take adyantage of 
the resemblance between the two and 
draw $25 from an insurance company 
for as long a period as possible. Bor- 
rowing the injured man’s clothes, he 
paid a visit toan avuncular relative, 
from whom he borrowed a few dollars. 
He went next to an insurance company 
and took out a policy. Two weeks later 
a claim came for total disablement. and 
the injured man was easily identified 
as the holder of the policyghis room- 
mate being careful to keep out of the 
way. There could be no doubt as to 
the man’s leg being broken, and as the 
officers of the company recollected that 
the man who took out the policy was 
sound in wind and limb there seemed 
little reason to doubt that the accident 
had occurred since tho premium was 
paid. No question was raised, and for 
three or four weeks the $25 was paid 
with a regularity highly satisfactory to 
the well member of the firm. 

But the sick man came to the conclu- 
sion that he was not getting a square 
deal. Unable to leave his bed, he could 
not take part in the jollifications in 
which his comrade delighted, and it ap- 
peared to him that he was not getting 
more than about 20 cents on the dollar 
of the weekly allowance. H3 demanded 
an equal division on the ground that, 
although his friend had done all the 
thinking, he had really played the lead- 
ing role by getting himself knocked 
down and run over. It was the usual 
case of rogues falling out and honest 
men deriving the benefit. The disputes 
were overheard by an adjoining room- 
er, who promptly gave away the story, 
with the result that the weekly payments 
came to a sudden and distressing end. 

A case demonstrating the value of a 
time dater occurred in Ohio. A man 
carrying a large amount of accident in- 
surance had fallen afew days behind 
in his premium, but one afternoona 
relative brought in the small amount 
and obtained a receipt for it. That day 
the insured was crippled in a street car 
accident in Columbus, and it was of 
course claimed that the premium was 
paid before the accident took place. 
The facts were distinctly favorable to 
the injured man, for investigation 
proved that there were two street car 
accidents at about the same place the 
same day, two or three people being in- 
jured in each accident. The police 
records threw no light on the subject, 
and the man appeared to have been 
taken away by his friends. There was 
little doubt that the premium was paid 
between the two accidents, though there 
was much difficulty in fixing the exact 
time, 

It was fina-ly ascertained that a tele- 
gram had been sent from Columbus an 
hour after the first accident asking to 
have the premium paid, and this cir- 
cumstance was in itself so suspicious 
that payment of the benefit was refused. 

A compromise was finally agreed to, 
but considerably later two witnesses 
were found to prove that the man was 
hurt in the first accident, so that if the 
premium was paid in consequence of 
the telegram fraud was evidently con- 
templated. But for the difficulty in 
proving the exact hour of payment the 
claim would not have been seriously 
considered. As it was, however, the 
applicant’s case was on the face of it 
quite a strong one. 

Every one has heard of the man who 
had been reported as dead, and whose 
friends had collected the insurance, in- 
dulging too freely in whisky and mak- 
ing a complaint to the insurance com- 
pany that the money had not been fair- 
ly divided. Instances in which money 
has been claimed on account of the 
death of people still living are much 
more numerous than is generally be- 
lieved. In one case an Ohio stockman 
carrying an accident policy for $10,000 
took some stock to New York. On the 
return trip he disappeared from the 
train while it was crossing a bridge, 
and his hat being subsequently recoy- 
ered it was contended that he had fallen 
off and had been drowned in the river. 
The company took advantage of the 90 
day rule and then offered to pay the 
money if a bond were’ put up to cover 
the amount. The neighbors of the wid- 
ow fixed up an irreproachable bond, and 
the money was paid. 

The company was by no means con- 
vinced that the man was dead, and ar- 
rangements were made to have the 
widow watched. Three years elapsed, 
and the instance was well nigh forgot- 
ten, when a dispatch was received to 
the effect that the lady was disposing 
of her furniture and evidently about to 
move, <A detective was employed to 
keep track. The family went to Chi- 
cago, and the detective followed. Aft- 
era day’s delay they took a train for 
the northwest, the detective also on the 
train. Away cut in the wilds of Mon- 
tana the family alighted at a small sta- 
tion, where it was warmly welcomed 
by the long lost stockman, who was 
promptly put under arrest. The bonds- 
men were good for the money, and on 
this occasion the company sustained no 
loss beyond the expense incurred in the 
watching.—-New Orleans Times-Demo- 
crat.

A HEART IN HIS LEG. 


Operation In a St. Louls Hospital Upon a 
Patient Peculiarly Afflicted. 

Dr. Marks, superintendent of the City 
hospital, cut a heart out of a man’s leg 
recently. Instead of being necessary to 
the patient’s existence, as hearts usually 
are, this organ was a very dangerous 
possession and was likely to end his life 
gst any moment. The heart was almost 
as large as the one usually found inside 
a@ man’s ribs and beat in very much the 
same manner. It was situated upon the 
inside of the right leg, four or five inches 
above the knee, and was more tender 
than the ball of the owner's eye. 

Charles Gentry, a laborer, was the 
owner of this very remarkable organ. 
To the surgeons the phenomenon is called 
a traumatic aneurism of the femoral ar- 
tery. Thisartery is the big blood feeding 
pipe that runs from the heart down 
through the body and leg, furnishing life 
to the different parts of the anatomy as 
it goes. About two months ago Gentry 
was struck upon the leg just over the ar- 
tery by a shaft of a piece of machinery. 
The inner wall of the artery was burst, 
and the big pipe began to bulge out at 
this point. The outer wall, or coat of 
the artery, luckily stretched and held the 
blood, or Gentry would have bled to death 
in no time. 

The artery kept on swelling with ev- 
ery pulsation of the patient’s heart. 
From the size of a hazelnut the bulge 
grew and grew until it was larger than 
a man’s fist. How the artery managed 
to stand it without bursting was a mat- 
ter for wonder even to the surgeons. The 
least touch given to the skin over the 
swelling caused Gentry horrible pain, 
and he was obliged to keep very still lest 
any sudden movement or contact would 
break it and by the hemorrhage bring on 
death. The aneurism could be seen to 
beat to all intents and purposes like any 
other heart. If one brought his ear close 
to it, he could hear a constantly repeated 
blowing or breathing sound coming from 
beneath the skin. This noise was caused 
by the vacant air space around the 
swollen artery where it had crowded the 
muscles aside, 

The patient was laid upon the operat- 
ing table and placed under the influence 
of chloroform, A sharp knife laid the 
tissues aside and exposed the femoral ar- 
tery withits apple shaped bulb, The ar- 
tery was then tied or ligated two inches 
above and two inches below the swelling 
Nearly a 
pint of blood gushed forth, and then there 
was no heart left. The slit artery was 
then sewed together with fine silk threads 
previously soaked in antiseptic solution 
and left to heal.—St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat.

Will Not Be Considered by Con- 
gress at Present. 


THE WILSON TARIFF BILL 


Not Likely to Be Obstructed 
by Republicans. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.— The _ senate 
finance committee yesterday talked over 
several important financial measures re- 
ferred to them during the recess. The bill 
which was agreed to, on the recommenda- 
tion of Secretary Carlisle, authorizing the 
national banks to issue circulation up to 
the par value of their bonds deposited as a 
guarantee in the treasury, was intended 
at the time to give relief to the then exist- 
ing stringency in the money market. As 
there is now no immediate necessity for 
such legislation, the committee does not 
seem to be in any hasteto bring forward 
this bill. 

The chairman, Senator Voorhees, said 
that he favored some general banking sys- 
tem which would extend to the states and 
give tbem additional banking facilities. 
The present system of banking, he 
thought, was satisfactory on general prin- 
ciples, but it is a close corporation and 
very arbitrary in its methods. He favors 
the repeal of the 10 per ceut tax on bank 
circulation, provided there is incorporated 
provision which will compel state banks 
to comply with certaiu restrictions in 
order to protect the holders of their notes. 

The senator expressed a hope that the 
house would briog forth some measure 
which would meet the monetary wants of 
the country in localities where the na- 
tional system does not prevail. The Dem- 
ocratic party, he said, in their platform 
demanded the repeal of this 10 per cent 
tax. Several Lilis to that end have al- 
ready been proposed, but the senator 
doubted very much whether a majority 
could be had in either house to repeal that 
law without some restrictive provisions. 

Considered a Fair Bill 

Chairman Voorhees, among the matters 
talked over, called attention to the house 
tariff revision bill, which had been agreed 
to by the ways and means committee. He 
had only given the measure a cisual ex- 
amination, butfrom what he had seen of 
it he regarded it asa rather fair bill. He 
suggested to the members of the commit 
tee that as soon as their bil! 1s entirely 
completed, with all its provisions, includ- 
ing internal! revenue, copi s should be fur- 
nished to the finance committee, upon 
which the latter should proceed at once 
to consider its provisions. 

By this course the chairman thought 
that by the time the bill passe the house, 
the finance committee would be ready to 
report it back to the senate, and by this 
means secure early consideration and its 
speedy passage in that body. The chair 
man, and also all the members of the 
committee, agreed that this plan shoull 
be carried out so that the bill, for the 
benefit of the interests affected, should be 
passed as speedily as p »ssible. 

The chairman informed the committec 
that he had found upon examiva ion that 
the great Walker tariff bill prepared at 
the treasu:y depiritm-nt by Rob-rt J 
Walker, during the Polk administration, 
was passed through both houses in ‘U0 
days. That bil!, the senato: siid, was a 
much more important measure: at that 
time, and more fir-reachiug in its effect-, 
than the proposed mea ure. He dd nit 
see, therefore, why the-e shoull be any 
procrastination or d lay 

No Obstruction. 

The Republican members of the com- 
mittee informed the chairman that there 
was no de-ire on their part to obstruct the 
consideration or pas<age of the m asure 
either in the committee or the senate. A!] 
they would ask would be a full oppor- 
tunity to present their views in opposi- 
tion, and to offer amendments in the 
course of debate. With this under t .nd- 
ing Senator Vocrhees thinks that the turiff 
revision bill caa be carried throug’ the 
senate in a short time after it reac .es th it

“ANNEX” NO LONGER. 
Girls’ Bunch of Harvard Will Be 
Known as Radcliffe College. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Dec. 7.—A long and 
protracted meeting, with a liberal accom- 
paniment of discussion, was expected for 
the lot of the Harvard overseers yesterday. 
The admittance of the Harvard annex to 
the full privileges of the university, and 
the conferring of degrees upon its gradu- 
ates was the principal business in hand, 
and it was thought that there would bea 
considerable difference of opinion upon 
the subject. On the contrary, however, 
there was but little said. 

During the meeting President Eliot told 
the interesting story of the origin of the 
name of Radcliffe with which it is pro- 
posed to christen the college. It appears 
that way back before 1640, one Dame 
Moulson of England, whose maiden 
name was Anne Radcliffe, took a live in- 
terest in the college which had been 
founded in the New World, and sent 
out £100 from across the sea for its 
benefit. This legacy was overlooked until 
recently when a search was being made to 
ascertain the name of the first woman to 
encourage the college work with a gift of 
money. 

The board concurred with the president 
and fellows in their votes regarding the re- 
gent’s duties, and appointed William 
Morse Cole, A. B., proctor for one year 
from Sept. 1, 1893.

RACE FOR A BONUS 


Proves Satisfactory to Builders of 
the Marblehead. 


CRUISER SHOWS UP WELL. 


She Made an Average of 18.94 
Knots an Hour. 


New Lonpow, Conn., Dec. 8.—Another 
triumph for Yankee shipbuilders and de- 
signers was scored on Long Island sound 
when the new Marblehead crossed the 
finish line of her official trial trip. The 
new cruiser had equalled all expectations 
by making a record of 18.94 knots an hour. 

About 8:30 the navy launch Lily came 
alongside, and the naval board, headed 
by Admiral Belknap, came aboard. Pre- 
parations for the start were hurried, 
and by 9 o’clock all wasin readiness. At 
9:10 the anchor was weighed, and us the 
ship slowly turned toward the sound the 
melting frost on her sides glistened in the 
sunlight of anideal day. And the Mar- 


blehead improved her opportunity, for be | 


fore she again dropped afehor\in front of 
Fort Trumbull, she had made her record 
and a snug forttine for her builders, 

The starting point off Plum island was 
ip sight at 9:30, and as the Marblehead ap- 
proached the famous old Kearsarge she in- 
creased her: speed perceptibly. Every 
thing that offered any resistance to the 
wind had been removed from her decks, 
and all except those immediately inter- 
ested in her success and the naval officers 
in charge were ordered from her upper 
decks during the trial. 

The Start, 

At full speed she crossed the line at 10:08, 
There was a light wind blowing from the 
southwest, and the tide was with her for 
the first six miles, and soon the second 
stakeboat, the Fern, was in sight. The 
Marblehead wus doing her prettiest as she 
dashed through the water. 

The tide was against her after passing 
the six-mile buoy, and her speed dropped a 
little for the rest of the westward run. 

The third stakeboat, the Dolphin, was 
71-2miles from the Fern, the distance being 
covered in 26m. 5s., an average speed of 
17.29 knots. She could undoubtedly have 
made it faster had it not been for the reg- 
ulation limiting the steam pressure to 165 
pounds per sguare inch with 5 per cent 
added. She could easily have carried more 
steam and her boilers were makiug more 
than could b: used. 

The next marking boat was the Narketa, 
located 7 1-2 miles from the Dolphin. The 
cruiser’s time for the distance was 24:29. 

Thetug Fortune was next in line and 
her exact distance from the Dolphin was 
not known. The time for the stretch was 
2:48.

NO SETTLEMENT. 


Olneyville Manufacturers Refuse to Ac 
cede to Strikers’ Terms. 
PROVIDENCE, Dec 8 -—The conference be 
tween the business men and the executive 
committee of the strikers and the mill 
owners, Fletcher and Farwell, lasted four 
hours and resulted in further complica- 
tions. The strikers were anxious tbat the

manufacturers should be adjusted. They 
signified cheir willingness to return to 
work on the same basis as did the oper.- 
tives of the Saxon mill last Monday, but 
this the ownersof the Providence Na- 
tional, Saranac, Taft, Weeden and Wey- 
bosset mills would not accede to. 

The business men requested thit the 
manufacturers grant a slight concession, 
but this they would not agree to, and as a 
result the committee stated that they 
would not take any further action in the 
matter of trying to bring about a settle- 
ment. The mill owners listened to argu- 
ments of the executive committee and 
they agreed to open their mills and allow 
the strikers to return to wo.k at the same 
scale of pay as adopted in the Woonsocket 
mills, This scale isabout 71-2 per cent 
lessin the cut in salaries than the scale 
put into effect in the Olneyville mills. The 
scale adopted at the Saxon mills is more 
favorable to the operatives. 

While no settlement was reached at the 
conference, Mr. Fletcher stated that he 
had every reason to believe that the oper- 
atives would decide to accept the Woon- 
socket scale, and that they would re- 
turn to work on Monday. 


THE TRIPLE ALLIANCE 


May Lead to the Abdication of King 
Humbert of Italy. 


BRUSSELS, Dec, 8.—The correspondent at 
Rome of The Indepw.icnce Belge reports 
to that paper under reserve that King 
Humbert, in view of the unpoyu'arity of 
Italy’s connection with the triple alliance, 
for which he accepts the responsibility, 
thinks of abdicating. A leading Italiau 
statesman is quoted as follows: 

“I am a monarchist by conviction and a 
faithful subject of King Humbert. 
Hitherto the kicg, true to his mission as a 
constitutional sovereign, bas kept aloof 
from public affairs. But the hour has 
come for him to step forward and to act 
with energy, for the future of the dynasty 
itself is at stake. The country is wearied 
out with its sufferings. It is disgusted 
with the parliament and the dynasty it- 
self is at stake. 

“It wants something different, and, 
above all, it wants no increase in taxation. 
It isthe business of the monarchy, if it 
understands its interests, to do justice to 
the legitimate claims of the country and 
prevent the revolution threatened by the 
socialists in Sicily and elsewhere.” 


Strikers Apply For Work. 

JeRsEY City, Dec. 8.—The striking em- 
ployes of the Lehigh Valley railroad have 
accepted the terms offered by the company 
and applied for work yesterday. About 
one-quarter of the men were given places, 
and the names and addresses of the others 
who applied for work were taken. All 
vacancies on the road were filled at once, 
but none of the non-union men who were 
employed when the old hands struck were 
discharged to make berths for strikers. 


“Temporary Insanity.” 

HARTFORD, Dec. §.—In the police court 
yesterday, Miss Emma Tinkham, charged 
with concealment of birth and man- 
slaughter in causing the death of her 
newly-born infant by throwing it four 
stories down an air shaft, pleaded not 
guilty, and was bound over to the superior 
gourt in bonds of $1000, The defense will 
be temporary insanity.

WARS CLOUD HANG 
OVER EUROPE. 


Russia Is Trying to Grab an Arm 
of the Baltic. 


SHE MUST FIGHT AUSTRIA 


Which Means That She Must 
Fight Germany, Too. 


Hatred of Russia and France For Ger- 
many Explains the Recent Hob-Nob- 
bing at Toulon and Paris—‘ Combina- 
tion of Two Powerful Armies and 
Navies Should War Be Declared—Rus- 

Doing All In Its 

Power to Stir Up Germans—Kaiser Will- 

fam Fully Aware of the State of Affairs. 


sian Covernment 


Lonpon, Dec. 8.—An important dispatch 
from Vienna, which The Times printed, 
setting forth that the Russian govern- 
ment had declared it imperative that the 
Kilia arm of the Danube should be made 
navigable, the object of which demand 
was to secure the exemption of the Kilia 
brauch from the control of the Danube 
commission, has served to attract renewed 
attention to the serious situation of affairs 
in Europe—a situation which would need 
only a spark to kindle the flame. 

That the various countries are fully 
alive to the difficulties aheal of them 
there can be no doubt, and numerous inci- 
dents have come to light within the past 
few days which indicate that all the 
powers are making prepxrations to meet 
any emergency, whatever its proportions 
may be. 

In connection with these recent develop- 
ments the statement made yesterday on 
the authority of the Westmiuster Gazette 
that five new battleships, a first-class 
cruiser anda number of smaller vessels 
have been ordered to augment the British 
navy, is not without significance. 

The Globe, commenting on The Times’ 
dispatch, asks if we are onthe eve of a re- 
vival of the state of things produced by 
the Crimean war. It says that Russia’s 
demand that the Kilia mouth of the Dan- 
ube be made navigable is the most alarm- 
ing of the ugly portents of trouble which 
have been so numerous of late. Reference 
is also made in The Globe’s article to the 
hostile attitude of Russia toward India 
and to England’s unprepared condition 
for war. 

Russia, Austria and Germany. 

Poultney Bigelow, whose intimate rela- 
tions with the highest officials in Germany 
are well known, and who has just returned 
to London, afterastay of several months 
in Germany, has, by request, written tho 
following on the situation in Europe: 

“Russia wants Constantinople and is 
preparing to take it. Russix cannot suc 
ceed in accomplishing this desire without 
first fighting Austria. She cannot fight 
Austria without fighting Germany at the 
same time. Russia wants the mouth of 
the Danube river, a desire as strange as if 
France should wish to reoccupy Louisiana. 
Russia therefore has one enemy purticu- 
larly in mind, that is Germany, and in 
this hatred of Germany was born the com- 
ical friendship between Russia and France, 
for France means to get Alsace-Lorraine. 

“The gravity of the present outlook is 
not so much in the fact that Russia and 
France individually dis:ike Germany, but 
in the fact that they are united in a hatred 
that absorbs every other passion. That 
France is thirsting for war admits of scant 
doubt to those who saw the delirious be- 
havior of the French people in welcoming 
the Russian sailors at Toulon and Paris, 
nor is there any doubt that she is now bet- 
ter fitted for warthan she has ever been. 
Russia sounded France, and was well sat- 
isfied with the result. When war is de- 
clared the two are one, army and navy. 

Fanning Flames of Hatred. 

“The Russian government has now 
massed all its active army west of Mos- 
cow and the great bulk in Poland. Itis 
persecuting the German language and 
the Lutheran religion in the Baltic prov- 
inces, andis fanning, rathee than allay- 
ing, the prevailing hutred for Ger- 
many. An editor in Poland was 
recently threatened with transporta- 
tion to Siberia because he _ ven- 
tured to reprint an impartial article in 
The Century Magazine oa the Emperor of 
Germany. The editor was told that in 
Russia the people did not want to have 
the German ruler prais-d. 

“Russia bas been observing great 
secrecy of late with regard to movements 
on her railways. Sometimes several days 
have passed when all traffic on the roads 
has been stopped save that of the govern- 
ment. Oddly enough the money she has 
been spending on forts and stores has 
nearly all been expended against the Ger- 
man frontier. She knows that she must 
settle with Germany before she can get 
the Bosphorus. 

“The German emperor meanwhile is 
awake and knows what is passing about 
him, but he knows also that he has much 
to lose and little to gain by a successful 
campaign. German men of business feel 
this too, and that the next war will be 
largely devoted to pulling chestnuts out 
of the fire for England. 

“The kaiser knows that in a war with 
Russia he will be fighting the battle of all 
civilized countries, against a power repre- 
senting commercial stagnation, political 
barbarism and religious intolerance.”

FREE DELIVERY. 


“A Voter” Shows His Ignorance of Postal 
Matters. 

The LepGER does not make practice of 
publishing anonymous communications, 
but some people have a queer idea of 
things, as the following will show. What 
has ‘*a voter’ got to do with the postal 
service. Probably the writer held the 
Mayor responsible, and he was one who 
voted on Tuesday for a change. The 
letter: 

Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

Having become a resident of Quincy, I 
write to ask if you will kindly explain to 
others as well as myself, the reason that 
four wards are favored with free delivery, 
and the other two left to get their mail the 
best way they can. It seems to us that 
when free delivery is established in a city 
all should have the benefit of it. 

Another imposition to which we are 
subjected is in being obliged to pay two 
cents postage on letters for delivery in our 
city, and the delay caused by their being 
first sent to Boston, while in the four 
wards having free delivery, the letters are 
not sent to Boston, and the postage is only 
one cent. As I have enjoyed the luxury of 
letter carriers and street boxes, am con- 
scious of the comfort they would be to the 
public, and more particularly to those liv- 
ing a mile from the office, and would go 
far toward inducing parties to locate at 
Wollaston Park and Norfolk Downs. If 
We are deprived of the benefits through 
the efforts of local would-be bosses, how 
much longer must we submit ? 

A VOTER. 

The extension of the free delivery is 
wholly in the hands of the postal depart- 
ment at Washington, and there are at least 
two reasons why more territory is not cov- 
ered in Quincy. One, because the appro- 
priation for the department would not ad- 
mit, and the other because of opposition 
at Wollaston and indifference at At- 
lantic. There are other sections of the 
city much wore thickly settled than Wol- 
laston Park and Norfolk Downs which are 
without free delivery, namely: most of 
Quincy Point and much of West Quincy. 

The writer is greatly mistaken as to pos- 
tage also, as a two cent stamp is required 
for all written letters in free delivery dis- 
tricts. 

The LEDGER, however, would like to see 
free delivery extended to all parts of the 
city. It would be a pnblic improvement.

BOOKS AND READING. 


A Very Profitable Talk at the ¥. M. 


C. A. Rooms Last Evening. 

It is doubtful whether a more instruciive 
and interesting talk was ever given in the 
city than that to a small audience of young 
men Thursday evening in the Y. M. C. A. 
parlor, by Rev. M. C, Ayers, editor of the 
Boston Daily Advertiser. The only thing 
to be regretted is, that there were not ten 
times as many present. 

Mr. Ayers said that it was estimated that 
a new bcok was born every hour. It is 
possible for ajyoung man, without a college 
education, to have a liberal education if he 
would only read the right kind of books, 
He called to mind the experiences of such 
men as Lincoln, Franklin, Horace Greeley, 
Peter Cooper, Tyndal, Whittier and Burns. 

He said that there were seven things we 
must do if we would have a liberal educa- 
tion. We must read. First, history; 
second, natural science; third, travels; 
fourth, politics; fifth, general literature; 
sixth, current events; and seventh, three 
special books—The Bible, Shakespeare, 
and Macaulay’s works. 

He called attention to the fact that 
Australia was today making the most 
rapid intellectual progress of any country, 
The people seemed to have a vigor of 
thought which was not characteristic of 
any other nation. Witness the Australian 
system of balloting and their excellent 
system of land transfer, A large per cent. 
of the people are shepherds, but in nearly 
every shepherd’s cabin will be found the 
Bible anda copy of Shakespeare and of 
Macauley’s writings. 

He spoke of the recent statement which 
Dana on “ Journalism’’ before the Cornell 
students, put the Bible down as the first 
book which every newspaper writer ought 
to become thoroughly familiar with, simply 
because of its style and pure English. 

In Sbakespeare’s “writings one finds 
something which touches the whole world 
of thought, while in Macauley’s writings 
one gets in the very best English language, 
essays on all subjects, which can be found. 

In closing Mr. Ayers said that there was 
no material wealth which could be com- 
pared with the wealth of the human mind 
which is well filled with useful knowledge.

POLICE PUZZLED 


By the Strange Disappearance of Photog- 
rapher Swan of Norway, Mes 


Boston, Dec. 8.—John Wesley Swan, a 
photographer of Norway, Me., came to 
Boston about a month ago, remained in 
this city four days, and then dropped out 
of sight. It is one of the most mysterious 
cases with which the police have had to 
deal with for some t:me. 

The story of the events leading up to the 
time of the disappearance is very simple. 
Just before the winter holiday season of 
every year Swan made it a practice to come 
to Boston and secure a supply of goods, 
and the trip which he recently made was 
for that purpose. He arrived in Boston on 
Noy. 14 and registered at the Quincy 
House. The next four days he spent in 
the city. 

There was nothing out of the ordinary 
noticedin his manner during the four 
days which hespent in Boston, afd on the 
18ih he left the Quincy House jast after 
breakfast, ostensibly to go home. 

When several days had elapsed and his 
wife had not heard from him, she wrote to 
his brother, James A. Swan at Sher- 
brooke, Que., and the brother left his 
work at once and camo to Boston. He 
spenta week in trying to trace the miss- 
ing man, but he could not follow him an 
inch beyond the hotel door. 

The reason for the disappearance, if 
there is a reason, is asinexplicable as the 
act itself. There were no domestic or 
financial difficu'ties. Swan’s home rela- 
tions were of the pleacantest nature. He 
bad a wife and two children whom he al- 
most worshipped, and business had been 
good with him, for, in addition to his shop 
at Norway, he controlled another at Isl- 
and Pond, Vt. 

There is no question as to his mental 
and the ouly remaining 
theories of which his friends can conceive 
are that he has been foully dealt with or 
that he has accidentally been killed and 
been buried without being identified. There 
have been no bodies found by the police 
which answer his description, and he is 
not confined at any of the hospitals or 
prisons, noristhere any woman in the 
case.

IN CONGRESS. 


Senator Hill Is Anxious to Tackle the 


Federal Election Bill. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—The senate d- 
cided to adjourn till Monday next. Notice 
was given by Mr. Morrill that he would 
address the senate next Wednesday ona 
resolution offered by him referring to the 
committee on finance all parts of the pres- 
ident’s message relating to the tariff, in- 
ternal revenue and income tax, ‘together 
with that relating to those who, it is said, 
after a hard st:uggle for tariff reform, are 
solemnly pledzed to it.” 

Notice was also given by Mr. Hill of 
New York that he would on Monday next 
move to take up for consideration the 
house bill to repeal the federal election 
laws, and Mr. Hoar gave notic2, in that 
connection, that he would move to refer 
the bill to the committee on privileges and 
elections. A discussion in regard to the 
proper reference of the bill was carried on 
fur some time between Messrs. Hill, Hoar 
and other senators. 

Several executive conamunications were 
laid before the house in the opening of the 
session, after which Chairmaa Rusk, from 
the committee on accounts, called up a 
resolution providing for additional em- 
ployes by the officers of the house. There 
were some opposition from Sayers, and 
Kilgore and Cameron reproached the 
Democratic side with backsliding in their 
pledges of retrenchment and reform. The 
resolution, however, passed.

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ABOUT THE UNEMPLOYED. 


A Citizen Who Believes the City Would 
be Justified in Giving Work. 
Editors of the Daily Ledger ; 

Now that the city election is over and all 
the doubts settled, it seems that a few re- 
marks regarding affairs of the city would 
not be out of place. A great many of our 
citizens are idle and have applied for work 
from the city, and as noone doubts that 
these men need the work asked for, perhaps 
a few words on this subject are first in 
order. 

At the last meeting of the Council the 
Mayor sent in an order which should not be 
overlooked, and one which will, if carried 
out, give work to some of those who now 
badly need it. This is said by some to be 
merely an ‘election bluff,’ but if those 
who are so ready to condemn, would con- 
sider that, no matter what the cause, the 
fact, as above, remains, they would do 
something for which they would receive the 
grateful thanks of many worthy families, 
Then, they might truly say that they had 
done something which was acredit to them- 
selves. The men who asked for work are 
not a class of idlers, nor incompetent men, 
nor do they ask to be permanently em- 
ployed by the city, but they do wish to keep 
from want, and to whom would they look 
for the necessary chance to earna day’s 
pay if not to the city, of which they form a 
part. 

Some will say that so much money ex- 
pended will put the city toomuch in debt. 
Well, even if it does, why not? Does not 
the improvement on the different sub- 
jects named in the communication of the 
Mayor, and also that of the Water Board, 
seem to be something that will be a 
lasting benefit, to not only those who are 
now citizens, but to those who are to 
come, and who are growing up every day ? 
If this is so, cannot these latter be made 
to pay their share for what they receive, 
and will it not be doing just what is proper 
and right? We think it would, and it is a 
surprise to sit and look on, and hear what 
is said about these subjects at the meetings 
of the council, and to see men who are 
sent to represent just the men who are 
interested, sit in their seats like a lot of 
dummies, and allow the very ones who du 
not care a straw how the votes goes, 
consume all the valuable time in legal 
points, when a few words in explanation 
might hasten the passage of the necessary 
order. If these men are afraid to rise and 
give their constituents an equal chance, 
with the ‘ oily-tongued”’ orators who are 
always objecting, they should have given a 
chance to their friends to elect men, who 
had ‘sand’? enough to stand up when 
they were on the right side, and fight for 
them, and not give up until they had won. 

This season of dullness is not going to be 
continuous, and the time to act is now, for 
when men are in need of work, is the time 
to act, and gentlemen, the present case of 
competent workmen being short of money 
to carry them through the winter, can be 
all explained when you consider that all the 
earnings of the past summer were used up 
in meeting debts contracted the previous 
year, or during the lock-out. The money 
flurry of the past fall, no doubt had much 
to do with the dull market in the granite 
business, but be this as it may, the men are 
idle, the prospects of an early resuming of 
business is doubtful, and the men want 
work; they are willing to work for what to 
a majority of them, is small pay, and the 
city can give it to them, so I say they are 
justified in asking for it. 

We heard in part of the “pro and con”’ 
arguments of the Council on this question, 
one member remarked, that this country 
bas been upwards of one hundred years deal- 
ing with this question of how to best deal 
with the unemployed, or as I think he put 
it (che best means of disbursing charity to 
the unemployed.) This is rather too much to 
take in one dose, and but for the fact that 
we were since given to understand that no 
direct offence was meant in the present case, 
we might go further into thecas2, but will 
be content tosay thismuch: The men who 
are now idle do not want charity. They 
think too much of their citizenship, and 
would, and have suffered much more than 
many of the present dependents on charity, 
rather than lose it. And one more thing 
they believe, is that if the country has been 
one hundred years in reaching asolution of 
the problem, and have not yet attained it, 
the country does not look to Quincy to set- 
tle it, nor to any member so young to sug- 
gest a solution of it. 

We hope to see at the next meeting of 
the Council more barmony about this much 
talked question, and that those who said 
that it was politics, will be given a set-back 
which will dosome good. The affair of 
the digging trenches for the’ water mains, 
seemed to bother some of the members of 
the ‘‘ all-wise side,’ but they need have no 
fear that the men who apply for work on 
that job, cannot do a day’s work, for if the 
ground was frozen four feet, the men “are 
not froze,’ and could do as much work 
even then, as the Italians, in Summer, 
and as for blasting the stone out of trenches, 
it could be done just as well in any weather 
fit to work, as in summer, and there is no 
fear of any of these men wanting to work 
in zero weather. 

Don’t take any bluffs, gentlemen, for the 
thing will pay from the start, and if you 
go on with the improvements, you will 
have no cause to regret it. This is the 
opinion of one who is forced by circum- 
stances, to ask for a pick or shovel, when 
he would much rather be asking for, and 
working on GRANITE.

At any rate, the proceedings show that 
O’'Hanrahan, who is a wealthy man, 
treated the girl shamefully until his sud- 
den and recent acquirement of a regard 
for her. It was shown that for two 
years past he kept Annie out at service, 
her employers being instructed to give 
her little earnings to O’Hanrahan, and 
she was kept in a shocking condition, 
only haying one dress and no under- 
clothing.

O’Hanrahan that the girl was ill he re- 
plied, “‘Throw her out or send her to a 
hospital.” 

Mrs. Borden bought the child some 
underclothing, but her father took it 
away from her, and Annie went on the 
stand and corroborated the evidence and 
said she had rather poison herself than 
go back.

FRIGHTENED TO DEATH. 


Terrible Result of a Joke Played by a Boy 
on His Little Sister. 

A pall hangs over the house of John 
Powell, who resides in the little hamlet 
of Prospect Plains, N. J., about 12 miles 
from this city, by reason of the untimely 
death of Mary Powell, his bright 12- 
year-old daughter. Her death was the 
result of a practical joke played by her 
brother, who is nearly crazed by the out- 
come of his thoughtlessness. 

The children were playing about the 
house in the evening when Mary be- 
thought herself of some doll clothes she 
had left in the cellar. She was of a quiet 
and timid disposition and did not enjoy 
a trip into the darkness of the cellar. She 
finally conquered her fears sufficiently to 
hurry down stairs, and justas she thought 
she was out of harm’s way her brother 
appeared, and the thought occurred to 
him that now was his opportunity to 
give Mary a fright. He availed himself 
of the chance and quickly closed the cel- 
lar door as Mary reached for the knob. 
When the girl realized that she was 
alone in the dark, she screamed in ter- 
ror. To increase her fright, the boy gave 
vent to a series of sounds that made the 
little girl nearly frantic. 

The boy listened to his sister’s cries 
until her screams grew fainter and 
finally ceased entirely, when he became 
alarmed. 

His alarm increased when he called 
the girl by name and received no reply, 
and he was terrified when he opened the 
door and fonnd his sister lying on the 
floor. 

Receiving no reply to his questions, 
he rushed in search of his mother, who 
was horrified to find her daughter was 
dead. A physician wassummoned, who 
gave it as his opinion that the little one’s 
death was the result of aspasm produced 
by fright. The boy, who was the cause 
of his sister’s death, lies in bed, tossing 
about and moaning, and refuses to be 
comforted.—New Brunswick Special.

REFINED AND COMFORTABLE. 


Design of Od Colonial Style Dwelling That 
Cau Be Built For $3,500, 
(Copyright, 1893, by American Press Associa- 
tion.] 

Some pecple do not appreciate the dis- 
tinction between good and bad designs. 
When they buy or build houses, they strive 
to equal or excel the dwellings of their 
neighbors and are quite satisfied with the 
fashionable crudities so eternally repeated. 

An essential feature of good design is re- 
finement, which is manifested in pleasing 
proportions and general outlines, or what

is technically termed the “massing” of the 
building, the appropriate use and propor- 
tions of moldings and the various details 
which make up the whole. It is better to 
limit ourselves to what can be well done, in 
a sense of good workmanship, than to have 
an elaborate design of ill proportions with 
vulgar and useless ornamentation. The 
proportions of various elements of the de- 
sign fora large public building would be 
greatly out of place in the design for a 
small dwelling. The moldings and columns 
which gave grace to a Grecian or Roman 
temple would be too heavy and massive for 
a suburban villa. Refinement is best se- 
cured in simplicity of treatment and the 
use of delicate moldings and forms rather 
than in richest decorations. If our means 
are limited, it is better to concentrate our 
efforts upon a handsome front door and en- 
trance, and for the interior the staircase or 
a fireplace in the principal room. Cheap 
Stained glass is vulgar, but a handsome 
stained glass window may be appropriately 
used inahall or bathroom, or sometimes 
in odd windows in a room. 

Here is avery simple, yet attractive de- 
sign in the old colonial style. It has a hip 
roof, with two dormer windows in front 
and two chimneys, which add picturesque

ness to the exterior of the roof. Over the 
main entrance is a handsome porch, from 
which you enter a spacious hall, which is 
ornamented by the staircase, which has 
pretty turned newels and balustrades of 
mahogany, polished smooth. The hall is 
separated from the parlor by sliding doors, 
so that both rooms may be utilized as one 
grand saloon when desired. The remain- 
ing rooms on this floor are the dining 
room, kitchen and pantry, all conveniently 
arranged and of moderate dimensions, suit- 
able for a small family. 

In the second story are chambers, bed- 
rooms, closets and a bathroom, as shown. 
A portion of the attic is utilized for serv- 
ant’s room and a storeroom. Over the front 
porch is an open balcony with a neat rail- 
ing, all in keeping with the spirit of the 
design. 

The skeleton of the building is of wood 
above the foundations, balloon framed. 
The walls are sheathed with tongued and 
grooved stuff, and covered with waterproof 
paper and clapboarded to the cornice. The 
roof is shingled. 

The walls and ceilings inside are hard 
finished on two coatscf brown mortar. The 
front door is of white pine, veneered with 
oak on the outside and California redwood

on the inside, The woodwork of parlor, 
fining room and the halls is of cypress 
the woodwork of kitchen and bathroom is 
ef Georgia pine; all other woodwork is 
of white pine painted in two coats. The 
floors throughout are of yellow pine. The 
parlor and dining room are each provided 
with a completely furnished fireplace, ar- 
ranged for burning coal, On the exterior 
the roof is left unpainted. All other exterior 
wood and metal work are painted two 
coats—the body color a delicate drab and 
the trimmings a dark brown. The build- 
ingis heated bya hot air furnace and is 
provided with all mote improvements. 
‘or $3,500. 
It can be erected for $3 D. W. Eu. 


Concerning Exteriors. 

The exterior of a dwelling house should 
have the appearance of the welcome and 
comfort within. It has been said that it 
“eosts no more to build a beautiful home 
than an ugly one.” This can hardly hold 
true in every case, as everything depends 
upon the standard of beauty by which it is 
judged. It is an undisputed fact that a 
simple and even plain house of good pro- 
portions and outlines will look better than 
an ornate building of improper proportions 
and incongruous ornamentation. 


Women Medical Students. 

Some of the best women practitioners 
in the country matriculate from the 
Woman’s Medical college of the New 
York infirmary. It is one of the pio- 
neer institutions, dating back to 1865, 
with the names of Dr. Elizabeth and 
Emily Blackwell for sponsors. There 
are nearly 100 students this year. It 
is one of the few colleges iMthe coun- 
try that has extended its course from 
three to four years, It ranks as high 
as the best men’s colleges and has the 
advantage of many in giving its stu- 
dents practical work in its hospital, in- 
firmary and dispensary work, besides 
the outside practice available in a large 
city. Students without these advan- 
tages go to the Post Graduate college 
and hospital after they have begun to 
practice regularly and recovered from 
the feeling of unlimited wisdom inci- 
dent toa newly fledged graduate with 
adiploma. Besides the men there are 
85 women physicians at the college now 
taking practical courses. Many of 
them are married to men of the profes- 
sion. They come from all parts of this 
country and Canada and are busy from 
9 a.m. to 9 p. m., making the most of 
their few months’ stay.—New York 
Times. 


The Czarina Had Her Way. 

The czarina has shown herself all 
along the most devoted of wives and 
mothers, and many a Muscovite matron 
delights to recall an incident of 1869, 
when the young empress had lost a lit- 
tle child of 8 months old. She was in- 
consolable and mourned day and night 
for her baby. On the day of the fu- 
neral, though it was in the depth of win- 
ter and the cold was intense, the ladies 
in attendance were greatly distressed 
when, on entering the room of their 
sovereign, they found her standing wrap- 
ped in a black veil, and having, amid 
her tears, a passionate discussion with 
the emperor, who was trying to dis- 
suade her from a resolution she had 
taken—that of, according to the Rus- 
sian custom, carrying on her lapina 
shut carriage the little coffin, which was 
to be taken to the fortress of St. Peter 
and St. Paul, the burial place of the 
Romanoff family. ‘*‘What the poorest 
woman in Russia has a right to do,’’ 
the czarina said, ‘‘I will do myself!’’ 

And she had her own way, but she 
caught a terrible cold, which kept her 
in bed for a month.—Moscow Gazette. 


And Still Growing. 

At first the movement for woman 
suffrage was regarded asa mere crotch- 
et, if not a craze. As it grew, there 
used to be floods and torrents of ridi- 
cule poured over it.

She was grad- 
uated from Cornell university in 1877, 
and afterward studied at Leipsic. Re- 
turning to this country, she soon be- 
came connected with Bryn Mawr col- 
lege, the dean of whose faculty she 
has been ever since the institution was 
opened. Miss Thomas comes of a 
wealthy Baltimore family, and her 
father, James Carey Thomas, is one of 
the trustees of Bryn Mawr college.— 
Philadelphia Record.

ITALY’S CRISIS. 


Public Men Say It Is the Most Dangerous 
Since the Existence of the Kingdom. 

The news from Italy this week has 
been each day worse than the last. Si- 
gnor Villari, many times a cabinet minis- 
ter and a powerful leader, publishes a 
remarkable article in Rome appealing to 
the king to save the country from the 
most dangerous crisis since the existence 
of the kingdom by proclaiming a dicta- 
torship which shall put an end to power- 
less parliamentarism. Nothing else, he 
declares, will avert the triumph of revo- 
lutionary socialism which will destroy 
existing institutions. The article has 
won the approval of many conservative 
persons, and even the selection of a dic- 
tator is being discussed. He would be 
Signor Crispi or some general. Crispi 
is quoted as saying to his friends that 
his hour is not yet come, but when an 
appeal is made he will be ready. 

The government dare not reduce the 
army for domestic as well as interna- 
tional reasons. The situation in Sicily 
is as threatening as ever, and there is no 
telling at what moment the large force 
now there will be required to suppress a 
rebellion at home. The forces are being 
prepared for such an emergency, but 
there are grave doubts whether any body 
of troops would obey an order to fire 
upon their rebellious countrymen. The 
government is undoubtedly cherishing 
strong hopes of the naval co-operation 
of Great Britain in any emergency.— 
New York Sun’s European Letter. 


A Thousand Francs Reward. 

The Swedish Peace society, with head- 
quarters at Stockholm, has offered a 
prize of 1,000 francs for the best essay 
on the subject, “How Can an Interna- 
tional Public Opinion Against the Uni- 
versal Armament Movement Be Created?” 
The answers, which should contain prac- 
tical suggestions, should be sent to Gus- 
tay Bjoerklund, Stockholm, before March 
1, 1894. They may be written in English, 
Swedish, Danish, French, German or 
Norwegian. Mr. Bjoerklund is presi- 
dent of the society and an author of 
wide repute in his native land. He pro- 
poses to spend as much time as possible 
in convincing European nations that the 
time of universal peace is nigh and that 
the standing armies should be abolished, 
—New York Tribune. 

Eleven Seamen Lost. 

Lonpon, Dec. 8.—The Norwegian bark 
Don Juan, Captain Overgaard, which 
sailed from New York, Nov. 4, for Gothen- 
burg, was wrecked off Lemvig, Denmark.

IN BROAD DAYLIGHT. 


Thieves Relieve an Indiana Bank of Fif- 
teen Thousand Dollars. 

SoutH BEND, Ind., Dec. 8.—The South 
Bend National bank, one of the largest and 
most sound banksin northern Indiana,was 
robbed of over $13,000 yesterday in broad 
daylight while hundreds of people were 
on the strect, and the robbers succeeded in 
getting away with their rich booty with- 
out leaving the slightest clue. 

Casbier Campbell left everything in the 
usual shape at the noon recess yesterday. 
It was 12:15 o’clock when he left. At 12:50 
he returned, entering by the front door. 

Ten minutes later Teller Brown ar- 
rived. It was then that the men founda 
rear window open, the back door unlocked 
and the door between the directors’ room 
and the counting room mutilated. The 
door of the vault was as Campbell left it. 
They swung it back and examined the 
safe within. A glance showed that money 
had been taken, but they could not tell 
how much. 

No particular effort was made to deter- 
mine the exact amount until the day’s 
balances were made up, when it developed 
that the robbers secured $13,900. 

The bank is located on North Michigan 
street,and has an immense plate glass 
front, The cashier is located less than 10 
feet from the front, and his desk, book and 
currency are always in plain sight from 
across the street. One can see clear 
through the entire room and all over the 
counting room, the vault doors being in 
plain view. 

At the time of the robbery every portion 
of the large counting room was fully ex- 
posed, with a stream of people continually 
passing on either side of the street. 

The raid was well planned, as is shown 
by the fact that the robbers touched no 
money that would be at once mis-ed. On 
top of the safe was atray containing $5000, 
Not a dollar of this was touched. 


MAINE’S WILD MAN 


Baid to Be McArthur, Who Is Wanted 
< For Murder. 

PoRTLAND, Me., Dec. 8.—The wild and 
wooly man whg has been frightening the 
wits out of the people in and about the 
towns of Grafton and West Grafton has 
finally been captured by the deputy 
sheriffs under Sheriff Wormel of Bethel. 
The man was half-nude and insane. He 
had broken into several houses during the 
last few days. 

A report is current here that the man 
has been identified as McArthur, the fu 
gitive murderer who escaped from the 
Dover (N. H.) jail, but no confirmation of 
the rumor has yet been secured. 


Heading Off Waite. 

WASHINGTON, Dec.8.—Acting Secretary 
Curtis of the treasury has intimated very 
plainly that the government would inter- 
fere should any attempt be made to give 
practical effect to the suggestion of Gover- 
nor Waite of Colorado that Colorado make 
silver a legal tender and provide for its 
recoinage at a state mint.

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SOME HEAVY FIRING 


indulged In By Piexoto’s Men and 
the Insurgents. 


MELLO SURE OF SUCCESS. 


Wants the Nation to Remedy 
the “‘ Mistakes of 1889.” 


Lonpoy, Dec. 8.—I'he Times today pub- 
lishes the following: 

RIo DE JANEIRO, Dec. 3, via Montevideo, 
Dec, 7.—The government troops have oc- 
cupied Armacao, which was abandoned 
by the insurgent sailors. On Sunday after- 
noon insurgent launches attempted to 
landa forceof men at Armacao under 
cover of the fire of the guns of the warships 
Trajano, Jupitor and Aquidaban. They 
were resisted by the government soldiers, 
who, entrenched behind stone walls 
and houses, kept up a heavy rifle fira. The 
sailors were unable to land, and retired 
with the loss of one killed and three 
wounded. 

On the same day there was a heavy are 
tillery fire from the government forts on 
Fort Villegaignon. The fire of the latter 
was well-directed and many shells burst 
within the wallsof Santa Cruz and Sao 
Joao. Villegaignon was also hit by many 
shells and one man was killed and two 
were wounded. 

On Monday 800 government soldiers, 
from the shelter of walls and houses at 
Armacao, again successfully opposed an 
attempt of the insurgent sailors to secure 
alanding. The insurgent ships fired upon 
Armacao for an hour, and then parties in 
launches made several attempts to land. 
The fire of the government forces was so 
heavy, however, that they were compelled 
to return to the ships. The sailors lost 
four killed and five wounded, and heavy 
casualties are reported among the troops. 

The artillery fire ef the forts was con- 
tinued on Monday. Riflemen on shore in 
front of Santa Luzia fired upon the gun- 
nérs at Villegaignon and wourd:d one of 
them,  Villegaignon replied with her ma- 
chine guns and rifles, killing and wound- 
ing 20 soldiers. A shell from Fort Ville- 
gaignon richocheted over Cobra’s island, 
three and a half miles distant, and sunk a 
naval training brig. 

Peixoto’s New Boat. 

On Wednesday the new torpedo boat 
Aurora, which was purchased by Peixoto 
in England, was delivered at Pernambuco. 
The government has renamed her the 
Gustavo San Paio. 

On Thursday afternoon I learned that 
the Aquidaban and Esperanca were to 
leave the harbor at midnight. I went 
aboard her majesty’s warship Sirus and 
obtained a clear view from the upper 
bridge of their departure. 

After the first broadside of the Aquida- 
ban smoke enveloped the ships and the 
searchlights were unable to penetrate it. 
Ati:li the Aquidaban set off two white 
and one red rockets, which was a con- 
certed signal meaning “All well and 
safely out.”’ 

The Aquidaban did not use her seareh- 
light in passing the forts. I visited the 
Aquid aban before she left, and found Ad- 
miral Mello and his officers and crew 
cheerful and confident of ultimate suc- 
cess. 

The Aquidaban weighed anchor at mid- 
night and proceeded slowly down the har- 
bar, with the Esperanca 490 yards in ad- 
vance. The searchlights on Glor’a hill and 
Fort Sao Joao showed the whole scene dis- 
tinctly. Forts Lage, Santa Cruz and Sao 
Joao opened fire on the two vessels at 12:30. 
The ships made no reply at first. They 
passed Lage safely. 

When abreast of Fort Santa Cruz the 
Esperanca opeved a heavy fire on the fort, 
and then the Aquidaban, when 700 yards 
from the fort, gave it a full broadside. 
The fire of the ships was continued with 
machine and quick-firing guns until they 
were abreast of Fort Sao Joao. 

Then both opened their starboard broad- 
sides. While the ships were passing the 
forts the insurgent gunners in Fort Vil- 
legaignon opened a well-directed fire on 
Forts Lage and Sao Joao, bursting seven 
shells over one searchlight and damaging 
ittosuch anextent that the light was 
stopped. 

The Aquidaban has gone to Desterro to 
join the Republica and to bring troops 
north. After clearing the forts the 
Aquidaban threw her searchlight upon 
the military school, which she bombarded 
for half an hour, doing great damage to 
the buildings. The government fears that 
Admiral Concalves with the warships 
Tiradentes and Bahia, now at Montevideo, 
will probably join the insurgents. 

I have seen a drait copy of the insurgent 
manifesto. It says that the victory of the 
insurgents is certain and calls upon the 
Brazilian nation to remedy by force of 
arms the mistakes made in a moment of 
temporary madness on Nov. 15, 1889. The 
government is unable to find crews for her 
new warships. The states of siege have 
been prolonged until Dec. 25 


Suffering Euded by Death. 

Boston, Dec. 8.—Mrs. George H. Ran- 
dall, who waslassaulted at her home on In- 
diana street several weeks avo, died from the 
effects of her injuries at the city hospital 
yesterday. The man under arres: for com- 
mitting the assault is Jobn Mackie, and 
the charge may now be changed from as- 
sault with intent to commit a robbery to a 
more serious one. 


Burned to Death. 

Boston, Dee. 8.—Mrs. Louisa W. Bowen 
of 61 Beach street was sitting besidea 
stove, writing a letter, when her clothes 
accidentally caught on fire. Her husband 
wasin the room at the time, but unable 
to give any as-istance, being blind. Be- 
fore assistance arrived she was dead. She 
was 78 years of age. 


May Pass Its Dividend, 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 8.—A high authority 
in Lehigh Valley railroad states that the 
company will not pay its dividend due this 
month. The loss to the company through 
the strike was enormous, and well-in- 
formed parties estimate it at no less thau 
$1,000,000. 

Secretary Dickinson Resigns. 

Boston, Dee. 8.—The state board of edu- 
cation met at the state house yesterday. 
The resignation of Hoa. J. W. Dickinson 
was received and accepted. Governor 
Russell presided at the meeting. Mr. 
Dickinson has held this office since 1877. 


Caused by an Explosion. 

New York, Dee. 8.—It is now stated 
that the dam :ge to the Brazilian cruiser 
America’s machinery was caused by an ex- 
plosion, and that Captain Crossman was 
injured, his leg being broken.

CHANGES IN ORDER 


Experts at Work on the Wilson 
Tariff Bill. 


INTERNAL REVENUE PLANS 


Have Led to Great Difference 
of Opinion. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—Chairman Wilson 
and his Democratic associates thought 
that they had formulated a thoroughly 
practicable tariff revision biil, and sub- 
mitted most of it to the full committee. 
In the meantime experts from the treasury 
department and statistical bureau who 
had given the measure a partial examina- 
tion discovered that the bill was full of 
errors and needed a large amount of prun- 
ing and revision in order to carry out the 
administrative features, 

The Republican minority has not yet 
been able to give the billa thorough con- 
sideration, but is outlining its report, 
which will be ready in a few days. While 
the tariff bill is being whipped into shape, 
the Democrats of the comimitee are en- 
gaged night and day on the internal rev- 
enue branch. They are again talking of 
making thisaseparate bill. Up to date 
they have not agreed upon the items of 
taxation. The items which were at first 
selected, it was discovered, would not 
bring in the amount of revenus required. 
They are therefore struggling over other 
sources in order to fealize the amount re- 
quired. 

Repreentative McMillin, chairman of 
the sub-committee, said that the commit- 
tee had not entirely abandoned the tax on 
individual incomes. He strongly favored 
it, but was only defeated by one majority, 
two of the Democratic members being 
absent. He may attemptit again when 
they find that they cannot make up the 
amount from any other source 


Two Propositions. 

There are two propositivuus which the 
Democratic members of the house would 
accept outside of the income tax: an ad- 
ditional tax on whisky and the reimposi- 
tion of a duty of ong ceut a pound on raw 
sugar. 

It is understood that Secretary Carlisle 
is favorable to the latter proposition 
coupled with the repeal of the sugar 
bounty. This would realize not less than 
$25,000,009, which would be increased $11,- 
000,000 by the abolition of the sugar 
bounty, He is unalterably opposed to in- 
creasing the tax on whisky to $1.25 a gal- 
lon, as this would not afford immediate 
relief. He does not recommeud taxation 
which will «nly be available in a year or 
two. He thinks that by that t me the 
conditions wil Lave s> improved that the 
government will not uel it, 

The Bank Circuloticn Tax 

The bill to repeal the 10 per cent tax on 
state bank circulation, as framel by the 
sub-committee ch baukiag and currency, 
will be reported to the full committee for 
final action b fore reported t» the Louse, 

It does not report the tax uacoadition- 
ally, but provides that is-ucs of currency 
shail be under the direction of the comp 
troller of tue currency and shall be lim- 
itedinamount. The c¢ mp ioller’s super- 
visions will preveut the issue of curreacy 
which is not umply secured and t-nd to 
prevent wildcat issues 

it is understoo! that the bili has the ap- 
proval cf the president, wao desires the 
repeal if it is surrounded with proper 
safeguards, The report says that in con- 
nection with the bill to be presented six 
points may be n ted: 

First—The unconstitutional use of the 
taxing power (for purposes other than 
revenue) is abandoned 

Second—The effectual federal interven- 
tion provided is ba ed upon the admittedly 
constitutional right to regulate commerce 
between the states. 

Third—The details of the federal duties 
prescribed are c nfined as nearly as may be 
to admi: istrative functions, none of which 
materially interfere with the elasticity 
of the currency or with the organization 
of business of the bauks which would be 
provided for by state laws. 

Fourth—Special redemption facilities 
are doubtless desirable. These, however, 
are matters of convenience and detail 
rather than of principle, hence are re- 
served for later sugzestion. 

Fifth—The privileges given inure to 
national banks as wellas to state banks; 
but do not interfere with the present na- 
tional bank currency. 

Sixth—The aims sought by the plans 
proposed are: So to free our bank note 
currency from federal control as to leave it 
as elastic as possible and as premptly as 
may be available for legitimate local de- 
mands. By thus relegating currency sup- 
ply to local institutions, under conditions 
which ensure an ample supply of sound 


currency to foresta'l those de nands for 


fiat money, which are a logical and actual 


consequence of the present system by 
which the federal government has as- 
sumed the exclusive duty of providing for 
our bank note currency. 

Other propo:itions may be submitted, 
including the outline of a very voluminous 
and comprekensive measure by Represen- 
tative Walker of Massachuset!s. <A favor- 
able report was authorized by the commit- 
tee upon a bill exempting from the oper- 
ation cf the 10 per cent tax all clearing 
house certificates, checks and notes which 
were used and circulated as money during 
the panic. This includes those issued in 
New York, Connecticut and South Caro- 
lina, although it is thought that clearing 
house certificates could aever b- made 
subject ** the 10 per cent tax. 


WIND AND WAVE 


i Cause Much Dumage to Shipping In 


England and Ireland. 

Lonpox, Dec. 9.—A heavy gale has 
passed over the United Kingdom, travel- 
ingin a northeasterly direction and as- 
suming its full force in the Irish channel. 
The local steamers at Greenock and di- 
rectly outside present a terrible appear- 
ance. The steamer with the Rothsea 
mails was dashed against a pier at Gou- 
rock and was damaged. She was obliged 
toreturn to Greenrcek. A woman died 
from exposure to a pitiless rain between 
Sandbank and Strone. 

There were exciting scenes at Ayr dur- 
ing the rescue of the crew cf the Nor- 
Wegian steamer Contes, The vessel broke 
from her moorings when the gale was at 
its flercest, and she drifted hel; 1 ssly 
alongihe coast. The li’e-saving s rvice 
endeavored to us® rockets, but the ap- 
paratus became entangl¢d and was ren- 
tered useless. The Ifeboats were then 
launched and the 12 members of the crew 
of the steamer were final’y landed through 
the surf. 

An immense amount of damage to prop- 
erty was done at Dundee ard Dublin. A 
portion of the Fenit pier and 200 yards cf 
raiiway at Tralee were destroyed. 

Many fishing boats were wreckel. A 
vessel was cbserved firing rocke's three 
miles from Holyhe.d.

DUBLIN, Dec. 9.—A heavy storm is raging 
in Ireland. Much damage has been done 
to property in Connemara and Clare, and 
a number of railway bridzes have been de- 
stroyed.

The river Shanuinh s burst its 
banks below Limerick, and inundated the

UNCLE SAM'S NAVY 


Will Preserve Peace on the Islands 
of Hawaii. 


UTTERANCES OF MR. WILLIS 


Said to Have Added Fuel to 
Political Fires. 


HONOLULU, Nov. 19, via Schooner 
Transit, to Sin Francisco, Dec. 9.—Dur- 
fog the afternoon the Alameda sailed 
Minister Willis made a statement, virtu- 


-ally as already published, that nothing 


definite would be done here until he had 
teceived a reply to dispttches sent to 
Washington by the Alam:da. This state- 
ment was published in The Star. 

The stand taken by Minister Willis in 
his interview with The Star c.used con- 
siderable anxiety, owing to the intima- 
tion that any breach of the peacs would be 
punished by the Anterican minister. To 
The Associated Pr.ss his words were: 
“Any® trouble precip'tited on the other 
side would ba stoppsi at once by the 
United States forces.” 

On the moring of the 17th, the day after 
the Alanieda left, President Dole called 
upon Minister Willis to learn tow far the 
United States was expected to act in case 
ot an emergency. It is understood that 
President Dole very cleaily ivformed the 
minister that the provisional government 
commanded the situation, and would re- 
quire no aid from the United States until 
it was called. The president assured the 
minister that any breach of peace which 
might occur would be speedily dealt with 
by the Hawaiian government. 

The provisional government received as- 
surances on the points mentioned which 
were perfectly satisfactory. It is under- 
stood that Minister Willis said that he 
would stand back of the present govern- 
ment until the present difficulty was set- 
tled. Minister Willis stated he made the 
public statement that “nothing immedi- 
ate would be done” to ease matters down, 
and he believed aczisis was approaching. 

Relief Was Only Temporary. 

His remedy worked for a few hours, but 
it now appenzrs he has divulged just 
enough to stimulate speculation, and both 
sides interpret his expression favurably, 
which in the end will doubtiess add fuel 
to the political fire. 

When the attention of the United States 
minister was called to the fact that the 
provisional government would aid him in 
keeping the peace, he replied that he did 
uot expect trouble unless it came fron 
irresponsible persons on either side. 

An interview with members of the pro- 
visional government develops a determin- 
ation to stand on the defensive aud take 
nothing on trust until the United States 
government is officially heard either di- 
rectly or through Miui-ter Willis. In 
the meantime troops will be kept fully 
armed and a reserve guard ready at a min- 
ute’s notice. Many Americans assert that 
no restoration shall take place. 

Throne Stands a Poor Show. 

The provisional government express the 
opinion that the use of force on the part 
of the United States would be equivalent 
to a declaration of war. Resident Ameri- 
cans have at least 1500 rifles and ammuni- 
tion in private hands, which it would be 
impossible to seize in case of restoration. 
Those best posted say the throne would 
not stand an hourafter the withdrawal of 
American troops. 

The theory of restoration, however, will 
not be believed here until the last moment. 
Should it then prove true, serious trouble 
will likely follow. This much is admitted 
by the clearest heads on both sides: 

From asource almost in touch with the 
American legation itis learned that the 
contingency which has caused delay in 
Hawaiian affairs until Washington is 
heard from is the fact that the provisional 
goverment and resident Americans would 
openly resist either compromise or restora- 
tion. 

In conversation with The Associated 
Press reporter Minister Willis said he was 
confident that legi-lation favor uble to the 
Hawaiian Isliuds would shortiy take 
place ip the United Sates. He thought 
the duty on sugir would be placelat 1 
cent a pound, and that the bounty would 
be repealed. This wiuld makea net dif- 
ference of about $15 a tonto Huwaiian 
planters under their present contracts, 
which allow the sugar there a heavy re- 
bate. 


Sceop Caused a Row. 

SAN Francisco, Dec. 9.—Minister Willis 
has gotten into trouble with the Honolulu 
Star ir publishing the interview with Mr, 
Willis for a sco: p over its rivals, and they 
criticised the mini ter for talking so freely. 
These criticisms drow forth the following 
letter from Ministes Willis, published in 
the Honolulu 1 in, Nov. 17, the day 
after the interview had appeared in the 
Star: 

“To the Etitor of the Bulletin: I have 
hastily glanced at the manuscript which 
you have left. Theinterview in The Star 
was submitted to me, but I did not 
scrutinize the expressions which are mis- 
leading; due, lum sure, not to any inten- 
tion on the part of the writer. The short 
conversation I had with him had no polit- 
ical significance whatever. When my 
government is ready to make any official 
or political statements, it will be else- 
where. 

“I regret that a casual remark in regard 
to the attitude of the press here has been 
misconstrued. When I spoke to the re- 
porter of The Star it was as a respresenta- 
tive of the entire press. I am not its cen- 
sor, and my remark was not intended to 
be misconstrued to the disadvantage of 
any. It was intended to all to unitein 
peace and good will, which I know is the 
wish of all good citizens. Furtber than 
this I do not desire to be quoted.”

WEYMOUTH EXTENSIONS. 


Quincy & Boston Street Railway May Lose 
Some of Its Franchises.

The third francbise joins the second at 
the foot of the hill and goes to Commercial 
square, East Weymouth, via Commercial, 
Middle and Broad stree's, and is void un- 
less completed by the thirtieth of January 
next. 

Nothing has been done on the last two 
rights, and of course no'hing can be done 
ou them between now and the last of Japu- 
ary, 1804,

THE BRAINTREE BURGLARY 


The Break at Mr, Arnold’s Graphically 
Told by the Observer. 

The report of the daring burglary that 
took place at the family residence of Mr. 
Geo. H. Arnold on Middle street, early 
Saturday morning, the morning the 
OBSERVER is published, was very brief. 
Many important details were necessarily 
omitted, which we think ought to be 
imparted to our readers especially to those 
living out of town, who are, for the most 
part, personally acquainted with Mr. 
Arnold and his family. 

It was a bold, outrageous affair and has 
formed the principal topic of conversation, 
ever since it occurred; all over town and 
beyond. 

The burglars, for there were more than 
one, although probably only one entered 
the house, acted with great delibration, and 
showed a large amount of professional skill. 

To accomplish what was done, it is 
estimated that it would take one person, 
probably, an hour anda half; which shows 
how daring a character he was, because 
of the eminent risk he ran of being dis- 
covered. 

Entrance to the house was had by 
forcing a window in a small shed. This 
gained, a difficulty barring further progress 
was met in the shape of the door, leading 
from the shed into the kitchen; there 
being a key in the lock, which bore 
dent marks of the nippers used by the 
burglar, in his fruitless attempt to turn it 
in the lock; but failing in this, so much 
of the casing opposite the lock was 
patiently whittled out, and the tongue of 
the lock pushed back; and, so, the work 
' of the theives was advanced another step. 
| It wasabout four o’clock in the morning, 
and, when it is considered that Mr. Arnold 
and his family rise early, as is the custom 
with farmers, the risk was that some one 
in the house would, possibly, be awake, 
} at that hour. Mr. Arnold was partia!ly so 
_and heard the clock strike but whether it 
| struck three or four o'clock he could not 
‘tell. 

All the sleeping rooms are upstairs and 
Mr. Arnold’s among the number. Getting 
' out of bed and finding the door open he 
walked out to the head of the stair and was 
a little surprised, but not to the extent of 
calling out, to seea dim light in the hand 
| of some one, aboat midway up the stairs. 
| There were five men in the house, in- 
| cluding Mr. Arnold, and a brother-in-law, 
| Joseph M. Allen of Vermont, who was 
visiting friends in Braintree, and that 
| ight was the guest of Mr. Arnold. 
| Mr. Arnold thinking that his brother-in- 
‘Jaw might have had occasion to get up, 
the thought flashed through his mind that 
the person he saw, and so dimly, was this 
| same geutleman, or perbaps one of his 
_ sobs; never for a moment thinking that it 
was a burglar busy robbing the house. 

He therefore said nothing but waited. 
One other reason for his keeping quiet. 
was the fact that Mrs. Arnold was not at 
all well and he did not wish to make any 
/ noise and excite her. 

; Ist takes a long time to tell all these 
, things, but they flash through the wind 
| pretty quick, and that Mr, Arnold thought 
of these, shows him to be a man that can 

control himself, and no one doub's Lis 

courage. But up the stairs the man came, 
| not seeing Mr. Arno!d till he had almost 
| reached the top step, when Mr. Arnold 
: asked, *‘ Who are you.”’ 

Tbe man did not answer, but turned and 
went rapidly down stairs, Mr. Arnold 
following,taking hold of the rail or ballister 
all the way down until he reached the first 
landing, a broad step of the stair, where it 
makes a short turn to the right. Here, 
while in hot pursuit of the man and gaining 
on him, be necessarily stooped a little, as 
any one naturally does when coming round 
a corner, the rascal turned and fired from 
a revolver at Mr. Arnold, and buat for 
his stooping posture at the time, he un- 
doubtedly would have been shot. As it was 
the ball grazed the side of his head and 
went through the partition above the deor 
and buried itself in the plaster of the next 
room. We have had the death dealing 
missile in our hand. ’Tis an ugly looking 
thing and has a worse history. 

When the wretch fired, Mr. Arnold 
shouted ‘ Boys,’’ and arming himself with 
a flat-iron, the first thing that came handy, 
hurried down the cellar stairs. Seeing the 
cellar door opened he thought the rascal 
had gone down cellar, but this proved to be 
a mistake, The fellow very cunningly 
opened the cellar door to impede Mr..Ar- 
nold in getting outof theroom. This gaye 
the barglar a chance to make his escape. 
All the doors had been puryosely left open 
by the thieves for just such an emergency. 

Returning to the room in which the 
shooting took place, there was found on 
one of the lounges in a pile, all the cloth- 
ing of the men in the house, showing that 
the burglar had been in every room, and 
rifled every pocket. 

The property carried off was found to be, 
two valuable watches, two dozen solid sil- 
ver spcons and twenty dollars in bills, be- 
longing to one of the sons, a teacher in 
one of the academies in the state of Ver- 
mont, who was spending Thanksgiving 
with his parents and the money was a part 
of the first payment he had received for his 
work, 

The town has offered a reward cf three 
hundred dollars for the detection and con- 
viction of the thieves.

The House Disposes of the Torrey Bank- 
ruptecy Bill—Other Business, 

WASHINGTON, Dec. ¥.—The Torrey bank- 
ruptcy bill was stran z!ed unexpectedly by 
the house. Colonel Oa‘e:, the champion 
of the meaxure, had declined to permit 
the house to vo‘e on his substitute, pro- 
viding simply fora voluntary system of 
bankruptcy, wherupon Mr. Bland pre- 
cipitated the entire question by moving to 
strike out the existing clauses of tha bill. 

Vainly the advocates of the measure 
protested that it was unfair to reject the 
bill before the house had a chance to per- 
fect it by amendment. Their pleadings 
were unavailing, The vote was decisive 
It was cerried by a majority of 143 to 111. 

The yote was not a strict party one, An 
analysis shows that 115 Democrats, 18 Re- 
publicars aud nine Populists voted to 
strike out the enacting cause, and that 64 
Republicans and 47 Democrats voted 
against it, 

An attempt to drive the bill for the ad- 
mission of Utah asa state through the 
house daring the morning hour was de- 
feated by a determine! filibuster led by 
Mr. Dingley, and supported by almost the 
entire Republican side. The course of the 
Republicans overshadows their policy upou 
the admission of 1@ only Utah, but the 
other Democratic territories of New Mex- 
jeoand Arizo1a, both of which have al- 
ready been favorably reported by the com- 
mittee on territories.

HARD WORKERS. 


What an Observer Saw in the Square 
This Very Morning. 


Editors of the Ledger: 


“Give the poorglaboring man a chance” 
is the great hue and cry that is now going 
up by the unemployed. The author believes 
that the orders now before the council for 
appropriations, which will give the un- 
employed work, should pass, but if the 
men given work do not do apy more than 
four snow shovelers in the Ceritre did this 
morning between the hours of 10.30 and 
11 o’clock it would take a year to lay a 
mile of pipe. 

These four men were at work cleaning 
out the snow from a gutter, and slow work 
they made of it, for during the half hour 
mentioned above, two of them stood for 
more than 15 mizutes smoking their pipes 
and talking to a pedestrian who happened 
along. The third man had dropped his 
shovel and gone around the corner out of 
sight while the fourth stood a few feet 
away, pick in hand, apparently meditating 
whether it was better to join his two 
companions, who stood talking, or go and 
try and find the third. 

The third man now appears and displays 
a leather coat lined with wool which all 
examine and compare with a coat worn by 
one of the others, 

There is considerable pointing up the 
street and the lone policeman passes by and 
nods pleasantly to one of the party, 

After some few moments had elapsed 
one of the workmen who was not fortunate 
enough to possess a leather coat drops his 
shovel and journeys up the street, while the 
others scatter to about five feet apart and 
await further developments, 

As the old town clock strikes the hour 
of 11 a town team appears and leisurely the 
four above mentioned men fill it up 
with snow which consumes six minutes. 

As soon as this team departed the men 
hesitated and were apparently holding an 
inward consultation as to whether it was 
best todo any more work until the team 
returned. 

Suddenly, however, all four are seen to 
begin work and work as though they loved 
it. This was rather a surprise which was 
however removed when the boss was seen 
coming down the sidewalk. This is only 
one-half hour’s observation, bear in mind, 
and in that time not more than 10 minutes’ 
actual work was done. 

As I said before I believe in giving the 
unemployed work and would only repeat: 
If the men who are employed to dig the 
trenches for the water mains work no 
harder than did these four it would take a 
year to lay a mile of pipe.

ANARCHY AND SERFDOM. 


What the Irazilinn Ivsurgents Claim to 
Be Fighting Against. 

Lonpoy, Dec. 9.—The Times today pub- 
lishes the following manifesto, which has 
been issued by Admiral Gama, who is now 
in command of the insurgent vessels in 
Rio harbor: 

“Fellow countrymen: My _ principles 
and feelings bave hithe:to opposed the 
idea of my taking partia the revolt, but 
the present moment, paiofal in the his- 
tory of the Brazilian fatherland, contains 
circumstances which force me into 
the strugg'e. Accepting the duty which 
patriotism imposes, with a full sense of 
the responsib lity, I openly join the ranks 
or those who for one year in Rio Grande 
do Sul and three mouths here have fought 
valiantly to free the country from mili- 
tarism and a bybrd alliance with the in- 
fluence of sectarianism. 

“Asan officer of the navy I draw my 
sword against military despotism and will 
exert every effort to rescue my country 
from the anarchy and serfdom to which 
the present rulers have now brought her. 
{t is only just to restore by force of arms 
the goverrguent which in a moment of 
national s:upefaction and surprise was 
overthrown on Nov. 15, 1889, by a military 
sedition, of which the present government 
is the outcome. 

“I respect the free expres<ion of the 
opinion of the nation, and I therefore 
consider it advisable to appeal tothe coun- 
try to decide upon the form of govern- 
ment which shall rule in the future. For 
this, myself and my comrades in arms are 
ready to sacrifice our lives upon the altar 
oftheircountry. Surely the army which 
is now bravely fighting will not persist In 
defending a government which has lost 
the mora! support of the people and credit 
among foreign nations. The watchword 
of freedom, first heard upon the southern 
frontier, now dominates Santa Catharina, 
Parana, Sao Paulo, the northern states 
and here. 

“Brazilians, victory is certain. Hasten 
it by bringing every possible moral influ- 
ence to help our cause. Call on all the 
conservative classes of Brazil to cast off 
the intolerable yoke of slavery imposed by 
the militarism of 1889. I hope to fulfill 
my duty as a Brazilian, thoug) the end 
may be death. Let others do theirs.

Satisfies Olneyville Strikers’ Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 


NATIONAL MILLS YIELD. 


Riverside Mill Owners Refuse 
to Accede to Terms. 


PROVIDENCE, Dec. 9.—There was great 
rejoicing in the woolen mill district last 
night when it was made known by the 
executive committee of the strikers that 
the strike which was started Oct. 1 was 
practically atan end, and that Charles 
Fletcher, who controls the Providence Na- 
tional mills, which employ nearly 2000 
hands, had come to satisfactory terms. 

The executive committee had another 
conference with the mill owners yesterday 
afternoon. Mr. Fletcher submitted a 
proposition which was nearly the same 
as offered the operatives at the. Saxon 
mills. This was sitisfactory to the ex- 
ecutive committee, though the matter of 
accepting it will be decided tolay bya 
popular vote «f the striking operatives. 
The new scale offered and which is re- 
garded as honorable is as follows: 

“Tu departments where cut of about 15 
per cent had been made the reduction was 
lowered to 10 per cent. In one where the 
pay was cut from $1.50 per day to $1.25, 
the committee obtained an agreement that 
the wages shall be fixed at $1.40 per day. 
Girl operatives who earned $1 a day before 
the cutdown and whose wazes were re- 
duced by 6 1-4 to 81-44 per cent hal the re- 
duction lowered to 51-3 per cent, so that 
they will receive $5.68 per week instead of 
$6. It was agreed that small help who 
were paid 33.50 per week and had been cut 
about 10 per cent shall not suffer a reduc- 
tion of more than 5 per cent.” ~ 

Riverside Mills Dissent. 

The schedule presented by the 
dence National mills is satisfactory to the 
other mill owners interested in the strike, 
excepting the owners of the Riverside 
mills. The owners of thes? mills, which 


employ 1609 hands, have not taken an |} 


active part in the adjustment of the difh- 
culty, and“ yesterday afternoon Superin- 
tendent King of the Riverside caused a 
notice to be posted in the mills expressing 
regret that the operatives do not under- 
stand the present situation and accept 
such work as the mills are able to give. 

It states that work can be given on!y for 
a portion of the time; that the mulls have 
only a few orders; that they will remain 
open for such as desire work, and the 
situations of the old help will be held cill 
Monday, after which their work will be 
given toany whoapply, and that those 
who first come in wi'l be given the prefer- 
ence in permanent work. 

Charles Farwell, one of the principal 
mill owners interested in the strike, 
stated that the pay which the operatives 
will receive by the new schedule is better 
than is paid elsewhere. 


At the big mills of B. B. & R. Knight 
at Natick 100 of the weavers went out 


yesterday, but a satisfactory settlement 
was promptly reached. 


Snatched From an Ocean Grave. 

New York, Dec. 9.—The schooner Man- 
itou from Portland, Me., for Philadelphia, 
laden with stone, foundered Dee. 1 off the 
New Jersey coast. Captain Beckford and 
his crew of five took toa boat. They had 
notimeto secure food or wa'‘er. Five 
days the yawl was rowed by the famished 
men, and they had given up all hope of 
rescue when the tug Luckenback sighted 
them.

MUCH WORK AHEAD. 


This Week Will Be a Busy One in 
Congress. 


WILSON TALKS OF THE TARIFF. 


A Letter From Congressman 
McCall on the Subject. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The sudden col- 
lapse of the bankruptcy bill in the house 
last Friday has somewhat disorganized 
the program in the house for the coming 
week. As it is, the house begun the week 
With no definite work in view. The tariff 
will not come up for debate until the 18th 
at the earliest, although if the present 
intention of the Democratic members of 
the ways and means committee holds, the 
bill—that is, the custom features of the 
bill—will be reported on Wednesday. 

The bill for the admission of Utah will 
again come up atonce. On Tuesday the 
committee on judiciary meets and it is 
understood that it will immediately re- 
port with a favorable recommendation 
Mr. Bailey’s bill for an establishment for 
a voluntary system of bankruptcy. 

A favorable report upon the bill to re- 
fund the cotton tax collected during the 
period between 1863 and 1868, amounting 
to $68,072,388, has been ordered by the 
judiciary committee, and it is the desire 
of the southern members that it receive 
consideration this week. It is not im- 
probable that the Hawaiian affair may 
reach the arena of debate in the house in 
some form before the week closes. 

The senate will in all probability plunge 
{nto a political discussion at the beginning 
of the week upon the motion which Sena- 
tor Hall has given notice that he will 
make today to have the senate take 
ap his bill of the repeal of the federal 
election law. 

Senator Hill’s motion was antagonized 
by a counter motion from Senator Hoar 
to refer the bill to the committee of privi- 
leges and elections, which will be offered 
as a substitute. There is a possibility 
that Hoar’s motion may carry. 

The program for the week also promises 
@ speech from Senator Morrill on the 
financial features of the president’s mes- 
sage. The chances are that the Hawaiian 
question will again during the week re- 
ceive the attention of the senate, It is 
understood on all hands that the presi- 
dent will send his reply to the senate reso- 
lution of inquiry early in the week, giving 
in detail his instructions to Minister 
Willis, and all other information in his 
Possession. 

More About the Tariff Bill. 

Chairman Wilson of the committee on 
ways and means stated last night that the 
Democratic members of the committee 
had taken no action whatever upon the 
matter of changing the tax on whisky. 

Disclaiming any intention to intimate 
that the committee might not determine 
to make a change in the whisky tax, Mr. 
Wilson called attention to the fact that 
such change would necessitate a revision 
of those schedules of the customs duties 
affecting articles containing alcohol. 
These had been arranged upon the basis 
of the present tax, and an increase of the 
sum would entail a revision of the rates 
on importations, if the general proportion 
between the two parts of the bill were to 
be maintained. 

Mr. Wiison was asked as to the proba- 
bilities of the discussion upon the bill. 

“Not more than two or three days will 
be required to pass the bill through the 
committee,” he answered. ‘Then there 
will be the preparation of the reports to 
follow.” 

“Tt will take pretty rapid work to in- 
sure a beginning of the debate before the 
holidays. Then the announcement that 
the committee had decided to report the 
bill to the house on the 13th inst., and 
that the debate should begin on the 18th, 
was not founded upon any action by the 
committee,” the reporter suggested. 

“No,” replied Mr. Wilson, “nothing 
definite has been determined in that re- 
gard.” 

McCall's Protest. 

Representative McCall of Massachu- 
setts, who inaugurated the movement to 
have the date at which the new tariff bill 
should go into effect, not being satisfied 
with the present aspect of affairs on this 
point, has addressed a letter to Chairman 
Wilson of the ways and means committee 
in which he expresses the hope that the 
time fixed for the bill to take effect may 
be changed toa date at least six months 
later, 

Mr. McCall argues that the element of 
uncertainty should be done away with, 
and that it is wise and just that some no- 
tice should be given to the business in- 
terests of the country, in order that they 
may be adapted to the schedules of the 
new tariff. Mr. McCallsays: “It is pro- 
vided in the bill that it shall go into op- 
eration March 1 next. There is in effect 
no notice whatever. It would be extraor- 
dinary if the bill should have passed 
both houses at so early a date, still more 
extraordinary that it should pass without 
material amendments. 

“No manufacturer or importer can 
know what percentage of duty to calcu- 
late upon his business, even for so early a 
time as March or April. If a device were 
sought for imposing still further caution 
upon our business men, and notifying 
them to restrict as far as possible all their 
operations, no more ingenious a scheme 
could be devised than is presented by this 
feature of the published bill. 

“To thus needlessly intensify the horror 
of the situation in the midst of winter, 
when cold will add to the pangs of hun- 
ger, involves a responsibility such as few 
“=tesmen would care to assume.”

Accustomed to It. 

STILLWATER, Me., Dec. 11. — Coroner 
Lancaster has given a verdict of accidental 
death in the case of Mrs. Allie Spencer, 
who was found choloformed at her home 
Satprday. Previous to her death Mrs. 
Spencer visited her mother in Old Town, 
and said she had decided to chloroform 
her pet cat. The last time she was seen 
alive was early Thursday evening at 
James Andrews’ residence when she re- 
turned from Old Town. She had a bottle, 
but concealed it as well as possible. She 
left Andrews’ house in her usual pleasant 
mood. 

The solution of the mysterious death as 
given by Coroner Lancaster is that in 
leaning over the box in which the cat was 
being killed, and being unaccustomed to 
the use of chloroform, she was overcome 
and fell headforemost on the saturated 
sponges. She had been suffering from 
heart trouble. Mrs. Spencer was about 32 
years old. 


THE BASEMENT ABLAZE. 


Big Fire In a Church While Services Were 
In Progress. 


STAMFORD, Conn., Dec. 11.—While the 
services were in progress in the Methodist 
Episcopal church last evening a fire was 
discovered in the basement. The pastor, 
Rev. Dr. Downey, was interrupted while 
delivering his sermon and dismissed the 
congregation. Before the church was 
cleared clouds of smoke began rolling out 
of the staircase leading to the basement. 
Confusion followed and several ladies 
fainted. After the fire was extinguished 
& second blaze was discovered in another 
distant part of the church.

A strange 
man was seen in the room where the sec- 
ond fire was discovered, but he disap- 
peared. The church was damaged to the 
extent of $2000. It is believed that the 
fire was set by some lunatic. 


Kept Afloat by Barrels. 

New Lonpon, Conn., Dec. 11.—Wrecker 
Scott has brought the brig W. R. Hutchins 
of New York into port in tow of tug Alert. 
The Hutchins has been ashore on Corn- 
field shoal for nine days. Her keel is 
gone and she is full of water, but is kept 
afloat with the aid of barrels which were 
placed in her, between decks, and by tak- 
ing out part of the cargo of beef, pork and 
flour.

A Chat With Ream.

Wel, | 
don’t know exactly, but I’m going to \ew 
York first thing, and I’m going to s- my 
people about getting the first installment 
on the yacht. They won’t know what has 
become of me. Why, I’ve just received a 
letter from them inthe mail which has 
accumulated since I have ten in jail 
They didn’t send it to my recent a“dress, 
you know. 

“No, I don’t claim to bea son of Nor 
man L. Ream of Chicago. He is a rela- 
tive of my father, but I never used his 
name. That was one of Wolfe’s schemes.

You know they said I in- 
sulted two ladies in front of the theatre. 
Well, I'm going to find out who those 
ladies were, and make it just as interest- 
ing for my Chicago friends as they made 
it for me. 

“And Wolfe!” continued Ream, with 
special emphasis on Wolfe, “he’s a nice 
one, he is. Do you know I had $18,000 
worth of bonds which I was trying to sell 
for Wolfe when I was arrested, and they 
weren’t worth the paper they were written 
on. That was a narrow squeeze for me, 
but perhaps being arrested as a vagrant 
saved me from a worse fate. I didn’t 
know the bonds were worthless.” 

Ream says he belongs to Dayton, O., 
where his mother and sister still live, and 
where he earned his first money selling 
papers.

GRANITE CONTRACTS, 


New Rule of the Manufacturers’ Aasocia- 
tion Not Liked. 


The following from the Quincy corres- 
pondent to the Monumental News will be 
of interest : 

** Money is easier, and that goes a good 
way in making the granite manufacturers 
feel more encouraged for the business «u'- 
look for the winter than they did last 
month, A few scattering orders are com- 
ingin, and communications in regard to 
work and requests for estimates ar* more 
numerous. 

‘* There is, too, an undercurrent of con- 
fidence throughout the city that makes 
even those firms that at the time of writing 
have little or no work at all ahead, fee! 
that the good times will soon be with them 
again. Speaking about estimates, tke 
Quincy manufacturers and the Boston 
wholesalers have got into a little hitch over 
the new regulations in regard to the sub- 
mitting of estimates that have lately been 
adopted by the manufacturers. 

“The executive committee of the Quincy 
Manufacturers’ association, as a matier cf 
protection to the members of the organize- 
tion as individuals and as a body, vi-ted 
that all estimates on work he submitted on 
an official letterhead, the wording of which 
was drawn up by the committee. It pre- 
vided, in a general way, that in the ac- 
ceptance of any work that the manu- 
facturers would not be beld responsible for 
un!ooked-for or unforeseen delays, such as 
strikes, lock-outs, ete., in the getting out of 
the job; that all claims for damages or de- 
fective work should be made within ten 
days of the delivery of goods, and that the 
manufacturer should have the right to 
change quotations. 

‘*It was principally to the Ja‘ter clause 
that the wholesalers objected. In tact 
none of ihe estimates sent on the officiu: 
letter-heads have been recognized, a'l 
having been returned stamped across the 
new printed regulations at the top of 
sheet.

‘Thou shalt remember that life is 
short and time is fleeting, and not keep the 
carrier an eternity standing on the front 
steps, whilst thou consultest thine own 
convenience in answering his call, 

8th. Thou shalt not asseverate that thou 
art made nervous by the sound of his me- 
lodious whistle, when thou art daily fur- 
nishing him with proof that thy nerves are 
invincible and great. 

9th. Thou shalt not stop the carrier upon 
his rounds to lecture him upon matters of 
which thou knowest not,

A RUNAWAY TRAIN. 


A Terrible Race on the Union Pacific to 
Save a Trainload of Passengers. 

The Union Pacific fast mail had a nar- 
row escape one night recently on the 
Wyoming division from being crashed 
into by a runaway freight. The fast 
mail was booming along near Simpson 
and following it was a heavy freight 
train in charge of Engineer Sadowsky. 
Striking a heavy grade there the freight 
gave a lurch forward and Sadowsky, 
whois a new engineer, lost control of 
the engine. In a few minutes he saw 
the lights ot the rear of the mail and 
fearing a cvllision jumped from the en- 
gine, followed by the fireman. 

The conductor and brakemen, realiz- 
ing that something was wrong, began 
applying the brakes. The operater ata 
small station, when the two trains dashed 
by, saw that the engine was running 
away and telegraphed the fact to Medi- 
cine Bow. When the fast mail stopped 
there to register, the operator rushed out 
and told of the runaway train. 

Engineer Wright, with great presence 
of mind, sprang for his engine and 
opened the throttle wide, and there en- 
sued a mad race, which for a time threat- 
ened to end in a frightful tragedy. Con- 
ductor Rapp of the freight finally man- 
aged to crawl over into the engine and 
soon brought the runaway to a stop, and 
by his prompt action prevented what 
would have been an awful wreck.

4 Boston Clergyman Handles Harverc’s 
President Without Gloves, 


Boston, Dec. 11.—The speech of Presi- 
dent Eliot of Harvard un’ versity at a mass 
meeting in Cambridge, in'which he stated 
that “he was a moderate drinker and did 
not believe in prohibition” has created a 
great hubbub among the no-license advo- 
cates in this city.

It is too late 
in the day for a college president to stand 
with Cain’s question on his lips, ‘Am IJ 
my brother’s keeper?’”’ 


STILL WAITING. 


Railroad Directors Anxious to Hear From 
Their Employes. 

Boston, Dec. 11.—Railroac ployers in 
this city are anxiously waii..g develop- 
ments on the demand of thc employes of 
the New York and New England fora 
restoration of the 10 per cent reduction in 
their wages which was promised to take 
effect on Dec. 1. Last Thursday a com- 
mittee of 20 waited upon Vice President 
Odell and held a conference, but nothing 
was definitely settled, as the committee, 
when leaving, promised to return later in 
the day, but up to the present time have 
not done so. 

Since that time several secret conferences 
of engineers, trainmen and conductors 
have been held here, but what has been 
transacted cannot now be ascertained. 

It is stated, however, that in the next 
two weeks such action will be taken as 
will make it imperative for the restoration 
to take place on Jan. 1.

FAMOUS SILVER SPURS. 


Lost by an Express Company and Valued 
by the Owners at 815,000. 

Thomas J. Bradley and wife, Mary E 
Bradley, want $15,000 of the American 
Express company. Their petition, filed 
in court recently, alleges that on Sept. 
12 they shipped a lot of silverware from 
Memphis to St. Louis, but the goods 
never came. The value of these goods 
was not less than $2,000, but there are 
reasons why the plaintiffs think they 
ought to recover $15,000. 

Nearly all of the property was the ac- 
cumulation of a lifetime by the plaintiff's 
grandfather, who was no less a person- 
age than the late Lieutenant General N. 
B. Forrest of the Confederate States Army 
of America, and the rest of it was pres- 
ents from friends. In the list of articles 
were four cups anda pair of silver spurs, 
all of which were manufactured during 
the late civil war from the silver thim- 
bles and silverware belonging to the la- 
dies of the states of Tennessee, Mississip- 
pi and Alabama. 

These patriotic women presented the 
articles to General Forrest as a token of 
their respect and high esteem, as well as 
that in which he was held by the people 
of the south, for the distinguished serv- 
ices he had rendered in many battles in 
defense of acause which he and they be- 
lieved to be just. 

The plaintiffs aver that by reason of 
this fact, in addition to the intrinsic 
value of the property, it had acquired 
and had at the time of delivery to the de- 
fendant a value of at least $10,000. Tho 
plaintiffs sue for $15,000 for the nonde- 
livery of the goods.—St. Louis Republic. 


AN ALARMING EPISODE. 


Why Milan and His Son, King Alexander, 
Wept and Embraced. 

The following alarming episode is re- 
ported from Abazzia, a watering place 
on the gulf of Venice, as having oc- 
curred during the recent sojourn of the 
Servian court in the little seaside town. 
King Alexander and his father were in 
the habit of taking their breakfast in the 
open air along with the members of the 
suit, who one morning had taken their 
places at the table when the young king 
and his father returned from a walk. 
The former bade the gentlemen go on 
with their breakfast, as he intended to 
have a bath first. King Milan and the 
courtiers partook of their meal, and in 
three-quarters of an hour King Alexan- 
der came back and was immediately 
served with a cup of tea. He had no 
sooner swallowed a large draft than he 
dashed the cup to the ground and made 
a most horrid face. King Milan jumped 
up and exclaimed that it was poison. A 
regular panic ensued among the mem- 
bers of the suit. The court physician 
poured out another cupful and tasted it. 

At that moment the chef hurried up, 
quite pale with excitement, and said: 

“T beg your majesty’s pardon. I will 
stake my head that there is no poisoning 
in the case. It was the cook’s mistake. 
He brewed the tea with sea water instead 
of spring water.” 

The king was the first to recover his 
composure and indulged in a hearty 
laugh. Milan embraced his son and wept 
aloud. Thesuit felt as if relieved froma 
dreadful nightmare.—Neue Freie Presse. 


A Rocky Mountain Tunnel. 

A notable engineering feat was ac- 
complished recently in the completion of 
the boring of the Busk-Ivanhoe railway 
tunnel under the continental divide of 
the Rocky mountains at Hagerman pass, 
Colorado. The tunnel is almost two miles 
long—9,393 feet—and is through solid 
gray granite. It took 3 years and 20 
days, of 20 hours’ work each day, to bore 
the big hole. It is 10,800 feet above sea 
level through the top ridge of the conti- 
nent. The water draining from the one 
side of the mountain under which it is 
driven runs to the Atlantic ocean, and 
from the other to the Pacific. Its con- 
struction has cost $1,000,000 and 20 hu- 
man lives. The tunnel, which is on the 
line of the Colorado Midland railway, 
the Santa Fe’s central route to Califor- 
nia, substitutes two miles of track for 
ten and does away with one of the most 
expensive railway climbs in the world. 
—Chicago Herald. 


Terrapin $72 a Dozen, 

Terrapin, the now greatest delicacy 
known to the epicure, are a little lower 
in price this year than they were last, 
although their comparative scarcity 
makes them one of the most precious 
luxuries. ‘‘Counts’—that is, terrapins 
that measure six inches or over—which 
brought $55 per dozen last year, are now 
selling for $50. The largest specimens 
are highly prized for their flesh, and have 
brought even this year as high as$72 per 
dozen. The more common varieties, 
which have not changed materially in 
price, sell for $15 to $20. Terrapin farm- 
ing has proved a lucrative business, Of 
late years many have entered into it and 
have earned a good living.—Baltimore 
American. 


To Light the Bosporus. 

A Greek engineer who pursued his 
ptudies in this country has prepared a 
plan for the electric lighting of %he Bos- 
porus from Kanak to San Stefano, on 
the sea of Marmora. He proposes to 
accomplish this by building three ma- 
chines or engines at Armout Koei, Kan- 
duli and Perai-Barum, where the cur- 
rent is unusually strong. The plan has 


¥|appeared so simple and feasible that a 


society of capitalists took it up and ap- 
plied to the Turkish government for per- 
mission to carry it out. The ministry 
now has the matter under consideration, 
and itis believed that it will be favora- 
bly answered.—-New York Tribune. 


Lost One of Its Points. 

One of the most magnificent peaks of 
the Mont Bianc range—the Dent di 
Midi—which, like an enormous steeple, 
straight and narrow, shoots up into the 
sky 12,500 feet, has lost quite a mass of 
its rocky side. The Dent di Jaune, one 
of the points which, like Gothic orna- 
ments on a church steeple, stud its sides, 
recently tumbled into the valley. The 
track of the mass over the clear ice of 
the glacier can be plainly seen.—Charles-

THE ORIGIN OF THE TORNADO. 


Professor Hazen Will Try to Solve It For 
the Benefit of Mankind. 

“T want to get there—right there, into 
the business end of the storm where the 
tornado is generated. I want the tor- 
nado’s secret, its agent, and God helping 
me I shall have it. If electricity, then 
we may be able to dissipate Jove’s most 
awful wrath and relieve our great cities 
of their worst nightmare, their most i: 
sidious and most implacable foes.” 

The man who made this bold and strik 
ing remark is Professer Henry Allen Ha- 
zen, expert meteorologist of the United 
States weather bureau, who has nearly 
completed arrangements for a series of 
not less than 1,000 high altitude balloon 
ascensions, to be made as often as three 
times a day, under a new and original 
principle of gas conservation, with new 
scientific instruments made in England 
expressly for the purpose. 

The proposition is now before the 
board of advisers, who may be expected 
to report on the application as soon as 
Professor Langley, secretary of the 
Smithsonian, shall return to his post. 
Professor Langley himself is much in- 
terested in the subject of free air ob- 
servation, especially in an idea he has of 
sending up self registering instruments

serwation and instrument readings which 
he has in view. 

Aerial transit across the Atlantic 
ocean is the ultimate object toward 
which Professor Hazen’s plans are tend- 
ing. He states unreservedly that he 
will make the trip if/fhe lives. He is al- 
ready looking forward to the construct- 
ing of a balloon basket in the form of a 
completely equipped open boat with air- 
tight compartments. In this vehicle, 
stored*with food and drink for many 
days, the professor will set out without 
a qualm of fear. 

The only apparent difficulty that has 
ever beset the problem has been the in- 
ability of the aeronauts to keep the bal- 
loon on a steady horizontal plane. The 
rising and the falling of the balloon ca: 
be regulated by an original device ct 
Professor Hazen’s. He will carry a 
bucket at the end of a longrope, and wa- 
ter drawn from the ocean will constitute 
the necessary ballast whenever his bal- 
loon seems to get more buoyant. The 
water will be poured ont again when the 
balloon needs buoyancy.—Philadelphia 
Press. 


EXPRESSES REGRET 


That More French Deputies \ers 
Not Injured. 


ANARCHIST VAILLANT'S BRAVADO. 


Admits Throwing a Bomb In 
the French Chamber. 


Panis, Dec. 11.—After a day of great ex- 
citement, following the explosion of a 
bomb in the chamber of deputies, the au- 
thorities have announced that they have 
the bomb-thrower in custody;the mis- 
creant is named Vaillant, alias Marchal; 
he is an anarchist, and has made a full 
confession. 

News to the effect that the bomb- 
thrower wasinthe hands of the police 
was circulated at noon yesterday, but the 
report was not confirmed until the official 
announcement was made this evening, 
and now all Paris will sleep easicr and 
await later developments. 

Marchal, it appears, was among the in- 
jured persons taken to the Hotel Dieu, 
Under the suspicious of the authorities 
and pressed by the prefect of police he 
made a full confession. 

The discovery of the anarchist fiend was 
made in the following manner: Among 
the persons questioned by the police was 
@ man whose nose was almost blown off 
by the explosion of the bomb in the 
chamber of deputies. The suspect gave 
the name of Vaillant, and says that he 
lives at Choisy-la-Roi. This man, who 
was attended by the physicians sum- 
moned to the chamber after the explosion, 
was taken to the Hotel Dieu after being 
examined by the prefect of police. 

At the hospital mentioned the suspect 
was carefully watched by four detectives, 
and it was noticed he gave the name of 
Marchal when his ‘pedigree’? was taken 
upon entering the Hotel Dieu. This was 
reported to the authorities, and confirmed 
the suspicions already entertained regard- 
ing the wounded man, and several detec- 
tives were immediately started out with 
instructions to spend the night in estab- 
lishing the identity of Vaillant or Mar- 
chal, and to furnish a complete report of 
the man and his surroundings. 

Prompt Work of Police. 

This was done: the detectives worked 
quickly and cleverly on the case, and the 
prefect of police was soon in possession of 
several police reports concerning the 
suspect, which upon being joined together 
and condensed made it clear to ®:¢ au- 
thorities that the man in the Hotel Dieu 
was a dangerous anarchist named Vail- 
lant, who was born at Mezieres, astrongly 
fortified town of about 5000 population in 
the Department of Ardennes. 

Vaillant is 32 years of age, and has lived 
aroving life. During this roving Vaillant 
passed several years in Buenos Ayres, and 
in 1887 he returned to France and married. 
He now has twochildren. Vaillant, how- 
ever, soon deserted his wife. 

Still, according to the police reports, 
since 1884 Vaillant has been identified 
with the extreme branch of the socialists 
and with the Jregular anarchist groups. 
He made himself prominent by the incen- 
diary nature of his speeches and by his 
bitter denunciations of the bourgeoisie, 
and eventually became a member of the 
revolutionists’ socialist group of the 18th 
arrondissement of Paris. This, in brief, 
isthe cream of the report of the detec- 
tives who worked up the case. 

M. Lepine, the prefect of police, the 
public prosecutor and the examining 
magistrate visited the Hotel Dien and had 
a long interview with Vaillant, who at 
first protested his innocence. 

Finally, the public prosecutor said to 
the suspect: ‘“‘Your name is Vaillant and 
not Marchal, as you claimed when you 
came to the hospital.” 

After a moment of hesitation, the sus- 
pected man admitted his identity, and 
confessed that he had thrown the bomb, 
which in exploding wounded nearly a 
hundred people in the chamber of depu- 
ties. 

When questioned as to his reasons for 
attempting to take the lives of so many 
people, Vaillant replied, defiantly: “] 
wished to deal a thoroughly dramatic 
blow at the institutions of the country 
and wished to cause a great sensation. J] 
endeavored to aim the bomb at M. Dupuy, 
the president of the chamber of deput ies. 
I glory in the act, and I only regret that 
my hand swerved and that the bomb did 
not explode near the mark.” 

How the Bomb Wes Made, 

Vaillant, in appearance, is a big blonde 
man with a heavy blonde mustache and a 
hardened expression of countenance, 
which seemed to light up with a strange 
fire as he described, with much gusto and 
in great detail, how the bomb wag 
thrown. 

Vaillant said that the bomb he used 
was a little iron sauce-pan which he 
bought at a bazaar near the Hotel de Ville 
quite recently. The bomb sauce-pan 
when traded contained, he said, a num- 
ber of the nails. Inside the sauce-pan 
was a tube with a compressed center. In 
the tube were picric acid and prussiate of 
soda, these being separated at the poin’ 
where the tube compressed hy a 
small ball of cotton saturated with sul 
phuric acid, which, at a given moment, 
wou'd be consumed by the sulphuricacid, 
thus allowing the picric acid and prus. 
siate to mix and cause an explosion.” 

The anarchist then described, in detail, 
a variety of objects which, he said, would 
be found in his lodgings atthe Hdisl 
L’ Union, 70 Rue Daguerre, where Vaillant 
lived under the name of Marchal. 

“But,” Vaillant added, “If you are go- 
ing tosearch my room, you bad hetter 
be careful in disturbing things unless you 
want to be blown to pieces.” Z

Lid Was Lifted and Miss Lena 
Fellows Sat Up. 

BUFFALO, Dec. 11.—Coroner Ransom was 
called to the house of A. R. Knox, who 
lives on Delaware avenue, to remove a 
dead person to the morgue. He went 
there with a coffin. The body was that of 
one of the servant girls, who, it was said, 
had died suddenly. The body was loaded 
into the coffin and taken to the morgue, 
but for some reason was not placed in the 
refrigerator. 

Ten hours later when Morguekeeper Mc- 
Shane lifted the lid from the box previous 
to placing the body in the ice box he 
found thejgirl alive. He took hold of the 
arms of the supposed corpse when he felt 
it drawing away from him and a moment 
later the young woman sat upright in the 
eoffin and gazed about her. 

The morguekeeper ran into the street 
and told a policeman. They returned to 
the morgue and found the supposed corpse 
sitting on the stairs. Her name is Lena 
Fellows and she is 22 years old. 

The physicians say she is completely 
recovered, and will be able to resume her 
duties tomorrow. It was a case of cata- 
lepsy.

NEw York, Dec. 11.—Several days ago 
there landed at Ellis island a dapper little 
Italian named Gabrielli di Napoli, aged 
84. He bore evidence of refinement and 
said he was going to Boston to work asa 
baker. The admission clerk placed him 
on the list as contract laborer, and he was 
ordered to be sent back to Italy. Subse- 
quently M. di Simoni, agent for the 
Italian Home society, became interested 
in him. Di Napoli said he was a govern- 
ment clerk in Italy. He fell in love with 
agirlof good family and the result was 
that a demand was made upon him to 
marry her. He refused to doso and the 
girl, to hide her shame, came to this 
country and went to reside with a brother 
in Boston. The parents of the girl, whose 
name is Augusta Birmorti, told Di Napoli 
that unless he fled to America and married 
their daughter his life would be the 
penalty. The couple were married here 
yesterday and went to Boston.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—In the senate Mr. 
Hoar introduced a fesolution asking by

the seal of confidence had been supplied 
by the state department to the representa- 
bives of four newspapers that were known 
to be zealous, thorough-going, almost un- 
scrupulous supporters of the administra- 
tion. 

The appoirtment of a commisioner with 
“paramount” authority asa representa- 
tive of the United States in those islands 
Mr. Hoar regarded as being as gross a 
violation of the constitution of the United 
States as was ever charged upon or im- 
puted to any public official. 

Mr. Hoar, in the course of his speech, 
said that he wanted the matter to be 
separated from all questions of annexa- 
tion or protectorate; and that if it were 
true that the President of the United 
States, the senate being in session, author- 
ized an oflicer to exercise paramount 
diplomatic authority and to withdraw at 
his discretion or to land the forces of the 
United States, he was standing on very 
slippery ground and had _ better step on to 
terra firma rapidly and at once. 

If such an official entered on that duty 
and established a correspondence with 
private persons about the public affairs of 
the government to which he was com- 
missioned, and if his conduct was ap- 
proved by the president, and the president 
made himself an accomplice after the 
fact, he (the president) was standing on 
ice not only very slippery, but very thin. 
Mr. Gray replied briefly to what he called 
Mr. Hoar’s ‘‘scolding,” and then the reso- 
lution went over till today. 

Hill Will Be Heard From. 

Senator Hoar’s resolution caused quite 
a sensation on both sides of the chamber. 
The senator's arraignment of the president 
was very severe. 

Senator Hill is preparing -himself to 
make the presidei.t the target of a fearful 
assault on his action in attempting to 
overthrow the provisional government in 
Hawaii and restore the monarchy. If he 
employs the language in his speech in the 
senate which he uses in conversation to- 
wards the president, it will give rise to an 
animated scene in that body.

Death of Ex-Governor Jackson, 
WHEELING, Dec. 12.—Ex-Governor Jacob 
Beeson Jackson dropped dead at his home 
in Parkersburg, being the second of West 
Virginia’s ex-governors who have died 
suddenly within two weeks. Mr. Jackson 
was the sixth governor of the state, having 
been elected the first time in 1880 and re- 
elected in 1884. He was born April 6, 1828, 

and was admitted to the bar in 1852. 


Train Held Up. 

AustTIN, Tex., Dec. 12.—A cannonball 
train on the International and Great 
Northern road was robbed by six men at 
Duval. The express safe was looted of its 
contents and passengers robbed of their 
money and other valuables. It is not 
known what the express company’s loss is. 
The fireman was shot in the shoulder. 


Loth to Believe Suicide. 

New BEDFORD, Mass., Dec. 12.—The 
relatives of Miss Catherine V. Cummings, 
the young woman who was found dead in 
her room in Boston, deny that she com- 
mitted suicide, despite the fact thatit was 
found that her death was due toa dose of 
cyanide of potassium. They believe that 
her death was accidental. 


HAD AN ACCOM2LICE. 


i] Police Are Making an Active Search For 


Vaillant’s Friend. 

Paris, Dec. 12.—M. Meyer, the examin- 
ing magistrate, has made a rigorous tn- 
quiry into the movements of the anarchist 
Vaillant recently, without, up to now, be- 
ing able to determine that he had accom- 
plices. Vaillant, it now appears, had an 
intimate anarchist friend named Raynal 
living at Rue du Pont at Choisy du Pont, 
who worked in the leather factory at Petit 
Pont, where Vaillant was recently em- 
ployed. 

Vaillant’s friend left Choisy-le-Roi sud- 
denly Sunday morning, taking with him 
all his effects and leaving only a wooden 
box behind him. Raynal was born at 
Decazeville in 1862. The police are actively 
searching for him. 

A message of congratulation upon the 
escape of the deputies and of regret at the 
outrage has been received by President 
Dupuy from the Unterhaus at Vienna. 
The Belgian parliament hassent a message 
ofsympathy to the chamber of deputies 
expressing sympathy and congratulations 
upon the escape of the deputy from death. 

The committee of the chamber of 
deputies has decided that it is impossible 
to abolish the constitutional regulation 
which provides for the admission to the 
gallery of the first 17 persons whoa 
in order to inszre publicity to the debates: 
but the committee determined that in the 
future these 17 persons shall be compelled 
to give their names and addresses before 
they are admitted. No visitors will be 
admitted to the waiting halls hereafter 
unless they are provided with a letter 
from a deputy, giving an appointment. 
Only members of the chamber and jour- 
nalists will be admitted to the Salle des 
Pas-Perdus, and the newspaper men will 
be kept under a strict surveillance. The 
senate will adopt similar regulations. 


LABOR STATISTICS. 


Gompers Says There Are Three Tiillions 
of Unemployed Persons. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 12.—President Gompers’ 
annual report to the Federation of Labor 
congress was an interesting document. It 
is no exaggeration to say, he declares, 
that more than 3,000,000 throughout the 
country are without employment. The 
responsibility is charged upon capital and 
labor saying machines. 

The report also contained some pertinent 
remarks on the car coupler law, the 
Chinese exclusion act, government owner- 
ship of the telegraph, railroad strikes, 
child labor, and other matters of industrial 
interest. 

The report of Secretary Evans was 
mainly interesting from the fact that it 
furnished a detailed statement of the 
money received and expended in the in- 
terest of the Homestead legel defense 
fund. 

Ata mass meeting called by the execu- 
five council in Pittsburg it was deter- 
mined to raise a fund to assist the Amal 
gamated Association of Iron and Steel 
Workers in their fight with the Carnegies, 
and circulars soliciting sibscriptions were 
sent out. As a result of this appeal the 
sum of $7043 was subscribed. Of this 
amount $3564 was expended. During the 
year ending Oct. 31 charters were granted 
to 208 various labor organizations, six of 
which were national unions. 


THAT $40,000 CHECK 
Said to Have Been Given Mrs. Nicolaus 
by Howard Gould. 

New York, Dec. 12.—The World states 
that it was Howard Gould who gave Mrs. 
Nicolaus the $40,000 check for the value of 
which she is now suing George Gould. 
She received it in Chicago, where Howard 
Gould met her while on a trip to the 
World’s fair and paid her much attention. 
The check represented Howard’s share of 
a certain portion of Jay Gould’s estate and 
was signed by George Gould, who heard 
of the Chicago affair and stopped payment. 

Mrs. Nicolaus came to New York and 
demanded an explanation. She claims 
she supposed she would be given $40,000 in 
cash, and one day in Gould’s office while 
he was counting out some money she 
handed over the check expecting to get 
the cash on the spot. George Gould, ac- 
cording to her story, seized the check and 
ordered her from the office. She says she 
had already received $500 in money. Now 
she declines to be suppressed by the po- 
lice or anybody else.

Leading Hatters of Danbury to Take 


Back Their Old Men, 

Dansury, Conn., Dec. 12.—The rumor 
that Bellair, Lurch & Co., the big hat 
manufacturers, would resume work and 
would take back all their old hands had 
some foundation in fact. They intend to 
begin work next Monday and resume 
their old relations with the four unions. 
The superintendent of the factory says 
that it is necessary for the firm to get the 
old men back, as they are choice work- 
men and used to their kind of work. 

The giving in of this shop is a great vic- 
tory for the locked-out men, who believe 
that it will be followed by other manu- 
facturers in a short time. The other man- 
ufacturers are stiffer than ever, and say 
that they will import non-union help from 
Fall River, Mass., New Jersey and Penn- 
sylvania before they will submit to dicta- 
tion from the unions. 


Liabilities Reach a Million. 

Canton, O., Dec. 12.—The business of 
C. Aultman & Co., manufacturers of 
threshers and other farming implements, 
has gone into the hands of receivers. 
Aultman & Co.’s assets are not far from 
€2,700,000, while their liabilities are about 
1,000,000. Tightness of the money mar- 
ket is said to be the cause of the failure.

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WORSE THAN EYER. 


Starvation Now Stares Olneyville 
Strikers In the Face. 


BIG MILL OWNERS BACK DOWN. 


Will Wait For Competitors to 
Come to Terms. 


PROVIDENCE, Dec 12.--Not only the 4000 
strikers but the mary business men 
of the Olneyville district where the big 
strike has been in progress since Oct. 1 
were given an unlooked-for setback last 
evening. For a number of days the busi- 
ness men have bese hard at work en- 
deavoring to bring about an amicable 
settlement between the mill owners and 
operatives. Twice last week it looked 
favorable for a settlement, but at the last 
moment the operatives were found un- 
willing to accept the offers of the manu- 
facturers. 

In the meantime the mill owners tried 
to start their mills, but owing to the in- 
terference of the strikers were unable to 
secure the necessary help. At Fletcher's 
Providence National mills the attempt to 
start was abandoned Saturday, while at 
the Riverside and Weybosset mills it was 
necessary to have a strong guard of police 
on hand morning, noon and night to pro- 
tect those who ventured to accept situa- 
tions. The operatives of the Providence 
National and Saranac mills met yester- 
day afternoon, and when it was made 
known that they voted to accept a new 
list presented by the manufacturers there 
was great rejoicing. 

The reduction at the Fletcher mills on 
Weaving averaged 19 per cent. Dresser 
tenders were cut from #2 to $1.85, a cut of 
71-2 per cent; loom fixers from #2.25 to 2 
acut, a cut of 10 1-8 per cent, and on other 
help thecut averaged about 10 per cent. 
The settlement made yesterday provides 
for a rebate to the weavers, which makes 
their reduction about 10 1-2 per cent. The 
dresser tenders will be paid $1.90, making 
their cut 5 per cent; the loom fixers will 
be paid $2.10, making their cut 7 per cent. 
A slight concession has also been made to 
the drawing in help, the proposed cut in 
their pay to 17 cents per 1000 threads hav- 
ing been changed to give an average of 
17 1-2 cents. 

The list is practically the same as that 
which prevails at the Saxon Worsted 
company, which resumed last week, 
affording employment toSv0strikers. The 
new list differs from the manufacturers’ 
compromise, which was rejected by the 
strikers, in that it makes no distinction 
between piece dye work and fancy weav- 
ing, nor does it make any mention of fast 
running looms. 

A Great Surprise. 

When the operatives voted to accept the 
new schedule it was stated by the mana- 
gers of the Providence National and the 
Saranac mills that the mills would be 
opened Wednesday morning, when work 
would be resumed. Some hours after the 
acceptance the operatives were surprised 
to learn that Messrs. Fletcher of the 
Providence National and Farwell of the 
Saranac mills had issued notices to the 
effect that their mills would not bestarted 
until such time asthe owners of the River- 
side and Weybosset mills agree to adopt 
the same schedule as adopted at the 
Providence National and Saranac mills. 

This is one of the bitterest blows to the 
operatives, nine-tenths of whom were anx- 
ious to return to work at once. Follow- 
ing this came the announcement that 
notices had been posted in the Weybosset 
and Riverside mills to the effect that the 
mills would shut down at bell time last 
night for an indefinite period. This 
makes the situation anything but en- 
couraging. The owners of the Riverside 
have concluded to make nofconcessions, 
*but to open their mills when they see fit 
at thescale of prices now paid by them. 
This alone will keep Messrs. Fletcher and 
Farwell from starting their mills. 

Present indications are that the manu- 
facturers will keep their mills closed for 
some time, it is feared until spring. It is 
conceded that had the operatives shown a 
better disposition to come to terms last 
week the strike would have been ended 
yesterday. The operatives in a majority 
of cases are in distressed circumstances, 
and itis probable that the city will be ap- 
pealed to for assistance. 

The strike has already cost Olneyville 
nearly $250,000, and the end is not yet in 
sight. The operatives generally condemn 
the course pursued by the weavers in vot- 
ing not to accept the manufacturers’ offer 
at the meeting Saturday and to this move 
is largely attributed the action of Messrs. 
Fletcher and Farwell yesterday.

THOSE WATER ways on Canal street at 
the corner of Washington street and near 
Mechanic street ought to be abolished, and 
might have been included in that $10,000 
for street widening. 


ALL THE streets named in the $10,000 
order for street widening are long thorough- 
fares ind if they are improved the money 
will be well spent. Squantum street is the 
longest in the city, 18,300 feet; Willard 
street is 10,500 feet and laid out 49 1-2 feet 
wide; South street is 7815 feet: Centre 
street is 6090 feet and is 49 1-2 fect wide; 
Central avenue is 6880 feet and is 50 feet 
wide. The total length of the five is 
49,585 feet, or nearly ten miles, which 
allows but $1000 per ,mile on an average. 
It may be impossible to do much work this 
winter, but the prospects are that the un-

WATER WORKS AND HIGHWAYS. 


Orders for Hose Houses in Wards Two 
and Four Reported, 


The City Council transacted its business 
expeditiously Monday. There was con- 
siderable of it but in one hour and five 
minutes it had appropriated $70,000 to give 
the unemployed work, smaller amounts for 
other purposes, made several transfers and 
started other appropriations.

Mayor Fairbanks in a communication 
said there were many streets which might 
be widened under the order of $10,000 
contemplated, but the more important were: 
Willard, South, Centre, Central vvenue 
and Squantum streets. 

Transfers. 

The Mayor forwarded a communication 
of the Water Board asking an additional 
appropriation of $2,500 for maintenance 
account. His Honor recommended a 
transfer from the receipts. Referred to 
Committee on Finances. 

The School Committee asked a transfer 
of $100 from evening common school to 
evening drawing school. An order in- 
troduced was referred to Committee on 
Finance. 

Voted, that when the Council adjourn it 
be to Wednesday evening. 

Reports. 

The Committee on Finance reported 
that the order making an appropriation to 
pay tbe Kincaide claim ought to pass. 
The order tock its second reading. 

The same committee reported an order 
amending the ordinances increasing salary 
of Milk Inspector from $75 to $150. Read 
once. 

The same committee reported that the 
order appropriating $60,000 for extension 
of water mains, hydrants, etc., ought to 
pass, and it was without debate unanimous- 
ly passed to be ordained, 18 voting yea. 

The same committee reported that the 
$30,000 for extension of water mains ought 
not to pass. Accepted, 

The Committee on (Claims reported in 
favor of refunding taxes paid by Adams 
Real Estate trust end Nightingale & Bush. 
An order was passed to be ordained. 

The Committee on Finance reported 
that the resolution accompanying the water 
and street widening orders ought to pass 
with an amendment to the latter that un- 
employed citizens with families be given 
preference. Accepted and adopted. 

To Committee on State Aid reported in 
favor of granting Frank A. Johnson $4 per 
month. Adopted. 

The Committee on Finance reported 


to pass. Under suspension of rutes the 
order was passed unanimously to be 
ordained. 

The Committee on Public Grounds re- 
ported that the petitioners for the purchase 
by the city of the triangular lot at the 
junction of Liberty, Penn and Quincy 
streets, have leave to withdraw. 

Councilman Lennon objected and Chair- 
man Shackley explained. 

When put to vote it was declared lost, 
bat it was doubted and the yeas and nays 
were called, when it was found 1! had 
voted yea and 7 nay, and the report was 
accepted. 

The Committee on Fire Department 
asked to be joined with Committee on 
Finance in consideration of increase of 
pay for firemen. Voted. 

The Committee on Public Buildings and 
Fire Department reported orders for Hose 
house of brick in Wards Two and Four. 
Orders for $6,500 and $8500 were reported, 
read once and referred to Committee on 
Finance. 

The special committee on distribution of 
the income of the Jobnson fund reported. 
Accepted. 

The Committee on Claims reported an 
order appropriating $95.60 to refund tax of 
Mrs, Lillie B. Titus. Read once. 

The Committee on Finance reported that 
the order of $300 for a sidewalk on New 
road ought to pass. Passed to be ordained 
unanimously. . 

Councilman Federben inquired about 
the order for lights on Quincy avenue and 
Main street, and Councilman Moxon said 
the committee had as yet been unable to 
agree upon a report.

The order for four transfers took its sec- 
ond reading. 

Councilman Lennon moved to strike out

A GHOST RINGS THE BELL, 


The Woman In White Who Is Startling an 
Arkansas Community. 

In the village of Lincolntown, which 
is settled principally by negroes, and 
which lies eight or nine miles south of 
this place, there is a little church, sur- 
rounding which is a mystery that is 
greatly perplexing and worrying the 
community.

Besides, the belfry is only 
large enough to hold the bell itself, and 
when that is in motion there is no foot- 
ing for a person. 

The rope that is ordinarily employed 
in ringing the bell hangs‘all the time in 
plain view of the crowd and is perfectly 
motionless.

Jonelle died about 
two months ago, alleging with her dying 
breath that she was a wrongfully ac- 
cused woman and that the community 
would ultimately receive proof of this.—

HAD To EAT HORSEFLESH. 


Experience of a Hunting Party, Including 
a Real Lord, In the Rocky Mountains. 
Lord Somerset, son of Lady Henry 

Somerset, England’s famous apostle of 
temperance, with his party, being lost, 
existed two weeks on common horse meat 
while hunting big game in the Rocky 
mountains north of the Canadian line 
in an unexplored portion of the north- 
west territory, and has returned to Eng- 
land to write up his adventures in book 
form. 

Robert Ramsay, a former resident of 
this city, was with Somerset throughout 
the trip, and will join him in England 
soon. He says: 

“We suffered great hardships while 
living on horseflesh. After being driven 
to starving point we killed one of our 
horses and roasted the meat before a fire. 
It didn’t taste bad under the circum- 
stances. During the 12 days that we had 
horseflesh straight and nothing else we 
covered a couple of hundred miles. By 
that time the horse meat was all gone, 
and we had to decide upon killing a dog. 
We didn’t dare kill another horse, as we 
needed them. We were about to kill 
the dog when we discovered one of the 
Hudson Bay posts, Fort McLeod, and 

our hardships ended.” 

The party consisted of Lord Somerset, 
Mr. Actor Hungerford Pollen of Essex 
Court Temple, London; C. aptain Round 
of the Hudson Bay company, Dr. Dud- 
ley of Chicago aud Robert Ramsay, in 
addition to a party of five Indian guides.

HUBLEY’S HAND, 


A Suspicion That He Mutilated It to Get 
Insurance. 

WORCESTER, Mass., Dec. 12.—Zacharias 
| A. Hubley of this city had a hand injured 
by an accidental discharge of a gun he 
was carrying while hunting in Halifax in 
August last. Had he lost his hand he 
would have claims for $66,500 from 20 ac- 


cident insurance companies, but he merely 
lost a finger. 


For this loss he wanted 20 weeks’ indem- 
nity from each company, in all amount- 
ing to $6725. And they won't give it to 


him. Seventeen of the said companies 
refuse to acknowledge the claim. Three 
have compromised on 10 weeks’ indem- 


nity. 

Hubley carried 22 accident policies in 
20 companies. Near'y all of the 22 
policies were taken out since Jan. 1, 1891. 
The policies aggregated $133, 500, and 
; weekly indemnity amounts to $672.50. 
Each pays one-half for the loss of a hand 
when it is taken off at the wrist. 

An insurance investigator got the gun 
| and tried experiments with it, but being 
| unable to kill himself decided that Hub- 
ley had done something queer. He says 
| that Hubley tried to get four doctors to 
| cut off his hand, but was refused. 

One of the doctors said that the hand 
was down tight on the muzzle of the; gun, 
and the hole was just about the size of the 
barrel. Ifthe hand had been awny from 
the muzzle of the gun, evena quarter ora 
half of an inch, the hand weuld have 
been blown off. 


As it stands now, he has $750, 10 weeks’ 
indemnity from three companies. He has 
refusals on anything whatever from the 
other companies, and he has memories of 
$66,750 he would have received if he didn’t 
have his hand left.

FIGURES ARE TWISTED 


Another Batch of Changes In the 
Wilson Tariff Biil. 


INTO EFFECT JUNE 1. 


Internal Revenue May Be Made 
a Separate Measure. 


WasnINcTon, Dec. 12.—The following 
are the more important changes made in 
phe tariff bill, the revised copy of which 
was laid before the ways and means com- 
mittee yesterday: 

The schedule of cotton yarnsis raised on 
an average of about 5 percent. A new 
class is created, not exceeding 12 cents a 
pound in value on which the rate is 20 
percent. Yarns valued at over 12 and not 
exceeding 30 cents a pound are put at 25 
percent. Up to 30 cents a pound, 30 cents. 
Up to 40 cents a pound, 35 cents. Over 40 
cents, 40 per cent. Alllaces and embroi- 
deries of flax, jute, cotton and other veg- 
etable fibres are raised from 35 to 40 per 
cent. 

Saxony, Wilton and velvet carpets are 
advanced from 30 to 35 percent. Velvet 
and tapestry carpets are advanced from 
25 to 30 per cent, and the same advance is 
made in tapestry brussels, treble ingrain 
and Venetian carpets. An advance is 
made in wool Dutch carpets from 20 to 25 
per cent and in Druggets and bockings 
and felt carpeting. A like advance is 
made in other carpets not specially pro- 
vided for. 

Tin plate is changed from an ad valorem 
duty of 40 per cent to a specific duty of 
11-5cents per pound, and the reduction 
not to take effect until Oct. 1 next. 
Pocket knives and razors are fixed ata uni- 
form rate of 45 per cent. The duty on 
pearl buttons is again fixed at line meas- 
urement at a rateof 1 cent per line, and the 
ad valorem duty changed from 40 per cent 
to 15 percent. The provision for ivory on 
the free list is amended so as to read 
“sawed or cut into logs,” instead of sim- 
ply sawed or cut. 

Duties are restored on planed. lumber at 
the rate of 50 cents per one thousand feet 
of each side planed; 41 for planed, tongued 
and grooved on one side, and $1.50 when 
planed, tongued and grooved on both 
sides. The limited value of wearing ap- 
parel which can be brought in free is re- 
duced from 5500 to $250, 

Two Days In Comuiittee, 

Chairman Wilson does not believe that 
more than two days will be devoted to a 
consideration of the bill in committee 
He said that it ought to be ready to 
port to the house by Wednesday of this 
week, but that it was doubtful when the 
majority report would be finished. From 
present appearances the report will not be 
ready before the last of the week. 

A number of changes are made in the 
china schedule, but are moreinthe nature 
of readjustments of classification than 
changes of rates. The schedule now reads 
as follows: Common yellow and brown 
earthenware, plain or embossed, common 
stone ware, and crucjgles, not decorated 
iu any mauner, 20 per 2entum ad valorem. 

China, porcelain, parian, bisque, earthen, 
stone and crockery ware, including 
placques, ornaments, toys, charms, vases 
and statuettes, painted, tinted, stained, 
enamelled, printed, gilded or otherwise 
decorated in any manner, 49 per centum 
ad valorem. 

All other china, porcelain, parian, 
bisque, earthen, stone and crockery ware, 
including lava tips for burners, not speci- 
ally provided for in this act, if decorated 
in any manner, 40 per centum ad valorem; 
if not decorated, 35 per cent <1 valorem. 
The duties on lead products are changed 
from ad valorem to specific dugies, and 
are made one-half of the rate of the present 
law. 

Everything relating to the paragraph 
in linen laces has been increased from 35 
to 40 per cent ad valorem. 

The date when the tariff bill goes into 
effect has been changed from March to 
June 1,

Eighty Cases of Scarlet Fever, 
SOMERVILLE, Mass., Dec. 12.—Residents 
of this city are in a state of excitement, 
caused by the prevalence of scarlet fever, 
of which there are about 80 cases. Last 
month there were eight deaths from this 
cause, and it is thought that bad drainage 
and sewer gas are the chief causes of its 
presence. 
Aged Thief Sentenced, 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 12.—Henry §. 
Cochran, who robbed the government of 
$135,000 of gold bars, was sentenced to 
serve seven years und six months at hard 
labor in the Eastern penitentiary and to 
pay a fine of $1000 with costs. The aged 
prisoner took his sentence calmly.

A MURDEROUS MOB 


Loot a Town Hall and Kill a Town Clerk 
and His Wife. 


PALERMO, Dec. 12.—Serious rioting took 
place in the commune of Giardinello yes- 
terday evening. The disturbances were 
instigateé by the Fasco Dei Lavoratore 
society. During tho rioting the town hall 
was stormed and the archives destroyed. 
Troops wore hastily summoned from 
Montelepre and upon arriving at Giard- 
inello the soldiers were attacked by the 
mob and a severe conflict followed. 

Finally the soldiers, mistaking an order, 
fired upon them, killing eight of them and 
wounding 14 otheys. Of the wounded 
four are ina critical condition. None of 
the soldiers were injured. Further troops 
were summoned, but before they arrived 
the mob had fled. 

After the rioters had dispersed the 
troops retired from the scene of the 
trouble to await the arrival of the re-en- 
forcements. Their absence was taken ad- 
vantage of by the mob and they returned 
to the vicinity of the town hall and re- 
sumed their attack with increased vio- 
lence. 

They entered the home of the town 
clerk and murdered him and his wife, and 
after looting the premises they departed, 
carrying the heads of their victims away 
with them on pikes. A serious conflict is 
expected when the troops attempt to ar- 
rest those who took part in this terrible 
crime. 


IVES WON 
Yirst Night’s Contest For the 
Billiard Championship. 

New York, Dec. 12.—The big three 
cornered billiard tournament between 
Jacob Schaefer, George Slosson and Frank 
C. Ives for a stake of $1500 and a one, two, 
three division of the gate receipts, was be- 
gun in the concert hall of Madison Square 
Garden last night. The hall was crowded 
with an audience critical and enthusiastic. 
Intense interest had been aroused in the 
opening game between Slosson and Ives, 
because, notwithstanding the fact that the 
betting for the first night’s place was 100 
to 60in Ives’ favor, it was generally °x- 
pected that the cool-headed Slosson would 
spring a surprise upon his young rival. 

Slosson won the bank and selected the 
white balls. He was noticeably nervous 
at the outset, andthere was an apparent 
lack of confidence in the open table play 
which he launched out on. Ives was at 
ease when he took up his cue and began 
open play with great rapidity. Ives se 
cured a good lead and held it well through 
the evening’s play, winning the game by 
a score of 600 to 500. 


MURPHYW’S STEALINGS 


In the 


Now Believed to Have Reached the Sum 
of 860,000. 

SALEM, Mass., Dec. 12.—The experts who 
are at work on the Dooks of Embezzler 
Murphy of the Salem Savings bank have 
not yet finished their work, and the exact 
amount of his stealings will not be known 
until all of the books have been examined. 
It is known, however, that he has been 
appropriating money for himself for over 
five years and that the amount will be 
$60,000 as least, and it may exceed that 
figure. 

The money taken was all cash handed 
in by depositors. When he received the 
money he would credit it properly on the 
pass book, take a part of it and deposit the 
restinthecash drawer, entering on the 
ledger the amount placed in the drawer. 
He kept a memorandum of the accounts 
changed in this way and fixed the books 
before each examination. 


STILL RESOLUTE. 


Provisional Government Will Resist Res- 
toration of Monarchy. 

YOKOHAMA, Dec. 12.—The steamer 
China, which left Honolulu Nov. 28, has 
just arrived here. In an interview with 
the officers and passengers regarding the 
situation in Hawaii they stated that when 
the steamer left the island the provisional 
government was still in power and was 
maintaining a very determined attitude. 
Much excitement prevailed among busi- 
ness men and the people generally, and 
the action of the United States govern- 
ment was awaited with the greatest anxi- 
ety. The members of the provisional goy- 
ernment, however, were resolute in their 
declarations against the restoration of the 
monarchy, and openly expressed their in- 
tention of resisting to the utmost any at- 
tempt that President Cleveland might 
make to reinstate the queen.

CRISIS NEAR 
AT HAND. 


Hawailans Challenge Assumptions ot 
President Cleveland. 


MONARCHY SHALL NOT PREVAIL. 


Provisional Men Ready to De- 
fend Themselves. 


? 


Lawyer Hatoh Expresses Their Sentiment 
In a Powerful and Significant Speech— 
The United States Said to Have Had an 
Understanding With England Regard- 
ing Co-operation In the Effort to Re- 
store the Queen—Batch of Iuteresting 


News From the Disturbed Islands, 


HONOLULU, Dec. 4, via Victoria, B. C., 
Dec. 13.—Since the arrival of the steamer 
Warrimoo on Nov. 24, political events 
haye followed each other with startling 
rapidity. Previous dispatches have not 
fully anticipated the serious condition 
Hawaii is now passing through. When 
the Warrimoo arrived with President 
Cleveland’s ultimatum the royalists were 
jubilant and the annexationists at once 
began to carry out their previous plans 

or forcible resistance in case the steamer 
China, which arrived three days later, 
brought instructions to Minister Willis 
for the restoration of the monarchy, with 
the aid of the United States troops from 
the warships Adams and Philadelphia. 

Within 24 hours after the news which 
was brought by the Warrimoo was re- 
ceived 1600 annexationists had assembled 
on short notice at the drill shed of the 
barracks, behind the executive building. 
The spirit of 1776 prevailed, and those who 
heard the cheers which welcomed the 
speeches of President Hatch of the Annex 
club and the presentation of the resolution 
knew that monarchy, even though re- 
re by. the superior forces of the United 

tates, would be short-lived. 

Since the mass meeting the spirit of en- 
thuBiasm which at first prevailed among 
the royalists has been in a state of fluctu- 
ation, and some of their clearest-headed 
leaders admit that the success of the res- 
toration policy, in the present or in the 
future, depends on the armed protection 
of monarchy by the United States. The 
following are the resolutions adopted by 
the mass meeting on Noy. 25: 

Resolved, That we have read with surprise 
and regret the recommendation of the secre- 
tary of state of the United States to the presi- 
dent to restore the monarchy lately existing 
in Hawaii. 

Resolved, That we condemn the assumption 
of the secretary of state that the right of the 
provisional government to exist was termin- 
ated by his refusal to re-submit to the senate 
the treaty of union pending between the two 
countries. and also his assumption that the 
provisional government had, at that time, 
submitted the question of its continued exist- 
ence to the arbitrament of the presdent or 
any other power. 

Resolved, That we support, to the best of our 
ability, the pro.isional government in resist- 
ing any attack upon it which may be contrary 
to the usage of nations. 

The Situation Explained. 

The adoption of the resolutions was 
preceded by speeches of many leading 
citizens, chief of which was that of F. M. 
Hatch, the leading lawyer in Hawaii and 
president of the Annex club. Mr. Hatch 
said: 

“Wellow Citizens—You have been in- 
vited tonight to discuss our political sit- 
uation. Weare confronted by the decla- 
ration of Secretary Gresham that royalty 
must be restored and our government de- 
stroyed. His report has given us the op- 
portunity to be heard. Final action will 
be taken upon this issue. 

“At present we are proceeding merely 
upon newspaper reports which have been 
received here. Certainly any action taken 
by the congress of the United States of 
America cannot be resisted by anybody 
in this community. We do not meet here 
tonight to defy the power of the United 
States, nor to villify those at present in 
charge of the government of the United 
States. 

“But we meet with the hope that our 
words will be heard by congress. There 
were certain features in the letter of Mr. 
Gresham which show that he is proceed- 
ing upon false assumptions. Chief among 
these false assumptions is one which 
seems to underlie the whole letter, that 
there has been submitted to the arbitra- 
tion of the President of the United States 
the question whether or not we had the 
right to establish a government in this 
country. I challenge that assumption. 

“The assumption is false in every re- 
spect. Has there been any issue raised? 
Has the provisional government sub- 
mitted to the decision of anybody its right 
to exist? No. From the nature of things 
the government which started in revolu- 
tion, though now a government de jure as 
well as de facto, could not submit the 
question of legality of its existence to any 
arbitration, because its right lay in its 
might. Having satisfied our conscience 
as to the justness of our cause, we depend 
upon our might, and we are answerable 
to no other power. 

Investigation Not Judicial. 

“J brand as false the claim that we 
have put in issue the question whether or 
not we are proceeding legally in overturn- 
ing a corrupt and rotten monarchy. 

“Has the president of the United States 
up to this point pretended to have been 
acting ina judicial capacity? I say that 
his acts do not justify that assumption. 
An arbitrator or a judge would not inter- 
fere with the existing status of the par- 
ties. Op gaining his seat the President of 


the United States inmediately lowered 
the American flag and thereby changed 
the status of the parties. 

“That was not the act of a judge. 
Again, has he notified anybody that he 
was proceeding with a judicial investiga- 
tion? Hashe given any notice that a 
hearing would be held on such a date? 
Has he notified that witnesses were being 
examined? Has he given anybody an op- 
portunity to be heard? Has he given any- 
body on our side the opportunity to cross- 
examine these witnesses or to confront 
them? 

“Tt can hardly be contended that the 
provisional government, and we represent- 
ing the supporters of that government, 
have submitted our rights to exist to 

ames Blount. The President of the 

nited States had the undoubted right, 
go far as we were concerned, to examine 
into the status here, the situation of the 
country, as i on the question 
whether or not he should continue the 
magotiations pending, when he took his 
place. That was ostensibly the object for 
which Blount was sent to these shores. 
Up to this point there has been no judi- 
cial investigation in which both parties 
have been given an opportunity to be 
heard. 

One Man Power. 

“And, again, as showing conclusively 
the utter absurdity of the position that 
there has been an arbitration of such a 
nature, could it be possible when the gov- 
ernment of the United States had a treaty 
pending before it between it and a power 
which, it is charged, was submitting its 
right to exist to the decision of one man? 

“T challenge the right of the chief execn- 
tive of the United States of his own 
motion to undo the act of any of his pre- 
decessors. Congress may doit. Congress 
bas the full power, but Grover Cleveland 
had no more right, legally or morally, to 
undo the act of Benjamin Harrison than 
he had to undo any act of Abraham 
Lincoln. 

“But, waiving all these considerations, 
there remains this fundamental one, that 
no party to arbitration would have the 
right to decide the great question at issue: 
whether or not Lilioukalani had violated 
the constitution, had thrown it to the 
dogs and had put herself beyond the pale 
and protection of laws. Toignore, and to 
decide that great issue upon a pure tech- 
nicality as to whether or not Stevens had 
recognized the power of this community 
five minutes too soon or not, was not in 
the power of a judge. 

“T repeat there has been no submission 
to arbitration. Let us therefore challenge 
all false assumption, and let that chal- 
lenge go upon record. Let us hold the 
president to the true issues, thenifa legally 
constituted power of the United States 
which has the right under the constitu- 
tion to declare war over other powers than 
the United States, we will go down, our 
colors flying, and with no misrepresenta- 
tion possible. 

“Let it be known to the world that if 
this event takes place it will be because 
the United States has exercised its power, 
but not its right. Let us hope that the 
showing we can make will have an effect 
upon congress in shaping its course, and 
that it will also have its effect upon the 
distinguished -Setretary of state and the 
chief executive.” 

Timely Warning. 

In case itis the intention to carry out 
the instructions for the restoration of the 
monarchy, Minister Willis has promised 
to give the provisional government 36 
hours’ notice before taking such action. 
“Tn case such notice comes,’’ said a prom- 
inent man, ‘‘should Cleveland attempt to 
carry out his mad policy against the 
Americans in Hawaii, 500 men will at once 
be put to work, and before the time ex- 
pires the executive building will be sur- 
rounded on all four sides with rifle pits, 
150 feet from the building, which will defy 
attackand be absolutely safe from the 
guns of the ships.” 

Careful inquiry shows that in case of 
defeat the revenues of the government 
have already been secreted, and the goy- 
ernment will be reorganized at other 
headquarters, defying Cleveland and the 
restored monarchy until the resident 
Americans are swept by a superior force 
from their homes in F - vaii. 

This Ig Astonishing 

It has been learned upon the best 
authority, in fact coming directly from 
royalist sources, that the British minis- 
ter resident, Woodehouse, has lately stated 
to different persons in Honolulu that there 
was an understanding between President 
Cleveland and the British government 
that the monarchy should be restored. 

In private political circles here on the 
annexationists’ side the opinion has been 
freely expressed that the presence of the 
British cruiser Champion here at the pres- 
ent time was caused by the fear in the 
English foreign office that President 
Cleveland would not be able to carry out 
his policy and promise. 

This theory reached the executive, and 
the advisory councils’ special session was 
held, in which the following resolution 
was unanimously recommended by the 
councils to the executive: 

Resolved, That the executive council inquire 
of the American minister whether his in- 
structions were covered by and in harmony 
with the letter of Secretary Gresham to Presi- 
dent Cleveland. If so, whether he was in- 
structed to use force. 

Resolved, That should the above be an- 
swered in the affirmative these councils rec- 
ommend that Mr. Willis be immediately 
given his passport and the ex-queen be 
made a prisoner of state. 

The fear of the conncils seems to be 
that the British will offer their protection 
to the ex-queen in case President Cleve- 
land fails to restore her. This is the chief 
reason that the notice has been given to 
the foreign office not to land troops with- 
out permission of the provisional govern- 
men t.

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Editorial Comment. 


Brockton HAS handled the question of 
finding work for the unemployed in good 
shape, as will be seen by the following dis- 
patch tothe Herald. The work will be 
similar to that provided in Quincy: 

In a special session of the Brockton 
board of aldermen, Tuesday evening, Mr. 
Lon Weston, president of the Asssociated 
Charities, and Officers of the Central Labor 
Union represented the urgent need of work 
and wages for the unemployed of the city 
and an order was passed providing for a 
loan for $5000, the proceeds to be expended 
in building and repairing streets during 
this winter, and providing that citizens 
and residents of the city only shall be em- 
ployed in such work; that two gangs shall 
be employed on each job, each working 
4 1-2 hours daily, with wages at $1 per each 
half-day. 

The order further provides that prefer- 
ence sha!l be given to married men in 
giving employment. 

The order was passed with the under- 
standing that, as the new board of city gov- 
ernment will comein on Jan. 1, another 
ioan may then be authorized if necessary 
to caryr the work through the winter. 


GREATER Boston's changes in business 
and business locations was discussed by 
Richard J. Monks, at the dinner uf the 
Gridiron club on Tuesday evening. He 
said: 

“In order to be geographically greater 
in the future, that result must be hereafter 
attained largely by annexation, rather than 
by further filling up of marshes and flats. 
If we consider the ultimate increase in the 
value of lands by the annexation already 
accomplished, and the numerous other ad- 
vantages every growing and prosperous city 
offers, it would seem to be only a question 
of time when Brookline, Cambridge, Chel- 
sea, Dedham and Quincy would be classed 
as districts rather than as suburbs of Bos- 
ton.” 

Places like Somerville should be selected 
in preference to Dedham and Quincy, 
which are content to remain independent, 


But THREE of the thirty cities will have 
in 1894 an executive older in years than 
Mayor Hodges. Mayor Taylor of Haverhill 
is 66, Mayor Cook of Gloucester and Mayor 
Lawrence of Medford 60 each and Mayor 
Hodges 59. The youngest is Mayor Cough- 
lin of Fall River who will enter his fourth 
term. Mayor Matthews is the only other 
executive who will enter his fourth year. 
None of the Massachusetts mayors of 1894 
were born out of New England, and 22 are 
Massachusetts men. 


Tue Mayor of Medford holds over, 
having been elected for two years. As all 
the preliminaries were necessary for a 
regular election nothing seems to be gained. 
The election of a mayor is necessary to 
bring out a full vote and get good men in 
all positions. The total vote of Medford 
Tuesday was but 1890 in a total of 2758 
voters. It would have been no-license in- 
stead of license had there been a full vote. 


Ir 1s Mayor Matthews again, with a 
Republican board of aldermen and Demo- 
cratic Council. The talk of carrying the 
city for no-license did not materialize, but 
had there been as many ‘* No’’ as in 1892 
it would baye been no license. As it was 
the ** Yes” vote fell off less than 1500, and 
the ‘*No’’ vote over 10,000, and the 
majority for license is 9,744. 


LICENSE MADE two more converts yester- 
day, Medford and Lowell. All the other 
cities voted as last year. Cambridge, 
Everett, Salem, and Lynn continue in the 
temperancecolumn. No license swept the 
cities last year amd reactions are sure to 
follow tidal waves. 


LYNN IS acity where minority repre- 
sentation should be put into effect. The 
Republican elected on Tuesday the Mayor 
and entire city council. Rather too one- 
sided. 


WORCESTER ADOPTED a new city charter 
and minority representation. This was 
magnanimous on the part of the Republi- 
cans who were able to elect all the alder- 
men. 


ONE WOULD hardly expect Medford to 
be temperate. It has voted to become a 
‘black spot’? on the map by a majority of 
less than 100. 


CAMBRIDGE MINISTERS got very enthu- 
siastic over a no-license victory. Church 
bells were ring in that city Tuesday even- 
ing. 


THE ADVANTAGE ofa circuit repeater 
was made apparant early this morning, 
the break in the line being rapidly located.

THE INTERSTELLAR MEDIUM. 


Even a Scientist's Pen Cannot Adequately 
Describe Its Transcendent Properties. 
That space is not void is conceded. 

That it is filled with a medium capable 

of transmitting light and heat is not 

questioned. This medium is believed 
to be uniform in density and elasticity, 
but the exact nature of 1ts constitution 
is unknown. Some believe it to be 
molecular, like gas, while others ques- 
tion if its structure has been correctly 
defined. It makes no direct impression 
upon the senses and «s known only 
through effects produced and yet, what- 
aver be its nature, it is kuown to trans- 

mit a wave of light at the rate of 86,300 

miles per second, there being. as amean 

value, within the spectrum about 50,000 

waves in an inch,or more than 60,000,- 

000,000,000,000 in the distance passed 

bver in one second. 

When it is considered that waves are 
transmitted through this medium in 
all conceivable directions with the same 
velocity, some faint conception may be 
had ofits intense activity. The com- 
plicity of the waves is transcendent, for 
each shade of light has its own wave 
length, there being ebout 36,000 waves 
to the inch in red light and more than 
64,000 in violet, and outside the visible 
spectrum there are less in number in 
one direction and more in the other. 
Every self luminous body in the uni- 
verse is imparting to thi#medium waves 
of these varying lengths all traveling 
with a sensibly constant velocity. 

When it is considered that the count- 
less number of stars and suns, scattered 
promiscuously throughout limitless 
space, are producing such waves, radi- 
ating from each in all possible direc- 
tions, it would seem that if they did not 
actually destroy each other they would 
so interfere as to produce ‘‘confusion 
worse confounded, ’’ and the impressions 
upon the eye of an observer would be 
valueless. But, on the contrary, the 
scientist believes that this medium truly 
and faithfully transmits to the remotest 
space every wave imparted to it, pre- 
serving with the strictest integrity its 
individuality—except that planets and 
other solid bodies may destroy the waves 
they intercept. 

Astar ten or more years ago started 
a wave which just now, we will sup- 
pose, arrives at the earth and writes its 
own record on some s@sitized plates, 
though the star may be 6,000,000, 000, - 
000 miles away. From these impres- 
sions the physicist finds perhaps that 
the star is double, although the most 
powerful telescope had failed to divide 
it; that the two revolve about each 
other, and he determines their probable 
orbit, masses and velocities. Or perhaps 
he finds, as in the remarkable star of 
1892, that it changes from astar toa 
nebula in a few months. Inall this no 
question is raised in regard to the in- 
tegrity of the record, nor whether in its 
long journey any planet, sun, comet, 
meteorite or nebula has interfered to 
modify or in any way corrupt the story 
it was commissioned to tell. 

What faith! But this is little more 
than the shadow of an illustration, for 
Herschel, the astronomer, thought it 
probable that we can see nebula from 
which it has taken light 300,000 years 
to reach the earth, during which time 
the interstellar medium has been faith- 
fulin transmitting at the rate of more 
than 11,000,000 miles per minute the 
impulse committed to it, notwithstand- 
ing its path has been crossed and re- 
crossed by other waves without number. 
Pen cannot adequately describe the 
transcendent properties of this wondex- 
ful medium called the ‘‘luminiferous 
ether’’ nor too highly exalt that faith 
which enables one to implicitly believe 
the truthfulness of the stories commit- 
ted tohim. One is led toexclaim with 
the psalmist:‘‘O Lord, how manifold 
are thy works. In wisdom thou hast 
made them all.’’—Sciencé.

IN CONGRESS. 


Federal Election Law KRepea} Spoken 
Against by Senator Cullom. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—The resolution 
offered by Mr. Hoar, Rep., Mass., calling 
on the president for information as to the 
appointment of Mr. Blount as paramount 
commissioner to Hawaii, was not pre- 
sented to the senate in the morning hour, 
but went over to a later hour, in order to 
permit Mr. Cullom of Illinois to address 
the senate in opposition to the bill to re- 
peal the federal election laws, and Mr. 
Cullom began his ment. 

Mr. Geary of California reported to the 
house that the conference committee on 
the New York and New Jersey bridge bill 
had failed to agree. 

Mr. Bailey of Texas reported from the 
judiciary committee a bill providing for a 
uniform system of voluntary bankruptcy. 

Mr. Myers of Louisana called up the 
resolution providing for a joint commis- 
sion to investigate the rank, pay and 
other matters relating to the personnel of 
thenavy. This resolution has on several 
previous occasions proven a bone of con- 
tention, and its reading brought Messrs. 
Kilgore, Sayers and others who have 
achieved more or less reputation as object- 
ors, to their feet. 

The first step in a good-natured fili- 
buster was an inquiry concerning the 
parliamentary status of the resolution 
which was decided to be on the union 
calendar. A motion to go into committee 
of the whole was defeated by a viva voce 
vote, but carried on a division, when Mr. 
Kilgore of Texas raised the point of no 
quorum, and tellers were appointed. The 
object was to kill time until the morning 
hour should expire.

Material Changes to Be Made In Our 


Treaty With China. 

WASHINGTON, Dec, 18.—It is said by 
those in position to know that definite re- 
sultsmay come of the Chinese negotia- 
tions within a comparatively short time. 
Besides trade relations the negotiations 
include: First, the settlement of .¢e 
vexed question of Chinese immigrat 0; 
second, the treatment and protectio. to 
be accorded the Chinese citizens alre: ly 
in the country or who may herea. er. 
legally come here; third, the protec‘ n 
and privileges to be extended jby Cb 18 
to American citizens residing in China 

Aside from these main questions, he 
negotiations are said to have been of so 
broad a character as totake inallof he 
causes of friction which from time to 
time have developed between this couniry 
and China. At the Chinese legation there 
is much reticence in regard to the subject. 
It was intimated that the minister was 
hopeful of material changes at an early 
day in the present treaty, yet he was not 
disposed to prematurely anticipate them.

An Alabama Mob Strings Up and Shoots 
Four Negroes. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Dec. 13.—News of a 
quadruple lynching has just reached here 
from Selma. Four negro tramps were 
strung up to the same limb and their 
bodies were riddled with bullets near 
there. The four negroes went to the house 
of Widow Jones, six miles from Selma. 
They inquired if her husband was at 
home. She saw that something was 
wrong and ¢ried to close the door. One of 
the men threw himself inthe way, while 
the others started to enter. The woman 
seized a gun and fired into the crowd. 
One of the negroes was wounded. They 
then retreated. A posse was organized 
and gave chase and they were all captured. 
A rope had been provided and the four 
negroes were in a moment dangling by 
their necks between earth and sky.

Liquid Oxygen. 

Liquid oxygen when first formed is 
milky in appearance, owing to the pres- 
ence of some impurity which may be re- 
moved by passing it through ordinary 
filter paper. When pure, it is of a pale 
blue color, which, however, is not due, 
as some have thought, to the presence of 
liquid ozone, which is of a dark blue col- 
or. Liquid oxygen is a nonconductor of 
electricity, but is strongly magnetic. It 
may be lifted from a cup by presenting 
the poles of a strong electro-magnet. It 
seems to have very slight chemical ac- 
tivity, since it will extinguish a lighted 
match and has no action on a piece of 
phosphorus dropped into it. Itis well 
known that the A and Blines of the 
solar spectrum are due to oxygen, and 
from recent experiments on the top of 
Mount Blane it is thought they are 
largely if not wholly due to the oxygen 
in the earth’s atmosphere. Professor 
Dewar showed that these lines come out 
very strong when liquid oxygen is inter- 
posed in the path of the rays from an 
electric lamp.—Science.

AGAINST MEYER. 


Further Testimony In the Famous Poi- 
soning Case. 

NEw York, Dec. 13.—The trial of Dr. 
Meyer forthe murder by poison of Ludwig 
Brandt was resumed yesterday. Daniel 
G. Gillette, manager of the department of 
revision of the Mutual Life Insurance 
company, was called. Mr. Gillette said 
that when Meyer was arrested the witness 
was aware that Wimmers or Muller had 
furnisked information against Meyer. 
The $500 reward received by Muller was 
paid by the Mutual Life Insurance com- 
pany. The witness said that no money 
had been promised Muller for testifying 
in the case. 

Thomas J. Mumford, manager of the 
Etna Life Insurance company, in New 
York, first saw the prisoner in April, 1892, 
with Mrs. Meyer when she called to col- 
lect the claim on Brandt’s life for $1000. 

Cyrus Munnof the Washington Life 
Insurance company identified the policy 
for $3000 made out in the nameof Baum 
and testified to the payment of the death 
claim for that amount to Mrs. Meyer, the 
supposed widow of Baum. Muller and 
Dr. Meyer were with Mrs. Meyer when 
she got the check. 

Dwight Burde, of the New York Life 
Insurance company, identified the policy 
issued by his company to Brandt. 

Mrs. Muller, wife of the accused doctor’s 
accomplice, said she was married April 
24, 1893, by Justice of the Peace Brayton. 
She said the ldea of marriage was Muller’s, 
after they had lived together since Janu- 
ary, 1893. 

“When did your husband work last and 
what at?” asked Mr. Brooke. 

“As a musician in disorderly houses last 
winter.” 

“You were a servant when you met 
Muller?’ 

“Yes, sir.” 

“Did you wear diamonds then?”

BY WIND AND WAVE. 


Lives Lost and Property Damaged In 
Southern England. 

Lonpon, Dec. 13.—A hurricane swept 
over the south of England. Telegraph 
lines have been blown down in all direc- 
tions. The channel mail boat was unable 
to enter Folkestone harbor and was 
obliged to proceed to Dover. 

A dispatch from Plymouth announces 
the capsizing of a boat in that harbor 
by which four men-of-warsmen were 
drowned. 

The roof of the railroad station at Ports- 
mouth collapsed, wounding two persons, 
one of whom will die. Great damage has 
been done by the storm at Poole, where a 
number of fishing boats have foundered. 

Hundreds of acres of ground around 
Christ’s church are submerged, and the 
tracks of the new railroad are washed 
away. At. Brighton, 3ournemouth, 
Aldershot and Folkestone hundreds of 
houses have been severely damaged, and 
many cases of personal injury are reported 
from all these towns. 

In addition, much damage has been 
done in all the towns in the southwest of 
England, where property has suffered se- 
verely on all sides. The mail boat Louise 
Dagiaar, with 40 passengers on board, has 
been unable to make a landing at Folke- 
stone, and then tried to enter Dover, but 
the storm was so severe taat she was 
obliged to put to sea again. Great anx- 
iety is expressed for her safety. 


THE REVENUE BILL. 


Its Features Not Known to the Ways and 
Means Minority. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Messrs. Reed 
and Burrows made another effort yester- 
day to get the Democratic members of the 
Ways and means committee to give the 
minority some indication as to what the 
internal revenue features of the tariff bill 
would contain, and from what sources 
the majority expected to obtain the neces- 
sary revenue to supply existing anc 
prospective deticieacies. But the major 
ity absolutely declined to give the minor- 
ity any information on the subject. 

Chairman Wilson said that he hoped to 
get the customs portions of the bill reacty 
to report tomorrow. Reed says he dows 
not believe that the tariff bill will be con- 
sidered at all until after the holidays. 
Some of the Democratic members of the 
committee take the same view. 

The session of the committee yesterday 
was limited to 40 minutes. The sugar 
schedule was the first considered. The 
Republicans were undecided whether 
they should offer amendments to it, or 
allow it to be passed upon without debate. 
The latter course was adopted. When 
the agricultural schedule was reached, a 
motion was made to restore the duties in 
the existing law. These motions were 
made with especial reference to barley, 
hops and live animals, but they weie ste 
cessively defeated by a strig; party vote. 


Looking For Creedon. 

Boston, Dec, 13.—Dick Moore, the mid- 
dleweight champion of the northwest, has 
issued a challenge to all the men in his 
class to fight for the championship of 
America. The challenge is aimed more 
particularly at Dan Creedon. If Creedon 
refuses to meet him he will claim the 
title of middleweight champion and de- 
fend it against all comers. 


Used Cyanide of Potassium, 
Boston, Dec. 13.—Medical Examiner 
Draper has filed his report on the death of 
Catherine Cummings, who was found 
dead, locked in her room at 606 East 
Yoadway, South Boston, on the evening 
of Dec. 7. Dr. Draper states that the 
young woman took cyanide of potassium.

MESSAGE WITH ff. 


Hawaiian Correspondence to Be 
Given to the Senate. 


PRESIDENT’S MIND UNCHANGED. 


Says He Has Not Exceeded 
Executive Authority. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—The president 
having received the advices he had been 
waiting foras tothe situation of affairs 
in Hawaii, has directed that all the cor- 
respondence called for under the Hoar 
resolution shall besent’to thesenate at 
the earliest moment. The correspondence 
will be accompanied by a message, in 
which the president will set forth all the 
facts upon which he based his action. 

The president will introduce certain in- 
formation which has not yet been made 

ublic, including letters from Minister 

tevens to Secretary of State Foster some 
months before the January movement, 
which resulted in the establishment of 
the provisional government. 

These letters will be used to show that 
the American minister was in connivance 
with parties on the island and elsewhere 
looking to the deposition of the queen and 
the establishment of anew government. 
This information, together with what 
transpired at the time of the outbreak, 
made it clear to the president's mind that 
Minister Stevens did interfere to bring 
about the events of January and cause 
the landing of the United States marines 
and hoisting of the American flag. 

The president intendsto show in his 
message that the policy which he has 
been pursuing was not one of aggression, 
but simply to undo a wrong, and to restore 
the condition of affairs as they existed be- 
fore the revolution took place, as far as 
was practicable through executive au- 
thority. 

No Force. 

It can be stated with authority that 
there has been nothing in the instructions 
to Minister Willis looking to the use of 
force in carrying out the purposes of the 
president. Hisinstructions comprehended 
only a peaceable solution by negotiations, 
which the minister has attempted to carry 
out. The provisional government of Ha- 
waii, however, it appears, refuses to com- 
ply with the purposes of this government. 

It also has since appeared that the 

ueen was not willing to be restored un- 
less assured that she should be protected 
by the authority of the United States. 
With this request the minister had no 
power tocomply. As a consequence the 
status, asit has existed from the begin- 
ning, has not been changed, further than 
the announcement by the minister that 
there would be no interference on the 
part of the United States except to pre 
serve the peace and protect American 
property. In the meantime he has been 
awaiting additional instructions to guide 
his future action. 

Has Not Exceeded Authority. 

The president, in conversation with the 
Democratic members of both foreign com- 
mittees, has satisfied them that he has not, 
in any instance, exceeded his authority in 
dealing with the Hawaiian complication 
and they are also disposed to accept his 
version of the appointment of Blount as 
not exceeding legitimate executive au- 
thority. 

Representative McCreary, chairman oi 
the house foreign affairs committee, re- 
ported from his committee the Hitt reso- 
lution, calling for Hawaiian correspond- 
ence, lute yesterday afternoon. He took 
occasion in doing so tosubmit some re- 
marks in which he defended the course of 
the administration in its policy on the 
Hawaiian complication. He has been put 
in possession of all the correspondence on 
the,subject, extending back tothe Harri- 
son administration. His speech ledto an 
interesting debate in which Hitt and other 
Republican members of the foreign affairs 
committee took a hand. 

Those Missing Dispatches. 


The statement of a Democratic member 
ofthe house foreign affairs committee 
that two important dispatches from Sec- 
retary Blaine to Minister Stevens are 
missing from the department records is 
denied at the state department. 

It is ascertained at the department that 
the story probably originated from infor- 
mation given toa congressman that let- 
ters from Minister Stevens to the secre- 
tary had forsome time foreshadowed a 
probable outbreak at Honolulu. One in 
November, 1892, detailed the manner in 
which the outbreak would probably occur 
and foretold the character of the revolu- 
tion in a way which was verified by the 
event of January, it is said, in minute par- 
ticulars. 

To all this information from Minister 
Stevens it is said there is no response 
from the secretary of state in the records 
of the department, and has not been at 
any time. The inference to be made is 
that Minister Stevens understood what 
was desired for him to do, and did not 
need further written instructions from 
the department. It is claimed also that 
these dispatches from Stevens are to be 
relied upon to show that he had an under- 
standing with the leaders of the pro- 
visional government as to the action they 
were going totake many months before 
the revolution. 

The particular dispatch from Stevens 
referred to was addressed to Secretary 
Foster under date of Nov. 20, 1892, and was 

| transmitted to the senate by President 
Harrison with the : nnexation treaty and

Is A PITIABLE PLIGHT. 


Many Olneyville Families Are Without 
Food and Fuel, 

PROVIDENCE, Dec. 14.—The situation 
among the locked-out mill operatives is 
particularly distressing, there being great 
suffering owing to the fact that families 
are without fuel. Some of the clergymen 
visited the homes of strikers and the dis- 
coveries made caused them to call upon 
the authorities for assistance to prevent 
women and children from freezing. At 
some homes they found the families with- 
out fire, the children having been kept in 
bed to keep warm agd there was scarcelr 
food enough to supply a meal. 

An entire family in Oak street presented 
asad sight, with faces and hands swollen 
by dogwood poisoning, sustained by going 
into the swamp to get fagots to burn in the 
kitchen stove. They were too poor to se- 
cure a physician. In many cases members 
of families were found sick and without 
medical attendance. 

The operatives are now getting desper- 
ate as to the distribution of the money 
donated. The weavers of the Riverside 
and Weybossett mills claim that as the 
fight depends upon them the funds for 
maintaining the struggle should be ap- 
plied to maintain the courage of those 
whose who must be supported if they are 
to stay out. Therefore they favor the 
cutting off of all disbursements from 
the strike fund to others than the weav- 
ers, and urge the suspension of further 
drafts from the funds for the benefit of 
the operatives of the Fletcher mills. 

This plan will undoubtedly be adopt 
and then the Fletcher mill operatives : 
demand assistance from the authoriiics 
on the ground that they are not strikers, 
and that they are willing to work, lut 
cannot do so because the mill gates are 
closed against them, not to be opened 
until others settle their troubles witk 
other mills.

She is 
already domiviled at her owner’s farm in 
Massachusetts, and the announcement 
has been made that next spring she will 
be bred toa well-known stallion. Since 
her first race, when she lost the first heat 
to Bonnie Wilmore, she has never been 
headed to the wire by a single adversary. 


A Telegraph War. 

PROVIDENCE, Dec. 14.—There is a war 
on at South Kingston between the au- 
thorities and the Postal Telegraph com- 
pany. Thecompany had a line of poles 
and wires in town, but desired to replace 
them with larger ones, Tho town coun- 
cil seemed to grant the petition asked for. 
A new line of poles was run through the 
center of the town. These poles were cut 
down and new ones were putup. The 
latter wege again chopped down and the 
wires were all twisted up. 


A Needless Scare, 

SALEM, Mass., Dec. 14.—It is thought 
that the run which was begun yesterday 
morning on the Salem Savings bank is 
about at an end, as before the bank 
closed for the day many depositors had 
decided not to take out their money, but 
they had their books balanced. The bank 
has ample funds to stand any run that 
can be made, and the officials have de- 
clined several offers of assistance from 
other institutions. 


Lena Knox Again. 

NEW BEDFORD, Mass., Dec. 14.—The 
mother of Lena Knox, the much ab- 
sconded child, has brought suit against 
W. G. Whelock to -recover damages. 
Whelock isthe uncle of Lena, who has 
all along figured conspicuously in the al- 
leged abduction of the girl. 


In a Good Cause. 

WALTHAM, Mass., Dec. 14.—A meeting 
of the subscribers to the fund raised for 
the relief of the Johnstown flood sufferers 
was held in this city to decide on the dispo- 
sition of $1253 of the fund left on hand. 
It was voted to give it to the poor in this 
city. 

Moonshiners’ Awful Vengeance. 

HEIDELBURG, Miss., Dec. 14.—It is re- 
ported that United States Marshal Rob- 
inson, who has been hunting moonshiners 
in Sullivan’s Hollow, a place noted for its 
desperate and lawless people, was way- 
laid, killed and burned by the roadside.

“Had an Understanding.” 

She said toa reporter, who found her 
on the steamer Normannia 15 minutes be- 
fore sailing, in answer to a query about 
the suit: 

“That’s all been arranged, and we've 
had an understanding with Mr. Gould. 
The suit will be dropped.” 

“What kindof an arrangement did you 
make?” 

“Well, it was a satisfactory one; that’s 
all I can say.” 

Now that looks rather suspicious after 
all Gould has said in denial of her story. 
In fact, it looks as if some one has been 
badly bitten, and that person was not 
Mrs. Nicolaus of Wabash, Ind., the “‘in- 
nocent,”’ demure girl of 19.

THE NEW WOODWARD, 


The Institute Open Today for Public 
Inspection—A Good Job. 

The Woodward Institute for girls is 
completed and was thrown open for public 
inspection for the first time today. 

The building which is an imposing 
instructor is built of wood from plans 
made by E. G. Thayer, and is situated on 
the corner of Hancock and Greenleaf 
streets, with a frontage of 81 feet 6 inches 
on Greenleaf street, and a depth of 77 feet 
on Hancock street, the entrance being from 
grade on Greenleaf street. The founda- 
tiop is of Quincy granite and the basement 
is concreted. In the basement the heating, 
ventilating and sanitary applicances are 
located, there also being space for play 
rooms, 

The ground and second floors, which 
are almost identical, are finished 12 feet in 
the clear with three class rooms 25 by 28 on 
each floor and two additional rooms 13 by 13 
on the ground floor. The latter being for 
the use of the teachers, 

On each floor there are also clothes 
closets for nse of the pupils. A long 
corridor extends the entire length of the 
building from which two doors lead into 
each class room, two landings also lead 
from the corridor to the floor above. 

The floors of the rooms are of hard pine, 
the inside finish is of first quality kiln 
dried white spruce, sheathed up four feet 
from the floor. Blackboards of slate 
surround each class room; four large 
windows light each room. 

The attic is left unfinished, but is lighted 
by dormers, which locate the trusses for 
the roof support. 

The buildingis piped for gas and each 
room is connected by electric bells and 
speaking tubes with the master’s room. 

It is understood that the building cost in 
the neighborhood of $16,000. 

The contractor of the building was 
Stephen O. Moxon who commenced work 
on the foundation during the latter part of 
August, and has done an excellent job in 
an increditably short time. 

The land about the building has been 
filled with gravel up to a level with the 
street, but not much attempt has been made 
at gradening on account of the advanced 
season. Work will however probably be 
commenced in the early spring so that when 
summer opens there will be green grass 
growing, and gravel walks leading to the 
entrance. 

The old board fence on the Hancock 
street side of the lot, will also be removed 
and the place will look very handsome.

IN CONGRESS. 


Stevens and Blount. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—After the rou- 
tine morning business was disposed of, the 
Hawaiian resolution offered by Mr. Hoar 
was laid before the senate, and Mr. Frye 
of Maine addressed the senate. Mr. Frye 
directed his attention particularly to the 
statement of Mr. Gray that the United 
States flag had been dishonored and made 
to cover an act of piracy. That statement, 
of course, Mr. Frye said, could only refer 
to the conduct of Mr. Stevens as minister 
to Hawaii. 

He said the president made Mr. Bloun 
Paramount to Mr. Stevens; but, in intelli- 
gence, in education, in integrity of charac- 
ter, in familiarity with affairs, in experi- 
ence of life, especially of public life, in 
knowledge of international law, in ac- 
quaintance with the usages and requ 
ments of diplomacy, in devotion to = 
interests and honor of his country, in 
fidelity to our Christian civilization, Mr. 
Stevens is paramount to Mr. Blount. Mr. 
Frye also declared that Mr. Blount, in bis 
report, had not written one single unvar- 
nished line of truth. 

Mr. Vest said he knew Mr. Blount, and 
while he was not in the senate to defend 
him, he had almost 20 years’ intimate 
knowledge of him. He desired to state in 
the most public and emphatic manne 
that a purer man publicly and privately 
had never appeared in the arena of Am- 
erican politics. There was nothing to 
justify the senator from Maine with his 
aggressive voice, in saying there was not 
one word of truth in Mr. Blount’s report. 

“As to the use of the word ‘paramount’ 
in Mr. Blount’s letter of instructions,” 
said Mr. Vest, “the president hada right 
to appoint Mr. Blount with powers para- 
mount to those of the minister, and the 
same thing had been done hundreds of 
times.” Coming to Mr. Blount’s instruc- 
tions, Mr. Vest affirmed -that they were 
simply a repetition of the well-outlined 
policy of the United States from the 
foundation of the government. 

Senator Morrill addressed the senate on 
that portion of the president’s message 
relating to the tariff. His speech was de- 
voted mainly to a comparison of the prac- 
tices of this country with those of Great 
Britain on the question of tariff and of 
the industrial conditions of the two coun- 
tries and to a criticism of the Democratic 
party for its tendency to follow Englisb 
precedk ats.

FIGHT FOR FREEDOM 


Should Be Made by Use of the Ballot 
Box hy Knights of Labor. 


STRIKES FORCED BY CAPITALISTS. 


Sovereign Talks on Slavery of 
Wage Earners. 


Boston, Dec: 14.—A reception was ten- 
dered General Master Workman James 
R. Sovereign and Thomas B. Maguire of 
New York, C. E. French of $$irlboro and 
Henry B. Martin of Minnesota, the 
newly elected members of the general 
executive board of the Knights of Labor, 
in Faneuil hall last night by the members 
of the order in this city. The attendance 
was very small. 

General Master Workman Sovereign 
was the first speaker. He said that it was 
a pleasure to him to be privileged tospeak 
in the hall made memorable by the long 
line of Americans who had fought for the 
freedom of chattel slaves, but, while we 
are all proud and jubilant over the vic- 
tory that resulted from the movement 
these men were engaged in, yet we should 
not forget that there was at present as 
great a need for the abolition of the white 
wage slave as ever there was for their col- 
ored brothers. 

In America, the garden of the world, 
with its vast and varied industries, we see 
things that are appalling. According to 
the press reports, there are in Chicago 
alone 117,000 enforced idlers, and a move 
ment has been started to raise $1,000,000 
for their relief. One of our brightest 
writers, when speaking on the raising of 
this fund, said that he would to God that 
the millionaires of Chicago would spend 
one night with these out-of-work people, 
and thatin the morning there would be 
no difficulty in raising the fund. 

Discrimination In Law. 

Why is this distress? No people have 
been so industrious as the Ameriean peo- 
ple. By reason of our industry and in- 
genuity we have caused the attention of 
the entire world, but with all our indus- 
try we have not shortened the hours ot 
labor nor increased the comforts of life. 
There is a wheel loose somewhere in our 
social machinery, andthe rich are grow- 
ing richer and the poor poorer, and there 
is rank discrimination in the law against 
the poor in favor of the rich. 

During the past 25 years we have 
raised two distinct classes of society—the 
tramp and vagrant and the dude and 
dudelet. The tramp isa cross between 
crime and poverty, and the dude is a cross 
between no one and nothing, but history 
has shown that every nation that allows 
the rich to grow richer and the poor 
poorer has always gone down, and our 
country will also go downif this con- 
tinues. Society is now being shaken from 
stem to stern by the labor troubles of the 
present day. We are opposed to strikes, 
but in nine cases out of 10 they are forced 
upon us by the hostilities of the capitalis- 
tic class. 

The Power of Votes. 

We believe that our freedom can be ob- 
tained through the ballot box. Many peo- 
ple are in favor of using bullets, but I say 
itisashameand disgrace to talk about 
bullets when there is a ballot. The 
Knights of Labor are working for the 
amelioration of the working classes. The 
working man with his wife and children 
provided with the necessaries of life is a 
very harmless fellow, but when his wife 
and children are starving, then is the time 
to watch that man, for he is liable to do 
wrong. 

It is the duty of a government to make 
it easy for the people to do right and hard 
for them to do wrong. In order to obtain 
amelioration from these dreadful condi- 
tions under which the working people are 
living they must organize and educate 
themselves as to their rights, and this can 
be done through the Knights of Labor. 

Other Speakers. 

Henry B. Martin of Minnesota was the 
next speaker. He advised the working 
people to organize and discuss the vita] 
questions which would benefit themselves, 
There is a wheel loose in our social 
structure, as can be seen when so many 
thousands are out of work. There is a 
grave emergency before the people of this 
country and their welfare is threatened. 
The mental power is the motor for hn- 
man progress and the working people 
must educate themselves so that they may 
know what their rights are. How is the 
thing to be accomplished? By joining 
the Knights of Labor and learning that 
the men who produce the wealth of the 
world should get a large portion of what 
they produce. 

Thomas B. Maguire of New York spoke 
at length on the land question, and, in the 
course of his remarks, caused much 
amusement by an attack on the silver and 
tariff questions. 


Against Boss McKane. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Dec. 14.—Judge 
Barnard's decision in the contempt pro- 
ceedings caused by the trouble on election 
day at Coney Island, leading lawyers 
here say, is against McKane. In finding 
against McKane the judge concludes that 
he is guilty of contempt of court. It was 
shown that he did not obey the supreme 
court crier giving the Gaynor men per- 
mission to see the election rolls. ; 


De Gama Gaining Ground. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—The navy de- 
partment has received word from Com- 
mander Picking that Cobras island and 
Euchagas are in the possession of Admiral 
deGama. He is well fortified and is con- 
tinually firing upon the custom house 
and naval arsenal with small arms. Mar- 
tial law has been declared at Perambuco, 
and the consul there has asked for a war 
vessel as a precaution. 


A Terrible Death. 
Boston, Dec. 14.—Eugene Hennesy, 26 
of age, a teamster, was loading 
leather on an elevator at 127 Summer 
street, and when the lift was loaded he 
pulled the rope and it slowly started on 
its ascent. Hennesy got one foot on the 
elevator, but slipped and fell and his 
body wascaught between the elevator 
and the second floor, and he was killed 
instantly. 
Silver Men Are In Earnest. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—The prominent 
silver leaders of the country will meet in 
Washington on Friday for a two-days’ 
conference. It expected that $100,000 will 
be raised without much difficulty to begin 
an extensive propaganda of silver 
throughout the country and to be kept up 
until the mext congress is chosen. 


SHE JILTED HIM. 


Fast Young Man Kills Himself and Shoots 
a Woman. 

DENVER, Dec. 14.—Ed Hanfield,a fast 
young man about town, shot his mistress, 
Ida Hall,a Central theater actress, and 
then fired a bullet into his own brain yes- 
terday afternoon. Hanfield died instantly. 
The woman is lying in the hospital with 
a bullet wound through her left breast, 
just above her heart, and she will die. 

Hanfield came here from Ashfield, 
Mass., a few months ago, and at once en- 
tered upon a dissipated career. He fell in 
love with Ida Hall, and soon gained her 
consent to marry him. His father learned 
of his son% acts and refused to send him 
any more money, and in order to secure 
funds to pay for the marriage ceremony 
Hanfield stole a quantity of goods from 
the room of a friend and pawned them. 

For this he was arrested about an hour 
before the time set for his marriage and 
was given a term in jail. Hewas released 
yesterday and immediately renewed his 
suit for the hand of the girl, but her love 
had evidently cooled. It is supposed he 
invited her to his room, and as she refused 
to marry him he shot her and himself. 


A CHEMIST’S TESTIMONY 


Introduced to Aid In the Conviction of 
Poisoner Meyer. 

NEw YorRE, Dec. 14.—The cross exami- 
nation of Professor Doremus was taken 
up by Dr. O’Sullivan in the Meyer trial 
yesterday. District Attorney Nicoll asked 
as to whether the chemist was able to 
determine in what form the poisons were 
taken by Brandt. Professor Doremus said 
he was unable to determine and said that 
the quantities and the quality of the anti- 
mony and its wide distribution through 
the system indicated that that poison was 
taken in the form of tartar emetic and 
preceding the taking of the arsenic. 

In reply to a question from Dr. O’Sulli- 
van the witness said he was unable to 
state whether the arsenic found in 
Brandt’s body was administered before 
death or got there through an embalming 
process after death. The professor said 
that the arsenic he had found was in the 
innermost tissue of the body; that had it 
come from another grave it would have 
shown its effectson the outside; whereas 
Brandt’s outer box, coffin, clothing and 
skin were dry.

William H. Hughes, 
23 years old, and James H. Lewis, were in 
the barroom of Charles De Arcey in Cen- 
tral square, and got into a dispute over 
the merits of the A. P. A. Lewis left the 
barroom and was followed by Hughes and 
a companion, and when on the sidewalk 
Hughes struck Lewis a blow which felled 
him, causing his head to strike the curb- 
stone. 

Lewis’ skull was fractured and Medica! 
Officer Deal ordered his removal to the 
city hospital. Hughes was arrested and 
G. Ryan was held as a witness. At the 
hospital it is stated that Lewis cannot 
live. 

Charged With Grand Larceny. 

WORCESTER, Mass., Dec. 14.— Julius 
Jackson, who has been doing business as 
afur dealerin this city forthe past six 
weeks, was arrested on a charge of grand 
larceny, on the complaint of Steiner & Co., 
New York fur dealers. Itis alleged that 
Jackson purchased $5000 worth of furs 
from Steiner & Co., which were sub- 
sequently attached on account of some 
disagreement between the parties, and 
that after the attachment had been placed 
the goods were removed to this city. 


Conspiracy and Forgery. 

Boston, Dec. 14.—Leonard J. Pastor, 20 
years old, and Eugene Levitan, were ar- 
rested for conspiracy and forgery of the 
latter’s name to application papers to the 
board of registration in pharmacy last 
June. Levitan got Pastor to pass an ex- 
amination, to personate him and to regis- 
ter under the name of Levitan, which he 
did. After the certificate had been ob- 
tained Levitan then went to work as a 
druggist. 

Result of Negligence. 

WILEESBARRE, Pa., Dec.14.—An accident 
oceurred on the Pennsylvania railroad at 
Nanticoke in which nine persons were in- 
jured. When within about 100 yards 
above the station the train ran into a 
switch engine which was out on the main 
track switching cars for the freighthouse.

PUTTING IT PLAINLY. 


Hawaiians Issue an Address to the 
American People. 


MONARCHY SHALL NOT PREVAIL. 


Revolution of January Was 
Absolutely Necessary. 


SEATTLE, Wash., Dec. 15.—A. Feek, a 
Seattle contractor, arrived home last 
night from Honolulu, where he serveda 
contract for constructing a railroad. He 
Was made the bearer of an address to the 
people of the United States from the 
American league of Honolulu. It says: 

“We, like you, believe in good govern- 
ment,and having in co-operation with 
others freed ourselves from the reign of 
corrupt rule and established a govern- 
ment of the best classes of society, we pro- 
test most emphatically against the report 
of the assumption of President Cleveland 
that the provisional government of the 
Hawaiian Islands should cease to exist 
because the proposition for union with the 
United States of America had failed to 
meet his approval. We insist that the 
present government of Hawaii has the 
same right to exist that the United States 
had after the successful revolution of 1776. 

“In fact the corruption and misgov- 
ernment that brought about the revolu- 
tion of January last were so flagrant as 
to be unbearable, and the late queen had 
planned to not only continue her corrupt 
practices but set aside the constitution of 
the kingdom, and attempted to illegally 
promulgate a new one, disfranchising 
many of the most intelligent citizens, and 
by her high-.anded outrages destroyed 
the last hope of improvement over the 
corrupt and illegal aggression of the ex- 
ecutive power, sothat no alternative was 
left but to depose her and establish an 
honest and capable government. 

Hope For Redress Was Gone, 


“This has been successfully done, not 
by the citizens of the United States, but 
the movement was carried to a successful 
issue by people born and raised on the 
islands and others who had resided for 
many years here and were citizens of the 
country and loyal to its best interests, and 
only organized for the overthrow of the 
old system after all hope of redress for the 
many wrongs done by the late queen and 
her partisans had ceased to exist. 

“We are ready to acknowledge that we, 
loving the liberty and good government 
honestly administered, approved of the 
deposition of the late queen and the 
organization of the provisional govern- 
ment and gave to the said provisional 
government our hearty support because 
we knew that it represented the best and 
most advanced religious, moral, social and 
business interests of the islands, and we 
assert that these several interests are so 
united as to form a government strong 
enough to attend and maintain itself 
against all internal uprisings or insurrec- 
tions, and that the well-known character 
of those at the head of affairs gives posi- 
tive assurance that the government will 
be honestly administered and that the 
rights of the people will be honestly ad- 
ministered. 

“It has been asserted by the adherents 
of the late queen that the President of the 
United States would forcibly, if necessary, 
re-enthrone the late queen and re-estab- 
lish her authority. We cannot believe 
that President Cleveland has been so ill 
advised, but, should he so!decide, we ap- 
peal to congress and the people of the 
United States to prevent so great a crime 
against liberty and good government. 

Candid Consideration Asked For, 

“The right of revolution has been a 
well-established method of deciding great 
wrongs and checking the encroachments 
of kings and despots generally, and by no 
people has the right been more generally 
acknowledged than by the American 
people; and in appealing to her people, es- 
pecially as we have right, truth and 
justice on our side, we feel that we 
ghall have a candid consideration of our 
claims of recognition. 

“So confident are we inthe justice of 
our cause that we arecertain that our 

ourse will receive the approval of the 
eats people regardless of party, and 
we insist that if Hawaii is not wanted in 
the great sisterhood of states, that we be 
allowed to continue the government ad- 
ministered honestly, and we feel that we 
have a right to vigorously protest against 
the re-establishment of a corrupt monarch 
on these islands. 

“Having confidence in the great liberty- 
loving citizenship of the United States we 
invite the fullest and freest investigation, 
confident that an unprejudiced investiga- 
tion will prove that the revolution of Jan- 
uary last was not only justifiable, but ab- 
solutely necessary to maintain our rights 
and guard the best interests of our popu- 
lation as well. 

“Many of the most intelligent among us 
are active supporters of the provisional 
government, and opposed to the re-estab- 
lishment of the monarchy.” 

The address is dated Dec. 4. 


Tinsmiths Will Hold Out. 

Boston, Dec. 15.—The tinsmiths of this 
tity, who have been on strike for a nine- 
hour work day anda minimum rate of 
wages at $3a day, held a meeting last 
night and voted to continue the strike.

— The 
Springfield Union today shows that the 
report that Zella Nicolaus, who sued 
George Gould to recover $40,000, did not 
sail for Europe under the name of Harris. 
M. E. Harris of Becket was seen by a 
Union reporter. He said that the Mr. and 
Mrs. N. W. Harris were his brother and 
sister-in-law and resided in Chicago. ‘Mr. 
Harris,” he said, “is of the firm of N. W. 
Harris & Co., one of the largest banking 
houses in Chicago, and is irreproachable 
in character.” 

Mr. Harris was very much exercised 
that his brother should have been mixed 
up in the Nicolaus-Gould affair, and was 
surprised that the mistake should have 
occurred, as there wasno secrecy in re- 
gard to their sailing, and the steamship 
Officials should have been able to put 
newspapers right without any trouble.

A PERILOUS VOYAGE. 


Schooner Nickerson Badly Buffeted by 
Wind and Wave. 


THE MARY LYMBURNER WRECKED. 


Captain and Crew Believed to 
Have Perished. 


Boston, Dec. 15.—Seldom has a vessel 
been subject to so many rebuffs and hard- 
ships in a single voyage as occurred to the 
two-masted schooner J. Nickerson of 
Portland, Me., Captain Winslow, bound 
from Perth Amboy, N. J.,to Portland, 
which arrived in this city yesterday after 
noon in tow of tug Kate Jones. 

fu her present condition the Nickerso: 
presents a sorrowful sight. Her mai’ 
galt is hoisted half-way with portions 
the mainsail hanging in ribbons. She i+ 
badly iced forward, being encased in ic« 
wo the depth of several inches. 

The Nickerson left New York on Dec. 1 
indon the third put into New London 
luring asnowstorm for shelter. While 


inchored in that harbor she was fouled by 
the U.S. S. Dispatch, carrying away her 
jibboom. Securing a new jibboom she 


started for Portland, and all went well 
until last Monday, when, off Nauset, a 
violent northwesterly gale came up, dur- 
ing which she was driven back to an 
anchorage off Chatham. 

On Monday night while riding out the 
gale with two anchors down she lost the 
port anchor with 15 fathoms of chain. 
Notwithstanding this she managed to 
hold on until the next morning, when the 
gale moderated. The Nickerson then got 
under sail with fair wind, but after get- 
ting into Boston bay the wind shifted to 
northwest and commenced to blow heavy, 
with intense cold. All that night heavy 
seas swept overthe forward part of the 
vessel, freezing as fast as it fell and form- 
ing a heavy coating. 

Several attempts were then made to 
reach Gloucester, but they were unsuc- 
cessful, owing to the heavy gale. After 
being buffeted by the gale in Boston bay 
for 24 hours Captain Winslow finally de 
cided to run for Plymouth for shelter, 
and when off Salem a sudden flaw of wind 
struck the vessel with terrific force, leay- 
ing the mainsail in ribbons and carrying 
away the jib, besides doing other minor 
damage. 

During all this time the crew was un- 
able to hoist any of the head sails and 
everything forward was frozen stiff, even 
the windlass could not be manipulated. 
The vessel remained tight, however, and 
at 9 o’clock yesterday morning she wag 
picked up by the tug Kate Jones just be- 
low Minot’s light and towed to Boston. 
The Nickerson will in all probability be 
towed to her cestination 

Five Were Drowned, 

BANGOR, Me., Dec. 15.—The schooner 
Lymburner of this place, reported 
wrecked at Edgartown, Mass., sailed from 
this port, lumber laden for New York, on 
Noy. 16, C. G. Stearns & Co. being the 
shippers. The owners last heard of her 
at Tarpaulin Cove on Dec. 5, and heard 
nothing of her loss until informed last 
night. On board of her were Captain 
William Fickett of Brewer and a crew of 
four, two of them the captain’s nephews, 
Malcolm and Irving Fickett of Harring- 
ton. The other two sailors are not known 
here. The captain’s wife is seriously ill. 
The family had not heard of the loss until 
last night. 


LIES BOTTOM UP. 


Schooner Mary Lymburner Wrecked and 
Her Crew Missing. 

EDGARTOWN, Mass., Dec. 15.—The hull of 
the schooner Mary Lymburner of Bangor, 
Me., drifted ashore on South beach yes- 
terday. She had acargo of lumber for 
New York. The deckload is strewn along 
the beach, but the main cargo remains in 
the vessel’s hold. She now lies bottom 
upward and her bows are gone. The ves- 
sel sailed from Tarpaulin Cove on Dec. 5, 
and nothing has been heard from her 
since. Captain Fickett and crew are sup- 
posed to have perished, or possibly may 
have been picked up by some passing ves- 
sel. Wreck Commissioner Durham has 
taken charge of the vessel. 


Sailors Reached Shore. 

NANTUCKET, Mass., Dec. 15.—Schooner 
Fleetwing of Rockland, Me., for New 
York, with a cargoof lime, parted her 
anchor cables in a heavy northerly gale, 
with zero temperature, and went ashore 
abreast of the Coskata live-saving sta- 
tion. Captain Faulkingham and the crew 
of three men got ashore in their own boats 
before the life-saving crew could reach 
them. 

Captain Alone Was Saved. 

LonpvoN, Dec. 15.—The Holyhead steamer 
Rose, which had been drifting in the 
Trish sea for 18 hours with a broken shaft, 
rescued the captain of a Dublin collier 
who was in an open boat. There was also 
in the boat with him the corpse of one of 
his crew. The captain said he had en- 
countered a fearful gale and his vessel 
had foundered. Twelve of his crew were 
drowned, four of them having been 
washed overboard before the vessel went 
down. 


Somerville Loses a School. 

SOMERVILLE, Mass., Dec. 15.—The Web- 
ster schoolbouse in this city was com- 
pletely gutted by fire, caused by a de 
fective flue. The building was an oid- 
fashioned structure built some 15 years 
ago, and the loss will reach somewhere 
near $8000.

It may have 
been noticed also that he was reelected by 
a larger vote than was received by any of 
the ward Councilmen, running 77 ahead of 
the Republican candidate for Mayor in Ward 
One. An investigation of the business, 
shows a larger volume to have been trans- 
acted in a much shorter time, for whieh 
the presiding officer is of course entitled to 
much credit.

It has considered over 
200 crders and held 18 hearings. Presi- 
dent Bass may well be proud of this record, 
and no one will question his impartiality 
and independence as a presiding officer, so 
there seems no very good reason for a 
change.

«N CONGRESS. 


Favorable Report on the Repeal of the 
Federal Elections Law. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—Mr. Vance of 
North Carolina, from the committee on 
privileges and elections, reported back 
favorably the house bill to repeal the 
federal elections law, and it was placed on 
the calendar. Notice of a minority report 
was given by Mr. Chandler of New Hamp- 
shire, who gave the names of the dissent- 
ing members of the committee as Messrs. 
Hoar of Massachusetts, Mitchell of 
Oregon, Higgins of Delaware and Chan- 
dler of New Hampshire. 

The senate joint resolution relieving the 
employes of the record and pension office 
who were injured by the Ford’s theater 
disaster from the operation of the law re- 
stricting the amountof sick leaveand pay 
was reported and passed. 

A bill limiting the time under which 
claimants to property under the donation 
land act of 1850 to Jan. 1, 1895, and giving 
the present occupants of these lands 
preferential claim in case title under the 
act of 1850 is not perfected, was passed. 

The senate adjourned till Monday next. 

Immediately after the reading of the 
journalin the house, Mr. Dockery called 
up the bill to improve the methods of ac- 
counting in the postoffice department. 
The bill abolishes the postal note and re- 
duces the schedule of rates for money or- 
ders approximately to thescaleof fees 
charged by express companies. All money 
orders unpaid for one year are covered 
into the treasury, The money order cer- 
tificates contain a device to facilitate the 
settlement of postmasters’ accounts. 
Without debate the bill was passed. 

The house bill to provide for two addi- 
tional associate judges of the supreme 
court of Okalahoma territory was re- 
ported with amendments and as amended 
was passed. 

The resolution instructing the com- 
mittee on rules to rescind an order re- 
cently issued closing the senate chamber 
to visitors was taken up and Mr. Peffer 
addressed the senate. The resolution 
caused considerable debate and was finally 
referred to the committee on rules. 

Representative McLaurin of South Car- 
olina introduced a bill torepeal the duties 
on manufactured cotton goods. 


One of Harvar.i’s Oldest Instructors,

COVERS MUCH GROUND. 


Outline of Platform Adopted by the 
Federation of Labor. 

CuIcAGo, Dec. 15.—The American Fed- 
eration of Labor convention refused to 
take action on a communication touching 
upon the question of the tariff. The mat- 
ter came up in the form of a communica- 
tion from the plush workers of Bridge. 
port, Conn., declaring that after the pas- 
sage ofthe McKinley bill the wages had 
been reduced, and that their employers 
threaten a further reduction in the event 
of the passage of the Wilson bill. 

The proposed federation platform has 
the following planks: 

Compulsory education; direct legisla- 
tion; a legal eight-hour work day; sani- 
tary inspection of work shops, mines and 
homes; liability of employers for physical 
disabflity; abolition of contract labor in 
all public works; abolition of the sweat- 
ing system; municipal ownership of street 
cars, electric lights and gas plants; na- 
tionalization of telegraphs, telephone, 
railways and mines; collective ownership 
by the people of all means of production 
gnd distribution; the principle of referen- 
dum in all legislation. 

There was a contest in the afternoon 
between the conservative and socialistic 
delegates regarding the adoption of the 
principles of the platform to be submitted 
at the next annual convention. The con- 
servatives came out ahead. 


A Grand Show. 

SALEM, Mass., Dec. 15.—A_ corn festival, 
to last a week, in the interests of corn as 
the national flower, opened in Cadet 
armory last evening. The hall is elabor- 
ately decorated with corn in almost every 
shape. The exhibit includes theclassified 
exhibit of corn of the United States gov- 
ernment and the Minnesota state exhibit 
at the World’s fair. The festival is one of 
the most elaborate affairs of the kind ever 
held in the state. 


Sealers In a Hurry. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dee. 15.—Sealers are 
making haste to have their vessels cleared 
before Jan.1. Theirreason for this ac- 
tivity is that there isa well-defined fear 
that the government meditates taking 
some decided steps in relation to clearing 
vessels for sealing cruises. It is generally 
believed that after New Year’s day no 
clearance papers will be allowed to 
sealers. 


A NEW SILVER BILL. 


Coinage of the Seigniorage Proposed 
by Mr. Voorhees. 


MONTHLY PURCHASE OF BULLION 


To the Extent of $2,000,00C 
Will Then Follow. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—Senator Voor- 
hees introduced inthe senate his long- 
promised financial bill. It provides for the 
coinage of the silver seigniorage at the 
rate of $2,000,000 a month; for the pur- 
chase and coinage of $2,000,000 worth of 
silyera month after the coinage of the 
seigniorage; for the retirement of paper 
currency of less denominations than $10; 
for the retirement of all gold coins of less 
denomination than $10,and forthe ap- 
pointment of an international commis- 
sion. 

The bill provides in detail that the 
seigniorage or profit fund which has re- 
sulted from the coinage of silver bullion, 
under the Bland and Sherman acts, or 
which should result from such coinage, 
shall be coined into silver dollars of 
standard weight and fineness with full 
legal tender quality, at the rate of not 
less than $2,000,000 per month, and that 
such dollars shall be covered into the 
treasury. The silver purchase section is 
as follows: 

“That when all the seigniorage bullion 
has been coined it shall be the duty of 
the secretary of the treasury to purchase 
each month silver bullion at the market 
value in quantities sufficient to coin not 
less than $2,000,000 each month.” The 
secretary isdirected to coin the bullion 
promptly each month as fast as purchased 
into standard silver dollars. 

It is also provided that when any paper 
circulating notes or certificates of less de- 
nominations than $10, except national 
bank notes or certificates redeemable only 
in silver dollars, shall be secured at the 
treasury, they shall not be reissued, but 
shall be replaced by an equal amount of 
like notes or certificates of denominations 
of not less than $10. 

Hereafter no national bank notes of less 
denominations than 310 are to be issued. 
The bill also prohibits further coinage of 
#21-2 and % gold pieces. The bill also 
makes provision for the appointment of 
five commissioners to an international 
conference to be held at a place to be here- 
after designated, with a view to secure in- 
ternationally a fixity of relative value be- 
tween gold and silver as money by means 
ofacommon ratio between these metals 
with free mintage at such ratio. The sum 
of $80,000 is appropriated to carry this 
clause of the bill into effect. 

The Tariff. 

The tariff had a comparative rest yes- 
terday. There were no meeti>gs of sub- 
committees or of the full committee. 
Chairman Wuson is engaged in preparing 
the majority report, which is to be sub- 
mitted next Tuesday. 

“We are devoting our time to reading 
the protests ayainst the bill,’”’ said Repre- 
sentative Montgomery, as he emerged 
with a handful of letters. “It is not ex- 
pected that any further action will be 
taken on the internal revenue features of 
the bill until all the members of the ma- 
jority may be in the city to consider it. 
The individual or corporate income tax 
must be settled before the committee can 
proceed. A question has arisen as to 
whether the income tax can be levied in 
time to derive revenue for the next fiscal 
year, asit has been stated that the tax 
would have to be levied on incomes of the 
year following the time when the law goes 
into effect.”’ 

Mr. Bryan, who is pressing the straight- 
out income tax plan, says that the tax 
would be levied on incomes of the calen- 
dar and not the fiscal ycar, and thatif an 
income tax is adopted, it will be on in- 
comes from Jan. 1, 1894, to Dec. 31 of that 
year, and the taxes will fall due in Jan- 
uary, 1895, and be available for the ex- 
penses of the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1895. 

While there is a great deal of talk about 
opposition to the bill it is thus far in- 
dividual, and there is no cohesive or 
crystallized opposition such as might de- 
feat the bill. 

The Republicans will probably have 
their report ready to submit next Tuesday, 
although they may hold it one day in 
order to make criticisms upon the report 
of the majority. 

Protest From Southrons, 

General Wheeler of Alabama, who drew 
up the caucus cali, when asked what 
schedules would be revised, said: ‘The 
whole bill wiil be carefully gone over. 
The members from my section will urge 
the manifest unfairness of putting ccal 
and iron ore on the free list when the 
men who own the mines are paying a 
duty of 40 per cent on the machinery with 
which they are operated. The sugar men 
will ask that the bounty be abolished and 
that a duty of 34 of a cent be placed on 
raw sugars. 

“Then there is the chemical schedule. 
A number of changes can be made in 
chemicals that will increase the revenues, 
benefit the consumers and not injure the 
trade. Other members will also suggest 
changes in cther schedules, but these 
Ispeak of are the ones that occur to me 
now as being desirable to have modified. 
Many of the changes will probably be 
slight. In other cases, I have no doubt, 
that radical changes will be made.”

CARRIED DOWN 


TO DEATH. 


Half a Hundred Workmen Precipi- 
tated Into a River. 


SPAN OF A BIG BRIDGE GAYE WAY. 


Number of Dead Expected to 
Reach Forty-Five. 


But Few of Those at Work on the Ill- 


Fated Structure Reach Shore Alive— 


Stiff Wind Said to Have Been the | 


Cause of the Disaster—tron 
Weighing Many Tons Twisted About 


Like Pieces of Wire 


Friends of the Victims Wild With Grief. | 


LOUISVILLE, Dec. 16.—At afew minutes 
past 10 yesterday the false work and that 


part of the middle span of the Louisville | 


and Jeffersonville bridge company gave 
way and,with all the workmen, was precip- 


itated 110 feet into the water below. There | 


was but a moment’s warning, and those 


who escaped going down with the mass of | 


iron and timber started for the piers after 
the first trembling that indicated the giv- 
ing away of the false work. 

The accident was a horrible one and is 
the lastof a long list of castastrophes 
that have marked the construction of this 
bridge. The foreman, in beginning work, 
noticed that during the night the “‘trav- 
eler’ which had been put in place had 
been worked loose by the winds. An or- 
der to draw it back into place was given 
and the men and engines started. 

The wind was high and the gentle sway 
gradually férced the traveler off the piles 
on which it was resting. When the end 
slipped the whole work trembled, and the 
men, realizing their danger, started for 
the piers. As luck would have it the 
central bent was the first to give way, and 
the men on this bent went down to be 
covered by the mass of iron and timber of 
the bents which fell almost immediately 
after, carrying with them the other work- 
men who failed to reach the piers. 

Fifty Men Went Down, 

The north bent, or the one attached to 
the Indiana pier, did not fall for 15 min 
utes after the other parts went down. As 
near as can be ascertained there were 51 
men on the bridge when the alarm was 
given by the engineer in charge of the 
work. Of this number several succeeded 
in reaching the piers. Of those that went 
down some were covered by a mass of 
timbers, and it will be several days before 
their bodies are recovered. 

The first crash when the center bent 
gave way was at 10:05 o’clock, and it was 
then that the great number of fatalities 
occurred. A few minutes later a bent on 
which there was but little of the bridge 
proper gave way on the Indiana side. On 
this it is believed that but one unknown 
man was killed. He was caught bya rope 
and dragged beneath the water. 

When the huge mass of material struck 
the water all was concealed for an instant 
by the spray that was thrown high in the 
air. As the water subsided, here and 
there could be seen men struggling des- 
perately to climb up on the timbers that 
thrust their ends above the water. A few 
succeeded in clinging to the place of 
safety, and were quickly rescued by boats 
that put out from the shores. Others 
struggled desperately, and were carried 
off by the current to sink almost as rescue 
was at hand. 

Sad Scenes. 

Near the bridge the families of many 
workmen live. Those were soon at the 
river bank. Many were wild with grief, 
and rushed frantically about wringing 
their hands and tearing their hair. The 
office of the bridge company on Campbell 
street was besieged with anxious mothers 
and wives inquiring for their loved ones. 

Half an hourafter the accident there 
were at least 2000 people on the river bank, 
and us the news spread they still poured 
in inasteady stream towards the place 
of the accident. To whose doors must be 
laid the responsibility for the terrible dis- 
aster will probably never be known. It is 
one of those unforeseen accidents that 
occur in spite of all precautionary 
measures. The workmen whose labors 
are utilized in the work practically take 
their lives in their own hands. 

General opinion ascrives the cause of 
the disaster to the stiff wind that had 
been sweeping the river all day. It bore 
with great force on the ponderous frame- 
work which necessarily betame loosened 
from the constant strain and swaying of 
the heavy timbers. 

No Allowance For Wind. 

That the structure was otherwise than 
safe never occurred to either the en- 
gineers in charge or the workmen. Every 
precaution had been employed to insure 
the stability of the framework, and the 
only thing lacking, as the accident proved, 
was the failure to take into consideration 
the action of the wind, the force of which 
was persistent and powerful. 

Tothe great ‘traveler’ alluded to 4 
directly attributed the falling of the span. 
The constant wind bore it from its resting 
place on the last pier but one of the 
Jeffersonville side. The displacement 
twas discovered and the work of putting it 
back in place was begun, but it was too 
late. The center of the great span began 
to sink before the work was accomplished. 
The wind had done its work, and the 
heavy engines near the pier went crash- 
ing down to the water, carrying with 
them the mass of humanity mixed in 
horrible confusion with the timbers and 
iron. : 

The partial span, the last one, did not 
fall until 20 minutes after the first had

the unfinished span, and it took the plunge 
like the first into the water, but, being 
mostly framework, did not sink, but 
| floated slowly down the river. There 
were said to be four men onit whenit 
fell, and one was.undoubtedly killed, 
| The small traveler on thisspan floated 
| down several hundred yards and then 
| grounded, the heavy timbers splintered 
, like matches, showing the terrific force of 
! the fall. 

Iron girders weighing many tons were 
| twisted like one might twist a piece of 
wire into every conceivable shape, and 
lay with the timbers and huge pieces of 
iron and lumber in an extricable mass. 

The span would have been completed by 
| vesterday afternoon. and after the traveler 
| had been fastened to the pier there would 
| have been ne dangerof the wind or the 

current breaking it down. A pile driver 

Was sent to thescene, andthe work of 

clearing the wreckage and searching for 
the dead under debris at once commenced. 

The third span of the bridge collapsed 
| at 8:20 last night. So far as known there 

was no one injured. This will be an addi- 
| tional loss of about $75,000 to the build- 
| ers. This span had been completed, but 
| the collapse of the fourth span is sup- 

posed to have loosened and displaced it. 

| The loss by the morning’s accident was 
| at least $100,000. It is believed that over 
; 49 men went into theriver. How many of 
| these were lost cannot in the present con- 
fusion be definitely learned. It is feared 
the number will reach 40. The best that 
any one dare hope is that it will not be 
ever 25. 


WRECK AND FIRE. 
; Many Persons Injured In an Accident on 
the New England Road. 

PROVIDENCE, Dec. 16.—A head-on col- 
lision occurred on the New England road 
| beneath Atwells avenue bridge, the trains 
being the Pascoag express on the Spring- 
field division and an extra coal train. The 
former had the right of way. Both were 
running at full speed. The locomotive of 
the express is a total wreck and the three 
coaches are rendered almost useless. The 
locomotive of the extra is also badly de- 
molished. 

The blame is attached to the dispatcher 
at the Olneyville station, who failed to 
hold the express. The fireman and en- 
gineer of the extra saved themselves by 
jumping. The rolling stock, too, took 
fire immediately after the collision, but 
was saved by the fire department. The 
injured were George F. Wetherell, fire- 
man ofthe express, ribs broken and fa- 
tally scalded; Senator W. O. Read of 
Chepachet, severe bruises and badly 
shaken up; Charles O’Conner, trainman, 
flesh wounds about the cheeks and eyes; 
Simon Ruben, legs badly bruised; Charles 
Rosenthal, bruises on the limbs and head; 
Arthur Barrett, express messenger, badly 
shaken up and bruised; Thomas Gordon, 
cut and bruised; M. H. Lacey of Pascoag, 
shoulder sprained and cut about the head. 


CLERGY TAKE A HAND. 
Will Try to Bring About a Settlement of 
Olneyville Troubles. 

PROVIDENCE, Dec. 16—At a meeting of 
the locked-out employes in the woolen 
mill district yesterday afternoon it was 
voted that they should march to the 
headquarters of the overseers of the poor 
and make a formal demand for assist- 
ance, as the situation has reached that 
point where the operatives’ families must 
be supplied with food. 

The Catholic clergy who have charge of 
all the parishes in Olneyville and vicinity 
have undertaken to try and bring about 
some action by which the deadlock be- 
tween the manufacturers and the strikers 
may be broken. Rev. Father Grace, Rey. 
Father O'Reilly and Rev. Father Fitzsim- 
mons visited the Weybosset mills and 
held a consultation with the managers of 
the concern. They stated that they did 
not come as the authorized representa- 
tives of the strikers, but in the interests 
of their people and the community. The 
clergy will also see other mill owners and 
the executive committee of the weavers. 
The Ailen print works, which employs 
500 men and has beenshut down some 
time, will be started up on Monday. 


AT LEAST FIVE KILLED. 


Passenger Train Goes Through a Trestle 
Weakened by Floods, 

Dunkirk, N. Y., Dee. 16.— About 7 
o’clock last night a wreck occurred on the 
New York and Pennsylvania about six 
miles north of here, resulting in the loss 
of a number of lives and the injury of 
others. A westbound passenger train ran 
over a trestle near Sheridan crossing, 
which had been weakened by floods, inci- 
dent to the heavy rains. 

The trestle bore up when the engine 
passed over, but succumbed directly after, 
precipitating the tender, a baggage car 
and smoker into the creek. The other 
cars crowded them down and helped to 
crush them and their occupants. 

The bodies of five passengers have been 
taken out of the wreck. The accident 
occurred at Herricks creek, an almost un- 
inhabited region, very difficult to get tid- 
ings from. —__ 


Arraigned For Murder. 

DUBLIN, Dec. 16.—Merns and Nolan, the 
two men arrested on the charge of having 
murdered Patrick Reid for the purpose, it 
is believed, of preventing him giving in- 
formation regarding the dynamite con- 
spiracy said to exist in this city, were ar- 
raigned in court and formally charged 
with the crime. They were then re 
manded. 

Wife Murderer Wanted to Die. 

WoRCESTER, Mass., Dec. 16.—Michael 
Carey, the Southbridge wife murderer, 
confined in the jail here awaiting trial, 
attempted to take his own life by remov- 
ing half of one of the lenses from his spec- 
tacles and with the sharp end cutting an 
artery in hisleft arm. The cut was dis- 
covered in time and his life saved. 


Many Students Laid Up. 

MIppLETOoWN, Conn., Dec. 16.—As the 
result of an epidemic of the grip and 
several typhoid fever cases in Wesleyan 
college some of the recitations have had 
to be suspended. There are 30 cases of 
grip inthecollege. Several other students 
are ill with typhoid fever.

CLEVELAND'S CLAIM. 


Stevens Connived at the Revolution 
In Hawaii. 


IMPORTANT EVENT IN POINT 


Which Occurred In Honolulu 
In July, 1889. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—The publication 
here of Minister Stevens’ letter to Secre- 
tary Blaine of March 8, in which he asks 
explicit instructions from the secretsry 
relative to the use of the naval force in 
the event of a revolution, which he r- 
gards as imminent and likely to occnr : 
any time, has greatly changed the #5) 
of affairs, and renders the position of t: 
vresident entirely satisfactory to 
friends in both houses. Blaine’s lett: 
reply cannot be found, but that he «: 
reply there is no doubt, at least that is 1): 
belief of those in the state departs: 
who were then and are now in positio. 
know. 

Blaine never disguised his desir 
secure at the earliest moment the acqui— 
tion of these islands. Stevens was sent! 
there for that purpose. There are other 
letters of Minister Stevens’s bearing on 
this question, which clearly show that he 
was conniving at and was fully aware of 
all the movements of the revolutionists a 
month before Jan. 14. All these matters 
will be set forth in the president’s special 
message. 

Timely Landing of Marines. 

Among many other interesting papers 
relating to the Hawaiian affair which 
have not been included in the published 
volumes of state department  corre- 
spondence, annually issued, is Minister 
George W.. Merrill’s account of the Wil- 
eox revolution of 1889, which sheds a lig‘) 
upon the Stevens dispatch of March 8, 
1892, asking instructions in the event of 
a similar occurrence, to which dispatch, 
it is stated, no record can be found in the 
state department of any reply having been 
made by Secretary Blaine. Mr. Merrill 
writes under date of Honolulu, Aug. 1, 
1889: 

“About 6a. m., July 30, 1889, a message 
from the king informed methat an armed 
party, led by Mr. Wilcox, was in posses- 
sion of the palace grounds, and soon 
thereafter it was learned that the in- 
surgents were in charge of the building 
containing the government offices. As 
soon as possible I had communication 
with Commander Woodward of the 
United States steamer Adams, and at 
once all necessary preparations were made 
to land a force necessary for the protec- 
tion of the people and property inter- 
ested.” 

Mr. Merrill relates in detail how the 
British, Portuguese and French commis- 
sioners came to the United States legation 
and informed him that they had deter- 
mined “‘to occupy the tops of the buildings 
with sharpshooters for the purpose of pre- 
venting the use of the cannon which were 
known to be in the possession of the insur- 
gents inside the walls enclosing the palace 
grounds.” 

“At this juncture,” continued Mr. Mer- 
rill, “asthe report of small arms and 
cannon came from the palace grounds 
and immediate vicinity quite rapidly, I at 
once requested Captain Woodward of the 
United States steamer Adams, the same 
vessel now at Honolulu, to send to the le- 
gation a body of marines, which request 
he promptly complied with.” Mr. Mer- 
rill adds that, after the affair was over, 
the members of the cabinet and many 
prominent residents expressed much com- 
mendation of the prompt landing of the 
men.” 

Stevens Speaks. 

Boston, Dec. 16.—Ex-Minister to Ha- 
waii John L. Stevens makes the following 
self-explanatory statement: ‘Regarding 
the dispatch to Secretary Blaine, signed 
by me, it is proper to say that no answer 
was ever received by me, and probably 
none was ever written. Doubtless Mr. 
Blaine thought that the standing instruc- 
tions and usages of the legation, of which 
Ithen had charge, especially Secretary 
Bayard’s dispatch to Minister Merrill of 
July 12, 1887, were sufficient for my guid- 
ance, thus throwing on the American rep- 
resentatives at Honolulu the responsibil- 
ity of dealing with facts and emergencic? 
asto which they could judge more ac- 
curately than the Washington officials. 
All official dispatches received by me dur- 
ing my residence in Honolulu were duly 
numbered andon file in the legation at 
Honolulu.” 

Left a Bad Kecord Behind.

WOODWARD FUND 


Income Has Been More Than the 
Required Per Gent. 


PRESENTED IN A NEW LIGHT. 


The Increased Value of the Real 
Estate Entirely Overlooked. 


It is a little surprising that the city has 
not used the increased value of the Wood- 
ward land held bythe trustees in its 
arguments before the Supreme court to 
show that the income of the property has 
been six per cent, or even more. The 
clause of the will reads as follows: 

Fifthly,—I give and bequeath to the 
town of Quincy, in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, and County of Norfolk, in 
its corporate capacity, all my real estate in 
the town of Quincy, and all the pews I 
may own in the various meeting houses or 
churches in and ont of town, at my death, 
with the exception of the homestead, where 
I now live, the portion ef the farm of the 
late Daniel Greenleaf, to be hereafter de- 
scribed, and pew No. 58 in Stone Temple, 
as a Fund for purposes to be hereafter 
mentioned, to be disposed of or kept as the 
town may think proper; the sales together 
with the rents and profits and income from 
whatever source obtained, to be kept as a 
perpetual fund, guaranteed by the town 
with six per cent. interest forever for the 
purposes to be hereafter mentioned, viz:— 

The First Value. 

Dr. Woodward died in 1869 after the 
taxes had been assessed. The Assessors 
book for that year shows his total real 
estate to have been assessed $17,900, and 
the Greenleaf farm owned by him and 
occupied by Hon. Peter Butler to have 
been worth $24,900. 

The first report of the trustees of the 
Woodward fund was inthe Town Report 
for the year ending Feb. 1, 1872. In it the 
treasurer acknowledges the receipt from 
Frederick Hudson, the surviving executor, 
of securities amouating in value to 
$30,089.83, and other property as follows: 
Greenleaf farm, house and land on Spear 
street, house and land at Germantown, 
two pews in Congregational church and 
one in Universalist church. 

Previous to the first report of Feb. 1, 
1872, all the property except the Greenleaf 
farm had been sold, and the amount of 
the securities and cash was $52,722.54. 

Now what was the value of the portion 
ef the Greenleaf farm bequeathed to the 
city? The most valuable part, including 
many acres of land and the old homestead, 
was left to Woodward Hudson, 

Value of Farm. 

The farm was taxed to Mr. Butler, and 
his entire real estate in 1869 was valued 
at $24,900; in 1870 the value was $31,900, 
and in 1871, $30,700. 

As the most valuable part of the farm 
went to Mr. Hudson, it is fair to say that 
that bequeathed to the city was not worth 
over $15,000. 

This $15,000 plus the $52,722.84, the 
value of the personal property as shown 
above, gives a total of $67,722.84. Property 
at six per cent, compound interest doubles 
in 12 1-2 years or twice in 25 years. The 
property was received in 1871, so the 25 
years will not be up until 1896. 

If the $67,722.84 doubled in 12} years, it 
would amount to $135,445.68 ia 1883, and 
doubling again the next 123 years, would 
amount to $270,891.36 in 1896. 

What does it really amount to now? The 
statement of January 1, 1893, less than 22 
years after the city obtained possession, 
shows the amount to be $292,489 55 as 
follows:

Had the real estate of the Greenleaf farm 
been valued as high as $20,000 the property 
at six per cent. compound interest would 
amount to $290,891.36 in 1896. So the city 
has certainly fulfilled the required six per 
cent. to date, whatever it may do in the 
future. 

It will bea matter of regret that these 
facts were not presented to the Supreme 
court before the case closed. Perhaps there 
is enough new testimony to secure a “‘ new 
tria].”’

ARIZONA TOO SMALL. 


Everett Speaks Against Its Admis- 
sion as a State. 

The National House yesterday followed 
up its vote to admit Utah as a State, by 
voting to admit Arizona. From Dr. 
Everett's speech in opposition the follow- 
ing extract is made : 

“T believe, sir, it has proved a mistake 
whatever party may have acted in admit- 
ting them, and I think it ought not to be 
considered as a party question. If these 
territories deserve to be admitted as states, 
by all means let them be admitted, which- 
ever parly they are to vote with now; 
whichever party they are to vote with here- 
after, or, if they decide they will vote with 
neither of the great parties, but for some 
third party that they consider responds 
more clearly to their local demands, 

“*Tf they are entitled to statehood, I will 
vote for giving it to them, even if I know 
they are going to vote against what I be- 
lieve to be the general welfare of the United 
Staves, 

“If they have not the proper qualifica- 
tions for being admitted to statehood, I 
shall vote against them, even though I 
know I am throwing away votes that would 
be on my side. 

“Tt does not seem to me that the popula- 
tion of Arizona is sufficient to admitit to 
statehood now, and that it has not shown 
that its rate of increase is sufficient to lead 
us to infer that it will have the requisite 
population in ashort time. I may be mis- 
taken; I shall be glad if I prove wrong. 


Medfield Asylum Hearing. 

The executive council were in session all 
day Thursday over the Medfield asylum 
matter, but reached no decision with refer- 
ence to the charges made against the com- 
missioners by the contractors, who have 
alleged breaches of contract. 

The committee of the council, Messrs, 
Morgan and Rice, who, with Gov. Russell, 
have been investigating the case, laid the 
matter before the whole council Thursday, 


=} and Commissioners Murphy and Federhen, 


Architect Wentworth and Contractors 
White and Dillon, with counsel, were 
called to give testimony. 

The principle controversy related to the 
quality and price of brick used. Mr. White 
claiming that the commissioners rejected 
one kind which was permitted to go into 
some of the other buildings in which Mur- 
phy is alleged to be interested. 

One of the complainants, after the session 
was over, said that previous to the trouble 
the commission had granted them about 45 
per cent. on estimates, but since the inves- 
tigation began they have even made an 
allowance of nearly $8,000 without any 
request at all.—Boston Advertiser. 

The morning Herald says: ‘Gov. Rus- 
sell has decided to demand the resignations 
of the remaining two members of the build- 
ing committee of the Medfield asylum, 
Jeremiah Murphy of Worcester and ,Her- 
bert M. Federhen of Quincy. 

“Nicholas Hathaway of Fall River, who 
was the third member of ,the committee, 
resigned at the request of the Governor a 
couple of weeks ago. If Messrs. Murphy 
and Federhen do not resign, they will be 
removed. 

‘*It is said that incompetency is the 
most serious charge brought against 
Messrs. Murphy and Federhen. It is be- 
lieved nothing has been discovered to re- 
flect on their personal integrity. Some 
stories have been told of heavy personal ex- 
penses in making trips to distant cities, 
but it is understood that no special atten- 
tion has been paid to them by the council.”

Filibustering Started on the McGarrahan 
Bill and Was Kept Up. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Mr. Breckin- 
dge reported to the house the urgent de- 
ciency bill. The measure is intended to 
provide for further urgent deficiencies in 
the appropriations for the fiscal year 1894, 
and carries an appropriation of $1,651,896. 

Mr. Pendleton called up the McGarra- 
han bill and moved that the house go into 
committee of the whole for its consid- 
eration. Filibustering was renewed, a di- 
vision was demanded, the point of no quo- 
rum raised by Mr. Sayers and tellers 
wereappointed. ‘The vote resulted: Yeas, 
169; nays, 11. 

Aquorum having voted, Mr. McRae 
took the chair and the bill was read in 
full. Mr. Pendleton made a defense of 
the bill and Mr. Sayers opposed it. The 
committee rose without action. Mr. 
Wheeler moved that the house go into 
committee of the whole on the bill to ad- 
mit Arizona territory as a state. Mr. 
Hooker demanded a division; the point of 
no quorum was raised, and the yeas and 
nays were ordered. 

The action of the house in following up 
the passage of the bill admitting Utah as 
a state with the passage-fthe bill ad- 
mitting ArizQAa as a state, and the pros- 
pect that thg New Mexico bill will have 


similar treftment, pleases the silverites 
of both partie, . 


PRANK OF STUDENTS 


Creates QuKte a Sensation at Phillips 

pees Exeter Academy. 
~Exrter, N. H., Dec. 16.—There was a 
sensation at Phillips Exeter academy yes- 
terday. When the students entered the 
main hall for the commencement of the 
day’s exercises, the faculty and many of 
the students expressed great indignation, 
for the hall was decorated as it had never 
been before and probably never will again. 
On all of the walls and on the floors of the 
study room and halls were pasted pictures 
of ballet girls and bewitching females in 
scant clothing.

INTERESTING TESTS. 2 THE COUNTRY’S GROWTH 


Relative Action of Muscle and Mind 
Told by Machinery. 


EXPERT FENCERS AS SUBJECTS. 


Dr. Hammond Wins In the Duel 
List Class. 


New HAVEN, Dec. 16.—A seriesof ex- 
periments were made at Yale last night 
witha machine designed by Dr. E. W. 
Scripture of the physiological depart- 
ment, for the purpose of testing the rela- 
tive action of mind and muscle. 

Dr. P. F. O’Connor of Columbia college, 
champion swordsman of America in the 
saber class, Dr. Grame Hammond, cham- 


pion of the duel list class; Dr. Jacobs of 


the New Vorg~-sthiétic “Club, and Dr. 

ostel, the newly appointed instructor of 
fencing at Yale, were taken individually 
and put through a number of movements 
which called into play allthe alertness 
claimed for experienced fencers. 

The object of the experiments was, as 
Dr. Scripture expressed it, to ascertain 
the relative swiftness of action by swords- 
men in response toa given signal. Mind, 
muscle and nerves were alike tested in 
the experiments which followed. In all 
of them the eye was used asthe agency by 
means of which thesignals were perceived. 

The Tests. 

The first series of experiments were for 
the purpose of discovering how many ac- 
curate lunges could be made by a fencer 
with a foil at a given disk. Dr. Hammond 
bore off the palm for accuracy of action. 
Nine of his 10 lunges were perfect, and the 
best his nearest competitor could do was 
to score eight out of a possible 10. 

The second series «f experiments were 
made with foils to co:uplete an electrical 
circuit, and thus the exact time of the 
movement from one place to another 
could thereby be noted. In this series the 
time was taken to the 1-100th part of a 
second. - 

The third series was to effect an accn- 
rate record of the quickness of the action 
ofthe mindin following a given signal. 
In response to the signal the foil was 
moved to the right, left and up and down 
as quickly as the mind could react, and 
the exact time required was noted. 

In only the first series was the result 
announced. Dr. Scripture is footing up 
his records and will announce his result 
later. He said that the experiments 
would assuredly decide some of the vex- 
ing and mooted questions of his science 
when accurately compiled. 


Burns Not In It, 

PROVIDENCE, Dec. 16.—The finish fight 
for a purse of $1000 between Martin Flah- 
erty of Lowell, Mass., and Bobby Burns 
of this city was pulled off atthe Metropole 
club last night. Burns was not in the 
fight from the start. Flaherty through- 
out was active, particularly cautious, and 
hit his opponent hard. Flaherty in the 
18th round smashed Burns right and left. 
Burns’ friends jumped into the ring then 
and prevented his being knocked out. 
The referee awarded the fight to Flaherty. 
It is the second time he has defeated 
Burns. 


A Fair Proposition. 

Boston, Dec. 16.—Much dissatisfaction 
was expressed at the meeting of Dec- 
orators’ union 254 last night over the em- 
ployment of a number of New York dec- 
orators on the new public library building 
in this city, when there are somany mem- 
bers of the craft who are citizens and 
taxpayers without employment. Resolu- 
tions were adopted requesting Mayor Mat- 
thews to give the work to citizens when- 
ever practicable. 

A Suspicious Case, 

NEw HAVEN, Dec. 16.—Coroner Mix is 
investigating the death of Mrs. George 
Miller, who died yesterday. Until a week 
ago she was attended by Dr. J. Edward 
Lee, the physician who was tried in Octo- 
ber last on the charge of malpractice. Dr. 
Fleichner, who was afterward called, be- 
lieving that the circumstances surround- 
ing Mrs. Miller’s death were suspicious, 
notified the coroner and medical exam- 
iner. 

Injuries May Cause Death. 

FALL RIVER, Mass., Dec. 16.—An Italian 
peanut vender, Charles Vennear, was 
ejected from J. T. Daly’s saloon last night 
by the bartender, after a row inside. Ven- 
near was found lying on the sidewalk, 
officers being attracted to the spot by the 
noise. His right hand was almost severed 
from his arm, and there were four cuts 
and bruises on his head. The man’s 
chances of living are slim.

PortsmouTH, N. H., Dec, 16.—There is a 
feeling of great uneasiness at the navy 
yard over the non-appearance of Lieu- 
tenant Sillette of the United States marine 
corps, who left Washington on Monday 
last for this city, where his wife lies seri- 
ously ill. Nothing h=s been heard of him 
since his departure from the capital.

ing the Hard Times. 


New Yorks, Dec. 16.—R. G. Dun’s 
Weekly Review of Trade says: It is 
proof of the enormous vitality of the 
country that while mills are stopping in 
every direction, andthe army of unem- 
ployed is larger than has been for many 
years, other mills are constantly starting 
up to answer the demand which a single 
year of unprecedented disaster has only 
diminished. Industry is doing nothing 
on speculation, but the needs which the 
wonderful growth and past prosperity of 
the people have created are pressing upon 
supplies exhausted by months of reduced 
production. 

Trade still waits as much as it can, and 
yet the volume of business, in a mere 
hand-to-mouth basis, is such as would 
have been called large a few years ago. 
Measured by clearing houses, it is 19 
per cent less than a year ago, the decrease 
being greater at the west and south and 
less at the east.

ARSENIC CAPSULES. 


Expert Chemists Give Testimony In the 
Meyer Trial. 

New York, Dec. 16.—George Ramsey, a 
druggist, was called to the witness stand 
yesterday as an expert to testify about the 
capsules which had been identified as the 
size used by Dr. Meyer in administering 
pure arsenic to Brandt. He set up a pre- 
scription department on a table in front 
ofthe jury box, and carefully filled a 
capsule with the arsenic. Then he placed 
the capsule in his scales, and after a while 
said: ‘‘The capsule weighs 1 1-2 grains. 
I have put 26 grains of arsenic in it.” 

Sometimes two grains will kill. Pro- 
fessor Wood had testified that “‘six to 10 
grains of arsenic developed into six doses 
would prove surely fatal.” 

The surprise of the day was sprung by 
the defense when Dr. O’Sullivan called his 
old enemy, Professor Rudolph A. Witt- 
haus, the chemist, to the witness stand 
in behalf of Dr. Meyer. 

Dr. O’Sullivan’s first questions were 
calculated to impress the jury that Pro- 
fessor Witthaus had invariably appeared 
as an expert against the accused in every 
former case. The professor said it would 
be impossible to determine whether 
poisons in a body were ante-mortem or 
post-mortem. It was 4:10 o’clock when 
the defense closed, having occupied only 
five hours. 


DOESN’T LIKE IT. 
Carlisle Displeased With Voorhees’ New 
Silver Bill. ; 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Secretary Car- 
lisle was asked what he thought of Sena- 
tor Voorhees’ financial scheme, which re 
quires the secretary to coin $2,000,000 a 
month of the seigniorage until exhausted, 
and thereafter to purchase $2,000,000 of 
bullion monthly. 

The secretary said he knew nothing 
about it and never heard of it until he 
read it in the papers. Hesaid that he was 
decidedly opposed to it, and that it was 
nothing more or less than the restoration 
of the old Bland act. In fact he did not 
want any legislation of that kind. 

He would not object to a measure giv- 
ing him authority to coin the seigniorage 
if he required it, but to compel him to 
coin $2,000,000 per month until the seign- 
jorage was used up, and then to pur- 
chase and coin thereafter $2,000,000 bullion 
monthly he regards as absurd. 

The secretary has his report all com- 
pleted, except that referring to the inter- 
national revenue branch. He says that 
the Democratic members of the ways and 
means committee have promised to give 
him the information required today. If 
he gets it he will have his report ready to 
submit to congress on Monday. 

The secretary does not believe there 
will be any change in the sugar schedule. 
The revenue required will be derived from 
other sources. If the committee shall 
agree toan individual income tax, it,is 
safe to say that it would stund very little 
chance of passing the house. 


Strike Spreads. 

Dansury, Conn., Dec. 16.—The hatters’ 
strike has spread to Bethel, another town 
wholly dependent upon that industry, and 
only three miles from Danbury. Judd & 
Dunning, owners of the largest factory in 
Bethel, discharged all their finishers and 
closed their factory indefinitely. It is ex- 
pected that they will not reopen until 
they learn the result of the Danbury lock- 
out. They employed about 250 hands. 


Watching For Tuberculosis. 

BEVERLY, Mass., Dec. 16.—Inspectors of 
the state board of cattle commissioners 
visited the farm of Edna Swift yesterday 
and inspected the cattle for symptoms of 
tuberculosis. Out of a herd of 20 six had 
been quarantined some time ago upon 
the first symptom of the disease, and of 
this number one was ordered to be killed 
and another was placed in quarantine for 
a longer period. 


Many Days Overdue. 

Boston, Dec. 16.—As the schooner Mar- 
garet A. Gregory of Rockland, Me., Cap- 
tain Gregory, from Cape Haytien for Bos- 
ton, is now 50 days out, fears are enter- 
tained for the vessel’s safety, The Greg- 
ory has a cargo of about 350 tons of log- 
wood. Captain Gregory was accompanied 
by his wife. 

A Lack of Evidence, 

HARTFORD, Dec. 16.—The cases of con- 
spiracy against Evan W. Scott and 21 
others, charged with falsifying the pay 
rolls of the East Hartford shops of the 
New York and New England railroad, 
were nolled prossed yesterday as sufficient 
evidence against the men could not be ob- 
tained. 


Heavy Firing Prevents Landing. 

BUENOS AYREs, Dec. 16.—Although the 
customs authorities at Rio de Janeiro 
have not proclaimed a formal blockade of 
that port the landing of passengers or 
cargoes is impossible owing to the inces- 
sant firing which is directed at all 
lighters.

SPECIAL MESSAGE ON HAWAII 


Promises to Engross Attention 
of Both Branches. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—It is the present 
imtention of the powers that be in con- 
gress to adjourn fer the holiday recess 
next Thursday until Jan. 4of the new 
year. The tariff debate which the Demo- 
cratic leaders had hoped to enter upon be- 
fore the adjournment cannot now begin 
until after the recess, although the bill 
will be reported to the house either on 
Tuesday or Wednesday. 

The four days before the adjournment 
promise to be busy ones. Today the de- 
bate over the appropriation of $200,000 for 
special examiners in the urgent deficiency 
bill was continued limited, by an agree- 


ment made, to one hour anda half ona |! 


side. None of the other items in the bill 
Were subject to opposition, and the bill 
passed as soon as the debate concluded. 
After the urgent deficiency was dfs 
posed of, the New Mexico statehood bill, 
which is the special order after the morn- 


ing hour, again came forward, and itis!

morrow, provided the Democratic quorum | 


expected that it will go 
remains intact. If the Republicans fili- 
buster and the quorum breaks the house 
may be deadlocked for the rest of the 
week as far as business after the morning 
hour is concerned. 

| The transmission of the Hawaiian cor- 
respondence by the president may lead to 
some debate on this question in open 
house. Much, however, will depend on 
the nature of the correspondence, and the 
instructions given to Minister Willis and 
the tenor of the president’s message. 

On the highest authority it can be 
stated that the president’s message, trans- 
mitting the correspondence, will show 
that the administration has done all in 
its power by the aid of diplomacy to 
right the wrong, from itsstandpoint, done 
the Hawaiian monarchy, and that the sit- 
uation is now one for the congress of the 
United States to deal with. 

In other words, that diplomacy has 
failed to restore the conditions existing 
prior to the revolution, and congress must 
now decide whether other means are to be 
employed. The message will also remove 
the last doubt about a disagreement be 
tween the president and his secretary of 
state. It will show that Mr. Cleveland 
and Secretary Gresham have been in 
thorough accord from the first. 

On Wednesday it is possible that Mr. 
Bailey’s voluntary bankruptcy bill may 
comeup. The bill for the collection of 
abandoned and captured property may 
also figure in the week’s proceedings. 

{ The morning hour each day will be con- 
sumed with matters of minor moment. 

| Senate Forecast. 

} Forthe third week in succession, Ha- 
waii promises to be the important subject 
before the senate. 

! The president today complied with the 
requests of both houses of congress for 
copies of all the recent correspondence on 
the Hawaiian question, and it is consid- 
ered almost certain that, whatsoever con- 
dition of affairs the correspondence and 
the message accompanying it may reveal, 
the senate will find in it text for numer- 
ous speeches. 

The program today in the senate includes 
the reception of the president’s Hawaiian 
message, and speeches by Senators Hans- 
brough and Dolph, the former in explana- 
tion of the bill for the extermination of the 
Russian thistle atid the latter on the sub- 
ject of the tariff. 

The remainder of the- week not given 
up to Hawaiian matters, will, in all prob- 
ability, be devoted to the consideration of 
comparatively unimportant bills on the 
calendar, of which there are a large num- 
ber. 

} Many of the senate committees have 
been turning out work at a rapid rate dur- 
ing the two weeks of the session, and asa 
consequence the calendar is much longer 
now than it was at the beginning of the 
session, notwithstanding the senate has 
passed a large number of bills for the 
time it has been in session. 

. If the nomination of Judge Hornblower

SWEPT BY A FLOOD. 


I'wenty-Five Hundred Persons at Buffalo 
Driven From Home. 


BUFFALO, Dec. 18.—The greatest flood 
that has struck South Buffaloin a score of 
years occurred Saturday. Swelled by the 
heavy rain and thaw of the last 24 hours, 
Buffalo creek overflowed its banks and 
flooded fivesquare miles of territory in 
that section. 

Five hundred houses were inundated 
and 2500 persons rendered homeless. The 
streams of rushing waters met in a low 
land, and the overflow found egress to- 
ward the populated section in Elk and 
Seneca streets. 

As the waters rose persons living in the 
lowlands had to fly for their lives. The 
flood came so suddenly that household 
effects were left behind. Tho water rose 
to a depth of four feet and entered houses 
and swept away many movable articles. 
Live stock and fowl were drowned before 
their owners could liberate them. Persons 
rushed to upper floors for safety and there 
ewaited rescue. 

The water has how subsided. It is im- 
possible at thistime to accurately esti- 
mate loss to property and streets, but it 
will certainly exceed $100,000. 


MRS. MEYERS IS DEAD. 


Mysterious Shooting Case Will 
Thoroughly In ostigated. 

PoRTLAND, Me., Dec. 18.—Mrs. Meyers 
who was shot in Cumberland, near by 
Yarmouth, three weeks ago, died yester- 
day. Coroner Perry went to Yarmouth 
immediately and swore in a jury, and the 
investigation will begin at once. It is 
claimed that it will prove to be a case of 
premeditated murder. Mrs. Meyers was 
in her room in the house of her son-in- 
law, A. M. Prawda, at the time of the 
shooting. It was shown that theshot was 
fired at less than 40 feet from the house, 
and not later that8 o’clock in the even- 
ing. Coroner Perry adjourned his jury 
until Friday. The case isin the hands of 
the county officers, who are not expected 
to make any arrests till after the inquest. 


Spaniards Wanted to Fight. 

MADRID, Dec. 18.—A dispatch from 
Melilla says that the Kabyles attempted 
to capture a Spanish bark which was 
drifting intheriverOro. General Campos 
ordered his troops to shell the Arabs. 
Soon after fire was opened upon the enemy 
a Moorish pasha came into the Spanish 
eamp and begged that the firing should 
cease, promising to punish the offenders. 
The Spanish soldiers were disappointed at 
this result, as they had hoped that the 
campaign had at length been opened in 
earnest.

Editorial Comment. 


THERE SEEMS to be no doubt but it is 
the intention to remove the John Adams 
library to Boston, and it is remarkable that 
there is not a strong protest againstit. It 
appears like an unwarranted liberty, the 
books having been presented ‘*to the in- 
habitants of Quincy.”” Because the con- 
ditions, under which the gift was made 
say,—‘‘that none of the books shall ever 
be sold, exchanged or lent, or suffered to be 
removed from the apartment without a 
solemn vote of a majority of the superin- 
tendents’’—they do not give said superin- 
tendents the right to give the whole library 
to the city of Boston. We believe there is 
a legal barrier. The historians and in- 
habitants of this city doubtless have as 
much interest in the library as have those 
of Boston, and so long as they have pro- 
vided a safe and convenient place for the 
books and careful custodians, why shouldn’t 
the library be allowed to remain? 


Ir WOULD seem that stockholders of the 
Old Colony railroad were suspicious of the 
N. Y.,N. H. & H. R.R. which has ac- 
quired a lease of it. While a majority 
(many by proxy) voted in favor of the lease, 
not more than one-third have voted to ex- 
change their stock, and the time expires 
Dec. 19. ‘The financial editor of the Tran- 
script says, “‘ The reason why numerous 
holders of Old Colony stock are not mak- 
ing the exchange is due to the doubt as to 
what the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford may do when it gets a majority of the 
Old Colony stock in its control.”” The 
belief is growing that a big mistake was 
made. 

Ir 1s said there will be a strong move- 
ment in the Legislature this winter to 
change the date of assessing taxes from 
May 1 to April. It is argued by those 
favoring the change that assessors need 
more time and thirty days more would be 
thus accorded the work. There are other 
good reasons. It would also be for the 
interests of the city, and save quite an item 
of interest, if taxes were due one or two 
months earlier than Nov. 1.

The statement that the increase in the 
value tit A had not been considered by 
the Trus' and their attorneys before the 
Supreme court, is not a fact. They did 
attempt to include in, but the Supreme 
court took no stock init. The last clause 
of the paragraph making the request, 
reads, ‘‘the sales together with the rents 
and profits and income from whatever 
source obtained, to be kept as a perpetual 
fund, guaranteed by the town with six per 
cent. interest forever for the purposes to 
be hereafter mentioned.” 

However considered, the income has in- 
creased nearly if not quite six per cent., 
and Dartmouth college admits that the 
fund has at all times been prudently in- 
vested in a reasonable and proper manner 
and has received the prevailing market 
interest. 

A report from the Supreme court is not 
expected before the middie or last of 
January and may be later. It places 
Quincy in an awkward position, as the 
school must be opened before next May. 
The board of education, who will have 
charge of the school, don’t of course feel 
like making contracts with teachers in face 
of the doubt whether Quincy will retain 
the fund and the school. City Solicitor 
McAnarney looks for a victory for Quincy, 
and is confident the fund will remain. 


TROUBLE OVER SALARY 


A Former Principal of the John Han- 
cock School, Quincy, 

The Transcript says, The school superin- 
tendency question in the towns of Sand- 
wich, Bourne and Masbpee is becoming 
more and more involved. Mr. Howard S. 
Freeman of Quincy, who has been acting 
as superintendent of the schools in these 
towns since October, has presented his 
bill for services to the town of Pourne. 
The selectmen, who had previously sought 
legal advice, refused to give Mr. Freeman 
an order on the town treasurer for the 
amount. 

Since Mr. Freeman was chosen to take 
charge of the schools he has visited the 
schools in Bourne, notwithstanding the 
fact that the chairman of the Bourne com- 
mittee notified the Sandwich School Board 
that they would not recognize Mr. Free- 
man as the legally elected superintendent. 
Rev. D. G. Donnocker, who has taken up 
a residence in the town, and who was 
elected by the joint committees, visits the 
schools of Bourne regularly. 

Matters have become so complicated 
that the only alternative now is the courts. 
It is generally understood that suits for the 
salaries of the two superintendents will 
soon be brought, when the courts will be 
called upon to settle the whole question. 
As things now stand, the school committee 
of Sandwich does not recognize Mr. 
Donnocker as superintendent, and that of 
Bourne does not recognize Mr. Freeman. 


—A Frenchman has discovered a process 
by which eggs can be kept indefinitely and 
retain their freshness of taste for more 
than a year. According to this man, who 
is a chemist, it is useless to paint or render 
air tight the outside of the shell while air 
remains within the egg. Each egg con- 
tains within its shell a little air 
chamber, containing sufficient air to 
decompose the albumen even without the 
aid of any which might filter through the 
pores of the shell. This is tbe reason that 
all attempts at present known have been 
failures. This chemist drives out this air 
by injecting into the egg a solution of salt 
and water. When the air is exhausted 
the tiny opening is hermetically sealed with 
a drop of sealing wax. Then the egg will 
keep its fresh taste any length of time.

SCHAEFER’S ANCHOR. 
A World-Breaking Record Run of Nearly 
.- 600 Caroms. 

New YorkK, Dec. 18.—The billiardistg 
were surprised at the great run of 
made by Schaefer in his contest with 
Ives Saturday night. They might well be, 
for it was a surprise tothe whole world, 
The record for a run in 14inch balk liné 
was made by Ives in Chicago last Novem- 
ber, when Schaefer was beaten in aJsimil 
way as Ives was. Ives got 450 then, 110 
less, and it was all owing to the “anchor 
position. The perfect “anchor” js con- 
sidered to be when the two ballg are 
dead against the cushion No one but a 
billiardist can imagine the delicacy of 
touch which can keep them there for any 
length of time. Some say both balls 
should not be dead against the cushion, 
but one may or neither. They must be 
very close to it and very near each other. 

With Schaefer the balls were just free 
of the cushion, so as to give them play, 
and he maneuvred with a keen and care- 
ful stroke which never waned, and could 
not waver. Achievement in this specialty 
is chiefly of keen eyesight. 

The peril isin hitting the first ball too 
full, which tends to missing the other. 
Often what seems to be a true ‘‘anchor” 
isonly a ‘straddle.’ The “anchor” can 
occur in only right places in balk line, or 
where the short lines intersect the cushion. 


THREE LUNATICS 


Made Things Lively on a Voyage From 
China to America, 

CHICAGO, Dee. 18—A special to The 
Inter-Ocean from San Francisco says: 
The Pacific mail steamer Rio de Janerio, 
which arrived yesterday from China, was 
a floating lunatic asylum during the 
voyage. It brought the corpse of Amert- 
can Cor&ul General Alfred D. Jones of 
Shanghai, who died seven days after 
leaving pom, a raving maniac, and it also 
brought Purser J. H. Mahar, late of the 
steamer Peru, who was also violently in- 
sane. 

Consul Jones seemed to be suffering 
from melancholia when taken on board at 
Shanghai, but he soon became violent and 
smashed articles in his cabin and tried to 
run amuck on deck. He was manacled 
and a watch put over him, but he steadily 
grew worse and died on Dec. 9. 

Purser Mahar became insane at Hong 
Kong and was sent back here for treat- 
ment. He smashed windows in the 
steamer’s saloonand had to be put in 
irons. Onthe voyage one of the Rio’s 
Chinese passengers developed insanity 
and ran amuck with a big carving knife. 
He was knocked down before he hurt any 
one. 


Explosion at Biddeford. 

BIDDEFORD, Me., Dec. 18.—The explo- 
sion of the large gasometer was the occa- 
sion of great excitement here. The roof 
of the building was blown high into the 
airand the brick walls were shattered. 
The explosion was caused by gas igniting 
from alanternin the hands of Michael 
McCarthy. Hewas so badly burned on 
the head, face, neck and hands that he is 
not likely to recover. All houses in that 
section were shaken by the shock and the 
flames illuminated the whole city. Total 
loss about 3400. 


Steamer Puritan Disabled. 

Newport, R. I, Dec. 18.—The crack 
steamer Puritan of the Fall River lineran 
on to Bishop’s rock, near this port, as she 
was coming down here from Fall River to 
be laid up. She struck the rock solidly, 
knocking a hole in her bottom, near the 
tow. She made her way into this harbor, 
while the pumps were kept going cen- 
stantly. It is not known how she hap- 
pened to stray from the channel and strike 
the rock. 

Novel Way of Raising Funds, 

MANKATO, Kan., Dec. 18. — The city 
council, to increase depleted fundsin the 
city treasury, passed unanimously an 
ordinance making it a nuisance for any 
person hereafter to whistle or sing “‘After 
the Ball” between the hours of 6a. m.

JOHN ADAMS LIBRARY. 


How It Was Left and Where It Has 
Been Kept. 

The Sunday Herald had an interesting 
Story of the “John Adams Library” in 
connection with its proposed removal from 
Quincy to Boston, from which the follow- 
iDg extracts are made: 

On the 10th of August, 1822, the vener- 
able Adams, then in his 87th year, formally 
deeded to the inhabitants of the town of 
Quincy his entire library, ‘excepting a few 
that I shall reserve for my consolation in 
the few days that remain to me,”’ This con- 
Veyatice, together with two other deeds, 
Riving valuable lands to the town, was 
printed in a pamphlet of 67 pages in 1823, 
entitled, “‘ Deeds and other documents re- 
lating to the several pieces of land, and to 
the library presented to the town of Quincy 
by President Adams, together with a cata- 
logue of the books.” 

The books were vested in the supervisors 
of the Adams Temple and school fund, 
“‘ with the addition of the Rey. Mr. Whitney 
and the successive settled ministers of the 
Congregational Society, and also of the 
future settled ministers of the Episcopal 
Society.” 

The conditions.were few, the most im- 
portant being “that none of the books 
shall ever be sold, exchanged, or lent, or 
suffered to be removed from the apart- 
ment, without a solemn vote of a majority 
of the superintendents,” and that these 
books were ‘to be kept by themselves in 
separate alcoves, to be denominated the 
Coddington Alcoves,’’ 

History of Library. 


Inregard to the history of these books 
from 1823 untif10 years ago, through the 
kindness of Charles Francis Adams, the 
following facts are now presented in print 
for the first time, we believe. The library 
remained in the possession of the family of 
John Adams, the Academy building not 
being constructedy and there being no 
place of deposit for it during the life of 
John Quincy Adams. 

John Quincy Adams died in February, 
1848. In August of the following year, his 
sop, Charles Francis Adams, had the li- 
brary removed to a room in the Town Hall 
building in Quincy, where he placed it in 
bookcases. It there remained wholly un- 
disturbed, and never used for a number of 
years, when the town, having other uses to 
make of the room in which it was stored, 
requested the supervisors to remove it, 
This was somewhere between the years 
1861 and 1864. It was then placed ina 
species of lumber room connected with the 
law office of the present John Quincy 
Adams, in the same Town Hall building. 
Here it was absolutely neglected, everyone 
having free access to it, and it probably 
sustained more or less serious losses. 

It remained there until the Adams 
Academy building was erected in Quincy 
on the site of the birthplace of John Han- 
cock, about the year 1870. Is was then 
removed to that building. Here it femained 
until placed, in 1883, in the Thomas Crane 
Memorial Hall. While in the Adams 
Academy building it probably sustained 
the most serious injuries since the time of 
the death of John Adams, for the scholars 
of the Academy had free access to the 
books, and while many of them probably 
disappeared, one of the boys then at the 
school—now a member of the board of 
trustees of the Thomas Crane Public 
library—told Mr. Adams since notice of its 
removal to the Boston Public library was 
given, that while he was at the school the 
boys were in the constant habit of cutting 
autographs from the books, 

In 1883, when the Thomas Crane Library 
building, that beautiful gift of the ever to 
be remembered stone mason of Quincy, 
was at last done, the Adams books then 
found suitable shelter from their natural 
enemies, especially from autograph thieves. 
Through the liberality of the present Charles 
Francis Adams, a careful but simple ar- 
rangement of the books was made, anda 
thorough card catalogue prepared. The 
library is now in the gallery on the east 
side of the building, and is reached by a 
charming little winding staircase. ‘Che 
walls, covered with a dark, rich embossed 
leather, slope down to the books, which 
are well set off by the woodwork of South- 
ern pine. So long as the books remain in 
Quincy, visitors will be shown the chief 
works of interest by the courteous ladies 
who so well serve the citizens in their 
capacity of librarians. Directly in front 
of the books hangs from the gallery rail- 
ing a carved wooden copy of the Adams 
coat of arms which it is to be hoped will 
accompany the gift to Boston. 

The number of volumes at the time of 
the donation was 2576; in 1884, it was 
2804. This increment is due to gifts from 
several sources, some few coming from the 
libraries of John Quincy Adams and of 
Charles Francis Adams, There have been 
losses as well, now impossible to trace, one 
especially valuable volume being Thomas 
Morton’s ‘‘ New Canaan.”

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PLANS FOS A CITY HOUSE. 


Three Story and Basement Dwelling, With 
Two Separate Apartments. 
{Copyright, 18%, by American Press Associa- 
tion.] 

This is a plan of an investment property. 
It is a building three stories high, with 
basement. The basement and first story 
form one apartment, and the second and 
third stories another. The vestibule forms 
two distinct entrances—one for the first 
story and basement, and one for the second 
and third floors. The plan makes this 
clear. One sees the two front doors—one 
for the lower apartments and another for 
the upper. 

The value of the property may be very 
largely influenced by the character of the 
floor plan. If this building were constructed

with three stories and a basement, with a 
stairway openingintoa single hall, it would 
rent for much less than where the division 


is made in this way. It would probably 
make a difference of 2 or 3 per cent in the 
character of the investment by placinga 
partition as we here have it, so as to pro- 
vide for a distinct entrance to the second 
and third floors. 

For the first apartment we have a living 
room, bedroom, @ining room and ‘bath on 
the main floor. ‘@ero is akitchen and other 
rooms in the basement floor. It could be 
arranged of course so that the dining room 
as well as the kitchen would be in the base- 
ment, under which circumstances a lift te 
the dining room would not be necessary. 

The upper apartment contains six rooms, 
two alcoves, a pantry and a_ bathroom. 
The bathroom comes over the pantry on 
the second floor, and the alcove over the 
one below, and the bedrooms over the 
rooms corresponding below. This really 
makes a better apartment than the one in 
the basement and first story. It is not 
necessary to give the plan either of the 
third floor or of the basement. The first 
and second floors indicate the arrangements 
corresponding thereto for the rooms below

and above. There is a bay window project- 
ing from the front of the living room on 
the second floor. This is constructed of 
wood and the p!ain spaces are filled in with 
plaster. 

The entrance of this structure is con- 
structed of white enameled brick, andsome 
of the decorative bands were worked out in 
the same way. The outline of the front 
window on the first story was secured, not 
by stone, as might be supposed from the 
forms, but by using brick with red mortar, 
while the body of the walls was red brick 
with white mortar. This made quite a 
distinction. It is important that a build- 
ing for rental purposes should appear inter- 
esting. No one tikes to live in an ugly 
house. The difference in the rental value 
will pay for a moderate expenditure for 
material and labor designed to secure an 
interesting effect. 

However, there are many short cuts to 
thissort of thing. It is not necessary to 
use expensive cut stone work or carving or 
expensive material and labor of that char- 
acter. If carefully designed as to detail, 
ingeniously arranged, the appearance may 
be secured at a moderate cost, and hence 
the general character of the investment

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INSURGENTS AHEAD. 


The Situation Serious For the Bra- 
zilian Government. 


THE SKIRMISHING STILL CONTINUES 


Many Business Houses About 
to Close Their Doors. 


Lonpon, Dec. 18. — The Times, today, 
publishes a dispatch from Rio de Janeiro 


baying: 

The manifesto of Admiral Da Gama, 
theinsurgent admiral in command at Rio 
de Janeiro during the absence of Admiral 
de Mello, has produced excitement and 
greatly increases the popularity of the rev- 
olution. 

A messenger, who has returned from 
Bao Paulo and Santos, states that the 
monarchist element predominated every- 
where. The people are prepared to follow 
the lead of Admiral Da Gama. 

Ferdinando Leho, minister of justice 
and of the interior, resigned yesterday in 
consequence of a divergence of opinion 
with President Peixoto concerning present 
events. This shows that the position of 
President Peixoto is weakening. 

Ihave seena copy of two official dis- 
patches sent by the war minister to Rio 
Grande, whois beginning to use every 
effort to protect the retreat of General 
Oscal and to retrieve the great disaster 
resulting from the defeat of General Is!- 
doro on Noy. 23. 

Several officers, during the past week, 
have been arrested on suspigign of com- 
plicity in the revolution. The govern- 
ment has suspended the Rio News, an 
English newspaper, whose editor is an 
American. 

During the past week there has been 
some slight skirmishing in the vicinity of 
Nictheroy and Armacao with small casu- 
alties and no result. he artille ary fire of 
the forts upon Fort Villeguignon con- 
tinues daily without apparent alteration 
of the situation. 

Fort Badly Damaged, 

On Wednesday night I visited Fort 
Villegaignon in an insurgent launch. 
When we passed between Cobras island 
and Fort Villegaignon, the troops lining 
the shore front opened a heavy rifle fire, 
and Fort Villegaignon replied briskly, 
killing and wounding 100 soldiers. I 
found the fortress to be much damaged; 
allthe buildings are in ruins and the 
masonry of the center, toward the mouth 
of the harbor, is much cut away in conse- 
quence of the shelling it has received from 
the government forts. 

The guns were working well, but were 
greatly exposed, and three of them were 
dismounted. Two hundred officers and 
men form the garrison; all were cheery 
and contented and confident of ultimate 
spuccess. I examined the fortress thoro- 
ughly and consider that it can resist for 
two months longer. 

On Saturday night 1500 government 
troops, lining the shore near the war and 
marine arsenals, opened a heavy fire from 
machine guns and rifles upon Cobras is!- 
and forthe purpose of covering the ad- 
vance of storming parties. Cobras island 
replied strongly, causing the troops to 
abandon the attempt after two hours’ 
heavy firing, the government losing over 
100 men and the insurgents having only 
twomen wounded. The firing on “both 
sides was very wild. 

To Cut off Supplies. 

The government proposes landing 
troopsupon the island of Governador, 
now belonging to the insurgents, for the 
purpose of preventing supplies reaching 
the insurgents. The latter are prepared 
to resist. Tomorrow the insurgents in- 
tend keeping upa continuous fire upon 
the custom house and thus preventing all 
future business. 

Yesterday the insurgents seized the 
steamer Parahyba, flying the Argentine 
flag, carrying war material and provisions 
and proceeding to Santos and Rio Grande, 
The vessel refusing to heave to, the in- 
purgents fired, killing one and wounding 
four. The insurgents then boarded her. 
Admiral de Mello wired on Saturday ask- 
ing Admiral Da Gama to send him 
another transport to carry troops. 

Many important business houses propose 
closing their doors until the end of the 
revolution, as they consider that the pres- 
ent situation is too dangerous. The 
British minister has notified the commu- 
nity that much danger exists at the pres- 
ent time and advises residents to leave the 
city. Many people consider that the time 
has arrived for recognition of the belli- 
gerent status of the insurgents. 


Boston Schooner Abandoned, 

CAPE MAY, Dec. 18.—The three-masted 
schooner Lizzie H. of Boston was dis- 
covered abandoned and disabled on 
Mecray’s shoal. The life-saving crew 
boarded her and took off the compass, side 
lights, etc. She lies in 17 feet of water, 
Aead inshore, with the port side out of 
water and the starboard side submerged 
and damaged badly. 


Safe Im Port. 

PORTLAND, Me., Dec. 18.—After an ex- 
citing experience the overdue schooner 
San Joaquin arrived here from New 
York in tow. She had the widely re 
ported experience with an iceberg and was 
kept off Cape Elizabeth for 36 hours, and 
it seemed at one time that, wreck as she 
is, she would be obliged to put back to 
sea. 

Dynamite at Denver. 

DENVER, Dec. 18.—The police force made 
a clean-up of vagrants, arresting about 50 
of them. Whilea patrol wagon was re- 
turning from a call, a cartridge, presum- 
ably of dynamite, was thrown atit. No 
damage was done. It isnot known whether 
the act was a practical joke or a desire 
on the part of the vagrants to intimidate 
the police. 


Enticed From Home. 

LYNN, Mass., Dec. 18.—Lizzie Anderson, 
aged 15, has disappeared from her home 
and it is believed that she was kidnapped. 
She left home Dec. 4, but was seen by her 
brother in Boston later. She is very 
pretty and it said that she has been en- 
ticed from her home. 


Yale Has the Grip. 

New HAVEN, Dec. 18.—The grip has 
broken out among the students at Yale 
and there are now 35 cases at the campus. 
It appears to be spreading. 


Dr. Liebi Is Dead, 
BALTIMORE, Dec. 18.— Dr. Gustave 
Adolph Lieliz, the celebrated chemist, 


died yesterday at his home near Canton- 
ville. 


REFUSED TO PLAY. 


Walter Damrosch’s Musicians Cause Him 
Some Trouble, 

New Yors, Dec. 18.—A remarkable 
scene was enacted last night at Carnegie 
Music hall. A large audience was as 
sembled in the hall to listen to one of the 
popular concerts of the Symphony or- 
chestra, of which Walter Damrosch is the 
conductor. At8 o’clock Mr. Damrosch 
raised his baton, but there was no re 
sponse fromthe orchestra. In astonish- 
ment he looked at his musicians and 
again waved his baton. Not the slightest 
sound came from the musicians. 

Raising his baton again Mr. Damrosch 
beat a few bars of the overture, but the 
same silence prevailed amore she musi- 
cians. A sharp hiss was ts eard in the 
front of the house. It was taken up by 
row after row of seats, and quickly spre ad 
to the galleries. The audience was in a 
decidedly angry mood. Mr. Damrosch 
was plainly embarrassed. Turning to the 
assembly, he said: 

“Ladies and Gentlemen: I am sorry to 
say there will be no concert tonight. My 
orchestra refuses toplay for me on ac- 
count of my ’cellist, Hegner. I regret te 
tell you this. Ire gret to tell you that the 
fabric which I have been patiently weav- 
ing for years is ruined. I blame no one 
for these hard facts.’ 

The audience was decidedly in sym- 
pathy with Mr. Damrosch after he had 
made this announcement. The trouble 
was brought about by the difficulty 
which Mr. Damrosch has recently 
been having with the Musical Protec- 
tive union. The union] protested against 
the importation of the famous violon- 
cellist, Anton Hegner, who has not 
beenin this country asufficiently long 
time to become a member of the union, 
the rules requiring thatan artist shall 
have been a resident of the country for 
six months before undertaking an en- 
gagement. 

On Friday night Mr. Damrosch resigned 
from the Musical Protective union on ac- 
count of the persistency with which the 
members refused to suspend the six 
months’ rule in Hegner’s case, and the 
members of the sy mphony orchestra de- 
cided to follow the union’s mandate. 


SIX BAD STU DENTS 


Who May Be Expelled From 
Exeter Academy. 

EXETER, N. H., Dee. 18.—Exeter is still 
greatly excited over the actions of those 
who pasted pictures of ballet girls on the 
walls of the Academy some nights ago, 
and some interesting developments are 
looked for momentarily. At the mass 
meeting of the studentsthe nameof a 
correspondent of a Boston paper was men- 
tioned in connection with the affair, and 
it was alleged that he was responsible for 
several articles appearing in his paper 
which are considered injurious to the 
good name of the school. 

The Exonian has also _ practically 
charged that this correspondent was re- 
sponsiblefor the pesting of the ballet 
pictures, and that he knew the names of 
all concerned. The correspondentis also 
manager of the Exeter Opera House, and 
the students voted not to attend any per- 
formances at that theater in the future. 

The correspondent denies that he had 
any connection with the outrage, but 
states that he has ascertained the names 
of the young men concerned and will pub- 
lish thern. It is learned that there were 
six students implicated in the affair. The 
young men have learned that the corre- 
spondent has the correct names, and itis 
said that he has been offered $500 tosup- 
pressthem. This failing, they have made 
all kinds of threats, as the announcement 
of the names will mean the expulsion of 
allconcerned and probably prosecution by 
representatives of the law. There will be 
aspecial meeting of the trustees of the 
academy,when further steps will be taken 
to thoroughly investigate the affair.

JUMPED 


It Caused a Disastrous Railroad Smashup 
In Kentucky. 

LOUISVILLE, Dec. 18.—Section 2 of a 
freight train of the Chesapeake, Ohioand 
Southwestern railroad was wrecked and 
14 cars, 10 stock cars and four loaded coal 
flats, with the engine, were precipitated 
down a steep embankment between West 
Point and Muldraugh, 24 miles from here. 

Three lives were lost, one man probably 
fatally injured, three others slightly hurt 
and about 100 cattle and as many hogs 
were slaughtered. 

The cause of the accident was the jamp- 
ing off the track of the truck of a stock 
car in the middle of the train. In onehog 
car every animal was killed but one, and 
cries, squeals and moans of the wounded 
and imprisoned cattle, hogs and sheep 
were most distressing. The coroner's jury 
censured the railroad company for the con- 
dition of the track, to which the accident 
was attributed. 


No Ne Ww F acts. 

LOUISVILLE, Dec. 18.—Work was con- 
tinued at the scene of Friday’s bridge 
disaster yesterday by a large force of men. 
Coroner Gilbert held an inquest on the 
body of J. F. Burns, and rendered a ver- 
dict simply stating that Burns lost his life 
In the collapse of the Jeffersonville, Ind., 
bridge. 


A Letter Carrier's Wealth, 

CINCINNATI, Dec. 18.—Henry MeMillan, 
a letter carrier in this city, was found 
drowned yesterday. An interesting fea- 
ture of this casualty was the revelation 
that McMillan leaves an unencumbered 
estate of $100,000, owning a woolen mill, 
several farms and a number of houses. 


Stevens Talks at Boston. 

Boston, Dec. 18:—Ex-Minister John L. 
Stevens read a paper before the members 
of the Middlesex club at Young’s. He 
talked on the Hawaiian/ question. His 
address was. largely a repetition of the 
lecture recentiy delivered by him at West 
Somerville. 

Fell Into the Grave. 

CARLISLE, Pa., Dec. 18.—At the funeral 
of Margaretta McLure, asthe body was 
being lowered into the grave, Under- 
taker Ewing slipped and fell headfore- 
most upon the casket, and was seriously 
injured. He still lies unconscious at his 
home.

HAWAII’S MESSAGE 


President Cleveland Gives Con- 
gress His Views. 


CLEAR STATEMENT OF THE CASE 


Reasons For His Action Presented—Re- 
view of the Action of Minister Stevens. 
Both President Harrison and the Sen- 
ate Were Misled—Right and Justice the 
Things Desired. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The president’s 
response to the resolutions passed by both 
houses of congress requesting information 

| on Hawaiian affairs, and especially to the 

| nature of the instructions given to Min- 

' ister Willis, was sent into congress today. 
The message of the president was as fol- 
lows: 


Message to the Senate and House of Represen- 
_ tatives:

| In my recent annual message to the con- 
| gress I briefly referred to our relations with 
| Hawaii and expressed the intention of trans 
mitting further information on the subject 
when additional advices permitted. 

Though I am not able now to report a defi- 
nite change in the actual situation, I am con- 
vinced that the difficulties lately created both 
here and in Hawaii, and now standing in the 
way of a solution through executive action of 
the problem presented, render it proper and 
expedient that the matter should be referred 
to the broader authority and discretion ef 
congress, witha full explanation of the en- 
deavor thus far made to deal with the emerg- 
ency,and a statement of the considerations 
which have governed my action. 

I suppose that right and justice should de- 
termine the path to be followed in treating 
this subject. If national honesty isto be dis- 
regarded, and adesire for territorial exten- 
sion, or dissatisfvction with a form of gov- 
ernment not our own, ought to regulate our 
conduct, I have entirely misapprehended the 
mission and character of our government and 
the behavior which the conscience of our peo- 
ple 

Demands of Their Public Servants. 

When the present administration entered 
apon its duties the senate had under consider- 
ation a treaty providing for the annexation of 
the Hawaiian Islands to the territory of the 
United States. Surely under our consti- 
tution and laws the enlargement of our limits 
is a manifestation of the highest attribute of 
sovereignty, and if entered upon as an execu- 
tive act, all things relating to the transaction 
should be clear and free from suspicion. 

Additional importance attaches to this 
particular treaty of annexation, because it 
contemplated a departure from unbroken 
American tradition in providing for the addi- 
tion to our territory of islands of the sea more 
than 2000 miles removed from our nearest 
coast. 

These considerations might not of them- 
selves call for interference with the com- 
plexion of a treaty entered upon by a previous 
administration, but it appeared from the doc- 
uments accompanying the treaty when sub- 
mitted to the senate that the ownership of 
Hawaii was tendered to us by a provisional 
government get; up to succeed the constitn- 
tional ruler of the island, who had been de- 
throned, and it did not appear that such pro- 
visional gosernment had the sanction of either 
popular revolution or suffrage - 

Two other remarkable features of the trans- 
action naturally attracted attention. One as 
to the extraordinary haste—not to say pre- 
cipitancy—characterizing all the transactions 
connected with the treaty. It appeared that 
a so-called committee of safety, ostensibly the 
source of the revolt against the constitutional 
government of Hawaii, was organized on 
Saturday, Jan. 14; that on Monday, the l6th

at Honolulu froma naval vessel lying in its 
harbor; that on the lith the scheme of a pro- 
visional government was perfected, and a pro- 
clamation, naming is officers, was on the 
same day prepared and read at the govern- 
ment building; that immediately thereupon 
the United States minister recognized the pro- 
visional government thus created; that two 
days afterward, on the i9th day of January, 
commissioners representing such government 
sailed for this country in a steamer especially 
chartered for the occasion, arriving in San 
Fraaciszo on the 26th day of January, and in 
Washington on the 3d day of February; that 
on the next day they had their first interview 
with the secretary of state, and anotheron 
the llth, when the treaty of annexation was 
practically agreed upon, and that on the lith 
it was formally concluded, and on the 15th 
transmitted to the senate. 

Thus between the initiation of the scheme 
for a provisional government in Hawaii on the 
14th day of January, and the submission to 
the senate of the treaty cf annexation con- 
cluded with such government, the entire in- 
terval was 2 days, 15 of which was spent by 
the Hawaiian commissioners in their journey 
to Washington. 

In the next place, upon the face of the 
papers submitted with the treaty, it clearly 
appeared that there was opeu and undeter- 
mined an issue of fact of the most vivid im- 
portance. 

The mes sage of the president accompanying 
the treaty declared that the “overthrow of the 
monarchy was not in any way promoted by 
this government,” and ina letter to the presi- 
dent from the secretary of state. also snbmit- 
ted to the senate with the treaty, the follow- 
ing passage occurs: 

At the time the provisional government 
took possession of the government buildings 
no troops or officers of the United States were 
present or took any part whatever in the pro- 
ceedings. Ng public recognition was accorded 
to the provisional government by the United 
States minister until after the queen’s abdica- 
tion, and when they were in effective posses- 
sion of the government buildings, the archives, 
the treasury, the barracks, the police station 
and all the potential machinery of the govern- 
ment.

that she yielded to the superior force of the 
United States, whose minister has caused 
United States troops to be landed at Honolulu 
and declared that he would support such pro- 
visional government. 

The truth or falsity of this protest was 
surely of the first importance. If ,true, noth- 
ing but the concealment of its truth could 
induce the governmen} to negotiate with the 
semblance of a gevernment thus created, nor 
could a treaty resulting from the acts stated 
in the protest have been knowingly deemed 
worthy of the consideration by the senate. 
Yet the truth or falsity of the protest had not 
been investigated. 

Iconceived it to be my duty, therefore, to 
withdraw the treaty from ihe senate for ex- 
amination, aud meanwhile to cause an accur- 
ate, full and impartial investigation to be 
made of the facts attending the subversion of 
the constitutional government of Hawaii, and 
the instalment in its place of the provisional 
| government. Iselected for the work of in- 
| vestigation Hon. James H. Blount of Georgia, 
whose service of 15 years as & member of the 
house of representatives, and whose experi- 
ence as chairman of the committee of foreign 
affairs in that body and his consequent famil- 
| iarity with international topics, joined with

igh character and honorable reputation, 
— to render him peculiarly fitted for the 
duties entrusted to him. 


is Report Detailing His Action, 
ander the instructions given to him, and fhe 
conclusions derived from his investigations 
accompany this message. 

These conclusions do not rest for their ac- 
ceptance entirely upon Mr. Blount’s honesty 
and ability as a man, nor npen his acumen 
and impartiality as an investigator. They are 
accompanied by the evidence upon which they 
are based, which evidence is also herewith 
transmitted, and from which it seems to me 
no other deductions could possibly be reached 
than these arrived at by the commissioner. 

The report with its accompanying proofs. 
and such other evidence as is now before the 
congress, or is herewith submitted, justifies 
in my opinion, the statement that when the 
president was led to submit the treaty to the 
senate with the declaration that “the over- 
throw of the monarchy was not in any way 
promoted by this government,” and whea the 
senate was induced to recieve and discuss it 
on that basis, both president and senate were 
misled. 

The attempt will not be made in this com- 
munication to toach upon the facts which 
throw light upon the progress and consum- 
mation of this scheme of annexation. A very 
brief and imperfect reference to the facts and 
evidence at hand will exhibit its character 
and tlie incidents in which it had its L®th. 

It is unnecessary to set forth the reasons 
which in January, 1893, led a considerable 
proportion ef American and other foreign 
merchants and traders, residing at Honolula, 
to favor the annexation of Hawaii to the 
United States, 

It is sufficient to note the fact and to observe 
that the project was one which was zealous]: 
promoted by the minister representing tli 
United States in that country. He evidentiy 
had an ardent desire that it should become a 
fact accomplished by his agency and during 
his ministry. and was not inconveniently 
scrupulous as to 

The Means Employed to That End. 

On the 19th day of November, io, nearly 
two months before the first overt act tending 
toward the subversion of the Hawaiian gov- 
ernment and the attempted transfer of Ha- 
waiian territory to the United States, he ad- 
dressed a long letter tothe secretary of state in 
which the case for annexation was elaborately 
argued on moral, political and econowical 
grounds, He refers to the loss to the Hawaiian 
sugar interests from the operation of the Mc- 
Kinley bill and the tendency to the still fur- 
ther depreciation of sugar property unless 

some positive measure of relief is granted. 

He strongly inveighs against the existing 
Mawaiian government and emphatically de- 
clares for annexation. He says: “In truth 
the monarchy here is an absurd anachronism. 
It has nothing on which it logically or 
ligitimately stands. The feudal bases on 
which it once stood no longer exists, the 
monarchy now is only an impediment to good 
government, an obstruction to the prosperity 
and progress of the islands. 

He further says: “As a crown colony of 
Great Britain or a territory of the United 
States the government modificatious would 
be made readily and good administration of 
the law secured. Destiny and the vast future 
interests of the United States in the Vacific 
clearly indicated who at no distant day must 
be responsible for the government of the 
fslands. Under a territorial government they 
could be as easily governed as any of the ex- 
isting territories of the United States.” 

“Hawaii has reached the parting of the 
ways. She must now take the road which 
leads to Asia, er the other, which outlets her 
in America, gives her an American civiliza- 
tion, and binds her to 

The Care of American Destiny.” 

He also declares: **One of two ,ourses seems 
to bo absolutely necessary to be followed, 
either bold and vigorous measures for annex. 
ation, or a ‘customs union,’an ocean cable 
from the Californian coast to Honolulu: Bar 
Pearl Harbor perpetually ceded to the United 
States, with an implied, but not expressly 
stipulated American protectorate over the isl- 
ands. 

I believe the former to be the better, that 
which will prove much the more advantageous 
to the islands, and the cheapest and least em- 
barrassing in the end to the United States. If 
it was wise for the United States through 
Secretary Marcy 38 years ago to offer to ex- 
pend $100,000 to secure a treaty of annexation, 
it certainly eannot be chimerical or unwise to 
expend $100,000 to secure annexation in the 
near future, Today the United Sfates has five 
times the wealth she possessed iw 1854, and the 
reasons now existing for annexation are much 
stronger than they were then. I cannot re- 
frain expressing the opinion with emphasis 
that the golden hour is near at hand. 

These declarations cettainly show a disposi- 
tion and condition of mind which may be 
usefully recalled when interrupting the 
significance of the minister's conceded acts or 
when considering the probabilities of such 
eonduct on his part as may not be admitted. 

In this view it seems proper to also quote 
from a letter written by the minister to the 
secretary of state on the 8th day of March, 
1892, nearly a year prior to the first Step taken 
toward annexation. After stating the pos- 
sibility that the existing government of Ha- 
waii might be overturned by an ordinary and 
peaceful revolution, 

Mr. Slevens Writes as Follows: 


Ordinarily, in like circumstances, the rnle 
seems to be to limit the landing and move- 
ment of United States forces in foreign waters 
and dominion exclusively to the protection of 
the United States legation and of the lives 
and property cf. American citizens. but, as 
the relations of the United States to Hawaii 
are exceptional, and in former years the 
United States afficials here took somewhat ex- 
ceptional action in circumstances of disorder. 
I desire to know how far the present minister 
and naval commander may deviate from es- 
tablished internation] rules and precedents in 
the contingencies indicated in the first part of 
this dispatch. 

Toa minister of this temper full of zeal for 
annexation there seemed to arise in January, 
1893, the precise opportunity for which he was 
watchfully waiting—an opportunity which by 
timely “deviation from established interna- 
tional rules and precedents” might be im- 
proved to successfully accomplish the object 
in view: and we are quite prepared for the ex- 
ultant enthusiasm with which in a letter to 
the state department dated Feb. 1, 1893, he de- 
clares: “The Hawaiian pear is now fuliy ripe 
and thisis the golden hour for the United 
States to pluck it.” 

As a further illustration of the activity of 
this ‘diplomatic representative, attention is 
called to the factthat onthe day the above 
letter was written. apparently unable longer 
to restrain his ardor, he issued a proclama- 
tion whereby,in the name of the United 
States, he assumed the protection of the Ha- 
waiian islands, and declared that said action 
was**taken pending and subject to negotia- 
tions at Washington.” Of course this assump- 
cion of a protectorate was promptly 

Disavowed by Our Government. 


e American flag remained over the gov- 
sada: building at Honolulu and the forces 
remained$ on guard until April, and after Mr. 
Blount’s arrival on the scene, when both were 
ges then gives a statement of the 
occurance of the landing of United States 
troops and the proceedings of the committee 
of safety, and says: This military demonstra- 
tion upon the soil of Honolulu was of itself an 
act of war, unlets made either with the con- 
sent of the governments of Hawaii or for the 
bonafide purpose of protecting the imperilled 
lives and property of the citizens of the United 
States. But there is no pretence of any such 
consent on the part of the government of the 
queen, which at that time was undisputed and 
was both the de facto and the de jure govern- 
ment. In point of fact the existing govern- 
ment, instead of requesting the presence of an 
armed force, protested against it. There is as 
little basis for the pretence that such forces 
were landed for the security of American life

THE ELEMENTS OF UNCERTAINTY 


Vill Speedily Disappear When 
Benefits Are Realized. 


Bostoxy, Dee. 19.—The Young Men’s 
cratic clab of Massachusetts held 
}s yearly meeting yesterday, and Icst 
night the organization partook of its 
annual banquet. The guest of the club, 
Hon. Charles S. Hamlin, assistant secre- 
tary of the treasury, was the principal 
speaker of the evening, and 3000f Massa- 
chusetts representative young Democrats 
| cheered his remarks upon the Wilson bill, 
which was the principal subject of his dis- 
course. 

Other speakers were Hon. John E. Rus- 
| sell, the party’s defeated candidate for 
governor at the last election; Hon. Josiah 
Quincy, Mayor Matthews and Hon. John 
W. Corcoran. 

Henry W. Lamb, treasurer of the club, 
opened the exercises, and was followed by 
Mr. Russell, who 1.->rily. stated he had 
not taken his defeat at heart. He then 
took up the financial depression, and in 
discussing this said that better times were 
eoming and with it Democratic success. 


He was followed by Mr. Hamlin, who 
said: 


Setback Is Only Temporary. 

Concerning the election of November he 
said: “One cannot help receiving inspira- 
tion when considering the grand struggle 
through which we have recently passed in 
this commonwealth; a struggle in which, 
to be sure, our cause received a setback, 
but which will serve as the measure of 
awift and decisive victories which yet 
await us in the contest for principle and 
truth. The Democrats of the whole coun- 
try are deeply grateful to our gallant 
leader. We know that his defeat was not 
personal; it was the temporary setback of 
the people’s cause.” 

Mr. Hamlin alluded to the statesman- 
like leadership of the president and to the 
ability of the secretary of the treasury and 
gave credit to the Republicans for their 
assistance in repealing the silver law of 
their own making. 

“Since the panic has subsided,” said he, 
“the Republicans have found that it was 
caused by the fear of tariff reduction. It 
would be surprising if, after having de- 
liberately adjudged that taxation must 
be reduced, our people should suddenly be 
thrown into a spasm upon the action of 
congress in doing what they deliberately 
directed it to do. To be sure there is an 
element of uncertainty in all changes of 
taxation which must temporarily em- 
barrass industrial aetivity, but this will 
speedily disappear in the great gain sure 
to follow such a genuine measure of tariff 
reform as is contained in the Wilson bill. 

Of Advantage to Laborers, 

“Our political opponents talk of the 
lower tariff cutting down their laborers’ 
wages, saying nothing about their own 
profits. But the laborers remember that 
the McKinley bill did not increase their 
wages, and they will shortly find that the 
Wilson bill will not diminish them. The 
Wilson bill will double the work to do, 
it will create foreign markets, and, stimu- 
lated by the advantage of cheap raw ma- 
terials, our industrial activity will be 
marvellously quickened. 

“McKinleyism is not the proper standard 
even of the doctrine of protection. In 
1882 a protectionist congress appointed a 
commission, made up mostly of high pro- 
tectionists, which recommended many 
radical reductions from the old tariff. 
Their report was mostly disregarded, but 
it stands as theiridea of a proper tariff. 
Since this report 11 years have elapsed. 
No one can deny thatin this time we have 
advanced greatly in industrial skill, and 
have gained appreciably over our foreign 
competitors; that relatively we are in- 
finitely nearer the goal looked forward to 
by President Garfield, when all trade 
could be untrammelled and free. 

Reductions Are Conservative. 

“Comparing the Wilson bill with the 
report of the commission of 1882, it will 
be found that in the main it is little more 
than a conservative reduction in the rates 
recommended in that report. It contains 
new features in the shape of remission of 
taxes on many so-called raw materials, 
but in the main, after allowing for the re- 
moval of so-called compensatory duties, 
it is simply the reduction which 10 years 
of industrial advance would most cer- 
tainly justify in any nation not actually 
retrogressing. 

“To be sure the rates in the Wilson Dill 
were determined by a principle differing 
radically from that of the report of 1882, 
but the reduction is conservative and will 
enable existing industries to be gradually 
adapted to new conditions which must 
ultimately give them increased strength 
and vigor. : 

“Genuine tariff reform will also go far 
tosettle the so-called money question. 
The wage-earners know that under exist- 
ing conditions they do not realize the 
full reward for their toil, and when they 
see this the whole problem becomes clear. 
High protection is intrenched behind 
powerful interests. Almost instinctively 
popular feeling, running along the lines 
of the least resistance, endeavors to over- 
come the burden of unequal taxation by 
cheapening the measure of value itself. 

Neform Will Come. 

“But at the last national election the 
people decreed emphatically that decrease 
ef taxation and not cheapening the unit 
of value was the true and only way to re- 
lieve existing industrial inequalities. 
True to this mandate the Democratic 
party will reform our unjust tax system 
and the struggle will add new laurels to 
the fame of our great party, its able elo- 
quent leaders and its great chief, Presi- 
dent Cleveland.” 

Josiah Quincy, ex-assistant secretary of 
state, spoke next. He said that President 
Cleveland told him the other day that 
John E. Russell was one of the ablest 
Democratic leaders in the country. Mr. 
Quincy said that he believed the setback 
the party received at the last election was 
apiece of rare good fortune. The party 
had still three years before it to make up 
for lost position. Judge J. W. Corcoran 
and others also spoke.

Editorial Comment. 


The council has appropriated money in 
a reckless way to relieve the workingmen 
of our city. There is no use in robbing 
one element to assist another when there 
are means at hand to afford the relief 
necessary to the satisfaction of all. The 
high taxes in Quincy are enough without 
throwing money away. The workingmen 
will have to pay this money back to the 
city, either in rents or by taxes, and they 
are interested to seé every dollar expended 
judiciously. If it was charity that our 
city was offering, their method would be 
mean, but those in distress want some- 
thing to do that will benefit the city and 
show for itself, should another occasion 
call for similar action. 

Lay water pipes aud widen streets at this 
time of the year would be little less than 
insanity and the bright minds that thought 
of thismagnanimous method were never 
fitted to run affairs. When Mayor Hodges 
takes his seat we hope that he will see that 
thismoney is not wasted but that it be 
transferred for other purposes, such as 
road material. ‘Ten, twenty or fifty 
thousand dollars worth of road material 
would be of valueto the city and would 
furnish just the kin’ sy work that those 
idle in our own city, are used to. Let the 
men be given work, is what the Advertiser 
believes in, but do not waste the money 
because it will be paid back by those 
whom we now help.—Advertiser. 

THE ABOVE from our neighbor is open 
to considerable critisism. The appropria- 
tion passed the Council in due form and 
after some debate by an unanimous vote. 
Any eight of the twenty-three members 
could have defeated it. It will be time to 
talk about throwing away money when an 
equivalent is not secured. 

How was it a mean charity? lt was 
work that the unemployed wanted. The 
Advertiser is inconsistent when it criticises 
an appropriation of $10,000, because it 
would burden the taxpayers, and then 
advocates $50,000 to be spent to give em- 
ployment in another way. An appropria- 
tion of $10,000 for street widening will give 
employment tomore men than twice the 
amount for stone crushing. 

The order to give the unemployed work 
on extension of water pipes this winter did 
not pass, but the $60,000 asked by the 
Water Commissioners did pass, and work 
will probably be begun early in the spring 
when weather is favorable. 

Any method to give work in the winter 
season is Open to some criticism, but it isa 
well known fact that labor is the principal 
item in street widening, and if the weather 
is not severe some satisfactory work may 
be accomplished. The difficulty will come 
in giving employment only to those who 
areneedy. Theappropriation is not large 
enough to give everybody work. It will 
not give 100 men fifty days employment 
each. 

The Monitor comments as follows: 
‘Mayor Fairbanks’ plan, to have the City 
Council appropriate $10,000 to give work 
to the idle men of Quincy for the winter, 


, is an admirable one,”’ 


By A RECOUNT of votes for mayor in 
Nashua, N. H., a Democrat declared elected 
by 31 votes, is ousted and a Republican 
elected by seven votes.

The recount shows 
38 more Republicans than Democrats to 
have murked their ballots irregularly, and 
shows the need of more care or instruc- 
tions. A mayor elected in such a way is 
handicapped at the start.

WOODWARD ‘CASE. 


The Brief of the Complainant, the 


City of Quincy. 


THE MATTER OF INTEREST. 


Instructions Wanted as to What Girls May 
Attend, 


The brief of lawyers Cotter and Mc- 
Anarney for the city in the Woodward case, 
as presented to the Supreme court and 
which was argued last week, is given below, 
practically in full, the authorities only, 
which were many, being omitted. 

Complainant’s Erief. 

This is a bill in equity to obtain the 
instructions of the Court relative to the 
management of certain property devised to 
the Town of Quincy, under the Wills of 
Ebenezer Woodward and his widow Mary 
A. W. Woodward, in trust, for founding 
and maintaining a school for the educa- 
tion of females. The city of Quincy is the 
successor in right and title to the town of 
Quincy. A decreepro confesso was entered 
against the respondents named on page 25 
of the report. 

The Trustees of Dartmouth College are 
the only respondents desiring to be heard, 
and they deny that said bequests were ever 
accepted by said Town, and claims that if 
it ever accepted said trast, it has forfeited 
said property by reason of its failure to 
comply with the provisions of said wills, 
and that they, the said Trustees, are en- 
titled to the same, pursuant to an executory 
devise contained in the sixth clause of the 
will; (Report, page 8.) 

The complainant also seeks the direction 
of the Court as to certain details of ad- 
ministration of the trust, asto which the 
Trustees of Dartmouth College do not in 
their answer, claim to be interested. 

I. Of the Acceptance of the Trust. 

The will of Ebenezer Woodward was 
proved June 39th, 1869, and on August 12th 
of the same year, under a warrant for a 
town meeting containing an article to “ see 
if the town will accept the donation of the 
late Ebenezer Woodward; a full and ex- 
plicit vote of acceptance was passed, in 
which, inter alia, the town voted to ‘‘ac- 
cept, with sincere gratitude, the munificent 
bequest to the town, by its late respected 
and honored citizen, Ebenezer Woodward,” 
and pledged itself in words of sincere ap- 
preciation, to Carry out the terms of the 
bequest, and authorized the Selectmen to 
attend to the transfer of the property. 

The will of Mary A. W. Woodward was 
proyed March 1, 1870, and she also devised 
property upon substantially the same trusts 
to said town, said devise to take effect at 
the expiration of certain life estates created 
by said will. The last of said life estates 
terminated December 4, 1886. 

March 28, 1887, the town duly voted to 
“gratefully accept the donation’’ con- 
tained in said will,by a formal and careful- 
ly drawn vote, and authorized its Treasurer 
to attend to the transfer of the property. 
And since the incorporation of the City of 
Quincy, it has regulated the management 
of the property, received’ under said wills, 
by ordinance. 

All the property, real and personal, de- 
vised to said town by said wills, has been 
in the sole charge, management, care and 
investment of said town and city, and the 
said town and city have, from time to time, 
sold parts of the real estate received by it 
under the terms of said wills to the amount 
of over $78,000.00 in value. 

The plaintiff in this case has sufficient 
title to the fund described to justify it in 
coming to this Court for the instruction 
which it seeks by this bill. 

The gifts to the town, as aforesaid, are 
for a charitable use, and beyond any ques- 
tion the town was authorized to accept the 
trust and bind itself to execute the same. 

The Court will presume an acceptance of 
a devise unless a contrary intention appears. 

And in addition to this presumption there 
is in this case a full and formal acceptance. 

Not only such acceptance as is necessary 
to vest the property in said town, but such 
as to irrevocably and without power of re- 
nunciation, bind it, according to said au- 
thorities, to carry out the trusis thus im- 
posed upon it, 

The provision in the will of Ebenezer 
Woodward, as to the conveyance of the 
real estate, did not render any deed necessa- 
ry to vest title in the Town. 

In any event, the question is not open in 
the present proceedings. If any title to the 
real estate remains in the heirs of Ebenezer 
Woodward, it is merely the bare legal title 
and without any beneficial interest, and one 
which the court may, at any time, order to 
be conveyed to complainant. So far as 
personal property is concerned, the mere 
delivery thereof would bea sufilcient con- 
veyance, 

The article voted on at town meeting, 
and accepted by the inhabitants, and 
entered upon the town records, was a bind- 
ing and written acceptance and guarantee 
so far as the town had the power to guaran- 
tee, a compliance with the trustees of tes- 
tator as expressed in his will as in Brain- 
tree water case. 


11. Alleged Forfeiture of the Devises. 
a, As to guaranty of interest. 

The will of Ebenezer Woodward devised 
to said Town real estate alone, and pro- 
vided that ‘the sales, together with the 
rents and profits and income from what- 
ever source obtained, to be kept as a per- 


petual fund, guaranteed by the town with 
six per cent. interest forever,” for the pur- 
poses of the trust ; and jn case the Town 
or City ‘‘fail to comply with the words 
and intent of this will as determined by 
good Judges,” contains an executory de- 
vise to the respondent Trustees of Dart- 
mouth College. The College claims that 
the prior devise has been forfeited by 
failure to comply with the proviso of the 
will as to guaranty of interest. 

It is admitted that said fund cannot now 
be prudently and safely invested by the 
City so as to bear interest at that rate ; 
that it cannot guarantee said interest 
without expressly raising money therefor 
by taxation ; and that the said fund has 
been invested in a reasonable and proper 
manner and has realized an income at 
market rates. 

At the time the property first came into 
the hands of the complainant the proviso 
as to interest was feasible and more than 
fulfilled. 

The desire of the testator was to estab- 
lish a school for the education of females, 
and the provision as to interest is a mere 
incident of the administration of the trust. 
The testator’s evident intention was to 
establish this public charity, and not to 
make the success or failure of cherished 
wishes depend on the rate of interest de- 
rived from a fund. 

The testator provides explicity as to the 
details of administration and instruction 
in the school, requests his wife to devise 
her property to aid its support, and, in cer- 
tain contingencies, it was to be his resi- 
duary legatee. Beyond all question, it was 
his controlling wish and desire to establish 
this charity, and this general charitable 
intent must prevail even jf all details of 
administration cannot now be fulfilled. 

This complainant submits that it is not 
obliged, nor can it even be allowed, to 
guarantee said fund with any specific in- 
terest ; that it has no right to raise money 
directly or indirectly for said purpose, by 
taxation, or otherwise, and that its whole 
duty in this regard is fulfilled when it pru- 
dently invests the fund so as to get the 
greatest possible return therefrom ; but if 
this Court decides that it is the duty of the 
Town to so guarantee interest, and that it 
has authority, so to do, itis not now too 
late for it to make up said interest and 
that no decree of forfeiture should be 
entered until after it has had an opportu- 
nity to comply with the direction of this 
Court in the premises and after the mean- 
ing of this provision has thus been “ deter- 
mined by good judges”’ as provided by the 
will. 

The school to be established is not to be 
under the supervision of the school com- 
mittee of Quincy, but is to be ‘‘so far as 
the selection of instructors and the studies 
to be pursued and all internal regulations ”’ 
under the management of the clergymen of 
the town. 

The City of Quincy cannot constitu- 
tionally raise money for its support, as any 
money appropriated would not be expended 
under the ‘‘ order and superintendence of 
its authorities.” 

And if the complainant cannot constitu- 
tionaliy raise money by taxation for the 
support of the school, it cannot do so in- 
directly by guaranteeing interest on a fund 
for its maintenance. 

The proviso as to interest, therefore, 
cannot now be carried into effect by the 
Town as it cannot prudently and safely in- 
vest the fund so a3 to net the required rate, 
and so far as it attempts to impose such an 
obligation on the complainant is void, con- 
trary to law, and of no effect. There is 
a clear distinction between the parts of the 
instrument that declare the gift and those 
that direct the mode of its administration. 

Mere administrative details, like those of 
investment, are unimportant and will not 
defeat the trust if they cannot be strictly 
complied with. 

The testator indicated a general purpose 
to devote money to this school, even if it 
should become impossible to administer it 
in the manner proposed, and he impliedly 
agreed that the Court might make any 
reasonable moditication of his scheme 
which might at any time become necessary, 

These directions as to interest and man- 
agement of the fund . . . ‘‘mustbere- 
garded as subsidary to the general objects 
of this will, and whether legal and practi- 
cable, or otherwise, can exert no intluence 
over the question of its validity. 
The conditions in the case before us, which 
impose restraints upon donations and 
partitions, and exact a particular manage- 
ment through agents, of a specified descrip- 
tion, are conditions subsequent and would 
not, by the rule of common law divest the 
estate, if pronounced to be illegal, or 
immoral. . . If the directions of 
the testator cannot be legally complied 
with, the charge will be remitted without 
defeating the legacy.”” Campbell, J., in 
McDonogh vs, Murdock, 15 How., 367, 404 
412, 415. 

The Court is bouad to carry the will into 
effect if it can see a general charitable 
intention, cousistent with the rules of law, 
even if the particular mode or manner 
pointed out by the testator is illegal, 

Any limitation over for failure to comply 
with this illegal requirement of guaranty of 
interest must fail, 

And the limitation over does not pre- 
vent the Court from applying the cypres: 
doctrine so far as the regulation of inciden- 
tal matters relating to the trust, While it 
would probably stand in the way of the 
application of the funds to a kindred object 
in case of failure of the testator’s primary 
desire, the “female institute,” it cannot 
interfere with the carrying out of his 
general charitable purpose, although that 
cannot, in all the details Of administration, 
be carried into effect, 

b. Astothe taxation of the real estate 
and loans to the complainant. 

The respondent's answer alleges in addi- 
tion to the claim that the complainant has

forfeited the fund by non compliance with 
the stipulation as to interest; that it has 
forfeited it “in divers other ways”? without 
alleging what these ways are. 

It may be claimed that the complainant 
Was not authorized to assess and collect 
taxes on the real estate held by it, as the 
title to the real estate was in the munici- 
pality, but this contention cannot be up- 
held. 

““Tf an individual should make the City 
of Baltimore, his agent and trustee to 
receive funds, and to distribute them in aid 
of science, literature, or the fine arts, or 
even for the relief of the destitute and 
infirm, it is quite possible that sueb 
reverjues would be subject ‘to taxation. 
The | corporation would therein depart 
from its municipal character, and assume 
the position of a private trustee. It would 
occupy a place which an individual could 
occupy with equal propriety. It would not 
in that action be an auxiliary or servant of 
the state, but of the individual creating the 
trust.” * 

And the city was authorized to tax the 
personalty as well as the real estate, but it 
never hasin fact exercised that power. The 
assessors of Quincy evidently have con- 
sidered said property as falling within Sec. 
5, p. 3 of ch, 11 of the Pub. Stat. exempt- 
ing from taxation ‘* The personal property 
of literary, benevolent, charitable, and 
scientific institutions incorporated within 
this commonwealth and real estate occupied 
by them or their officers for the purposes 
for which they were incorporated,’’ and as 
the real estate held by the complainant 
was not so used the assessors have forced 
it to bear a part of the burdens of govern- 
ment, and thus complied with the general 
policy of our laws. 

In thus assessing the real estate, the 
assessors did not act as agents of the com- 
plainant but as public officers having well 
defined powers and duties, not under the 
control of the complainant; and the pay- 
ment of these taxes, even if their assess- 
ment was illegal, cannot be considered as 
such a failure to comply with the words 
and intent of the will as to create a for- 
feiture; and in case there has been any 
errorin the payment of these taxes, the 
complainant is ready to comply with any 
order of the Court as to the refunding of 
the same. 

The use of the property for purposes not 
contemplated in the will must be general, 
or at least of sufficient extent to substan- 
tially interfere with the carrying into effect 
the testator’s wishes. 

The total amount paid for taxes in 
twenty-two years is only $5,627.22 (Report, 
page 19) less than two per cent. of the 
entire fund; and in amount has from year 
to year ranged from $39.69 to $680.71. 
Payments made of such funds in good faith 
upon an assessment levied by the proper 
officers is not in any event such a non com- 
pliance with the provisions of the will as to 
cause the complainant to forfeit the fund 
of $292,489.55. 

Claims of this nature are construed 
strictly when relied on to create a forfeiture. 

The loans from the fund to the complain- 
ant were made in good faith and at the 
market rates, and full return thereon has 
been netted. No claim of forfeiture can 
arise therefrom. 

c. As tothe property devised under the 
willof Mary A. W. Woodward. 

The respondent has no interest in the 
property devised tothe complainant under 
this will. There is no devise over to it in 
any contingency. 

d. The Respondents are not entitled to 
relief under their answer. 

The respondents are not entitled to a 
decree of accounting as prayed for, in any 
possible contingency. If they desire to 
obtain affirmative relief of the nature 
prayed for, they can do so by cross billonly 
and not by answer. 

III. Special Requests for Instruction. 

As the first request, the complainant 
submits that it has authority to invest a 
part of said fund in the purchase or con- 
struction of a building or buildings for the 
use of the schools, as such use is necessarily 
incident to the carrying out of the trust. 

The second and fourth requests have 
already been considered. 

Upon the third request, the complainant 
submits that the fund upon which it is 
obliged to guaranty interest, (if at all) does 
not include any part thereof invested in 
property necessary to carry out the terms 
of the trust. 

Upon the fifth request the complainant 
respectfully asks for the instruction of the 
Court as to the validity of the provisions 
restricting the use of the schools to females 
bornin Quincy, thus shutting out there- 
from a large number of pupils of proper 
age, resident therein; and submits that 
said restriction is void, as against public 
policy, for the reasons given in Nourse vs. 
Merriam, 8 Cush., 11. 

The will does not expressly iimit the 
attendance to those living in the iown and 
born therein, bat simply attempts to re- 
strict it to those born therein. The com- 
plainant desires the instruction of this 
Court as to whether it is authorized or 
obliged to admit thereto, pupils of the 
proper age, born in Quincy but not resident 
therein at the time they may desire to 
attend the school, and submits that inas- 
much, as by Pub. Stat. Cb. 27. sect. 9, 
(Rey. Stat., Ch. 11, § 11; Gen. Stat, Chap. 
18, sect. 39,) it is only authorized to re- 
ceive property in trust “for the support of 
schools, and the promotion of education, 
limits of the town,” it is not 

to receive scholars in said

therein. Butsee Vidal vs. Girard, 2 How. 
129, 131, 188. 

If the restriction as to the birthplace of 
scholars is valid, while this complainant 


does not claim that it would have a right 
to maintain a school for others upon pay- 
ment for tuition, yet it respectfully asks 
the instruction of the Court, as to whether 
the Board of Management will be authorized 
toadmit to the same incidentally, pupils 
of proper age not born in Quincy but 
resident therein, or pupils not resident in 
Quincy, upon payment of tuition, in case 
there should happen to be room for them 
without detriment to the interests of the 
school.

IN CONGRESS. 


The Hawailan Message Occupies Atten- 
tion of Both Branches. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The fight ove 
the Hawaiian matter, in the house, fol- 
lowed fast and furious on the heels of the 
reading of the message. The first skir- 
mish occurred over the question of read- 
ing the instructions to Minister Willis, 
which was insisted upon by Mr. Boutelle. 

The house finally agreed to this, andim- 
mediately after the conclusion of the read- 
ing Mr. Boutelle renewed the assault by 
bringing forward a resolution declaring 
the administration’s policy inconsistent 
with the spirit of the constitution and the 
tradition of the government. Great ex- 
citement reigned, and in the confusion 
Mr. Boutelle failed to follow up his par- 
liamentary advantage, and was ruled out 
of order. 

The resolution of Mr. Cockran for the 
appointment of the committee of seven to 
investigate the alleged invasion of the 
territorial integrity of the United States 
by the last administration also went 
down on a retaliatory objection of Mr. 
Boutelle. The confusion was so great 
that the sergeant-at-arms was called in to 
preserve order, 

An adjournment was caused by the lack 
of a quorum on a motion to go into com- 
mittee. Party feeling ran very high at 
the close of the session. ; 

In the senate the long-looked for mes- 
sage from the president as tothe rela- 
tions of this government toward the Ha- 
waiian Islands was listened to most at- 
tentively. 

A request by Mr. Chandler for the read- 
ing of the instructions of Mr. Willis led 
toadebate of an hour’s duration and 
they were finally read. Themessage and 
accompanying documents are now before 
the senate, the pending question being on 
the motion of Mr. Hoar to refer them to 
the committee on foreign relations. 


ON THE ALERT. 


Paris Police Prepared to Check All Out- 
breaks by Anarchists. 

Panis, Dec. 19.—The powder found at 
the residence of the anarchist, Merigeau, 
was of a most powerful description. In 
the anarchist’s apartments was also found 
a bottle of sulphuric acid. The police are 
taken great precautions to protect public 
buildings, and their activity in this direc- 
tion is increasing every day in view of the 
threats made by the anarchists, and the 
belief expressed in police circles that 
there will be another dynamite outrage 
before long, asthe reds seem determined 
to leave no stone unturned in their efforts 
tofrighten the authorities previous to the 
trial of Vaillant. 

Both in the chamber of deputies and 
in the bourse, as well in other buildings, 
special police have been detailed in plain 
clothes who do nothing but watch for 
anarchists, and the measure which proved 
so successful in bringing about the arrest 
of Vaillant will be followed in the event 
of another explosion.

Covering Events, Past and Present, 
on the Hawaiian {slands. 


WILCOX RESOLUTION OF 1889 


Brought About by Fear of Ag- 
gression by Whites. 


The Annexation Sentiment Would Have 
Carried All Before It Had the Ha- 
walians Any Encouragement From the 
United States — Ministers Stevens and 
Willis Give Interesting Statements of 
Their Deslings With the Provincial 
Government and the Monarchy—Secre- 
tary Herbert Submits Correspondence 
From Naval Officers Who Were Sta- 


tioned at Honolulu. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The state de- 
partment correspondence on the Hawaiian 
question is an immense volume of official 
dispatches, a part of which has already 
been published. 

Under date of July 26, 1889, Minister 
Merrill gives confidential information of 
a plot of half-caste natives to depose 
Kalakua and proclaim  Lilioukalani. 
This was afterwards developed into the 
abortive Wilcox revolution of the same 
year. 

Under date of Noy. 6, 1889, Secretary 
Blaine transmitted to Minister Stevens 
the report of Admiral Kimberly on the 
uneasiness of the natives, dissatisfied 
with the new constitution, which had 
been wrung from Kalakua, and their fear 
of further aggression by the whites. The 


be kept at Honolulu during the Fetruary 
elections. Ou the same date Secretary 
Blaine asked Secretary cy to have a 
force in the Hawaiian waters. 

Decisive Steps Urged. 

Under date of March 20, 1890, Minister 
Stevens argues for some decisive steps to 
be taken by the United States “To insure 
the influence over the islands, long con- 
sidered its right and duty.” 

In February, 1891, Minister Stevens re- 
ports having gone to the British commis- 
sioners to advise the king against efforts 
he was making to change the constitu- 
tion. The advice was effective. 

The sueceeding portions of correspond- 
ence were transmitted to the senate by 
President Harrison with the annexation 
treaty, and have already been published. 
There is butone line of anything but 
signed official documents. This is in- 
serted after Minister Stevens’ dispatch of 
March §, 1892, in which he asks for in- 
structions in the event of another insur- 
rection by the Wilson party, then threat- 
ening. The insertion reads: **No answer 
was found to this dispatch.” 

To Get Under the Eagle's Wing. 

In the dispatch of April 2, 1892, Minister 
Stevens said: “The annexation sentiment 
is growing rapidly, and would carry all 
before it, provided they could get any en- 
couragement that the United States 
would take the islands as a territory.” 
On Nov. 8, 1892, Minister Stevens reported 
to Secretary Foster that the American 
party had won the ascendancy after a pro- 
longed struggle. 

Under date of March 24 Minister Stevens 
reports to Secretary Gresham on the 
efforts of the Japanese to secure control 
ofthe government. The correspondence 
from Commissioner Blount, the substance 
of which has already been published, is 
also transmitted. 

Under date of Novy. 6, 1893, Minister 
Willis reports his arrival and Novy. 11 he 
transmits a confidential letter to Secretary 
Gresham. He expected to interview the 
queen and had assured the British com- 
missioner that the queen would be pro- 
tected from any attempt at assassination, 
and the next Monday he would insist 
upon her coming to the legation. He re- 
ported that the town is in a state of ex- 
citement. His telegram of Nov. 16, which 
called out the changed instructions in the 
state department, reads: ‘‘Views of first 
party so extreme as to require further in- 
structions,” first party, of course, referring 
to the ex-queen. 

Willis Forbade Mob Violence, 

Under date of Noy. 18 Minister Willis 
reports that Mr. Damon, minister of 
finance, had called upon him and detailed 
rumors of trouble on the morrow, Kala- 
kua’s birthday. ‘In view of these facts I 
thought it proper, inan informal way, to 
make public the fact that there would be 
no decisive action taken by our govern- 
ment for five weeks, or until I heard from 
Washington. I also thought it proper, 
with the private knowledge and consent 
ef all factions, tosay that mob violence 
would not be allowed during the in- 
terval.” 

Many citizens and the representatives of 
foreign governments had called to con- 
gratulate him on thisstep andits good 
effects. Secretary Gresham’s letter to the 
president, transmitting the correspond- 
ence, says he has endeavored to include 
all correspondence of a political character. 

The last inclosure of the correspond- 
ence is the letter from Minister Thurston 
to Secretary Gresham, date. Dee. 5. This 
is a statement of the claims of the provi- 
sional government as againstthe argu- 
ments of Secretary Gresham in his letter 
of Oct. 18 to the president. 

Provisional Government Defended 

Mr. Thurston claims for the provisional 
government that fis a duly recognized 
and independent government. He denies 
that the provisional government had sub- 
mitted to the president the power to arbi- 
trate the case as between themselves and 
Queen Lilioukalani. He complains that 
his government had received no notice 
that it was ou trial for its life, and had 
had no chance to bring witnesses to refute 
those of Mr. Blount. 

He argues that the provisional govern- 
ment in its proclamation had fixed no 
termination for itself but annexation to 
the United States, and denies it can be 
said to terminate with the refusal of an- 
nexation. If United States representa- 
tives had exceeded their power in the 
islands, that confers no power on the 
United States government to again do the 
same. And if the ex-queen abdicated un- 
der the belief that the provisional govern- 
ment would submit to the arbitration of 
the United States, that does not confer 
jurisdiction on the United States without 
the consent of the provisional govern- 
ment. 

In thus submitting the Hawaiian corre. 


spondence éo the howese of representatives, 
President Cleveland said: 

“In compliance with a resolution of the 
house, I hereby transmit a report, with 
copies of the instructions given to Albert 
S. Willis, the representative of the United 
States, now in the Hawaiian Islands, and 
also the correspondence since March 4, 
1889, concerning the re’ations of this gov- 
ernment to those islands. In making this 
communication I have withheld only a 
dispatch from the former minister to 
Hawaii, No. 70, under date of Oct. 8, 1892, 
and a dispatch from the present minister, 
No. 3, under date of Nov. 16, 1893, because, 
In my opinion, the publication of these 
two papers would be incompatible with 
the public interests.” 

The dispatch of Nov. 16, 1893, is, without 
doubt, the detailed information of the de- 
velopments which prompted Minister 
Willis’ telegraphic dispatch on the same 
date to Secretury Gresham on which was 
based the order to guspend instructions: 
“T have no doubt congress will very soon 
carefully consider this important problem 
and take proper action.” 


Naval Correspondence. 

Secretary Herbert submits a mass of 
correspondence from naval officers, who 
have been in command of the United 
States naval forces at Hawaii. It goes 
back to July, 1889, and is brought down 
to Admiral Irwin’s brief confidential dis- 
patch of Dec. 4 to Mr. Herbert, telling 
him that the provisional government had 
1000 men under arms. 

The most interesting feature of the cor- 
respondence is that which begins with the 
report of Captain Wiltse, commander of 
U.S. S. Boston. His first letter is written 
at Honolulu. 

It states that there is a large and grow- 
ing sentiment, particularly among the 
planters, in favor of annexation to the 
United States, but Captain Wiltse says 
that heis informed that tie leaders **Don’t 
think an opportune moment will arrive 
for some time to come, however; every- 
thing seems to point toward an eventual re- 
quest for annexation.” 

The bulk of Captain Wiltse’s letters 
that time forward deal largely with 
political phases. On Novy. 1, 1802, Captain 
Wiltse reported that the queen’s persist- 


| ent refusal and obstinacy to appoint a 
admiral recommends that a man-of-war | 


cabinet may precipitate a crisis. As late 
as Nov. 9, 1892, and Jan. 4, 1893, Captain 
Wiltse reports political affairs as very 
quiet. Then, on Jan. 18, Captain Wiltse 
makes his report on the uprising and the 
landing of marines and sailors of the 
Boston under his command. He says: 
The Day of Days. 

“On Jan. 1) there was a large and en- 
thusiastic mass meeting, composed of the 
representative men of Honolulu, held in 
the largest hallin the city at2 p.m. On 
the same day I received trom the United 
States minister a request to land the 
sailors and marines of the Boston to pro- 
teet the United States iegation, consulate 
and the lives and property of American 
citizens. At 4:30 p. m., Jan. 16, I landed 
the ship’s battalion under the command 
of Lieutenant Commander Swinburne. 
One detachment of marines was placed at 
the legation and one at the consulate, 
while the main body of men, with two 
pieces of artillery, were quartered in a 
small hall of central location, near the 
government building.” 

Captain Wiltse then recites that the 
provisional government was established, 
the queen dethroned and the new authori- 
ties recognized by the United States min- 
ister. Hesays that the revolution was 
accomplished without the loss of a single 
life. 

Captain Wiltse reports to the secretary 
of the navy, under date of Feb. 1, ultimo, 
that it his intention to keep the United 
States naval forces on shore until the pro- 
visional government ask their with- 
drawal. 

He says: “There can be no doubt that 
the prompt landing of the battalion has 
prevented bloodshed and saved life and 
property.”” Healso reports that the is!- 
ands have been placed under the protec- 
tion of the United States by formal dec- 
larations of Minister Stevens. 

Upheld by the United States. 

The letter of Lieutenant Swinburne, 
who commanded the naval forces when 
they landed, gives a graphic description 
of that event. He says the royal colors 
flying over the palace were saluted by the 
battalion as it passed. 

On Feb. 27, Admiral Skerrett, who had 
become the ranking naval officer at Hono- 
lulu, reported that “The provisional goy- 
ernment is quite able to administer the 
affairs of the present government, upheld 
asthey are by the presence of our men 
ashore.” 

On March 29 Admiral Skerrett reports 
that he regrets to say that there are a 
number of persons in Honolulu who are 
greatly opposed to the provisional govern- 
ment. 

On April 6 Admiral Skerrett reports 
that he hauled down the United States 
flag from the government building by or- 
der of Mr. Blount. He says there was no 
expression from the citizens. 

On May 4 Admiral Skerrett reports that 
the provisional government seemed to be 
gaining and increasing its friends, 

On June 28 Admiral Skerrett retracts 
some of his views concerning the stability 
and solidity of the provisional govern- 
ment. He says that the standing of the 
government is not considered to be all 
that had so impressed him formerly. 

Admiral Skerrett adds that it is be- 
lieved that if the plan of the provisional 
government was submitted to a popular 
vote the present officials would be ousted. 

Unstable, but the Best Yet. 

On July 20 Admiral Skerrett reiterates 
that his faith in the stability of the pro- 
visional government is *‘A good deal shat- 
tered.”” He says, however, that the exist- 
ing government is the best the people 
has ever had, and he has faith in its 
eventual success. 

On Sept. 12 Admiral Skerrett says that 
the provisional government *‘Continues to 
display the same courageous disposition 
to control and to direct the people in the 
right way toward self-government for the 
benefit of all concerned.” 

On Nov. 16 Secretary Herbert telegraphs 
to Admiral Skerrett, impressing upon 
him that in the absence of Minister 
Blount the sole duties of the admiral are 
those of a vaval officer. He is directed 
not to give aid to either party contending 
for the government ai Honolulu. 

Admiral Irwin’s reports make up the 
balance of the naval correspondence, The 
admiral confines himself strictly to naval 
affairs, and at no time mentions politica! 
questions. He recites the calls and 
salutes between the ships and officers. 
Theonly dispatch from him of conse- 
quence is the one of a few days ago, when 
he notified Secretary Herbert that the 
provisional government was under armas.

AID FOR UNEMPLOYED. 


Meeting In Their Interests Held by Citi- 
zens of Boston, 


Boston, Dec. 19.—A conference of busi- 
ness men, ministers of every denomination, 
representatives of organized labor and 
other influential citizens was held in the 
common council chamber yesterday after- 
noon for the purpose of taking action to 
assist the unémployed. 

Mayor Matthews presided, and stated 
that there had never been a business de- 
pression so severely felt as the present one 
in the history of the city, and the neces- 
sity of assisting the unemployed had _be- 
come so great that he deemed it his duty 
to call this conference. Speeches were 
made by a number of ministers and others 
who stated that the demands upon the 
charitable organizations of the various so- 
cieties and churches were very great, and 
showed that there were a very large num- 
ber who were without the necessaries of 
life. 

It was decided that a committee of] 15 
should be appointed to devise ways and 
means of providing work for the unem- 
ployed, and that a census of the unem- 
ployed be taken by the police. 


BEATEN AND CHOKED. 


An Old Woman Brutally Treated By Her 
Husband and Son, 

WORCESTER, Mass., Dec. 19.—Calvin S. 
Chapin, a shiftless old fellow, 65 years of 
age, and his eldest son, John, of Holden, 
were arrested yesterday for assaulting 
Mary Chapin, the elder Chapin’s wife. 
The old woman owns the house in which 
they live and repeated requests for her to 
sell it have caused numerous family rows. 
Friday the elder Chapin asked his wife 
for money, but she refused and called him 
lazy and shiftless. A row ensued, in which 
the old woman was beaten and choked by 
her husband and son. 

She tinally escaped from them and ran 
a mile in her stockings through the snow 
and ice toa neighbor’s house, where she 
fell exhausted. Her feet were lacerated 
and bleeding. She is in a critical condi- 
tion from the shock of the assault and the 
exposure. She refused to make a com- 
plaint against her husband, but the town 
authorities took the matter in hand and 


Interrupted by the Sickness of One of 
the Jurors. 

New York, Dec. 19.—Mr. Brookes’ ad- 
dress tothe jury in the Meyers case was 
suddenly interrupted exactly at noon by 
the seventh juror, Alexander B. Low, 
succumbing to an attack of epilepsy. He 
was borne ina helpless condition by his 
fellow jurors toa private room and at- 
tended by Dr. O'Sullivan of the defense’s 
counsel, and Dr. Minden, the young physi- 
cian who certified that Brandt died of 
dysentery. 

Restoratives were at once applied to the 
stricken man by the physicians, who found 
that he was delirious and threatened with 
congestion of the brain. His son said that 
the cuse had been working so on his 
father’s mind that he had been expecting 
a breakdown. The hearing was ad- 
journed. 


Weavers’ Wants. 

New BEDForRD, Mass., Dec. 19.—A call 
was issued here by the Weavers’ Protective 
association for a convention of textile 
operatives from all over the state to be 
held in this city Jan. 5.

labor next year, but also to pass a parti- 
cular clause bill. Overtime working was 
also touched upon, and in referring to fac- 
tory inspectors, the circular states: ‘The 
work of factory inspectors to checkmate 
overtime is only a farce.’’ Interesting

Wholesale Vaccination. 

Boston, Dec. 19.—Fifteen. free vaccina- 
tion stations were opened by the board of 
health in different parts of Boston this 
morning. No new cases of smallpox have 
been found for three days, and the health 
suthorities say they can trace all the cases 
now in the hospital to one source, but 
every precaution is being taken. All the 
patients in the hospital are doing well. 


Should Be Choked OF 

BERLIN, Dec. 19.—A hundred anarchists 
met at Weissensee yesterday. The men- 
tion of the names of Ravachol, Pallas, 
Vaillant and other anarchists who have 
taken part in outrages was received with 
prolonged applause. It was declared that 
the doings of these men were mere child’s 
play compared to what will be done in the 
future. 


WORCESTER, Mass., Dec. 19.—The em- 
ployes of F. J. Torrey’s razor shop have 
decided to send two delegates to Wash- 
ington to protest against the Wilson tariff 
billin relation to the duty on razors, 
The concern has been in business 13 years, 
but if the Wilson bill is adopted it will 
have to close down.

Injury to None, 

We believe, and we have the warrant of 
our own past experience for believing, 
that reduction of duties will not injure 
but give more abundant life to all our 
great manufacturing industries, however 
much they may dread the change. In 
dealing with the tariff question, as with 
every other long-standing abuse that has 


interwoven itself with our industrial 
or social system, the legislator must al- 
ways remember that, in the beginning, 


temperate reform is safest, 
self the principle of growth. 
We have already said that public dis- 
cussion may errors of minor de- 
tail in the schedules of our bill. To 
escape such errors would require so 
thorough and minute a knowledge of all 
the divisions, sub-divisions, complex and 
manifold mazes and involutions of our 
chemical, textile, metal and other indus- 
tries, that no committee Of congress, no 
matter how extended the range of their 
personal knowledge, or how laborious 
and painstaking their efforts, could ever 
hope to possess. We have not forgotten 
that we represent the people, who are the 
many, as well as the protected interests, 
who are the few, and while we have dealt 
With the latterin no spirit of unfriendli- 
ness, we have felt that it was our duty 
and not their privilege to make the tariff

Argument. 
We have believed that the first step to- 
ward a reform of the tariff should be a re- 


lease of taxes on the materials of indus- 
try. There can be no substantial and 
beneficial reduction npon the necessary 
clothing and other comforts of the Amer- 


ican people, nor any substantial and ben- 
eficial enlargement of the field of Ameri- 
can labor, so long as we tax materials and 
processes of production. Every tax upon 
the producer falls with increased force 
onthe consumer. Every tax on the pro- 
ducer in this country is a protection to his 
competitors in all other countries, and so 
narrows his market as to limit the num- 
ber and lessen the wages of those towhom 
he can give employment. 

Every cheapening in the cost or enlarge- 
ment of the supply of his raw materials, 
while primarily inuring to the benefit of 
the manufacturer himself, passes under 
free competition immediately and passes 
entirely to the consumer, who very soon 
gets even more benefit out of it than such 
reduction seems to carry, because with the 
rapid widening of his market the manu- 
facturer is able to sell at a smaller profit. 

Legislating For Millions, 

Itis therefore a very narrow and short- 
aighted view which supposes that we re- 
lease the duties on iron ore and coal and 
wool and other like articles for the benefit 
of those who manufacture our iron, steel, 
woolen and other fabrics. We are legis- 
lating for the great millions of consumers 
beyond them, and for the scores of 
thousands of laborers to whom they may 
thus give steady and well-paid employ- 
ment. It isnoless a narrow and short- 
tighted view that supposes that a remov al 
pf the tariff duties on such necessaries of 
industries will inflict any real loss upon 
those who produce them in our wn coun- 
try. 

The enlargement of markets for our 
products in other countries, the increase 
inthe internal commerce and in the car- 
rying trade of our country willinstire 4 
growing home market for all these things 
that will quickly outstrip anything + ‘ed 
could have under the protective systen? 

Followed Precedents. 

Any article of manufacture w hich cam 
sustain the competition of like foreign 
articlesin other markets can defy such 
competition in the home market, 
not protected by the duty, but by its own 
intrinsic superior cheapness and quality. 
The only effect of a duty on such articles 
isto enable those who make them to 
charge higher prices to the citizens of 
their own countrv than they charge to for-

case with both copper and many agricul- 
tural implements. 

In adjusting duties upon what may be 
called the finished products we have tried 
to impose such rates as will not destroy or 
distress any of our home industries on the 
one hand, nor on the other secure them an 
oppressive monopoly of the home market. 

For this rule we have the recognized 
authority both of well-known and leading 
tariff reformers and of thase who in days 
past were considered moderate protection- 


In the iron and steel schedule, beginning 
with free ore and a duty of 22 1-2 per cent 
on pig iron, we have reported a scale of 
duties considerably below those of the 
existing law, which should bring benefit 
to the consumer, without calling for any 
halt in the progress of that great iniitistes 
in our countzy. The duty upon stee! rails 
has been put at 25 per cent, which quite 
compensates for all difference in the cost 
of production in this country and abroad. 
Ad Valorem Substitute. 

A most important change in the bill 
proposed from the present law will be 
found in the general substitution of ad 
valorem for specific duties. This must 
always be the characteristic of a revenue 
tariff levied upon a large range of articles, 
especially when those include the plain 
necessaries of life. A duty which taxes 
Bsccording to kind, pound, weight, 
measure or the like, without regard to 
quality, always oppresses the less wealthy 
consumer and lightens the just burdens 
ef his richer fellow-citizens. 

Such inequalities as we have mentioned 
in the woolen schedule, and many still 
grosser ones that might easily be cited, 
could only be hidden in the specific du- 
ties and would never appcar in a tariff 
that assessed its exactions according to

RESIGNATIONS ASKED, 


Messrs. Federhen and Murphy Not Wanted 
as Asylum Trustees. 


The most important news in the Boston 
dailies this morning, if one may judge by 
the size of the scare heads, is the action of 
Governor Russell is asking the resignation 
of Messrs. H. M. Federhen of Quincy and 
Jeremiah Murphy of Worcester as mem- 
bers of the board of trustees of the Med- 
field Insane asylum. The Governor’s letter 
to each of the gentlemen reads: 


The Governor's Letter. 


After a long and thorough investigation 
by myself and a committee of the executive 
council, and after further investigation and 
hearing before the whole council, lam of 
the opinion that the best interests of the 
commonweaith require your resignation as 
a trustee of the Medfield Insane Asylum. 

In this opinion the exeentive council 
unanimously concur. 

I therefore request your resignation, to 
take effect immediately. 

I am glad to say that this request is not 
based upon any charge affecting your 
character, integrity or honesty. 1 am, 
however, clearly of the opinion that the 
constant trouble and friction which your 
committee has had with state authorities 


and with others with whom it has had | 


dealings, its methods of business and other 
matters which have occasioned criticism, 
have impaired public confidence in the 
present committee and also destroyed its 
usefulness, 

Ishall expect your resignation before the 
meeting of the council tomorrow. If not 
then received, I shali take such further 
action as in my judgment is proper and 
necessary. WILLIAM E. RussELL. 

It is saidneither of the gentlemen will 
j tender his resignation as requested as it 
would look like a confession of guilt.

ANOTHER HOT FIGHT 


Between Government Forces and In- 
surgents at Rio. 


MORE TROUBLE ON NEW SHIPS. 


Nictheroy and America May 
Be Short-Handed. 


PERNAMBUCO, Dec. 20.—A general en- 
gagement between the rebel ships and the 
government forts was begun on Monday 
inthe harbor of Rio de Janeiro. The 
firing on both sides issaidto have been 
severe. The result is not known yet. 

Dispatches from Rio de Janeiro also say 
that Commander Picking, senior naval offi- 
cer of the United States ships at Rio, has 
announced to the merchants and ship 
captains there that he declines to guar- 
antee the safety of the anchorage used by 
merchant vessels now for discharge and 
loading of cargoes into lighters. 

A report is in circulation that President 
Peixoto and his government are nearly 
bankrupt, and that the financial strain 
cannot be endured much longer. All 
cable messages to and from the south 
have been stopped by order of the govern- 
ment. 

Nictheroy Has a New Captain. 

Captain Baker, who left New York in 
command of the Nictheroy, is no longer in 
charge of the new Brazilian cruiser. 
The officer in charge now is Captain Al- 
varo Nunez, formerly in command of the 
Brazilian warship Republica, and one 
of the few naval officers loyal to Peixoto. 

This change is a great disappointment 
to the American portion of the crew of the 
Nictheroy, and has had a bad influence 
upon those inclined to continue the strike 
for an increase of wages upon regularly 
entering the Brazilian navy. 

Many have desided to return to the 
United States. It is understood that 
strong inducements are being held out to 
Captain Baker in order to prevail upon 
him to serve as second in command, but 
the result is not generally known. It 
seems certain, however, that the majority 
of the guns’ crews will be prevailed upon 
to remain with the Nictheroy; but it ap- 
pears likely that the firemen and stokers, 
as well as a number of seamen, will be re- 
placed by Brazilians or others. 

The America Meard From, 

The America has arrived safely at 
Maranhao, the largest town and seaport 
of the state of Maranhao, in the northern 
portion of Brazil. She is expected here 
tomorrow. The two vessels will almost 
immediately afterwards sail for Bahia or 
some other port to the south, where the 
two cruisers expect to receive definite 
orders. 

It is reported that Mello is as well in- 
formed concerning the movements of the 
Nictheroy and America as President 
Peixoto himself. 

Just asI close this dispatch, I hear a 
rumorthat there is trouble among the 
crew of the America, similar to the 
trouble existing among the crew of the 
Nictheroy. Should this be the case, there 
may be some further delay in the 
parture of the two cruisers southward. 

Summary Measures, 

Late yesterday, Captain Nunez, the new 
commander of the Nictheroy, shipped 60 
new men and sent severalof the New 
York crew ashore. The restof the 
men shipped at New York were com- 
pelled to sail in spite of their protests. 

It is thought that there was a serious 
disturbance on board the Nictheroy and 
that several of the men who desired to 
leave the ship engaged in a struggle with 
the remainder of the crew and thata 
number of men were finally clapped in 
irons and confined below decks. 

American Vessels Going to Rio, 

WASHINGTON, Dec. ,20.—Word was re- 
ceived at the navy department that the 
San Francisco had, arrived at Trinidad 
and was ordered to proceed to Rio de Ja- 
neiro. It is inferred that the serious con- 
dition of affairs in Brazil calls for further 
show of United States forces. 

New York, Dec. 20.—Hurried prepara- 
tions are being made at the navy yard to 
fit the cruiser New York for sea. It is sur- 
mised that she has been ordered to Brazil. 
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Unseated by Deputies. 

Panis, Dec. 20.—The chamber of deputies 
has annulled the election of Viscomte 
Hugues, who defeated General MacAd- 
aras, an Irishman. It was contended that 
calumnies were circulated during the elec- 
tioneering to the effect that General Mac- 
Adaras was one of the Phcenix park assas- 
sins, etc. 


An Adventurous American, 

New Yorks, Dec. 20.—The British steam- 
ship Sirius arrived in port yesterday, hav- 
ing on board Dr. Charles E. Boynton, who 
was arrested in Rio de Janeiro for attempt- 
ing to destroy the flagship Aquidaban. 
The prisoner was in charge of Ensign 
Carter. Boynton claimed his arrest was 
illegal. 


Bombs In Bohemia. 

Lonpon, Dec. 20.—A dispatch from 
Prague says that a large bomb was ex- 
ploded outside the residence of Lawyer 
Wolff at Rakonitz. The house was de- 
molished and several other buildings 
were damaged by the explosion. Wolff, 
his wife and two daughters were injured. 


Has No Heart. 
LonpDoN, Dec. 20.—A dispatch from Bar- 
celona states that Jose Colina has con- 
fessed that he was the author of the 
dynamite explosion in the Lyceum thea- 
ter, when upward of 30 persons were killed. 
He said he gloried in his act. Colina re- 
cently came to Barcelona from France. 


Captain Cook Resigns. 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Dec. 20.—DBenjamin 
Cook, Jr., captain of next year’s baseball 
nine, has resigned. The reason given is 
that he cannot devote the necessary time 
to the work. Mr. Cook has played on the 
nine for three years. This leaves the nine 

without a single veteran player. 


The Marblehead Accepted. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—The secretary of 
the navy has accepted the cruiser Marble- 
head in behalf of the government. A 
check for the premium of 2125,000 earned 
by the vessel for excess in speed over con- 
tract requirements was sent to the con- 
tractor, Harrison Loring of South Boston, 


New Income Tax Scheme. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Mr. Bretz of In- 
diana introduced a bill for an income tax 
sufficient to yield annually an amount of 
revenue equal to that required for the pay- 
ment of pensions. The tax is to be levied 
only on incomes over $5000. 


NO CHARITY. 


Unemployed Bostonians Prefer to Work 
For Their Bread. 

BosTox, Dec. 20.—Faneuil hall, the his- 
toric cradle of liberty, was filled by fully 
5000 people, while many hundreds were 
unable to gain admittance, who attended 
the meeting of the unemployed last night. 
A number of speeches were made bearing 
upon the duty of the city of Boston to fur- 
nish work for the unemployed. The fol- 
lowing resolutions were adopted with a 
cheer: 

“We are here to ask for one thing, that 
work be furnished the unemployed by the 
city. Weare here to stand for one princi- 
ple, that those who are willing to work 
havea right to work, and that society is 
under obligation to provide work for 
them. Weare here to make one firm pro- 
test that the working classes shall not 
in this extremity be turned over to the 
degradation of charity. 

“When we wish to earn our bread 
honestly and recuin our manhood, are we 
to be told that the doors of the poor- 
houses and the associated eharities are 
open tous? We shall not consent to that 
solution of the problem. Weare a part 
of this municipality. We have rights, It 
is our inalienable right not to be beggared 
and pauperized. 

“Tf you cast us upon charity and refuse 
us work you make us paupers by compul- 
sion. We have petitioned, and waited and 
starved. Weask action. Weask imme- 
diate work. Weask the city to give this 
work. We shall not be satisfied with 
anything but this, and if you force pauper- 
ism upon us you will degrade all society 
with us.” 

In response to a call for all persous out 
of work or suffering from a reduction in 
wages to raise the right hand, fully four- 
fifths of the audience responded. 


ENGLAND'S NAVY. 


A Hot Debate In Which Gladstone Gains 
a Fictory. 

Lonpon, Dec. 20.—Mr. Gladstone won 
another parliamentary victory after gal- 
lantly fighting at the head of his followers. 
What was practically a vote of censure 
was moved by Mr. Hamilton in connection 
with the alleged weakness of the British 
navy compared with the combined 
navies of Russia and France, and after an 
exciting debate the motion was rejected, 
and Mr. Gladstone’s amendment to the 
effect that the house had confidence that 
the government would pay adequate at- 
tention to the navy was adopted without 
a division, causing much enthusiasm in 
the Liberal ranks. 

Prior to the opening of the debate Mr. 
Gladstone obtained a suspension of the 
midnight rule in order that the 
should be finished. The debate was long 
and heated, and Hamilton’s motion was 
rejected by a vote of 240 to 204,

October with his skull fractured.

CHICAGO, Dec. 20.—Edna Millville, Mv- 
ing on Wabash avenue, was assaulted by 
an unknown colored man, who begged for 
food. After he had eaten his fill he rushed 
ather with an iron bar and beat and 
kicked her until he had inflicted injuries 
s0 severe]that the girl may die.

To Cost $150,000, 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Dec. 20. — Ground 
was broken yesterday in the college yard 
for Harvard’s new museum, the Fogg Art 
museum.

IN CONGRESS. 


Urgent Deficiency Bill Passed After 9 
Lively Session. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—The house was 
in an ugly frame of mind all day. The Re- 
publicans were in a fighting temper over 
the Hawaiian situation when the house 
met, and the row opened immediately. 
Mr. Cockran’s resolution was presented 
and hurriedly referred to the committee 
onrules. Then came a sharp skirmish 
over the Boutelle resolution. 

Finally the consideration of the urgent 
deficiency bill was resumed and some 
very exciting scenes were enacted before 
it was finally passed. The item appropri- 
ating $200,000 for special examiners was 
amended so as to prevent the suspension 
of any pensions without giving the pen- 
sioners notice or opportunity to furnish 
testimony in rebuttal. Ten amendments 
were also adopted appropriating $180,000 
for extra mileage for members and sena- 
tors, $46,000 for stationery and about 
£25,000 to pay employes of the house and 
senate an extra month's pay. 

The most bitter opposition existed to 
each of these propositions, the first of 
which was denominated on the floor asa 
proceeding whose scandalous character 
had not been approached since the days of 
the famous salary grab. Intense excite- 
ment prevailed throughout the discussion. 
The highest number of votes the mimority 
was able to muster on any motion was 29. 
Filibustering occupied a great portion of 
the time. 

It was expected that Senator Hoar 
would open the ball on the president’s 
Hawaiian message, but as Senator Berry 
desired to speak on the elections bill the 
Massachusetts senator decided to defer 
his remarks. He will severely arraign 
the president in his dealing with the 
Hawaiian complications. 


A Brave Woman, 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Dec. 20.—Lacy 
Blackman ventured too far on Berkshire 
pond and broke through. A. E. Culver 
went to his assistance, and he, too, broke 
through. T. W. Joyce attempted a res- 
cue, when he also went into the water. A 
crowd was watching the three men strug- 
gling for their lives, when Miss Annie D, 
Hallock, a young and pretty teacher, ran 
up, and, throwing herself flat upon the 
ice, shouted to the bystanders to fall 
down also and hold her by the ankles. In 
this manner she drew the men back to 
firm ice, one at atime. Miss Hallock was 
half drowned herself, as the thin ice kept 
breaking under her, letting her down into 
the water. 


In a State of Coma.

After two 
hours the young man wasable to go home 
in a street car. He appeared all right for 
atime, then flung himself ona bed and 
lapsed into unconsciousness, where he has 
lain without food and without speaking 
since. The doctor describes it as coma 
accompanying a fit.

Increase In Wages Demanded by the 
Nictheroy’s Crew. 


PEIXOTO'S AGENTS VW/ON'T COMPLY 


Fighting Power of the Vessel 
May Be Weakened. 


PERNAMBUCO, Dec. 19.—The Brazilian 
cruiser Nictheroy arrived here on Thurs- 
day with all well in health, but all wrong 
from other points of view. 

During the passage the rough and ready 
crew shipped in New York put 
through a regular course of instruction in 
the duties of a man-of-war. Until the 
coast of Brazil was sighted the sailors | 
were ina very fair state of preparation | 
foran engagement with the enemies of 
Brazil. 

But the discordant elements noticed 
among the crew shortly after we left New 
York increased considerably as days wore 
on, and much dissatisfaction was mani- 


fested. 


were 


Full-Fledged Sailors. 

There was an unwritten understanding 
that the crew was tobe reshipped upon 
arrival in Brazil as full-fledged sailors in 
the Brazilian navy, and at the same rate 
of wages as agreed upon in New York. 

At St. Thomas rumors were circulated 
that the crew would expect higher wages 
upon being formally enlisted, and this in- 
tention to strike for more money increased 
to such a point that we had not reached 
Brazil before it became known that the 
sailors of the Nictheroy would demand 
much higher wages before consenting to 
be reshipped into the Brazilian navy. 

Upon arrival here, the leaders of the 
strikers had managed to prevail upon 
considerable of the Nictheroy’s crew to 
demand increased wages before signing 
the articles of enlistment, and the repre- 
sentatives of President Peixoto were so 
informed. 

The Demands Refused, 

President Peixoto’s agents, after pa- 
tiently listening to the Nictheroy’s crew, 
consulted with headquarters, and then 
quietly but firmly refused to grant the | 
excessive demands, and made prepara- | 
tions to ship Brazilian sailors. This may 
cause a considerable weakening of the 
Nictheroy as a fighting vessel, though it 
is expected that nearly all the officers and 
petty officers, as well as the better element | 
among the able seamen, will stand by the | 
dynamite thrower, and proceed south | 
with her. | 

This, however, is by no means certain. 
The crew are of the opinion that the | 
Brazilian government will have to grant } 
their demands, asfit is utterly impossible 
to obtain any kind of a crew capable of 
working the Nictheroy in any successful | 
manner at this port, or at any other port | 
in Brazil. 

Nothing is known here definitely as to | 
the whereabouts of our consort, the | 
America. Should any of the Nictheroy’s | 
officers and crew leave her at this port it | 
is thought probable that they will be | 
shipped to New York from here or for- | 
warded to Rio de Janeiro and from there | 
will have their passage paid back to New 
York.

failed to observe what care and effort 
were exercised to create an executive 
power which would not be abused for 
purposes of usurpation and tyranny. 
There is nothing in American history 
more shameful in its scope of injustice 
and tyranny than the attempt of President 


Cleveland and Secretary Gresham to | 


crush out liberty and American interests 
in Hawaii by the threat to restore the 
extinct Hawaiian monarchy by force of 
arms or by diplomatic chicanery and 
pressure, more infamous, if possible, than 
the use of ball and bayonet. 

“A Feeble Repetition,” 

Even the atrocious attempt years ago to 
force the pro-slavery LeCompton constitu- 
tion on the people of Kansas by federal 
bayonets, which so signally failed of ac- 
complishment, seems diminutive in con- 
trast with the astounding proposition and 
avowed purpose to overturn the pro- 
visional government of Hawaii, back of 
which stands that noble American colony, 
and around which is crystallized the inter- 
ests of American Christian civiliza- 
tion in that advanced and invaluable 
American outpost in the North Pacific. 
President Cleveland’s recent special mes- 
sage, in which he so severely criticises the 
course of the American minister at Hono- 
lulu, is but a feeble repetition of the su- 
perficial report of Commissioner Blount 
and the statement of Secretary Gresham, 
previously published. 

Blount’s Allegations Untrue. 

In my answer to Blount’s report [showed 
conclusively, as other thoroughly respop- 
sibl@ witnesses have shown, that the al- 
legationsin that report against the official 
conduct of Captain Wiltse and myself are 
grossly untrue, are in manifest antagon- 
ism toall the reasonable probabilities, 
circumstances and logic of the situation 
at Honolulu in January last. President 
Cleveland’s grossly untrue and shame- 
fully unjust allegation against myself 
and the naval commander rest entirely on 
the statements of the four notoriously 
corrupt ministers of the fallen queen, of 
Wilson, the Tahitian half white immoral 
favorite, and other thoroughly discredited 
testimony. 

Used Neither Force Nor Threat. 

I will not, in this paper, go over the 
conclusively overwhelmingly testimony 
ofall respectable men of the American 
colony. Persons of the highest character 
for intelligence and integrity, who knew 
and witnessed the events when the Ha- 
waiian monarchy fell, contradict ex- 
pressly the secretly collected testimony of 
Commissioner Blount. 

I only repeat here what has been amply 
verified again and again, that neither by 
force or threat of force, or by any advice 
oraction of mine, was the fall of the 
monarchy precipitated. From the hour 
on which I entered on my duties at the 
head of the United States legation to the 
termination of my official responsibility 
J maintained the determination to call on 


' <0 naval commander for aid only in the 


event that American life and property 
were in danger. 
A Thrust at Cleveland. 

President Cleveland sees fit tomakea 
point against my official conduct that 
months before the events of last January 
I had advocated annexation. He de- 
liberately and purposely conceals that 
what I saidin my dispatch in November, 
1892, wasa confidential statement to the 
department of state of the then condition 
of affairs in Hawaii, a report of facts 
which, by the established rules and prac- 
tice of diplomacy, I was in duty bound to 
make known to my government. 

For months prior to the date of this dis- 
patch there had been a continual struggle 
between the legislature and the queen as 
to their respective rights regarding the 
constitution and the responsibility ef the 
cabinet. Ministry after ministry had been 
appointed in defiance of the votes of the 
legislature and of responsible public opin- 
ion. The queen, her immoral favorite, 
Wilson, andthe lottery ring openly de- 
fied the legislature and the property hold- 
ers of the islands. 

Good People Suffered. 


Only the remarkable self-possession of 
the respectable and responsible men of 
the islands prevented an outbreak and 
the overture of the monarchy at an earlier 
day. The self-possession and forbearance 
of the men thus defied by the monarchy 
and its parasites were remarkable, con- 
sidering that they were enduring abuses 
and scandals which no American city or 
state would tolerate 30 days. ‘ 

But when the queen and her favorite 
Wilson yielded by the appointment of the 
Jones-Wilcox cabinet, men of the highest 
respectability and responsibility, three of 
them men of wealth wishing not for office, 
I confidentially reached the conclusion, 
as the close of the legislature was near, 
that this ministry would be able to carry 
on the government safely for the follow- 
ing 18 months, and until the election of a 


uew legislature. 


in this belief 1 left Honolulu in the 
U.S. S. Boston, Jan. 4, ona trip to Hilo, 
250 miles from Honolulu, the first time 
for many months when I had deemed it 
safe to leave Honolulu. In the 10days of 
our absence from the legation I had 
known no more of what had been trans- 
piringin Honolulu than though I had 
been at that time in Washington. 
His Return to Honolulu. 


When Captain Wiltse and myself in the 
Boston arrived in the harbor of Honolulu 
in the forenoon of Jan. 14 I was com- 
pletely taken by surprise at what the 
queen, the palace associates, and the lot- 
tery gang had accomplished in 10 days. 
The remonstrances of the chamber of com- 
merce, of the numerous petitions of some 
of the best people of the island, both 
whites and natives, and the earnest plead- 
ings of those who had previously adhered 
to the monarchy had been defiantly disre- 
garded. 

I found the city in great excitement, 
The surging irresistible tide of revolution 
was then obvious to #11 persons not will- 
fully blind. 

Without sleep for two days and nights 
on the Boston, without stopping to change 
dress, with the English minister I has- 
tened to get access to the queen and to try 
by friendly advice to arrest the revolution. 
It was too late; the mobs of royal re- 
tainers were already gathering to the 
palace to aid the queen to carry out her 
plan of overturning the constitution. 
What took place at the palace that after- 
noon of Jan. 14 ended the Hawaiian mon- 
archy forever. 

Refused Aid to Monarchy. 

Though I was nearly without sleep for 
96 hours during those cxciting events, and 


I held my brain sufficiently at command 


| to refuse the solicited use of force to re- 


store the queen to the throne, which she 


, had recklessly lost three days before, and 


to recognize the provisional government 
when it had become master of the situa- 
tion, the self-possession of the citizens, 
who had chosen the committee of safety, 
being the only governing force in Hono- 
lulu that had lasted from the afternoon 
of Jan. 14 to the afternoon of Jan 17. 

Why did the queen’s representatives 
call at the United States legation on 
the 17th and ask the aid of the United 
States force to support her? There never 
Was a more preposterous assumption than 
this assertion of the president, that the 
queen, Jan. 17, had ample force to sustain 
her, and to enable her to carry on the gov- 
ernment. This studiously maintained 
assumption of the president is based on 
the testimony of the notoriously corrupt 
representatives of the rings that sur- 
rounded Liliuokalanithat the Hawaiian 
monarchy was overturned by United 
States forces, and was and is put forth 
for the sole purpose of bringing 
discredit on the preceding administration 
at Washington, and on the action of the 
foreign relations committee of the United 
States senate in favor of annexation. 

A Summing Up. 

It remains to be seen’ if the American 
congress and the American people will 
approve the conspiracy 4» make war on 
the provisional government at Hawaii, 
and use the military forces of the United 
States, or the diplomatic pressure of 
the United States for the restoration 
of a semi-barbarous queen in wanton de- 
fiance of the best American opinions and 
antecedents, and by an excessive use of 
executive power against an American 
colony more positive and inexcusable 
than that which George ITI and his min- 
isters sought to impose on the American 
colonies that formed the government of 
the United States.

The ad- 
dress was inthe main confined to advice 
to young men, but there were portions of 
it which dealt with public questions. Of 
strikes and labor agitation generally, the 
speaker said: 

“Itisa sad and dangerous fact that 
capital and labor are organized to fight 
each other; that the laboring man is 
thought to rezard his employer as an an- 
tagonist—too often an enemy. and that 
the greedy or vexed or impatient em- 
ployer, resentful of what he regards as un- 
warranted interference with the business, 
is sometimes too ready to treat a work- 
man with a grievance as he would treat 
a jolting, unbalanced machine, and throw 
it into the scrap pile. 

Good Will Prevails. 

“It isa wholesome fact that the working 
people of the United States so generally 
reject the teachings of anarchy. The 
workman is a producer; the anarchist is a 
destroyer, and fellowship is impossible. 
There isone good thing about these evil 
times and that is good will. They give 
men an opportunity to show their concern 
for each other. The roll of the largest 
brotherhood is being called, and men see 
with great wonder how great the family is. 

‘How many idle workmen now see that 
it is not safe to assume that the employers’ 
interest and theirs is wholiy antagonistic 
or that one umbrella may not shelter 
both. Isnot the conclusion too clear to 
escape the most sluggish understanding 
that hard times for the employer cannot 
be good times for the employe? A brisk 
and regular demand for the products of 
labor at fair prices is the only safe support 
of the wage scale, as it is of dividends.” 

Trusts. 

Concerning trusts Mr. Harrison has this 
to say: “They have been, perhaps, the 
greatest factor in the rapid development 
of the national wealth, they are indispen- 
sable; but the magnitude and multitude 
of these corporate enterprises, the enor- 
mous powers they possess and the often 
elusive character of their ownership and 
Management suggest restraint, control 
and limitation. 

“The capital errorin our legislation has 
been the failure to limit and to supervise 
corporative securities: to require that the 
stock shall represent an investment and 
that the investment shall be adequate to 
the enterprise, that creditors may be se- 
cured and that the public may not be 
tolled or the laborers’ wages cut to pay 
interest or dividends on securities that 
do not stand for investments. What is 
done should be done with discrimination, 
calmness and justice.” 

Lynching Condemned, 

The ex-president condemns lynching in 
the following terms: ‘These frightful 
lynchings that the daily papers record, 
with their shocking incidents of cruelty, 
shame our civilization. The victims are 
the poor and weak, and the adequacy of 
the courts to punish such has never been 
impeached. It is notenough to silently or 
even openly to condemn such crimes. We 
must make the sentiment of disapproval 
dominant, and boldly re-enforce the offi 
cers of the law.”

Working Against Reduction. 

Webb, the Washington correspondent of 
the Journal says in a dispatch of Dee. 19: 
The representatives of a great many in- 
dustries are here in very great distress as 
to the effect which the Wilson bill, if 
enacted, would have upon their business, 
They say in general terms that it would be 
very difficult for them to continue in busi- 
ness should the proposed new rates go into 
effect. Mr. John Quincy Adams Field of 
Quincy, Mass,, the President of the New 
England Association of Granite Manufac- 
turers, is one of them. He presents facts 
and figures. The following isa statement 
which he has prepared of the effect upon 
the granite industry of the country of the 
enacting of the Wilson bill: A piece of 
granite abroad containing say 20 cubic feet 
would be worth 80 cents per cubic foot, 
equal to $16. If work is put upon it to the 
amount of $21 the total value of the 
finished stone abroad would be $37. Add 
the duty, 40 per cent, $14 and the total 
cost of the stone, duty paid, laid down in 
this country, would be $51.80, A piece of 
granite of the same size, quarried in the 
United States, would be worth the same 
amount, $16. To put the same amount of 
work upon it would cost, at the price paid 
in American yards, at least double, $42. 
Total cost to the American manufacturer, 
$58. It will be seen, therefore, that even 
with a duty of 40 per cent, the American 
producer is placed at a substantial dis- 
advantage when compared with his foreign 
competitor, If the duty should be reduced 
to 20 per cent., as provided in the Wilson 
bill, the industry would be destroyed in 
this country. 


ALL BUT ONE 


Of the Charges Against Rev. Mr. Thompson 
Were Proven. 


All day Wednesday the Norfolk Associa- 
tion of Congregational ministers heard the 
charges against the Rey. N. B. Thompson 
of Brockton. 

Strong evidence was introduced that he 
was on the Portland boat as charged, but 
Mr. Thompson contradicted these when he 
testified and introduced affidavits, one of 
the hackmen who took another man than 
Mr. Thompson from the boat; that of Mrs. 
Atwood of Boston, to show that. Mr. 
Thompson spent the evening in question in 
that city; that of Miss Lucy Greenough of 
the Congregational House to show that 
he was at that building at 9 o’clock ithe 
following morning, and that of John Rea- 
gan of Wakefield, to show that Mr. Thomp- 
son was at that place at noon that day. 

The other charges of untruthfulness 
were then considered at length. About 
three o’clock the testimony was concluded, 
and half an hour later, Mr. Thompson 
began his argument in his defence. He 
talked an hour and a quarter, being fre- 
quently interrupted, and was afterward 
questioned at some length upon various 
matters. He was asked toexplain the H. 
C. Newton affair, but it was finally thought 
best not to go into the matter at length. 

Shortly after five o’clock he was requested 
to leave the room, and the association then 
took up their deliberation upon the 
charges. 

A decision was reached today, which 
sustained all the charges except that re- 
lating to the room in Brockton. 

It was a trial where there was much con- 
flicting testimony, and the ministers real- 
ized the situation of a jury, which has to 
weigh the character as well as the testi- 
mony of witnesses.

OUTLINE OF 


For Untangling Our Present 
Financial Troubles. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—The annual re 
port of Hon. John G. Carlisle, secretary 6f 
the treasury, was transmitted to congress 
yesterday. The secretary estimates the 
revenues of the government for the fiscal 
year which willend on June 30. at $430,- 

21,000, and that the expenditures forthe 
same period will amount to 458,121,000, 
leaving a deficit of $28,000,000 on the year. 
He mentioned that there are Pacific rail- 
road bonds, known as “currency sixes,” 
issued in aid of the Pacific railroads, fall- 
ing due within the year 18%, to the 
amount of $2,352,000, which must be paid 
at maturity, and recommends that con- 
gress take action at this session to provide 
for them. 

The Secretary's Suggesticns. 

He suggests as a means of enabling the 
government to promptly meet the emerg- 
ency and to provide a larger reserve fund 
several courses of action. One is the issue 
of 3 -per cert five-year bonds, in small 
amounts, to be disposed of through the 
sub-treasuries and postoflices to our own 
people. Another, the issue of 350,000,000 
in one-year 3 per cent bonds at par. Until 
the effect of the repeal of the Sherman sil- 
ver purchase is more fully developed, he 
does not consider it advisable to recom- 
mend further specifie legislation on that 
subject. 
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JOHN G. CARLISLE. 

He favors legislation to authorize a 
more extended use of silver certificates. 
He refers to the opinion of his predecessor 
and of the late attorney general that the 
gain of seigniorage resulting from the 
coinage of the silver bullion as it pro- 
gresses constitutes a part of the general 
assets of the treasury, and states that he 
has ordered the mints at New Orleans 
and San Francisco to be kept in readiness 
to commence the coinage of standard sil- 
ver dollars at any time when required. 

He champions the system of substitut- 
ing ad valorem duties for specific duties in 
the collection of customs, and recom- 
mends an increase of 10 cents a gallon in 
the internal revenue tax on distilled 
spirits, the imposition of additional inter- 
nal revenue tax on cigars and cigarets, 
theimposition of new taxes on playing- 
cards, cosmetics, perfumeries, legacies and 
successions, and incomes derived from in- 
vestments in stocks and bonds of corpora- 
tions and ,cint stock companies. 

To Rush the Tariff Bill. 

It is the purpose of the managers of the 
house to force the tariff bill through al- 
most without consideration by that branch 
if possible. If they can get the party to 
stand by the measure blindly enough to 
render such a course possible, they pro- 
pose to givethe Republicans to under- 
stand that since itis a party measure 
they have nothing to do withit, and to 
rush the bill through ‘in a weekor at the 
most 10 days. In ‘other words, they will 
treat the minority in the house as they did 
in committeeif there are not too many 
kickers in'their own ranks. 

The committee have come to no final 
agreement as to the internal revenue 
feature of the bill, but they give asstr- 
ances that the whole measure will ~be 
complete when it is taken up for disens- 
sion aiter the holidays. The letter of 
Senator Murphy to the Troy meeting of 
protest, stating that he will act insym- 
pathy with their opposition to the bill, 
causes great uneasiness among the cham- 
pions of the measure. It is made quite 
evident to them now that even if the 
measure is put through the house in its 
present forra it is liable to be cut to pieces, 
unless the Republicans refuse to lend 
their votes to the assistance of the kickers 
among the Democratic senators, 

While it is not definitely known: what 
his course will be, the belief is that Mur- 
phy, Morgan, Pugh, Gorman and Me- 
Pherson, if not several other Democrats, 
will, in one way or another, antagonize 
the bill if it comes to them in its present 
form. The amendments necessary ~ to 
tatisfy these men would destroy the 
whole groundwork of the bill. The dis- 
affection among the Democrats in the 
house is extremely insignificant. A sugar 
tax of one cent a pound is almost certain 
to go on the bill at some stage of the pro- 
ceedings. fa ae

- ADVERTISING GRANITE. 


Another Opinion That it Would be Profit- 
. >= able.and,a Good Thing. 

The Stone a monthly magazine published 
in Chicago~has taken’ up the. discussion 
relative to'advertising granite as suggested 
by the LEDGER and comments as follows: 

“Tf the granite producers and manufae- 
turers would withdraw their men from:the 
road, and use the same amount of monéy 
in advertising their goods in behalf of local 
dealers,’ we: believe it would: be a. most 
excellent thing forboth. The retail monu- 
ment dealer is nowadays little else than an 
agent-—a traveling salesman in local terri- 
tory—beset. on. all sides by competitors 
who ‘are struggling to earn a commission 
on a piece of work to be placed with the 
manufacturer at Quincy or elsewhere. He 
isno longer a manufacturer. If he does 
the lettering on the monument and sets it 
up, be embraces about all the labor left 
undone by the- wholesaler. This isa con- 
dition of the trade that has come about in 
the natural order of changes, and. was 
inevitable. If the local dealer is to remain 
in business he must follow - this clearly 
made line, If he becomes a warehouse- 
man and sales agent for granite manufac- 
turers of different sections, judicious adver- 
tising in a general way by the latter will 
help his business. 

“Stone is an earnest exponent of the 
principal of advertising. We know it pays 
when properly done. We believe if will 
pay us to have the manufacturers follow a 
liberal policy io that respeet. Jt will stir 
up the local dealer to seek a higher educa- 
tion in subjects pertinent to his trade; will 
“put his wit a-working”’ on something 
else than schemes to beat the “other fel- 
low” out of a commission in ordering a 
monument and the job of setting it up; 
will inculcate modern business methods, } 
and out of ali this change will come about! 
a desire for the best literature of. the trade 
that is published and Stone will get its; 
proper. reward from that. 

““An interesting discussion is going on 
in a Quincy, (Mass.,) daily paper as to the 
advisability of advertising the. excellent 
granite from that section in the magazines 
and secular papers. Our contemporary, 
the Monumental News, derisively opposes 
the idca, claim that it will work agairst 
the interests of the marble and granite 
dealer, Stone is of the opinion that the 
News takes a wrong view of the matter, 
The proposition of the granite manufac. 
turers of Quincy looks solely to the popu- 
larizing of that material. We no not 
understand it means to strike at the busi- 
ness of the local dealer, but rather to help 
him by creating a demand for a product 
for which he is the authorized agent in his 
locality, To assume that the primary 
object of the manufacturers is to fill orders 
direct, or maintain an army of agents to 
scour the country to secure them, is an as- 
sumption that from the very nature of the 
trade is impracticable, because if Quincy 
attempted it Barre, Concord, Montpelier, 
Westerly and the dozen other sections 
would be forced into competuion of the 
same character, and there would be such a 
piling up of expenses that ruin would come 
upon every concern engaged in it. But 
advertising the quality of the product, 
and its adaptability for known purposes, 
would be legitimate and profitable with- 
out a doubt. 

“The best point about the proposition is 
that the crowning evil in the retail trade, 
as now conducted, will be done away with 
— it will stop “‘the dealer in an adjoining 
county’? from underbidding on a Quincy 
monument.

He Was Bishop of the Long Lost City of 
Myra In Asia Minor When the Roman 
Cwsars Ruled—Origin of the Legend of 
Midnight Visits on Christmas Eve.

What fragrant memories of the halcyon 
days of childhood flit throughythe mind 
with the yuletides of the long ago!

According to the strict canon of tlie saint, 


he should pay two visits during the festal 
week—first on Christmas eye, as a con- 
gratulatory salutation of the blissful day, 
then again on New Year’s eve, as a parting 
benediction to the feast. 


What hours of hilarious revelry have been | 


passed by happy children during this mem- 
orable week between realizing the gifts 


which the generous saint has already be- | 
stowed and anticipating those he is sure to’| 


bring on New Year’s eve! 


The faith of the Christian may sometimes | 


grow faint and waver, but the trust of that 

child over whom Santa Claus has once 

waved his double wand is as the faith that 

removes mountains, 

Like mist on the mountains, like ships on the 
sea, 

So quickly the years of our childhood flee. 

“Terque quaterque beate!” (thrice four 
times blessed) cried Acneas of the heroes 
who fell in defense of Troy. So of those on 
whose memories are deeply imprinted joy- 
ous recollections of Santa Claus. 

It may be of interest to give a brief bio- 
graphical sketch of this venerable saint 
who has invaded all hearts and haunted 
every imagination. 

St. Nicholas, popularly called Santa 
Claus, was bishop of Myra in Asia Minor 
in an early age of the church, when that 
now long lost city was under the empire 
of the Roman Cwesars. 

It issaid that on one Christmas eve us he 
wandered through the city at the midnight 
hour, seeking like his divine Master, those 
whom he could help, he witnessed an ex- 
traordinary scene. As he passed thedwell- 
ing of a distinguished nobleman who had 
been reduced to beggary he overheard a 
startling conversation. The nobleman was 
endeavoring to make to his two littleor- 
phaned daughters as tenderly as he could 
a terrible communication. He was explain- 
ing to them that in their total destitution 
and his own utter helplessness to relieve 
them there was nothing left for them buta 
life of shame. The good bishop, horror- 
stricken at what he had overheard, hasten- 
ed home and filled a purse with gold. 

Anxiously careful net to wound the sus- 
ceptibilities of the family, he returned tothe 
nobleman’s home as secretly as possible. 
Carefully watching his opportunity, when 
all were-retired to rest and everything 
quiet, he silently opened the window, threw 
the purse on the floor and fled. 

He is said to have continued this friendly 
exercise as opportunity offered until he had 
accumulated there a sufficient quantity of 
gold for the permanent maintenance of the 
children. As his secret benefactions be- 
came widespread, the real benefactor of the 
orphans became known, with the attending 
circumstances. Hence the legend of his 
midnight visits on Christmas eve. 

In the course of years the beloved bishop 
of Myra passed away from earth and be 
came St. Nicholas in heaven. 

With his canonization the fame of his no- 
ble deeds flew trumpet tongued over the 
world. 

For those who had loved their benefactor 
and to the children ofthe church everywhere 
in sympathy with them it was easy to be- 
lieve that the great heart which had throb- 
bed while on earth with such tender solici- 
tude for the little ones must now in the 
courts of heaven beat responsive to every 
child's prayer. 

The divine promise, ‘What things so- 
ever ye desire when ye pray, believe that ye 
receive them,and ye shall have them,” was 
everywhere verified until the empire of the 
saint over the hearts and minds of the chil- 
dren was more absolute than Casar’s. 

However much the popular faith in mod- 
ern theology may be shaken up, the 
realm of good St. Nicholas will not be 
the least disturbed by their wildest com- 
motions, so long as the good saint himself 
continues to make gift laden visits to the 
homes of childhood. Enthroned in the 
hearts of successive generations of chil- 
dren, this deathless monarch has flourished 
in perennial vigor, while the mighty em- 
pire of the Cwsars has passed away “like 
the baseless fabric of a dream.” He has 
preserved his beautiful sway and extended 
his empire over 

Regions Cesar never knew, 

Where his eagles never flew, 
while the war god with the iron hand of 
battle has smitten to the dust the haught- 
iest potentates and overturned the loftiest 
states. 

After the memory of the brightest saint 
in the calendar may perhaps have faded 
away and become a mere tradition of the 
past, the beloved St. Nicholas, wreathed in 
garlands of child’s love, bids fair to con- 
tinue to reign in undimmed splendor until 
the adyent of that other Christmas morn- 
ing when he will hail the return of the 
Christ child as the king in his glory.—Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean.

RIcHMOND, Me., Dec. 21.—Several Ken- 
nebec river ice companies are affected by 
an order which was received here to the 
effect that unless otherwise ordered no ice 
would beruninto houses controlled by 
the Consumers’ Ice company of Balti- 
more. This action is said to be due to ex- 
cessive cold weather in the south, where 
an adequate ice crop is said to be assured.

The senate concurred in the conference 
report on the New York and New Jersey 
bridge bill.

STILL FIGHTING, 


Government Forces Get the Worst of It 
In Brazil. 

Lonpon, Dec. 21.—The Times publishes 
today the following dispatch from Rio de 
Janeiro, dated Dec. 16, via Montevideo, 
Dec. 20: 

Since my last dispatch the insurgents 
have directed a heavy rifle and machine 
gun fire on the shore front, driving the 
government troops from the custom house, 
Largo da Paco and other points. Conse- 
quently all business in the city is practi- 
cally stopped, the banks are closed, and 
there isno communication between the 
shipping and the shore. 

The heavy artillery fire continues. 
When the garrison of Villegaignon was 
dining, a shell froma 10-inch Armstrong 
gun on Fort Sao Joao penetrated the case- 
ments, killing five men and seriously 
wounding nine others. 

Five men at Fort Villegaignon were 
wounded. 

Nictheroy is quiet and only occasional 
shots from the batteries are fired against 
Cobras island. 

The government attempted to retake 

Governador island, but the insurgents 
surrounded the invaders, cutting off their 
retreat, The government troops, on land- 
ing, began firing at a small insurgent 
hospital, and then the main body appeared 
and advanced without seeing Admiral 
Da Gama, who, with 200 men and four 
field guns, Was concealed in the brush- 
wood on rising ground. 
_ When the government troops were 300 
yards distant, the insurgent battery opened 
fire from the four guns, firing 600 rounds 
in two hours, and also directing a heavy 
machine gun andrifle fire upon them, kill- 
ing and severely wounding many. Gen- 
eral Telles was one of the first wounded. 
The government troops broke immedi- 
ately and fied in all directions. The in- 
surgents had seven wounded. 


Sultan Took a Hand. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 21.—Following 
the posting of seditious placards at Yus- 
gat, Asiatic Turkey, both Turks and Ar- 
menians accusing each other of posting 
the placards, a furious fight occurred. A 
number of people on both sides were 
wounded. The sultan ha: o:dered the ar- 
rest of the local authorities, and has re 
moved the governor. 


Will Sue the Government. 

New York, Dec. 21.—George B. Boyn- 
ton, the American citizen accused of at- 
tempting to blow up Admiral Mello’s war- 
ship, the Aquidaban, was released on 
parole by Admiral Gherardi. Hesays he 
will bring suit for the recovery of $100,000 
damages from the government, naming 
Secretaries Gresham and Herbert as co- 
defendants. 

Doing the Best They Can. 

Boston, Dec. 21.—At the meeting of the 
relief committee of the unemployed an 
appeal was issued culling upon citizens to 
assist in the work cf the committee by 
giving employment to those out of work 
whenever possible. The committee is not 
yet prepared to place men at work, but 
will do so at the earliest opportunity.

statuesto Generals Francis Marion and

They Wouldn't Resign. 

Boston, Dec. 21.—Jeremiah Murphy and 
William Federhen, trustees of the Med- 
field insane asylum, were yesterday re- 
moved, and William O. Blaney and Ira G. 
Hersey nominated for their places. Mur- 
phy and Federhen refused to offer their 
resignations called far by Governor Rus- 
sell. 


Murphy's Stealings. 

SALEM, Mass., Dec. 21.—At the annual 
meeting of the Salem Savings bank, it 
was Officially announced by the trustees 
that the amount stolen from the bank by 
Clarence Murphy, the fugitive ex-receiv- 
ing teller, will not exceed $47,000.

By Minority Members of the Ways ano 
Means Committee. 


THE WOOL GROWING BUSINESS 


Cannot Be Continued Without 
an Absolute Loss. 


A Claim That Wool Mannufactories Wil 
Have to Shut Down Until the Bill Be

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—The following 
are the important features of the subjects 
treated specially by the minority members 
of the ways aud meaus committee:

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agriculture and which has 
been recognized as an agricultural pro- 
duct deserving and requiring protection 
under every administration and by every 
tariff act since thet of May 22, 1824. 
Nothing short of the total destruction of 
this important industry can be counted 
upon as the consequence of placing both 
wool and mutton on the free list. 

It is a fact, established by experience, 
that at the prices for wool now prevailing 
in the foreign markets, our farmers can- 
not continue the business of wool growing 
without absolute yearly loss. The depre- 
ciation in the valye of this species of agri- 
cultural property may be conservatively 
stated at $50,000,000. 

The bill deals with the wool manufac 
ture in terms less radical than those ac- 
corded the wool growing industry, upon 
which itso largely depends. It proposes 
to revolutionize the manufacture of 
woolen goods by transferring it from ths 
basis of dutiable materials to free wool, 
a change more radical than textfle indus- 
try in any country was ever forced to make, 
Without the most careful provision for 
asafeand gradual readjustment. 

Ignoring this feature of the situation, 
the majority would compel our wool 
manufacturers to make this leapin the 
dark, divested of the safeguard of specific 
duties, and subjected to lower ad 
valorems than will offset the difference 
in cost of production. We have secured 
in the United States a magnificent wool 
manufacturing industry, in which over 
$300,000,000 is invested, making every 
variety of woolen gools, and employing 
more than 250,000 operatives. This in- 
dustry the majority offers up asa sacrifice 
on the altar of ‘tariff reform.” 

The time allowed by this bill is of no 
more service than no interval at all. The 
terms of the bill are equivalent toan edict 
from the committee commanding every 
woolen manufa¢eturer to shut down and 
keep shut down until the bill becomes a 
law. 


Metals. 

Coming to the metal schedule the re- 
port says: Some idea seems to have pre- 
vailed in the minds of the majority to 
the effect that duties should be adjusted 
in proportion to the advance of the arti- 
cle in manufacture. The idea does not 
seen, however, to have been very success- 
fully worked out. The change proposed 
is referred to, and the report cuntinues: 
That which lies at the base of our iron 
and steel industry is iron ore. The exist- 
ing duty thereon is 75 cents a ton. The 
revenues from its importation aggregated 
in the last fiscal year $507,976.19. 

It is proposed to throw away absolutely 
every cent of this large revenue by put- 
ting iron ore on the free list. The bill pro- 
poses to put into competition with Ameri- 
can ores foreign ores, some of which are 
produced at a labor cost of one-tenth, and 
none of them ata labor cost greater than 
one-fourth of ours. 

There are two provisions in the bill 
which, when brought side by side, dis- 
close ina significant way its sectional 
character.

Tin Plates. 

Under existing law, the duty on tin 
plates is 2.2 cents a pound. The duty at 
first proposed by the committee was 40 
per cent ad valorem, but has been 
changed to a specific duty to 1.2 cestsa 
pounds. It will be observed that the pro- 
posed new duty is 1 cent less than that of 
the present law. This means a severe 
blow to an enterprise, which under exist- 
ing conditions has grown to immense pro- 
portions, and which promises,

That the southern states appreciate the 
benefits of protection in this industry at 
least is manifested from the fact that 
37,168 people find employment in 239 
cotton mills, and there is paid to them 
annually the sum, in round numbers, of 
$8,000,000. The import duty imposed 
under existing law is searcely sufficient 
to protect American labor and capital 
from heavy importations from England.

One of the most amazing propositions 
of the bill, the minority say, is that 
bituminous coal! shall be put on the free 
list, and the $1,000,000 each annum that 
we receive from its importation by 
way of revenue absolutely thrown away. 

Coal has very light value, except what 
it gets from labor. It is worth almost 
nothing in the hill; would be worth 
absolutely nothing were it not for the 
prospect of being mined. Itis nota raw 
material, for it is not worked into further 
shape, but is consumed and done for at 
once. Callitraw material in the hillif 
you please; it then cuts no figure ina tariff 
bill. 

Except for a short period it has always 
borne a duty.

As 
the Nictheroy sailed southward on 
Wednesday, and as the America is off this 
harbor the likelihood of a fierce battle 
between the government and revolution- 
ary warships seems imminent. 


Thought Transfer. 

Boston, Dec. 22.—Miss Maud Lancaster 
of London, an “exponent of thought 
transfer,’ made ber first appearance in 
mind reading tests at the Boston Press club 
last night. Miss Lancaster was brought 
in blindfolded and found various hidden 
articles. Her most striking feat was find- 
ing one of the party who was supposed to 
have been murdered and going thiough 
the motions of the murder, as it had been 
done before she was led in. No acquaint- 
ance of hers was in the room. 


Sunol In Silver. 

New York, Dec. 22.—A notable dinner 
was given to Robert Bonner at the Fifth 
Avenue hotel last night. The hosts were 
Peter C. and C. W. Kellogg. After the 
@inner Congressman Sibley presented to 
Mr. Bonner, as a testimonial from the 
trotting horse breeders of America, a ster- 
ling silver statuette of the famous mare 
Sunol, hitched to an old-style sulky and 
driven by Charles Marvin. 


Miners Were In Peril. 

MInoyk, IL, Dec. 22.—At 5 o'clock last 
evening afirein the mine operated by 
the Chicago and Minonk Mining com- 
pany held 200 miners in deadly peril of their 
lives. All of them made their escape, 
and but few were injured. George Erb- 
land, who caused the disaster, will die. 
Erbland started the fire by attempting to 
light his torch while standing near a 
large can of kerosene.

Christianized Armenian Not Allowed 
to Enter Turkey. 


HE IS A CITIZEN OF AMERICA 


But the State Department Can- 
not Help Him. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Dec. 22.—Rey. G. 
H. Krikorian, an Armenian missionary 
now stopping at the School for Christian 
Workers in this city, is a victim of the 
edict issued by the Turkish government 
banishing all subjects who have been 
naturalized as American citizens. Mr. 
Krikorian first came to this country in 
1881, and, after spending six years here in 
study, returned to Turkey under the di- 
rection of the American board, engaging 
in missionary work, especially in estab- 
lishing Christian schools. 

The grow.h of this school work de- 
manding more funds for its proper de- 
velopment, Mr. Krikorian returned to 
this country in October, 1892, and under- 
took the task of raising an amount of 
money sufficient for the needs of his 
schools. This brought him to Springfield 
in August last, where he has since re- 
sided, making appeals here and in nearby 
towns for his fund. 

He was sucvessful in raising nearly the 
full amount and was planning to return 
when his attention was called to the fact 
that the Turkish government had issued 
amanifesto declaring they would expel 
all Armenians who had become natural-

He received a letter 
from Secretary Gresham which seems to 
settle the matter against him and in favor 
of the manifestly unjust ruling of the 
Turkish government. 

The secretary gives a long extract from 
the president’s message in which refer- 
enceis made to this matter, President 
Clevelund holding that as long as the 
Turkish government declares that the 
return of former subjects is dangerous to 
the empire, that they return with treason- 
able plots and projects against the govern- 
ment, and since there is no naturalization 
treaty between the two countries, the 
United States cannot prevent them en- 
forcing such laws as they may make. 

Secretary Gresham’s letter closes with 
the statement that the department 
“recognizes the right of that government 
to enforce its declared policy against 
naturalized Armenians,’’ the only com- 
forting assurance being that ‘‘The Ameri- 
can minister is instructed to protect them 
from unnecessary harshness of treat- 
ment.” 

Must Keep Out. 

Of course this amounts to nothing. The 
American minister would be powerless to 
help them after the declaration on the 
part of our government that they cannot 
prevent such laws as Turkey may have 
made from being enforced. It simply 
means that either banishment or imprison- 
ment awaits all who return to Turkey, no 
matter what their motive or mission may

Editorial Comment, 


WELL, WELL! how is this! 
prise says: 

To those of our granite workers who fear 
that the lower tariff will effect their wages 
we would ask, did the McKinley bill in- 
crease them? When it is looked at in that 
light it should be plain to everyone that the 
tariff does not effect wages in this country. 
The McKinley bill has been in operation 
for nearly three years, and yet it has not 
prevented the dull times, but it has in- 
creased the cost of everything which the 
poor man uses. There is time now for you 
to consider this question and when you 
look at it in a thorough way, you will see 
that the most highly protected industries 
do not give the highest pay to those em- 
ployed. 

Oar granite workers cannot be hood- 
winked that way. They well know that 
up to quite recently the tendency has been 
to higher wages. That they have been 
receiving more for nine hours’ work than 
they formerly did forten. They know the 
tariff does effect wages, or why did 7/0 re- 
monstrate against the reduction. People 
will buy where they can buy cheapest. 
They have discovered that they can have 
a monnment manufactured cheaper abroad, 
and that after paying 4u pe: ul. duty to 
import that it will even then cost less than 
one of Quincy stone. A flourishing in- 
dustry will pay better wages than one that 
is handicapped, and nothing should be done 
to cripple or destroy them. It is one thing 
to get high wages and another to have 
work. The latter is preferable, and where 
work is plenty wages will be good.

IN THE ciTy of Newburyport they 
evidently don’t think anything of over- 
running the appropriations. The financial 
report for the year ending Dec. 16, shows 
in the grand totals that $7,109 were over- 
drawn.

New Ordinance for Clerk of Committees 
Favored by Majority Present. 


The last but one of the meetings of the

Hose House Orders. 

The Committee on Finance reported 
that the order for $6,500 for brick hose 
house in Ward Two ought to pass. 

The question came on ordering it to a 
second reading. 

Councilmen Moxon opposed. He recog- 
nized need, but believed the building should 
not be of brick. It was not a permanent 
building, but liable to be enlarged or re- 
moved. Moved to refer to next City Council. 

| Councilman Federhen opposed motion 
and hoped order would go through tonight. 
Considered ita permanent building. Seven 
of the eight on the joint committee had 
favored order. 

Councilman Anderson opposed order as 
too expensive. Buildings not permanent 
enough to build of brick. Taxpayers 
would not endorse. The city was getting 
too near the debt limit. 

The motion to refer was lost by a vote of 
7 to 11 on a standing vote. 

Councilman Moxon further opposed 
order. It was duty of city to economize. 
He was willing to vote tonight for substi- 
tute of wood. Saving would be about 
$5,000, enough to buy new apparatus for 
each ward, and even more. 

Councilman Williams said it was non- 
sense to talk about the house ever needing 
enlargement. 

Councilman Lennon thought it unwise 
to build of brick. 

Councilman Shackley favored wood on 
ground of economy. 

Councilman Adams asked difference in 
cost of wood and brick. 

Councilman Shackley said brick would 
cost fifty per cent more than wood. 

Councilman Donahoe thought it ought 
to be of stone. 

Councilman Sherman would be glad to 
vote substitute order to be built of wood, 
but opposed delay. 

Councilman Johnson was amused to see 
talk of economy now. It had seldom been 
raisedinthe past. House would be perma- 
nent, City should erect buildings it would 
be proud of. Hoped order would pass. 

Councilman Anderson further opposed 
brick, and Councilman Federhen favored. 

Councilman Adams favored economizing. 
The city would be within $30,000 of the 
debt limit Jan. 1. Many Councilmen had 
advocated economy through the year and 
there was more reason for it now. Not 
necessary to build a brick house. A wood- 
en building would stand 50 years and fulfil 
all requirements, 

Councilman Federhen said it was too late 
now to taik of wood. 

Councilman Moxon said he had opposed 
brick from the first. 

Councilman Grindell asked if there 
were plans for a brick building, and was 
answered in the affirmative, 

Ordered to second reading. 

Read and rules suspended. 

Order lost by vote of 12 to 7, viz., not 
being the necessary two-thirds. 

Yeas—Badger, Baker, Brown, Donahoe, 
Federben, Holbrook, Johnson, O'Connell, 
Owen, Rooney, Sherman and Williams—12. 


Nays—Adams, Anderson, Grindell, 
Lennon, Moxon, Shackley, and Smith—T. 

Apsent—Drake, Holden and Robbins—3. 

Councilman Federhen immediately moved 
to reconsider, which was favored by 
Councilman Moxon, and it was so voted. 

The order was then referred to the joint 
committee on Fire Department and Public 
Building. 

The Ward Four House. 

The order appropriating $8,500 for a 
brick hose house in Ward Four then came 
up. The report was, ought to pass. 

It was ordered to a second reading, read, 
and under suspension of rules put upon its 
final passage. 

Councilman Brown opposed the location 
on the Willard school jot as it might be 
needed for a primary annex to the Wiilard 
school. It was really needed now as many 
of the Willard rooms were overcrow ded. 

Councilman Shackley had voved for the 
NMocation ou the grounds of economy, bat 
did not consider it the best place.

CHRISTMAS DECORATIONS. 


How to Atrange Flowers and Greens on 
the Dinner Table. 

Much careful thought and attention 
should be given tothe home table on Christ- 
mas day, as a happy arrangement of greens 
or plateau of flowers will be found to give 
the needful touch that makes the Christ- 
mas dinner the bright and cheery meal it 
should be. When greens also are desired 
for decoration, a large branch of mistletoe is 
effectively placed over its chandelier, and 
a basket of holly, with its berries, in the 
center of thetable. English mistletoe is 
preferable to the American, both on ac- 
count of its richer coloring and the larger 
size of the berries. ‘ 

Place several sprays of either holly or 
mistletoe about the table, tying the larger 
ones with scarlet ribbon. If other greens 
are used, try to carry out the same sug 
tion, adding to them above the chandelier 
branches of the brilliant hued sumac, plac 
ing a mass of bittersweet in the center of 
the table and sprays carelessiy bere and 
there on the cloth. The result will prove 
to you that even without the holly and the 
mistletoe your table may be daintily and 
effectively decorated. Sometimes ferns 
alone are used; sometimes ferns with lilies 
of the valley. 

When both greens and flowers are desired 
the former is more effective on or above the 
chandelier, the flowers placed in the center 
of the table. A pretty addition would be 
the placing of & small spray of holly, with 
its berries, tied with a tiny scarlet ribbon, 
at each person’s place. One could add little 
appropriate Christmas mottoes to these if 
desired. 

The flowers used may be either orchids, 
roses, Roman hyacinths, violets or lilies of 
the valley. Tiny bunches of violets ora 
few detached roses, if such are used as a 
centerpiece, may be carelessly thrown here 
and there about the table, having an eye 
always to effect. When very elaborate dec- 
oration is attempted, fine, feathery bits of 
foliage placed at intervals about the table 
are seemingly caught together with a few 
roses, Violets or lilies of the valley in smal) 
bunches, The napery, glass and china will 
of necessity be on Christmas day of the 
finest the house can boast. lo comipicting 
the table decorations do not forget Lo place 
a sprig of holly in the Christmas pudding.

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WITH FLYING COLORS 


Annexationists Will Go Down Before 
Accepting a Monarchy. 


HAWAIIAN CRISIS NEAR AT HAND. 


Decision of United States 
Awaited With Anxiety. 


HONOLULU, Dec. 14, via San Francisco, 
Dec. 22.—The last news received here from 
the United States was by a sailing vessel 
which arrived Dec. 11. The barkentine 
George Perkins brought the text of ex- 
Queen Liliuokalani’s statement as given 
to Commissioner Blount. Prominent 
royalists, among whom were ex-Marshal 
Wilson, admitted at once that the state- 
ment by the ex-queen was virtually cor- 
rect, and set forth in a succinct manner 
the claims relied upon by the ex-queen’s 
party. 

Interviews held with leading annexa- 
tionists showed the effect of the ad- 
missions. They hold that the ex-queen in 
admitting she had prepared a new consti- 
tution which she was ready to force upon 
the foreigners had admitted the ground- 
work upon which the revolution of last 
January was based. 

At the present writing the political 
situation at Honolulu is in a state of 
abeyance awaiting the news expected to 
arrive by the steamer Alameda cue on the 
2ist inst. In the meantime the provisional 
government is carrying out the plans of 
defense already reported. 

Royalists’ Hopes. 

Conversations with the leading royalists 
develop the belief that President Cleve- 
land will endeavor to carry oft his policy 
of restoration. They admit that the en- 
tire dependence of their cause rests now 
upon the firmness displayed by Mr. Cleve- 
land. They admit that without the armed 
support of the United States they have no 
hopes of re-establishing the monarchy, 
and that without foreign aid they have 
no hope of overthrowing the provisional 
government. 

Minister Willis has absolutely nothing 
tosay on the situation beyond a reitera- 
tion that he is awaiting further instruc- 


tions from Washington, which have been | 


made necessary by certain contingencies 
which have arisen since his arrival. What 
these contingencies are no man knows 
officially. 

The royalists claim that if congress re- 
fuses to settle the matter in favor of the 
ex-queen, as proposed by Mr. Cleveland, 
the Hawaiian affair is liable at any mo- 
ment to assume international proportions, 
and hint that both England and Japan 
will take a hand, but little credence is 
given to this view. 

All efforts to find out the position to be 
taken by the British in case trouble occurs 
have thus far failed. Everybody con- 
nected with the British legation is omin- 
ously silent. 

Liliuokalani’s Plans. 

Inguiry into the ‘ex-queen’s policy in 

the case of her restoration is outlined by 


several of her leading politicians to be 
one in which general amnesty will be 


granted to her opponents, with u few ex- 
ceptions. These exceptions were learned 
to be President Dole, Minister Thurston, 
Attorney General Smith and Chief Justice 
Judd of the supreme court. 

The annexationists claim that the ex- 
queen will never have a chance to display 
either her good will or hatred against 
these men or any others so longas there is 
an American alive in Hawaii. 

President Dole expressed the hope that 
the congress of the United States would 
aid Hawaii in reaching -her ultimate 
destiny, from which he believed neither 
diplomatic intrigue nor force could long 
deter her, and affirmed that he firmly be- 
lieved such steps would be taken on the 
opening of that body as would do away 
with the necessity of the provisional gov- 
ernment meeting the proposed policy of 
the restoration with force, which must 
certainly result if the Cleveland adminis- 
tration attempts to again saddle a 
native monarchy upon the white popula- 
tion of Hawaii. 

Among the annexationists the idea of 
the establishment of a commonwealth in 
Hawaii, in case the present government 
is left upon its own resources, seems to be 
taking deep root. In case such a plan 
should materialize in the future the 
American model will probably be brought 
forward. 

At 6 o’clock this morning the United 
States revenue cutter Corwin arrived un- 
expectedly in the harbor. An officer at once 
came ashore and went to the American 
legation, where he remained closeted with 
Minister Willis for over an hour. Itis 
learned positively that he delivered ex- 
tensive dispatches from Washington at 
the legation. 

Provisional Men Prepared, 

This morning at 9 o’clock The Associ- 
ated Press reporter called at the executive 
building and found all the ministers, in- 
cluding President Dole, in their offices. 
Interviews with the cabinet show that the 
government interprets President Cleve- 
land’s message to congress, Which The Star 
published in an extra, this morning, to 
mean “I will restore the ex-queen peace- 
fully, if possible, and in case I find this 
cannot be done, I will refer the matter to 
congress for settlement.”’ 

President Dole assured the reporter that 
in case Minister Willis made any ad- 
vances looking towards restoration, this 
government wished it announced in the 
most public manner that such negotia- 
tions would make no headway here, and 
if pushed up would be absolutely rejected 
by the provisional government. 

“The provisional government,” said 
President Dole, “has arranged every de- 
tail for protecting life and property and is 
also well prepared to resist, with force, 
any attempt at overthrow by external 
ministers. Yes, you can say if the worst 
comes, we will make a stubborn resist- 
ance.” 

The steamer Mariposa was announced to 
sailatSp.m. Inquiries at the office were 
answered that the company had delayed 
the steamer for the purpose of furnishing 
the latest news to the United States. 

A session of the executive council ad- 
journed at 3 p. m., after considering the 
situation and discussing further plans of 
defense in case of unfriendly action by 
Willis. At 3 o’clock no cemmunication 
had been received br the cabinet from 
Minister Willis. : 

Royalists” Game Is Up.

PHILADELPHIA, Dee. 22.—The reception 
ef ex-President Benjamin Harrison by the 
Union League club last night exceeded 
any similar demonstration in this city. 
There were present representatives of every 
class and of both the great political par- 
ties. Both houses of the federal govern- 
ment were represented among the 1500 
people who attended. 

Cheer after cheer was given Mr. Harri- 
son, who acknowledged the plaudits with 
his customary grace. The house was pro- 
fusely decorated with flowering plants 
and bunting, and colored electric lights 
added to the brilliancy of the scene. 

At the end of the collation, which fol- 
lowed the reception, Mr. Harrison said: 

“This cordial demonstration is worth 
while to enjoy a public office for the 
pleasure it gives in getting out of it. It is 
grateful to receive the cordial good will of 
this most loyal city. One can live very 
comfortably with nothing about him if he 
can fulfill the respect of his fellow-citi 
zens. You have gathered as citizens of 
Philadelphia to give evidence of our re- 
spect to a citizen of another state. Wit- 
ness your allegiance to American institu- 
tions. Let us be Americans whatever 
else we may be. 

“We have to carry into every house the 
protection of the law and keep open those 
avenues of political life instituted by our 
fathers. We need to assist and maintain 
the majesty of the law and forever make 
the blot of that barbarous practice of 
lynching impossible.” No sooner had 
Mr. Harrison finished than three cheers 
were again given for him. 

Whitelaw Reid was then called for. He 
said among other things that this was uo 
time to discuss morals or politics, and 
that he was here to do honor to Mr. Hai- 
rison for his splendid record and faithful 
service while President of the United 
States. 

Ex-Senator Edmunds then spoke: ‘Mr. 
Reid,” he said, *‘should have been our 
vice president at present, and if he lives 
long enough he will be vice president 
yet.” 

Governor Pattison then followed Mr. 
Edmunds, and paid a high tribute to Mr. 
Harrison. Hesaid that the ex-president 
was an honorto the longline of execu- 
tives of the nation, and did credit to the 
people who placed him at the head of the 
nation’s affairs.

Managers and Empleyes of the West End 
Road Di,agree.

OLD MAN ANXIOUS TO REMARRY

On her death bed his wife executed a 
codicil which deprived him of absolute 
interest in her estate and gave him the 
life use instead. To the lawyer who drew 
the codicil she stated her belief that her 
husband could not safely be trusted with 
the management of her estate. In the 
codicil she named Thomas G. Ritch and 
Schuyler Merritt as co-executors. 

Shortly after his wife’s death Mr. Porter 
began manifesting a desire to remarry. 
His first offer was toa lady in New Jersey, 
who had been an intimate friend of his 
deceased wife. He was refused. He 
thereafter, in succession, offered himself 
to several others, each of whom also re- 
fused him. One young lady, a school 
teacher, accepted him and diamonds and 
other valuable presents, but afterward 
recalled her consent and returned his 
presents.

Finally he lost his heart to Miss Earle, 
the governess of his youngest son. His son 
Louis and Mr. Merritt laid the state of 
affairs before Miss Earle and asked her to 
take time to investigate the matter. This 
and previous interferences by Louis with 
his father’s plans caused Mr. Porter to ex- 
press his hospitality in such menacing 
terms that, by adviceof Dr. Hamilton and 
Dr. Gerib, Attorney General Fessenden 
was employed to institute the present prc- 
ceedings.

may other little matters which are really

City Clerk Spear is aman who minds his 
own business, and would be just as likely 
to sympathize with the views of Mayor 
Hodges as he has with Mayors Fairbanks 
and Porter. George L. Gill was Town Clerk 
thirty six years, although there was a Dem- 
ocratic administration during at least half 
of these years, and the LEDGER this week 
recorded the fact that the City Clerk of 
Fall River was in his 36th year. Usually 
when a municipality gets a good city or 
town clerk they retain their services many 
years. Quincy has had but nine clerks in 
its history of over 100 years.

English mistletoe is 
preferable to the American, both on ac- 
count of its richer coloring and the larger 
size of the berries. ‘ 

Place several sprays of either holly or 
mistletoe about the table, tying the larger 
ones with scarlet ribbon. If other greens 
are used, try to carry out the same sugges 
tion, adding to them above the chandel 
branches of the brilliant hued sumac, plac 
ing a mass of bittersweet inthe center of 
the table and sprays carelessiy bere and 
there on the cloth, The result will prove 
to you that even without the Lolly and the 
mistletoe your table may be daintily and 
effectively decorated. Sometimes ferns 
alone are used; sometimes ferns with lilies 
of the valley. 

When both greens and flowers are desired 
the former is more effective on or above the 
chandelier, the flowers placed in the center 
of the table. A pretty addition would be 
the placing of a sinall spray of holly, with 
its berries, tied with atiny scarlet ribbon, 
at each person’s place. One could add little 
appropriate Christmas mottoes to these if 
desired. 

The flowers used may be either orchids, 
roses, Roman hyacinths, violets or'lilies of 
the valley. Tiny bunches of violets ora 
few detached roses, if such are used as a 
centerpiece, may be carelessly thrown here 
and there about the tuble, having an eye 
always to effect. When very claborate dec- 
oration is attempted, fine, feathery bits of 
foliage placed act intervals about the table 
are seemingly caught together with a few 
roses, Violets or lilies of the valley in small 
bunches. The napery, glass and china will 
of necessity be on Christmas day of the 
finest the house can beast. In completing 
the table decorations do not forget to place 
a sprig of holly in the Christmas pudding.

He is in fact in a situation very similar 
to that of’a private secretary and it would 
be the height of absurdity for a mayor to 
put in such close relations to himself any 
one who for twenty years had been his op- 
ponent. 

This opinion is expressed without con- 
sultation with the Mayor elect, and with- 
out the slightest knowledge of what he in- 
tends todo. But it would be safe to say 
that the very first office to which any 
Mayor would turn his attention, would be 
that of city clerk. It is equally safe to say 
that no one appreciates the situation more 
than Mr. Spear. He knows how intimate 
a connection the clerk has with the Mayor, 
and it is highly probable that he will be the 
first official to tender his -esignation.

BLUE HILL PARK. 


Metropolitan Park Commissioners Take 
Very Large Tract of Land. 

The Boston Journal says the Metropoli- 
tan Park Commission have filed in the 
Norfolk Registry at Dedham a plan of the 
proposed taking of lands in the towns of 
Milton and Canton for the park system, to 
be known as the Blue Hills Reservation. 
The Selectmen of Milton concur in and 
approve of the said taking of these lands. 

The boundaries of the lands are as fol- 
lows: Beginning at the northeasterly cor- 
ner of the turnpike called Washington 
street and Blue Hill street, Canton; thence 
running in a general northerly direction 
along the easterly line of Washington 
Street to a stone bound in the division line 
of the towns of Canton and Milton; thence 
continuing along the same turnpike in 
Milton, where it is called Canton avenue, 
to a stone bound in the middle line of 
Brush Hill road, so called, and extending 
across said turnpike and over private lands 
to Pine Knoll, so called, passing around 
and outside it, and turning southeasterly 
to Hillside street in Malton, and thence 
along the line of said street to Blue Hill 
Street in Canton, and along that street to 
the starting point.

A Russian Doll. 

The Russian exhibit in the Woman’s 
building at the World’s fair contained 
a great variety of toys, and especially 
dolls, These dolls represented not only 
babies, but many of them were dimin- 
utive copies of men and women in the 
various walks of Russian life. One of 
the most interesting was a type of the 


peasant woman of north Russia. It was 
dressed in a long white linen overgar- 
ment that seemed to be a cross between 
an ulster and a Mother Hubbard. This 
was bordered with a narrow linen braid 
in which magenta and bright yellow 
were mingled. The dress was of dark 
cotton, in which there was much red. 
A long apron elaborately embroidered 
in gay colors covered the front of it. 
A bright cotton kerchief was tied around 
the head, and from the waist, suspend- 
ed by a red cord, hung a little bucket. 
The sandals on the small feet were of 
woven bark fibers tied in place by 
strings. 


How an Elephant Fights. 

The elephant, although a very large 
animal, is not a good fighter. A lion 
can jump upon his back and tear off his 
big, loose hide in a way which will 
make the elephant roar with agony, 
and the tiger and the panther can do 
the same tohim. Even the kangaroo, 
whose front legs are mere paws, has the 
advantage of the elephant, for it can 
jump underneath him and scratch vig- 
orously with its two powerful hind 
legs, while its forepaws dig deeply into 
his sensitive trunk.

The upper four stories of the building 
were gutted. They were occupied by 
John M. Woods & Co., lumber dealers; 
the Boston Chair company; M. W. Cain & 
Co., furniture; G. W. Bent & Co., manu- 
facturers of spring beds and dealers in 
cushions, bedding, etc., and the Standard 
Wire Mattress company. 


HAS RIO FALLEN? 


Rumors to That Effect Are Thus Far Un- 
confirmed. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—An investigation 
of every possible avenue of information in 
Washington as to the rumors in Pernam- 
buco that Rio had fallen and that Presi- 
dent Peixoto had resigned and was a pris- 
oner shows that neither in official nor 
diplomatic circles has any word been re- 
ceived which confirms the rumors. This 
failure of all departments and interested 
legations to receive information, much 
less verification of such an important re- 
port, is so uniform as to lead officials and 
diplomats tothe conclusion that the ru- 
mors current in Pernambuco are prema- 
ture at any rate.

Joseph Donjon Has Been Worrying 


Washington Officials. 


WAS A GREAT LETTER WRITER. 


Police Had Long Been on the

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—Joseph Donjon, 
the man who has been writing threaten- 
ing letters to a number of prominent pub- 
lic men during the last two weeks, is in

from Donjon, who was then in Newark, 
N. J. No attention was paid to them. 


The vice president yesterday received a 


letter which was dated from 304 Leigh 
street, this city. 
Donjon's Story. 

A number of reporters were at the po- 
lice station to see the man, and he talked 
very freely. He is 28 years old, dark and 
sallow, and has a greasy complexion and 
a rather slouchy look. He has the droop- 
ing eyelids which usually accompany a 
brooding and melancholy disposition. He 
talks very rationally and with a rather 
studied effort to avoid any appearance of 
bitterness or the expression of any an- 
archistic views. 

Donjon is an Austrian by birth and lays 
stress on the assertion that he is a Catho- 
lic and professes a degree of piety. His 
story is that he came to this country 
when 15 years old. He had been a tele- 
graph operator, but gave up this work be- 
cause there was some slight difference in 
the instruments and thealphabet. ‘‘Under 
those circumstances,”’ he continued, ‘‘if I 
had secured a job they would have sent 
me to some remote office in the far west 
where there are coyotes and cougars and 
other dangerous creatures.’’ In this the 
prisoner showed a fantastic apprehension 
that was characteristic of the tone of his 
whole recital. 

Visited the Northwest. 

He became a bench moulder after he 
came here snd claims to have worked for 
atimein Ohio. Later with his father and 
mother and brother he went to Newark, 
N.J. Lasu May, being out ot employment, 
he went west to Washington and Idaho, 
and he tells a rather fearful tale of the 
dangers he encountered from rough 
miners in that country while prospecting 
for gold. Then he went back to Newark 
and lived with his parents and brothers 
at 128 Burnett street. This agrees with 
the address of the earlier letters received 
from him here. 

He contends that he was prevented from 
securing employment because he was not 
& member of the Knights of Labor or any 
other labor union. As to the letters he 
has been writing, he claims that he was 
incited to write them by other people, re- 
ceiving $100 fo: ioing it. Asked as to the 
character of the persons who did this, he 
disclaimed that they were anarchist, or 
that they formed any association. They 
were merely private persons. He also de- 
nies that there were any threats in the let- 
ters or any reference to dynamite. “I 
never saw dynamite, and wouldn’t know 
it if I saw it,” said he. 

When asked what right he had to com- 
pose such letters at the bidding of other 
peop!e, he simply inquired: **What right 
have you to w.it: dow. what I am telling 
you. it was simply a business I went into 
to make a living, just as you write news 
for the newspapers.” 

His “ Propositions.” 

He claimed that all that was contained 
in any of the letters were a proposition to 
each of the men addressed to forward 
him the cost of transportation to Wash- 
ington and an offer to come on there and 
make a business proposition to them. 

The man came to Washington three 
days ago from Baltimore. Sunday he fell 
jn with a German on a bench in one of 
the public parks. The man was drunk, 
but spoke some words of encouragement, 
and told him that he was out of work, 
too, but gave him a quarter and hoped he 
might soon find employment. He thought 
the best thing he could do with the quar- 
ter was to get some postal cards and 
make another effort to secure answers 
from them to whom he had been sending. 

Hetook lodgings and waited all yester- 
day for some one to appear in reply to his 
postal cards, but no onecame. He then 
determined, he says, to start out to look 
for Chief Drummond and brought upin 
the station. 

Battieship an a Bad Fix. 

QUEENSTOWN, Dec. 26.—The British bat- 
tleship Resolution, which was damaged 
during a severe gale in the Bay of Biscay 
on her voyage to Gibraltar, was com- 
pelled to put back into this port, as she 
rolled terribly for three days. Her hull 
is badly strained and she must be docked

In the Jury’s Hands. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 26.—All the evidence in 
the Prendergast trial is in. The jaurymen 
will have two full days in which to ponder 
over the expert testimony before the at- 
torneys make their speeches.

Friday. 


THE LUMBER SCHEDULE. 


Canadians Waut to Sce No Change In the 
Wilson Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—Information re- 
ceived here indicates that the Canadian 
government is taking no chances, and is 
at work to secure the retention of lumber 
on the free list in the Wilson bill. The 
opposition of certain interests to placing 
lumber on the free list has aroused the 
Canadian government, and Mr. Courtney, 
the deputy minister of finance, has been 
sent here. The argument that is being 
used to overcome the 0} ‘sition to free 
lumber is that,in case this provision is 
eliminated from the Wilson bill, an ex- 
port duty will be levied by the Canadian 
yOovernment on logs and lumber. 

Logs are now on the free list by the law 
of 1890, as well as the law of 1883. In 
other words, the Dominion government 
has now taken the position that if the 
United States refuses to admit sawed 
lumber free, it will deprive the United 
States mills of the benefit of free Canadian 
logs. The Wilson bill has a provision in 
it supplementing the lumber schedule to 
the effect that free lumber will not be 
operative as against countries imposing 
&n export duty on lumber. 


“DIDN'T KNOW,” 


ETC. 


A Lynn Lad Fires a Fatal Shot In the 
Face of a Chum. 

LYNN, Mass., Dec. 26. — Patrick 
O’Rourke, 23 years of age, was instantly 
killed yesterday afternoon in his boarding 
house, 17 Allen’s court. He met his 
death through the carelessness of Bernard 
H. McLaughlin, 17 years of age, who 
pulled the trigger of a self-acting re- 
volver while the muzzle was close to 
O’Rourke’s face. 

The bullet had entered the forehead be- 
tween the left eye and the nose, and had 
coursed on, enteriiig the brain at the base. 
O’Rourke laid on the floor of the hallway 
at the top of the house, and McLaughlin, 
crazed with grief, was bending over the 
body of his chum, erying bitterly. 

“T didn’t mean to shoot him, andI did 
not know it was lounded,” said McLaugh- 
lin to the inquiries made by those who 
had witnessed the last scene. The police 
were notified and McLaughlin was taken 
to the station. 


Railroad Horror Averted. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Dec. 26. — The 
watchfulness of the men in charge of the 
temporary trestle over the Westfield river, 
on the Boston and Albany road, where the 
terrible wreck of Aug. 31 occurred, was the 
cause of averting another railroad horror 
yesterday. Shortly atter a train had 
passed, three of the main supports of the 
structure were carried away by the break- 
ing of theice, and the bridge was made 
unsafe for passage. Trains east and west 
were delayed by the transfer, which had 
to be made by team 


Portsmouth’s Stabbing Case. 

PortsmMouTH, N. H:, Dec. 26.—In the 
police court Timothy Cronin, whostabbed 
George Alfred Turn*r yesterday morning, 
was arraigned befoze Judge Batchelder, 
charged with an assault with intent to 
kill. A continuance was granted until 
Jan. 2,0 that the extent of Turner’s in- 
juries would be known. The prisoner 
was held in $1000, which he was unable to 
furnish, andthe was committed to jail. 
Turner is gradually growing weaker and 
very little hopes are entertained for his 
recovery. 

Five Big Ships For Russia. 

New YorRK, Dec. %6.—The report that 
the Russian government has bought from 
the United States and Brazil Mail Steam- 
ship company five steamships to be used 
in connection with the Kussian govern- 
ment’s transcontinental railroad in Si- 
beria is confirmed. Th’ vessels are the 
Cigurana, V gilanta, Advance, Finance 
and Alliance. They are all big ships, 
supplied with modern machinery, and the 
price received for the five was $1,000,000. 


Summary Vengeance. 

BAINBRIDGE, Ga., Dec. 26.—A big negro 
named Calvin Thomas entered the prem- 
ises of Mr. Sellers, a Baptist minister, and 
when Mrs. Sellers went to milk the cows 
Thomas threw her down, beat her se- 
verely and outraged her. Thomas was 
arrested. He confessed and was placed in 
a guardhouse. During the night the 
guardhouse was broken open by unknown 
parties and Thomas was riddled with 
bullets. 


Defended His Assailant. 

BRocKTON, Dec. 26.—A serious stabbing 
affray took place near Arch and Montello 
streets, John Gracie receiving a bad cut 
on his left wrist, which severed the main 
artery. His assailant quickly disappeared. 
Faint from loss of blood, Gracie staggered 
into a house near by and was afterwards 
conveyed to the station, thence to his 
home. He refused to give the name of 
the person who stabbed him. 


Waite Calls a Special Meeting. 

DENVER, Dec. 26.—Governor Waite last 
night issued the long-talked-of call fora 
special session of the legislature, to meet 
Jan. 10, 1894. The governor justifies his 
proclamation by declaring that “The 
mining interests of the state have been un- 
justly and unconstitutionally attacked by 
congress and the present administration.” 
He suggests many measures which he is 
known to advocate. 

Crowd Looked On. 

Str. Louis, Dec. 26.—A telegram from 
Marshall, Tex., says that Pacific Express 
Messenger McCullough was knocked down 
by a negro and robbed of a package which 
pontained from $5000 to $8000, Although 
the act was done while a crowd of people 


YpsiLanti, Mich., Dec. 26.—With his 
dead wife’s photograph in his hand, the 
body of Albert Forsythe was found dead 
on his bed at his boarding place here. He 
had committed suicide. Six years ago 
his brother Howard hanged himself, and 
six months ater his brother James com- 
mitted suicide. 


Smallpox at Lowell. 

LowELL, Mass., Dec. 26.—Timothy Dona- 
hue, aged 22, living on Crosby street, was 
found to be suffering with smallpox and 
was at once removed to the pest house at 
the city farm. He had been sick three 
days, but it was not until yesterday after- 
noon that the nature of his ailment was 
discovered. 


LOOKING FOR FIGHT. 


The Nictheroy May Force Insurgent 
Vessels Into Battle. 


MELLO IS SHIPPING CONVICTS. 


Expects to Get a Thousand 
Able-Bodied Men. 


PERNAMBUCO, Dee. 26.—The situation of 
affairs has very materially changed in 
this city within the last few hours. Until 
Christmas morning Pernambuco believed 
that its harbor was to be the scene of the 
first big naval battle between the Re 
publica, Admiral Mello’s best warship, 
and the Aquidaban, her companion, on 
the one side, and the Nictheroy, President 
Peixoto’s dynamite gun cruiser, on the 
other. 

This belief was amply justified by the 
report received afew cays ago that the 
Republica and the Aquidaban had been 
seen off the Brazilian coast, headed north- 
ward, and apparently bound for Pernam- 
buco, as if to take the Nictheroy by sur- 
prise and compel her to fight without a 
chance of putting to sea. 

The news received here yesterday 
changed the whole aspect of affairs. The 
rebel warships. it is learned, were not on 
their way to Pernambuco, brt had sailed 
toward the mountainous and rugged isl- 
and of Fernando de ‘foronha, where 
there is a large convict settlement. This 
island, despite its rugzedness, possesses 
considerable fertility, and its several har- 
bors, defended by forts, would enable 
Mello to make a vigorous resistance of the 
attacking party. 

Mello Wants Fighters. 

The revolutionary admiral’s object in 
going to Fernando de Noronha, which is 
over 100 miles from the main coast of 
Brazil, is to compel as many able-bodied 
convicts as he can find in the settlement 
to go aboard his vessels and join their 
crews. It is said that he expects to secure 
not less than 1000 men in this way. 

Upon receipt of this news aboard the 
Nictheroy there was great activity notice- 
able. Members of the crew were sent 
ashore in small boats to search through 
the town for such of the Nictheroy’s 
men as had been allowed leave to land to 
hurry them back to the vessel. 

The Nictheroy’s commander had ap- 
parently received instructions as to how 
he should act in such an emergency, and 
these instructions, it is believed, were to 
the effect that if he became convinced that 
the coming to Pernambuco of the Repub- 
lica and the Aquidaban proved to be un- 
true, and that these vessels, instead of 
starting, were evading fight, heshould lose 
no further time, but put to sea at once and 
force them into a naval contest for supe- 
riority. 

Now For a Fight. 

This view of the case proved to be cor- 
rect, for yesterday afternoon, when all of 
the men belonging to the Nictheroy’s 
crew had been gotten aboard, she steamed 
out tosea and pointed her nose for the 
northwest. The Nictheroy’s destination 
is the island of Fernando de Noronha. 

If this information is correct, the long 
expected sea battle between the revolu- 
tionists and the government war vessels 
will in all probability be fought within a 
short time. _ 

Highly Sensational Suicide, 

St. PETERSBURG, Dec. 26.—Mlle. Michai- 
lova, a favorite danseuse of the Imperial 
theater, invited a party of friends to 
supper. While they were all seated at 
the table the hostess arose hurriedly, in a 
few brief, sharp words bid farewell to her 
guests, swallowed a dose of poison and 
fell dead before her horrified friends. 


Was an Old Wall Street Man. 

Dansury, Conn., Dec. 26.—Andrew 
Hull, an old and respected citizen of this 
city, died at his home here yesterday 
afternoon. Hewas a well-known figure 
on Wall street and in the produce ex- 
change, New York, of wich he was a 
member. In his day he was Known as a 
daring speculator. 


A Refuge For Criminals, 

LIttLE Rock, Dee. 25.—Governor Fish- 
back has written a letter to President 
Cleveland comp!aining of the fact that 
Indian territory is an asylum for danger- 
ous criminals of all kinds. He cites de 
velopments in the recent train robbery 
and murder at Oliphant in support of his 
statements. Pe Sees 

whewed Up by a Dog. 

CINCINNATI, Dec. 26.—A large Newfound- 
land dog in res*nting a kick from 14-year- 
old James Collins of Covington literally 
chewed him to pieces. A crowd of more 
than 1000 looked on without the courage 
to interfere. A policeman finally lassoed 
and shot the animal. The boy will die. 


Old Newspaper Man Dead. 
PoRTLAND, Or., Dec. 26.—Major Clarence 
M. Barton, one of the best known news- 
paper men in the northwest, formerly 
connected with newspapers in Washington 
and Philadelphia, is dead. He was one of 
the founders of the Knights of Pythias. 


Brought Joy to Children, 
SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Dec. 26.—The Kamp 
Kumfort klub, an organization of local 
business men, entertained 1400 children 
nnder 12 years of age lastevening.

A MERRY GHRISTMAS| 


The Richest One the Poor of the City 
Ever Saw. 


THE OBSERVANCE OF THE DAY 


in the Churches, in the Homes and 
Elsewhere, 


The deserving poor can truly say, it was 
arich Christmas. It was the merriest one 
they have seen for years. If any one of 
them was forgotten it wasa mistake, for 
there were different agencies at work in all 
parts of the city—the churches, the Sun- 
day Schools, the public schools, the King’s 
Daughters, charitable societies, young 
ladies, young men and individuals gener- 
ally. Many orders were left at the local 
markets, groceries, clothing houses, dry 
goods stores and other places to forward 
goods to this one and that one, and every 
one seemed happy. 

It made business good, too, and many of 
the local merchants are more than satisfied 
with their Christmas trade, which a few 
weeks ago did not look encouraging. 

It is impossible to estimate the amount 
of good that was done the poor people of 
this city Christmas, or the large amount of 
help that was given by private individuals 
for there was certainly much done, 

There were however many charitable 
acts done by the churches and organiza- 
tions connected with them as well as by 
children of the public schools that are not 
generally known. 

The pupils of the Adams school collected 
about 2 barrels of potatoes, 1 1-2 barrels of 
turnips, 1 1-2 barrels of cabbages, tea, 
flour, sugar, groceries and clothing. These 
were doue up in packages and Friday and 
Saturday Mr. Nowland and the children 
visited some twenty-five families. There 
is about a bushel of potatoes and a -ushel 
of turnips left which will be given to some 
deserving persons. 

Tie young ladies of the Y.P.S.C. E. 
have raised quite a sum of money which 
will be given to a fund thatis being raised 
to help some poor families during the 
coming winter. 

The King’s Daughters of the Congrega- 
tional church helped several! families and 
will help several more during the coming 
week, 

At the Coddington school several of the 
poor pupils were provided with new suits 
of clothes. 

Universalist Church. 

The members of the Universalist Sunday 
School had a merry Christmas time in the 
church vestry on Saturday evening. There 
was no Christmas tree, but the vestry was 
tastefully decorated for the occasion. In 
response to an invitation from the pulpit 
and in accordance with their vote the 
young people and tueir friends brought big 
bundles of provisions and clothing for 
distribution among those who were de- 
serving of them. Some of the little one’s 
faces fairly glistened with delight as they 
carried their heavy bundles across the 
vestry to the kitchen. Early in the even- 
ing the school was entertained by 
Prof. Stockton who kindly gave his 
services for the occasion. The programme 
was a very pleasing one, and it was heartily 
applauded A duett was sung by Misses 
Lizzie Burrell and Belle Fletcher and 
Master Willie Opie gave a fine cornet solo. 
Mr. Jesse Litchfield literally drummed the 
scholars around the hall in a march to the 
tables where refreshments were served. 
Mr. Herbert Nye, the musical director had 
charge of the entertainment, and presided 
at the piano. 

Sunday morning the pastor of the 
church preached from the words: *‘ Glory 
to God in the highest, and on earth peace, 
good will toward men.”’”

A Stocking Which Was Hung in a Dan- 
gerous Place—Heavy Loss. 

The incendiary’s torch, was, on Sunday 
evening, again applied, and so thoroughly 
did it accomplish its work, that in a short 
while the polishing shop, engine house and 
saw mill of Fagan & Ballou were a mass of 
charred embers, erftailing a loss of thous- 
ands of dollars.

Steamer 1, Hose 1 and 3, and Hook and 
Ladder 1, were soon on the scene though 
the mud on Quarry street was something 
frightful.

When the fire was reached it was seen 
that the polishing shop and engine house 
near the old Barker quarry on Quarry 
street, now owned by Fagan & Ballou, was 
all ablaze, The steamer was placed near a 
quarry filled with water and in a few 
minutes two strong streams were being 
thrown into the seething furnace. 

By this time the crowds of sightseers 
began to arrive, drawn hither no doubt by 
the sight of the flames which could be seen 
for miles. A squad of police were soon on 
the scene and did good work in keeping the 
crowds back. Several sparks landed near 
the top of the large derrick and were 
having a blaze all to themselves until a 
ladderman put an end to their existence 
with a chemical extinguisher. 

The loss on the building and machinery 
will be about $5000 and the loss on the 
saw mill will be $2000 more. There were 
several stones waiting to be polished and it 
is thought that the loss on these will 
aMount to considerable. One large carved 
stone belonging to Bizzozzero Bros., which 
in itself was worth over $2000, was 
slightly damaged. ‘The polishing machin- 
ery had been but recently put in. The 
place and contents were insured for about 
$2000. 

A short time ago the firm withdrew 
$3000 worth of insurance which they had 
been carrying since the lockout.

Poor Year For Cereal Crops. 

LonpDon, Dec. 26.—The preliminary 
statement of the board of agriculture 
shows that the year’s yield of barley is 
10,000,000 bushels less than in 1892, 
although 40,000 more acres were planted 
there. Of oats there are 6,000,000 bushels 
less, although 150,000 more acres were 
planted. The yield of wheat has fallen 
9,000,000 bushels and the acreage has de- 
creased 800,000. 


Not Much of a Warship. 
LonpDon, Dec. 26.—A dispatch from Paris 
Bays that M. Clemenceau will publish 
from Toulon a letter declaring that the 
man-of-war Magenta can not keep upright 
and that her second trial trip has been 
indefinitely postponed because of the risk 
to 600 lives and 25,000,000 francs. The 
writer says that the Magenta’s condition 

calls for a parliamentary inquiry. 


An Old Maine Democrat. 


EASTPORT, Me., Dec. 26.—Hon. Robert 
Burns, for many years a prominent busi- 
ness man and Democratic leader in this 
district, died yesterday, aged 83.

CHRISTMAS IN THE ARCTIC. 
Hungry Explorers Celebrate With a Feast 
of Seal Meat and Blubber. 

“T think Christmas, 1883, was my most 
memorable one,” said General Greely, the 
famous arctic explorer. ‘‘With my com- 
mand I was proceeding southward in the 
hope of obtaining help, and about the 26th 
of October we ensconced ourselves in a lit- 
tle hut at Cape Sabine. Our supply of food 
was running very low, and we were on very 
short rations, every one being allowed just 
enough food in each 24 hours tosustain life. 
Under these depressing circumstances and 
amid the awful silence of the polar night 
the cheerfulness that wecontrived to main- 
tain was remarkable. As the Christmas 
season approached we all looked forward 
to it with eager anticipation, not only asa 
festal day whose associations and memories 
would to some extent vary the wearisome 
monotony of our lives, but because we knew 
that the winter solstice would fall about 
Dec, 22 and that then the sun would return 
and the long dreary night be at an end. 

“Christmas day came at last. Christmas 
in the arctic regions! At 6 o’clock we had 
our breakfast—thin soup made of peas, 
carrots, blubber and potatoes. Our Christ- 
mas dinner was served at 1 o’clock. Hark- 
en to our menu. First course, a stew of 
seal meat, onions, blubber, potatoes and 
bread crumbs. Second course, served one 
hour after the first, a stew of raisins, blub- 
ber and milk. Dessert acup of hot choco- 
late. The best and most Christmaslike 
feature of this meal was that we were al- 
lowed a sufficient quantity of it to satisfy 
the pangs of hunger. 

“Our enjoyment of the dessert—onecup 
of chocolate—we tried toprolong as much 
as possible. Over it we told each other 
Christmas stories; we exchanged reminis- 
cences of bygoue Christmases at home with 
the loved ones so far away. Wediscussed the 
probability of our ever reaching ourown 
firesides again, and we entered into an 
agreement that if we got back to civiliza- 
tion before another Christmas we would 
pass the day together in memory of that 
awful Christmas we were then spending in 
the realm of the relentless ice king. Alas, 
many of those brave fellows never lived to 
see another Christmas. 

“Then we had some singing. There were 
some good singers among us, and of differ- 
ent nationalities, too, so we had songs in 
English, French, Danish and German. And 
then we received the only Christmas pres- 
ent that was vouchsafed to us that year. 
One of our party—Kislingbury by name— 
had some tobacco still left, and knowing 
that most of the men were destitute of it he 
very kindly made a cigarette for each of 
our little party. I will wager that in all 

dom that day not a present was 
given or received that gave such intense 
delight to the recipient as did those little 
rolls of tobacco and paper. They were 
quickly aflame and being puffed away at 
for dear life, and thus my most memorable 
Christmas—a Christmas near the north 
pole—ended in smoke,”—Buffalo Express 


A DOMESTIC TRAGEDY 


Captain Wilton of Lawrence Is a Wife 
Murderer. 


FAMILY ROWS WERE FREQUENT. 


Home Was Happy Eefore 
Liquor Took a Part. 


LAWRENCE, Mass., Dec. 26.— Captain 
John Wilton, a spinner in Stevens’ mill, 
murdered his wife, Emily A., Sunday 
afternoon. The tragedy took place at the 
family residence in Stevens village, three- 
quarters of a mile from the center of the 
town and was the outcome of a family 
quarrel. No weapons figured in the affair, 
the victim being brutally beaten to death. 

For 15 years past the couple had con- 
ducted the factory boarding house of 
Stevens village, and Mrs. Wilton was en- 
gaged about the house in preparing the 
dinner when the deed was committed. 

Mrs. Wilton was in the sink room when 
she called to her husband to aid herin 
cutting some meat. Wilton went into 
the sink room from the sitting room, but 
refused to comply with her request. 

Knocked Her Down. 

Words were exchanged, and Wilton 
was seen to strike his wife, felling her to 
the floor. She arose and made tantaliz- 
ing remarks to her husband. Finally she 
went into the dining room, and as she 
passed Wilton, he kicked her. Following 
her into the latter room the quarrel was 
continued. 

Some five or six minutes elapsed, and 
then Wilton left the house, saying as he 
passed through the room where the board- 
ers were that he ‘“‘wasn’t coming back,”’ 
and bidding them goodby. 

Hugh Soraghan then visited the dining 
room and found Mrs. Wilton lying upon 
the floor with her head resting against a 
eupboard door. 

About the room were scattered teacups 
and other articles which Mrs. Wilton pre- 
sumably had hurled at her infariated 
husband. 

Murderer Was Cool. 

After Wilton had left the house he pro- 
ceeded to the corner of Osgood and Pleas- 
ant streets, a short distance away, where 
the electric street railway track leads to 
this city. 

There he was seen by Samuel Stevens. 
Salutations were exchanged, and Mr. 
Stevens drove by. Upon reaching the foot 
of the court where the Wilton residence 
is located, Mr. Stevens was met by Sorag- 
han, who informed him that Wilton and 
his wife had a quarrel, and that he, Sorag- 
han, thought the latter had been killed. 

Mr. Stevens deemed it advisable to de- 
tain Wilton, and driving back, overtook 
him walking rapidly toward North An- 
dover village. Upon being questioned 
Wilton denied having assaulted his wife, 
but finally admitted that she had thrown 
teacups at him and that he had struck 
her. 

Officer Toohey shortly afterward gave 
the startling information that Mrs. Wil- 
ton was dead. Wilton was then locked 
up. Upon learning the effect of bis bru- 
tality Wilton was overcome and wept 
like a child. 

Liquor at the Bottom of It. 

Captain John Wilton, the murderer, is 
well known in the town of North An- 
dover, and derived his title from having 
once been at the head of old Cochicke- 
wick hand tub company of North An- 
dover. He was born in Prestbury, Eng., 
May 1, 1842, and came to this country in 
1872. 

Fifteen years ago Wilton and his wife, 
whom he had married in England previ- 
ous to his leaving that country, and who 
had joined him after taking up his resi- 
dence in North Andover, opened the 
boarding house in Stevens village. 

For a time the couple lived happily 
together, until the craving for liquor 
Becured its hold upon both, and then the 
trouble began. Wilton was a powerful 
man, good hearted and kind except when 
his temper was aroused. 

Mrs. Wilton was born in Yorkshire, 
Eng., and was 46 years of age. She was 
quite smallin stature, and no match for 
her husband. 

Wilton and his wife had had no child- 
ren, but an adopted daughter, Florence 
E., aged 18 years, was a member of the 
household, and at the time of the tragedy 
was confined to her bed by illness in an 
adjoining room. 


A Murderous Lover. 

CoTopPaXx, Colo., Dec. 26.—Jack Clements 
of White Pine shot and fatally wounded 
Louis Muehlbach at Cooldale. He then 
tried to kill his victim’s daughter, but 
failed. Clements was overpowered and 
disarmed, but he escaped. The shooting 
grew out of the refusal of Miss Muehl- 
bach to marry Clements. 


Frisco’s Fire, 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 26.—Fire broke out 
yesterday in the block bounded by Clay, 
Commercial, Sansom and Leidersdorff 
streets, and in a few minutes one of the 
biggest fires of the year was raging. Fire 
Marshall Towne estimates the loss at 
$500,000, but others say the loss will not 
be over $100,000. 


A Baltimore Society Event. 

BALTIMORE, Dec. 26.—The marriage of 
Miss Frances Ewing, daughter of Judge 
Ewing, to T. B. Beecher, a prominent 
banker of Memphis, took place last night 
at St. Peter’s Protestant Episcopal church. 
The church was filled with leaders of so- 
ciety. 

Labor and Politics. 

Kansas City, Dec. 26.—Preliminary ar- 
rangements have been made for the or- 
ganization of an independent political 
party in this city, which will be composed 
of the members of the various union 
labor organizations of Kansas City. 


Bicycle Records Smashed. 

NEw York, Dec. 26.—At the six-days’ 
bicycle race at Madison square the 100 
mile record was broken by Van Emburg. 
He made the distance in 5h. 30m. Hosmer 
broke the 12-hour record. He made 206 
tniles and four laps. 


Nothing Will Be Saved. 

BATH, Me., Dec. 26.—Schooner Hattie 
Turner, Seelay, St. John, N. B., for Fall 
River, Mass., with lumber and deckload 
of shingles, is ashore near here. She will 
be a total loss. 


Dynamite In a Church, 

Panis, Dec. 26.—During the celebzation 
of midnight mass in the Catholic church 
at Beziers a dynamite bomb was ex- 
ploded, The explosion caused a panic. 


SUNK TO SAVE HER. 


Mysterious Explosion and Fire on Board 
the Steamship Seneca. 


HAVANA, Dec. 26.—The steamer Seneca 
of the New Fork and Cuba Mail Service 
e-mpany, which returned to Havana Sun- 
day morning with fire in the forehold,was 
sunk in the harbor here yesterday in or- 
der to save her. 

Saturday when the Seneca was about 70 
miles .:om port on her way to New York, 
the crew were startled by an explosion. 
When they reached the deck the vessel 
was on fire. Immediately the Seneca was 
headed back to Havana. The crew 
worked against the fire until daylight. 
Then being exhausted, they asked Cap- 
tain Stevens to abandonthe ship. The 
captain commanded them to return to 
their duty. 

Twice this action of the crew was re- 
peated before the steamer got back to the 
island. The rigging wasthen ablaze and 
the efforts of the crew having been un- 
successful in subduing the flames, the or- 
der was given by Captain Stevens to sink 
her. The sea-cocks were opened and the 
vessel filled in a short tfme. 

She now lies at the bottom of the bay 
near Havana. Crew and passengers are 
safe on shore. 

The Seneca had a heavy cargo on board, 
estimated to be worth from $300,000 to 
$500,000. The bulk of this cargo wasin 
tobacco, cigars and hemp frém Mexican 
ports. 

The company’s steamer City of Alexan- 
dria was burned on the way from Matan- 
zas to Havana Nov. 1 and 11 of the crew 
were lost. A few weeks ago a dynamite 
cartridge was found in a sack of coffee 
shipped in the freight of the City of 
Washington. 

In the case of the City of Alexandria the 
fire was preceded by an explosion among 
the freight. 


DEATH WAS UNEXPECTED. 


Ex-Governor Biggs Becomes a Victim of 
Catarrhal Pneumonia. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 26,—Ex-Governor 
Biggs of Delaware died at Middletow 
Del., at 4:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon 

His death was quite unexpected, as it 
was thought he had grown much stronger 
since his recent serious illness. The im- 
mediate cause of death was catarrhal 
pneumonia. 

The ex-governor was 73 years old and 
one of the most prominent figures in Del- 
aware public life. In 1854 he deserted the 
Whig party and became a Democrat, and 
in 1869 was elected to congress by that 
party and received a renomination anda 
re-election two years later. In 1886 he 
was nominated a fifth time for governor, 
but declined to run. 


A HopefuF View. 

ToPEKA, Dec. 26.— General Manager 
Frye of the Santa Fe does not feel at all 
alarmed at the fact of the receivership. 
“The appointment of the receivers was a 
surprise to me,” he said, “and whileI 
don’t wish to anticipate the general policy 
that will be pursued by the receivers, yet 
I will say that at the end of the receiver- 
ship the Santa Fe road will be in the best 
condition of any road in the world.” 


A Mysterious Case. 

Boston, Dec. 26.—Mrs. Ellen Murray, 
85 years old, of Tremont street, Brighton, 
is at the pointof death, suffering from an 
injury to the brain. She left her sister’s 
Saturday night in good health, and Sun- 
day morning her husband reported that 
she lay unconscious in bed. Investigation 
showed that she was the victim of an as- 
sault. The husband is suspected. She 
will probably die. 


Policemen Charged With Murder, 

CuIcaGo, Dec. 26.—Police Officers Healy 
and Doran are under arrest charged with 
murdering Samuel Nelson, who had given 
them trouble outside a saloon after they 
had hada drink together. Nelson knocked 
Healy down and when arrested at- 
tempted to escape. Both officers fired re- 
volvers, one inflicting a wound from 
which Nelson soon died. 


America Will Be Ready. 

London, Dec. 26.—Admiral Montague 
will have a new 4-footer next sea- 
son. It will be designed by Watson. 
Admiral Montague says that he is open to 
race this cutter against any new boat of 
the same class designed by an American 
designer for a substantial stake. The 
American boat must be designed by an 
American. 


Bloodhounds on the Trail, 

INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 26. — Bloodhounds 
were yesterday turned loose on the trail 
ofthe murderer of John Waterson, the 
colored policeman, Saturday night. The 
murderer was wounded, and the blood- 
hounds were taken to the spot and imme- 
diately found ascent. It is believed that 
the murderer will be captured. 


Whistles In the Army. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—Major General 
Schofield has approved that part of the 
new tactics providing for officers giving 
commands, under certain circumstances, 
by whistles instead of by word of mouth. 
The whistles are to be placed in the cross- 
pieces of the guards of the swords. 


No Compromise. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—The rumor to 
the effect that the suit of Miss Madeline 
V. Pollard against Representative Breck 
inridge for $50,000 for breach of promise 
will be compromised and settled outside 
of court is denied by those who are inti- 
mate with both parties. 


For Orphans’ Benefit. 

Crry oF MExico, Dec. 26.—The extensive 
plant of El Domocrata, a daily newspaper 
which was confiscated by the government, 
because of its opposition tendencies, has 
been donated to the orphan asylums of 
this city, by order of the first district 
judge.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 26.—Charley Mit- 
chell says he will fulfill his contract in 
Florida unless prevented by law, and will 
fight Corbett anyway at some place with 
or without a purse, as it has becomea 
personal matter. 


Jews Must Go, 

Lonpon, Dec. 26—A St. Petersburg 
dispatch to The Chronicle says that hosts 
of Jews are being expelled from Kieff. 
The expulsions from St. Petersburg con- 
tinue, but upon a milder scale. 


Earthquake In Pennsylvania. 
HUNTINGTON, Pa., Dec. 26.—A_ very per- 
ceptible shock of earthquake was felt in 
this section early yesterday morning. It 
was sufficient to awaken many persons 
from their slumber.

Therefore they regard it as incum- 
bent upon American capitalists, with the 
encouragement of the government, to 
construct some great inter-oceanic high- 
way which, while affording all facilities 
for commerce, will be the least expensive. 

Eads Ship Railway. 

The friends of the old Eads isthmian 
railway through Mexico, by way of the 
isthmus of Tehuantepec, have appeared 
before both committees of congress, and

The gendarmes were roughly handled 
while attempting to escort their prisoner 
to the barracks, and after repeated ap- 
peals to the crowd to disperse and to 
allow them to take their prisoner to the 
cells, drew their revolvers and fired into 
theair. This enabled the gendarmes to 
reach the barracks, but thousands of riot- 
ers attempted to enter the building and 
were repulsed by the police. 

This repulse only served to still further 
enrage the people and they returned, 
furious with anger, through the streets 
and set fire to the town hall, the casino, re- 
sidences of the commissary of police and 
of the mayor, and to the telegraph office, 
postoflice, Octroi bureau and to the 
police court, causing a very large amount 
of damage. 

Hot Times at Orleans. 

ORLEANS, Dec. 27.—This city last night 
was thrown into a state of terror bya 
violent demonstration on the part of 
anarchists who ran along the Faubourg 
de la Madeleine, acting in a most riotous 
manner, and shouting “Long live an- 
archy.”” They broke the gas lamps all 
along that section of the thoroughfare 
through which they passed, tore away the 
supports to a number of trees, and with 
these weapons smashed all of the win- 
dows in the vicinity. The police are 
searching for the leaders of the mob, who 
are known to be friends of the arrested 
anarchists Moulinier and Colas. Menac- 
ing letters, evidently written by an an- 
archist, have been received by the prin- 
cipal residents of Orleans.

Tue LEDGER is surprised that the School 
Committee should go on record as favoring 
an annex tothe 18-room Willard school- 
house. Perhaps it is alla bluff to crowd 
outthe proposed new hose house, but it 
should not be considered for various 
reasons. For one of these, the danger of 
fire, it would not be advisable to locate the 
hose house on this lot either, as it is 
grouping too much city property together. 
The city carries no insurance on its build- 
ings and the loss of one building would 
be a severe blow. The same insurance 
company would not care to insure two 
large buildings in such close proximity, 
and for alike reason the city should not 
take Mie risk. 

The second reason is that the scholars 
could not be better graded than at present, 
and therefore there is no need of further 
concentration.

Fourth, it isa hardship on many of the 
smaller children in West Quincy, to walk 
so far to school. 

Fifth, a new eight-room building near the 
corner of Crescent street and Hall place 
would be more convenient, for those who 
might attend it, and would be filled almost 
as soon as built. 

The Willard is already overrun, two 
store rooms being occupied. Then, there 
are children on the east of the Willard who 
would find it nearer to attend the Willard 
than the Lincoln, and the later is crowded.

ON A WEEK'S SPREE. 


It Was Ended by the Tragic Death 
of Mrs. Murray. 


HUSBAND IS HELD BY POLICE. 


Believed to Have Struck the 
Blow That Caused Death. 


Boston, Dec. 27.—Ellen Murray died 
yesterday at the city hospital from the re- 
sult of injuries incurred at her home on 
Tremont street, Brighton. 

The police say that she and her hus- 
band, Edward Murray, had been on a 
spree fora week, and that the husband 
in his drunken frenzy, Monday night, 
struck her on the head so severely that 
she was reudered insensible, and it was 
necessary to take her to the hospital. 

She was taken there in a critical condi- 
tion, and her husband was arraigned yes- 
terday in the Brighton court and held in 
$2000 to await the result. The result has 
come, and now Murray will have to 
answer to the charge of manslaughter, at 
least. 

The Murrays live on Tremont street, 
near Oak square, Brighton, and the neigh- 
bors speak more forcibly than favorably 
of the family. 

Neighbors Expgcted It. 

Mrs. Blakely, who lives near by and who 
knew Mrs. Murray, told a reporter last 
evening that she expected something of 
this sort to occur shortly. “Ithought he 
would kill her before this,” she said. 
“They have had some lively times. For 
the past week the pair have beenon a 
spree, and I always expected that they 
would wind up in some such way. 

“He used to abuse her terribly. I have 
seen her come out of the housein the 
morning with a black eye on several oc- 
casions.’’ That is the opinion all around 
Tremont street, Brighton, and there are 
many stories afloat about the whisky 
drank in their tenement. 

A Bad Lot. 

They were put down as a bad lot when 
they first came to Brighton, and the final 
result was not so great a surprise to those 
who knew the family as might have been 
expected. 

At the city hospital, when she was 
brought in, the doctors pronounced that 
she had a fracture of the skull, and did 
not think she could live. They were 
right. 

Murray was arrested last September for 
an assault upon his wife and fined $20. 
Both their names appear upon the records 
at station l4as having been arrested for 
being drunk. Mrs. Murray was about 35 
years old. 


REFUNDS SUSPENDED. 


Another Chapter In the Alleged Irre- 
gularities at New York. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—Assistant Secre- 
tary Hamlin yesterday telegraphed Col- 
lector Kilbreth at New York to suspend 
all reliquidations in tobacco refund 
cases under all acts of congress, and all 
reliquidations of other merchandise un- 
der the act of March 3, 1883. This is the 
first result of the New York customs 
house refund investigations. 

The treasury officials recently have had 
brought to their attention the fact that 
thereis now pending before the United 
States supreme court a case involving 
similar questions, and they prefer to 
awaita decision before authorizing re- 
funds. Assistant Secretary Hamlin is 
not yet ready to make any statement of 
the extent to which irregularities in pre- 
paring vouchers has proceeded, or to indi- 
cate the amount of money that the gov- 
ernment has lost. But his action in sus- 
pending all refunds is regarded as signifi- 
cant. 


A Mysterious Case. 

RocHESTER, Dec. 27.—A special from 
Ithacha on the finding of Miss Yeargin’s 
body says: The body was badly decom- 
posed and the face almost unrecogniz- 
able, but by marks on the clothing it is 
certain that itis the body of Miss Year- 
gin. It is thought that old man Bishop, 
who went to the sheriff several days ago 
tosee if the reward would not be in- 
creased for the recovery of the body, 
knows more than he cares to tell as to 
where it has been for so long a time, 


Peace qi Providence. 

PROVIDENCE, Dec. 27.—The Riverside 
mule spinners who quit work last Wednes- 
day returned to work yesterday. The 
Textile Workers’ union, of which the 
spinners are members, has asked that 
Superintendent Hirst be discharged. The 
Lymanville strike came to an end yester- 
day, the men accepting the Fletcher com- 
promise schedule of prices. 


Druggist In a Stupor. 

HARTFORD, Dec 27.—Druggist J. D. Ty- 
ler of Windsor Locks took a dose of bella- 
donna to relieve pain. He discovered he 
had taken an overdose and treated him- 
self with antidotes. He went intoa stupor, 
the doctors were unable to arouse him, 
and the indications are that he will die. 


Collision In East River. 

New YORK, Dec. 27.—The steamboat 
Nutmeg State collided with a canal boat 
in the East River yesterday. She struck 
the canal boat broadside and ran her 
bow nearly half way through. The canal 
boat was beached off Governor’s island. 
The steamboat was uninjured. 


Freights Are Running.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—The program 
upon which the tariff debate will be con- 
tinued, as outlined by members of the 
ways and means committee, does not in- 
clude fixing a time for the taking ofa 
vote as soon as the bill comes before the 
house. It is the present intention to 
allow the debate to run on for some time, 
and if it then becomes apparent that no 
vote can be reached, or that the bill can- 
not be reasonably considered by para- 
graphs, the committee on rules will be 
asked to fix a time for consideration, 
under the five-minute rule, and a final 
vote. It is believed by the Democratic 
members that, when there is a general un- 
derstanding that no final vote is to be 
taken until the last of January, there 
will be no difficulty in securing sucha 
vote by an agreement by both sides. 


An Alleged Gay Deceiver. 

NEw HAVEN, Dec. 27.— Charles H. 
Fuller, whose home is in New Jersey and 
who is a member of the class of '95 of 
Yale, has disappeared in a very mysterious 
manner.

NOT WORRIED. 


plinister Mendonca Thinks the Piexoto 
Ships Will Defeat Mello. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—Minister Men- 
donca of Brazil believes that the crisis of 
the Brazilian revolution is at hand, and 
that the decisive stroke will be made this 
week. 

He says that the two great ironclads of 
the rebel admiral, Mello, and the flotilla 
of little torpedo craft hastily impro- 
vised by President Peixoto age rapidly 
nearing each other. The minister says 
that a collision is almost certain to occur 
before next Monday. 

He recognizes that the little torpedo and 
dynamite vessels are tremendously over- 
matched by the rebel ship, but he counts 
much on the ability of the small boats to 
maneuver quickly and to discharge their 
novel explosives with effect. In some re- 
spects the engagement will be similar to 
that between the big Confederate ram 
Merrimac and the original monitor. 

Senor Mendonca is hopeful and confi- 
dent that the Mello fleet will be defeated, 
and that the Peixoto ships will then be 
able to turntheir attention to the other 
rebel, Admiral Gama, whois in Rio har- 
bor menacing the city.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—Considerable in- 
terest attaches to the Hawaiian investiga- 
tion under Senator Morgan’s resolution 
which began today under the auspices of 
thesenate committee on foreign relations. 
No one seems to understand just what is 
proposed to be done by the committee, 
how extensive the hearings to be given 
will be, just who is to be heard, or how 
long the hearings will be continued. 

The work isin the hands of a sub-com- 
mittee of the committee on foreign rela- 
tions, consisting of Senators Morgan, But 
ler and Gray, Democrats, and of Senators 
Sherman and Frye, Republicans. It is 
presumed that the investigation will take 
the shape of an inquiry into the conduct 
of Minister Stevens at the time of the 
revolution, and of Commissioner Blount, 
with the possibility of going into the 
question of the recognition of the provi- 
sional government, and also an investiga- 
tion as to the regularity of the Blount ap- 
pointment. 


STRIKE IS SPREADING. 


Chicago's Boss Bakers Say They Can 
Easily Secure New Men. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 27.—The bakers’ strike is 
spreading, and yesterday six more baker- 
ies were compelled to shut down for lack 
ofmen. This makes 10 bakeries out of 16, 
in which the men are controlled by the as- 
sociation, in which the strike is on. 

The strike seems to be running largely 
by nationalities. Saturday all the strikers 
were Germans, and yesterday they were all 
Swedes. The bosses claim that they will 
soon have all the men they need, and 
Heisler & Junge, the largest bakery 
affected yesterday, secured without muck 
effort 71 new men to replace the 80 men 
who walked out Saturday. The bosses 
say that they simply cannot lose, as there 
are too many men out of work. 

Last night the striking bakers met in 
secret session and engaged inan animated 
discussion. They announced that they 
have no intention of yielding and declare 
that they believe the fight is practically 
over.

Brazilians Apparently Have No Re- 
spect For Yankees. 


AMERICAN FLAG HAULED DOWN. 


Other Indignities Heaped Upon 
a Sea Captain. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 27.—The American 
three-masted schooner Grace Andrews, 
Captain O. A. Andrews, arrived here yes- 
terday from Natal, Brazil, with a carg: 
of sugar. 

Captain Andrews tells a story of having 
been molested by the government troops 
at Brazil, and, despite his protestations 
and displaying of the American flag, he 
and a number of his men were cast into a 
dungeon and kept prisoners for 36 hours 
without food. American Consul W. T. 
Towne, he says, treated his complaint in 
a most contemptuous manner. 

The ship was at San Concaho on Sept. 5, 
when the captain found it necessary to go 
to Rio on business, and he took the 
steamer forthat port. On his arrival he 
started out for cue home of his | rother, 
L. 8S. Andrews, whois in business in Rio. 
and tells this story of what trinspiced: 

Captain Andrews’ Story. 

“T was halted by Peixoto’s soldiers and 
held captive that night, but managed 
early the next morning to get to a hotel. 
Two days later I started back for my ves 
sel, and on reaching there I was informed 
by my consignee that owing to the revo- 
lution it would be impossible to load my 
vessel, and it would be necessary for me 
to return to Rio aud cancel the charter. 

“I started for Rio in my ship’s small 
boat, being careful to have the merchant 
flag in the stern so that I might be dis- 
tinguished from the insurgent or Bra- 
zilian boats. This was necessary, as 
Mello’s forces had captured the steam- 
boats, which were the only means of 
transportation between the two points. 

I took with me an interpreter, a Portu- 
guese sailor, and two colored sailors, 
Edward Tasker and Edward Washington. 
A fresh breeze was blowing and in six 
hours we were within hailing distance of 
asmall settlement the name of which 1 
cannot remember, but as we approached 
it I saw hundreds of soldiers running 
toward the beach, all centering at the 
point where I had to pass. 

Compelled to Stop. 

“T hoisted the American flag, but they 
shouted in Spanish what my interpreter 
said was: ‘If you don’t stop, we will shoot 
you.’ The wind was blowing hard and 
we had to turn the boat in a peculiar way 
to prevent jibing her. The soldiers 
thought we were trying to get away, so 
they took aim at us and fired several 
shots. I then hauled the boat around and 
drove her upon the beach among them 
and they sprang into the water afterus 
and placed us under arrest, 

“Then they hauled down the American 
flag and placed us in a barrack for several 
hours. I was then taken to Rio Janeiro, 
while my men were held at Santa Cruz. 
After reaching there I was taken before 
the chief of police, who recommitted me 
to prison, without any food whatever. I 
protested against such treatment, and 
begged for something to eat, and finally 
was sent outin charge of a detective to 
procure food. When I got the detective 
clear of the prison I knew I was as good a 
man as he was, neither of us being armed, 
and I forced him to permit me to see the 
American consul. 

Consul Towne's Action, 

“We reached Mr. Towne’s office, and 
when I explained to him the unjust man- 
ner in which myself and men, who were 
still impejsoned at Santa Cruz, had been 
treated, he accompanied me back to the 
chief of police, and after some argument 
I was released. 

“Tmade a long report to the consul 
about the pulling down of the American 
flag from my boat. but he paid no atten- 
tion to it.” 

Captain Andrews says Towne is not fit 
to represent the United States in Brazil. 
“He is no American,” says the skipper. 
While visiting his brother at Rio, Captain 
Andrews says several sicay 
the time of the bembardment went di- 
rectly through the wails of the house an 
demolished some of the furniture.

ONE IS constantly hearing young men 
who are working for a living complain that 
they are without a good education. Some 
have been obliged to commence work at an 
early age, while others at the age of fifteen 
or sixteen have conceived the idea that 
they had enough book knowledge and want 
to enter into active business life. Ina few 
years they realize their mistake and spend 
the rest of their days in lamenting their 
misfortune. The world is filled with these 
two classes, who are dissatisfied with their 
lot and imagine that if they had a college 
education there station in life would be 
different. 

The majority of them seem to utterly 
forget that a person who desires to do so 
can, if he will only apply himself to it, and 
take advantage of the opportunities on 
every hand, secure a good practical educa- 
tion in a few years. Such a person will be 
obliged to give up many social duties and 
amusements, but he will gain that which 
will repay him a hundred fold. Scarcely 
an evening passes when a person cannot 
attend some instructive lecture or talk in 
Boston. The Quincy public library con- 
tains enough books for any young man to 
secure practical information which is the 
basis of a good education after all. 

The Young Men’s Christian association 
is an institution which has for its definite 
object the betterment of young men, Its 
reading rcom is filled with interesting 
papers and magazines. The library is 
small but well selected. A new feature of 
the association, however, which comes 
nearer the regularjclass-room instruetion, 
is the practical talks on various subjects by 
prominent business and professional men, 
given on Thursday evenings.

Thecu * presents and par- 
ticularly that of exchanging New Year's 
calls is essentially Chinese. The coinci- 
dence of these two rather peculiar acts 
of brotherly love coexisting in Holland 
and Scotland should furnish cause for 
thought. It is a little singular certainly 
that the Chinese, who are not an over- 
charitable or forgiving race, should en- 
join the forgiveness of all debts at the 
beginning of the new year. 

It is an amusing spectacle in China to 
see the creditor mercilessly hunting down 
the debtor during the few days that re- 

|! main. No one is exempt from the neces- 
sity, for in order to pay his own debts he 
must in turn collect what is due to him. 
The debtor who cannot fulfill his obliga- 
tions by New Year's goes into bankrupt- 
cy by the operations of a custom stronger 
than law. He undoubtedly earns thecon- 
tempt of his fellow men, but at least he 
is free from their persecution. His debts 
are forgiven with quite as much sincerity 
as could be expected under the circum- 
stances, 

Besides this painful phase of Chinese 
Yuletide there are other preparations to 
be made for the fitting celebration of the 
great three day festival, beginning with 
the first day of the first month. The 
red peach paper which has been removed 
from the doorway must be replaced, and 
therefore about this time the profession- 
al letter writer of the Chinese quarter 
takes his station on the street corner and 
is busily employed in writing sentences 
of good omen. Naturally some of these 
gentlemen are more popular than oth- 
ers, a letter writer who claims to have 
passed one of the inferior civil service 
examinations, or wko at one time has 
been connected with a fashionable joss- 
house, being more in demand than he 
who has picked up his smattering of 
knowledge at school, or by what is an 
important factor in Chinese education— 
self help. 

It is quite customary also to bring 
these red paper slips to the josshouse, 
where for a trifling fee they are stamped 
with the seal of the joss. Certainly it is 
worth taking some trouble with a little 
piece of paper which is to do duty for 
an entire year, for as soon as the slips 
have been prepared and stamped they 
are glued to the doorposts against the 
time when the evil spirits shall return 
and make the last state of the man worse 
than the first. The moral which the 
Saviour pointed out to his disciples, that 
spasmodic effort is inevitably followed 
by reactions unfavorable to the true 
spiritual development, is fully borne out 
by the history of the Chinese people.— 
Harper’s Magazine.

A PRATRIE NEW YEAR 


————— 


HOW THE COWBOYS CELEBRATE ON 
THE WESTERN PLAINS. 


Social Grades Are Unknown, and “Store 
Clothes" Confer No Distinction—Wild 
Turkey, Roast Shote and Possum at the 
Midnight Feast—Dancing the Fandango, 


A few days before New Year's prep- 
arations are begun for the big dance 
which inaugurates the season’s festiy- 
ities on the western plains. The ranch 
where the ball or “fandango” is to be 
held is literally given over to the boys 
for the occasion, and they never fail to 
make the most of it. Invitations are sent 
out over the neighborhood within a ra- 
dius of 20 miles, and nearly every one is 
accepted, fora ride of 20 miles to one 
accustomed to spending 10 or 12 hours a 
day in the saddle is a mere nothing. 

Besides, this is the one opportunity of 
the year to spend money lavishly for the 
sake of a good time. An extra cook or 
two are hired, and suppliesenough laid in 
tofeed a small army, It is the privilege 
of every cowboy on the place to make 
out alist of eatables that he feels his 
constitution demands. And several days 
beforehand the great wagon is hitched 
up and a trip taken to the nearest town 
to get provisions, 

A more heterogeneous mixture of edi- 

bles can searcely be imagined—raisins, 
nuts, candies, canned meats and fruits, 
pickles, crackers—anything kept and 
recommended by the obliging and neigh- 
| borly grocery man, 
In addition to the store bought delica- 
| cies for the feast, the ranch cook dis- 
tinguishes himself in the way of barbe- 
cued shote, game, ‘‘possum an taters,” 
pies and cakes and the like. For a week 
or two before the feast all hands lend 
their aid to the capturing of game and 
the finding and saving of eggs. 

As for the fandango, the preparations 
are few and simple. Beds and other 
space consuming pieces of furniture are 
removed from the rooms intended for 
the dance. The bare floors are sand 
scoured and flecked with fine shavings 
of sperm candles, which soon, under the 
many gliding feet of the dancers, form a 
thin, sleek coating, delightfuland seduc- 
tive to the feet. On two sides of the 
room, close up against the wall, a row of 
chairs is set for the accommodation of 
those not dancing. 

By 6 o'clock in the evening the guests 
begin to arrive, the boys having gone 
after the girls, on horseback generally, 
some of the “tony” couples coming in 
buggies, the high seated ‘“‘piano boxed” 
vehicles of the west, with their double 
teams and general air of smartness, 

The girls have their party dresses 
tucked up under their black calico riding 
skirts, some of them bringing waists, 
gloves and white kid slippers, done upin 
a bundle, to be put on after they arrive. 
And a merry hearted, merry faced set 
they are—cheeks glowing and eyes spark- 
ling from the exhilaration of the ride 
in the wind and the expectation of the 
unwonted frolic. 

The music is furnished by negro fid- 
dlers, whose repertory of old fashioned 
“breakdowns” is never improved upon 
nor ever falls short cf its early charm 
and infection upon its hearers, 

Perhaps you never saw a cowboys’ 
fandango. Their style of dancing is 
peculiar tothemselves. Like their horses’ 
build and gait, it is made for hard and 
long service. Itis a solemn, rhythmic 
sort of posing, the heels rarely leaving 
the floor, as much dancing being done 
with the arms as with the feet. It isa 
motion which seems unconsciously to 
partake of the monotony of the prairies, 
suppressed, intense and inexhaustible. 

There is almost no distinction of class- 
es or social grades in the west. Years 
ago, in the formative time of cattle 
ranching, the cowboy was a sui generis. 
His father and grandfather were cow- 
boys, ‘“‘day wranglers,” ‘nighthawks” 
and “‘cow punchers.” His language was 
*‘bloody,” and his figure and mind were 
uncouth. Today he may be agraduate of 
an eastern college, a theological student 
or the youngest son of an English lord. 

The western woman or “‘gal” is more 
typical. She may be the ‘‘boss’” daugh- 
ter, educated ‘‘on east;” the ‘‘renter’s” 
daughter, with only a smattering educa- 
tion from the free school, or the ‘hired 
girl,” plucky, independent and “good as 
her betters.” 

In the same ‘‘set” there may be one 
man with a “‘store” suit on; another in 
his regular suit, consisting of blue flannel 
overshirt and leather belt, buckskin 
leggings or cottonade overalls. 

The boys laugh loud, clap each other, 
hang their ‘‘guns” on the wall while they 
are dancing, steal behind the house for 
their drink between sets, but they treat 
the girls like queens. No matter how 
rough their clothes, they generally have 
white hands and small, well clad feet. 
They will wear boots, but they have them 
made with high heels, of fine leather, 
pointed toes and often red tops. 

They revel indancing. They are grace- 
ful, natural, muscular and active. Danc- 
ing to them is horseback riding in good 
company, under shelter and to the tune 
of a fiddle. It gives free play to their 
untiring, restless bodies and at the same 
time satisfies and delights their love of 
women’s society and good fellowship. 

These holiday dances last all night, 
their only breakfast being at 19 o'clock, 
when eggnog is served, and at 12, when 
the big supperiseste> Then, with re- 
newed vigor and spirits, they return to 
the floor. The fires burn low in the 
great chimneys, the kerosene lamps flick- 
er and smoke, the fiddlers doze and play 
on mechanically, the girls languish, and 
even the cowboy himself feels the force 
and strain of protracted, time measured 
motion. But the dance goes on. 

Not until the dull red glow of sunrise 
creeps over the dun prairies does the 

sic stop. 

mihen after a breakfast of ‘‘cold bits” 
and strong, hot black coffee the girls go 
to rooms prepared for them at the ranch, 
or mounted on fleet footed agar - 
zé ing over the prairies, the fresh, 
gar wind ju their faces and the thrill- 
ing memory of sweet words or sweeter

MURDER IS CHARGED. 


Result of the Inquest on the Body of 
Mrs. Meyer. 


SON-IN-LAW IS HELD FOR TRIAL. 


Brief Review of the Circum- 
stances of Her Death. 


PORTLAND, Me., Dec. 28.—The coroner’s 
inquest on the death of Mrs. Walburg 
Meyer, at Yarmouth, was finished yester- 
day afternoon, and the verdict rendered 
twas in substance as follows: 

That Augustus Martis Prawda of Cum- 
berland did feloniously, willfully, and 
with malice aforethought make an assault 
With a certain gun, loaded with gun- 
powder and leaden ball, which suid gun 


Prawda, with both hands, held 
and aimed at Mrs. Walburg Meyer, 
and discharged said gun, _ strik- 
ing, penetrating and wounding her 


with said leaden ball on the neck and 
face, giving her a mortal wound, from 
which she languished from Noy. 28 to 
Dec. 17, 1893, and then died. The jury 
find that Prawda, by the manner and 
means aforesaid, killed and murdered 
Mrs. Meyer. 
Prawda Arrested. 

Immediately after the jury had ren- 
dered its verdict, Deputy Sheriff Buck- 
nam proceeded to the Grand Trunk rail- 
way, on which Prawda was employed as 
a section hand and arrested him. 

Prawda was not surprised, as he has 
known for some time that he was sus- 
pected of the crime. He was brought to 
Portland jail, and will bearraigned before 
Judge Gould. His counsel is George H. 
Allan of Portland. 

Review of the Crime. 

The crime for which Prawda is under 
arrest occurred on the evening of Nov. 28 
last. Mrs. Meyer lived in a lonely house, 
near the Cwmberland line, with her 
daughter, Mrs. Prawda, and her son-in- 
law, Augustus Martis Prawda. She was 
sitting near her chamber window, whena 
gun was discharged outside, and a bullet 
struck her in the cheek and jaw, inflict- 
ing a wound from which the old lady died 
Dec. 17. 

At the time of the shooting Prawda 
was outside of the house, claiming that 
he went for a pail of water. Hecame ina 
moment afterthe shooting and asked his 
wife what the explosion was. Just then 
the old lady was heard moaning up stairs, 
and both rushed up stairs. Prawda imme- 
diately went for a doctor. 

A Will In the Case. 

The motive which Prawda is supposed 
to have had is this: Mrs. Meyer’s will 
leaves her property, amounting to about 
$2000, to her three daughters, one of whom 
is Prawda’s wife, to be divided equally. 
Prawda was in need of money, and is be- 
lieved to have shot his mother-in-law so 
that he might get his wife’s share of the 
property at once. 

Prawda talks freely since his arrest. 
He says he is not guilty, and had nothing 
todo with the murder. He came from 
Germany to this country in 1886 and is 
about 40 years of age. 


Looks Gloomy In England, 

Lonpon, Dec. 28.—The Pall Mall Ga- 
zette publishes a review of the trade of the 
year, saying: Trade during 1893 was worse 
even than in 1892. A general gloom now 
hangs over the country’s industries. The 
imports for 11 months declined 17,500,000 
pounds sterling as compared with 1892, 
and exports declined 6,500,000 pounds ster- 
ling. On the other hand, American trade 
is steadily advancing. 


A Cabinet Crisis. 

QUEBEC, Dec. 28.—The provincial gov- 
ernment sustained the vote in the legisla- 
tive council on the three bills passed by 
the house of assembly ratifying a con- 
tract with the nuns for the care of the 
insane at Beaufort asylum, which would 
have meant an expenditure of over 
$1,000,000 to the province. The resigna- 
tion of the ministry is expected to follow. 


Another Riot In Amsterdam. 

AMSTERDAM, Dec. 28.—A mob of unem- 
ployed persons, with a large addition of 
roughs, assembled in front of the royal 
palace. When called upon to disperse 
the crowd attacked the police with stones 
and other missiles. The police charged 
repeatedly with drawn swords. Many per- 
sons in the assemblage were seriously in- 
jured. 


The Bells Sent to Jail. 

LonG IsLAND City, L. I., Dec. 28.—Rev. 
J. E. Bell and wife were sent to jail in de- 
fault of bail, pending the coroner’s in- 
quiry into the death of Bell’s daughter 
Edith, who is supposed to have been 
poisoned. The prisoners are also held for 
willful neglect of Arthur Bell, aged 13 
years, who is now in the hospital. 


No Foul Play. 

EAst KryGston, N. H., Dec. 28.—The 
burning of Joel Hodgdon has spread sug- 
gestions of murder, robbery and arson, 

| hinting at vastsumsof money hoarded 
and valuable registered letters received, 
of which nothing whatever is tangible 
| and in evidence. An autopsy is to be held. 


Wilson Party Probably Lost. 

LonpDoN, Dec. 28.—The Times says that 
a relative of Captain Wilson has receiv.d 
a telegram to the effeet that Premier 
Rhodes and Major Gifford fear the worst 
has happened to the absent party. In re- 
lation to the fate of Captain Wilson and 
his men grave fears are expressed. 


Sultan Will Punish Them. 

Lonpox, Dec. 28. — Dispatches from 
Melilla say that Muley Araaf has delivy- 
ered the principal leaders in the general 
revolt to General Campos, who sent them 
aboard the cruiser Isla de Luzon, for 
transportation to Tangier, to enable the 
sultan to punish them. 


English Sympathy Invoked, 
MONTREAL, Dec. 28.—A petition is being 
circulated among the English residents 
here, asking for the discharge of Mercier, 
Pelland and De Martigny, charged with 
having attempted to blow up the Nelson 
monument on Nov. 19. 


Breckinridge Will Fight. 
Lexineton, Ky., Dec. 28.—Golonel 
Breckinridge’s son says that his father 
will not consider an offer-for a compro- 
mise in the Pollard suit, and that the 
suit will be tried in the courts.

WITH A DULL HATCHET 


James O'Neill Inflicts Terrible Injuries 


Upon His Helpless Wife. 

HAVERHILL, Mass., Dec. 28. — James 
O’Neil of Rocks Village, about three miles 
from this city, made a brutal assault with 
ahatchet, on his wife, and would have 
killed her had not the weapon been dull. 

Mrs. O’Neil’s head, neck and shoulders 
are covered with cuts and bruises, and it 
is not expected that she can recover. She 
isthe mother of five children and three 
of them were present at the time of the 
assault. They gave the alarm after their 
father had fled. O’Neil was pursued by 
about all the male citizens, but he had 
about 15 minutes’ start and took to the 
woods. 

From the stories told by the childrer 
and neighbors there have been frequent 
family jars and O'Neil left his family 
and, it is alleged failed to contribute tc 
their support. During the past year fam 
ily rows have been of frequent occurrence, 
itissaid, and Mrs, O’Neil several times 
threatened to have her husband arrested. 

O'Neil came into his house yesterday 
and found his wife preparing to go tc 
Amesbury for the purpose of consulting a 
lawyer. O’Neil ran out into a small 
building in the yard in which his oldest 
sons were at work making slippers, and 
picked up a shingle hatchet. He rushed 
back into the house and, it is alleged 
attacked his wife. After she fell to the 
floor O’Neil ran out of the house. 

The police at once went to work on the 
case, resulting in the arrest of O'Neil. 

O'Neil is about 45 years old, and his 
wife one year younger. She is small in 
stature, while her husband is a big 
brawny man, nearly 6 feet tall.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—While nothing 
can be known definitely as to the proceed 
ings of Senator Morgan’s committee yes |

Dr. Emerson was. before the committee 
for about two hours, and when the hear- 
ing had been concluded the committee ad- 
journed until next Tuesday, when Pro- 
fessor Alexander, surveyor general of the 
Sandwich Islands, will be examined. 
Senator Frye made an effort to have the 
hearings public, but failed.

These women who had 
great opportunities only to neglect them 
were more disreputable in the eyes of God 
and man than the most abandoned 
women of the streets. 

Mr. Stead’s actual language was some- 
thing stronger than that quoted above. 
After his speech, he retired from the 
meeting, and the women went into execu- 
tive session in a discussion of his remarks, 
excluding the press representatives. 

After the meeting many of the women 
declared that under no circumstances 
could they again attend a meeting at 
which the Englishman was present.

To the Great Embarrassment 
of the Hart Faction. 


PROVIDENCE, Dec. 29.—In

the two factions of the New England 
road came in close contact, and in the

It was the desire of the William T. 
Hart faction that the hearing for the ap- 
pointment of a receiver in Rhode Island 
should be heard before Judge Carpenter. 
To their surprise they found Judge Colt 
awaiting them, and in acc tice with 
his right he could assume jurisdiction in 
Rhode Island. Application was therefore 
made to Judge Colt for the appointment 
of a receiver. 

Each faction came from Boston with 
the express purpose of forestalling the 
other and obtaining action by the judge. 
W. K. Loring, representing the Hart fac- 
tion, ‘addressed the court. Judge Colt 
stated that he had received notice that 
the other party was to be represented, and 
he would therefore y ait. 

J. M. Ripley, local counsel for the New 
York and New England, said that he did 
not propose to mix in the affair, but that 
he wished to see both sides have fair play. 
He had not been informed officially of 
anything that he should do. 

The court, therefore, waited for Mr. 
Strout, representing T..C. Platt. Mr. 
Strout failed to putin an appearance after 
the arrival of the Boston train, and a 
telegram was received that he would reach 
the city at 4 o’clock. The court, there- 
fore, took a recess until that hour. 

In Mart’s Behalf. 

When the court resumed Judge Colt or- 
dered Mr. Loring to proceed. The latter 
stated he represented Hart, Kingsbury 
and Fitch, the chief trustees of the second 
mortgage bonds of the New England 
road. They had expected that a full hear- 
ing of the case would be held in Connecti- 
cut, as with the exceptions of 13 miles that 
are operated in New York, a few miles in 
Rhode Island, and not exceeding 50 miles 
in the property of the 
company was located in Connecticut, 
whose entire length it traversed. It 
proper then, he claimed, that a receiver 
should therefore be selected from that por- 
tion of country where the bulk of prop- 
erty lies.

Judge Townsend of Albany, he said, 
had been asked to appoint Hart as re- 
ceiver, who was trustee of the Burnell 


mortgage, the foreclosure of which made 
the New Eng and who had been the 
president of th vad. It was then found 
that Judge Wallace had appointed Platt, 
and that the matter had been continued 
to Jan. 10, when the question of appoint- 
ing a final receivershould be settled. The 
trustees of the second mortzages, he said, 
did not know Mr. Platt. They are in- 
formed he is not a railroad man. He said 
that writs of attachment amounting to 
$300,000 were issued against the company 
in Connecticut; that writs were out in 
Boston, and that ‘mpts had been made 
to see the bank account of the company 
in Boston. 

It was necesssary that the attachments 
should be prevented; to further postpone 
the appointment of a receiver would be 
dangerous to interests of bondholders. 

The Other Side of It. 

Attorney Strout in answering said he 
had been taken wholly by surprise and 
felt that he could not go on at this mo- 
ment. There has been a period of general 
depression ofbusiness and the New Eng- 
land had been unable to meet demands. 
It had been crippled by legal proceedings, 
one of which was the petition now pend- 
ing in this city, enjoining the guarantee- 
ing of the Providence and Springfield 
bonds, amounting to nearly $1,000,000. 

In answer tou question of Judge Colt, 
Mr. Strout said the bill presented to and 
acted upon by Judge Wallace was drawn 
up in good faith for and by Theodore F. 
Ward, a creditor for a very large amount. 
The bill was based upon the insolvency of 
the road and the peril which would fall 
upon the road if the contemplated attach- 
ments were made. Continuing, Mr. 
Strout spoke of the rivalry that had ex- 
isted between the New England and the 
Consolidated roads for five years. The 
controllers of the Consolidated were very 
large holders of the second mortgage 
bonds of the New England. The New 
England must be guarded from the dan- 
ger which was menacing it through the 
holding of those bonds. That the road 
will not suffer further embarrassment, it 
is necessary to secure efficient operation of 
the property and harmony in connection 
of directors. With the road properly man- 
aged and protected the interests of all 
mortgage and stockholders would be 
guarded. 

Individually he could only present a 
general affidavit, which had not as yet 
been sworn to, but which would be in the 
near future. It only asks that Thomas 
C. Platt, as a disinterested person having 
sufficient knowledge of railroads, be ap- 
pointed receiver. ; 

He believed that things had been 
operated in the interests of Mr. Hart, 
and that if Mr. Hart be appointed he 
would, more or less, be underthe influence 
of the second mortgage bondholders and 
upon their attitude towards the New 
England it was not necessary to com 
ment. 


Platt Contingent Wins. 

Judge Colt said that in this matter he 
labored under great embarrasSment. 
That it was necessary that some person 
be made a receiver was quite apparent: ha 


did not see nis way clear to appoint either 
of the gentlemen at present. When one 
court made a certain appointment and 
another court another, it was a matter 
of comity that the older appointment 
should have prior claim and recognition 
and under that custom and rule he should 
appoint as receiver Mr. Platt. However 
he would hear the case further. : 

The Hart faction were much disap- 
pointed at the result of the hearing and 
are still wondeging how they were side- 
tracked. 

Sheriff Going to Court. 

NEw HAVEN, Dec. 20.—Judge Townsend 
last evening granted the request of 
Attorney Perkins, counsel for Receiver 
Hart, to summon before him in court 
Sheriff Preston and have him give reason 
why he should not be held in contempt 
because he had, in attaching the rolling 
stock of the road over the precedence of 
the appointment of a receiver, caused the 
general traffic of the road to be tied up.

ANXIOUS 10 FIGHT. 


Proof of the Sincerity of Corbett and 
Mitchell. 


BOTH SURRENDER TO THE LAW. 


A Little Scheme For Testing 
Power of the Courts. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Dec. 29.—Those who 
doubted the sincerity of Champion Jim 
Corbett and Charley Mitchell in their in- 
dividual efforts to pull off the big fight 
here must give way now to the stronger 
evidence of facts. 


The fighters yesterday voluntarily gave 
themselves up to the authorities in order 
to forestall arrest at a later date and to 
test the legality of their proposed contest. 
It was all a prearranged plan, and it was 
cieverly devised and sat isfactorily carried 
out. 

Manager Bowden of the Duval Athletic 
club has sckemed so that there might be 
no interference. It has been a cherished 
dream of the club magnates that the big 
fight should occur under the supervision 
of the Duval Athletic club. But the 
vague rumors which have filled the air 
that the authorities would step in and 
take a hand and the strange uncertainty 
as to the real move of the public officials 
had thrown a damper on all these plans 
and projects. 

How It Was Planned. 

Tuesday night the officials decided upon 
a fina) effort. They gathered in consulta- 
tion, and then Attorney Acosta was pres- 
ent with them. A plan had been hit upon, 
Mr. Acosta, having carefully searched his 
law books, sallied forth and procured 
warrants for the arrest of the two pugil- 
ists on the ground that they had agreed 
to participate in a fight which was to 
come off within the boundaries of Flor- 
ida. Both Corbett and Mitchell were ap- 
prised of what was in store for them, and 
neither offered serious objections. 

Mitchell was arrested yesterday at the 
Everett House and taken before Judge 
Baker of the county court. The pugilist 
was more than surprised not to find Cor- 
bett also in custody, but when informed 
that Corbett had been sent for and wonld 
appear during the day he calmed his 
troubled spirit. The warrant was then 
read to him and he immediately gave 
bonds in the sum of $1500 to appear before 
the criminal court Jan. 2, 1894. Mr. Bow- 
den and Charles Richardson, also of the 
Duval club, signed the bond. Mitchell and 
his party shortly afterwards left for the 
training quarters at St. Augustine. 

About 4 o’clock in the afternoon Corbett 
came totown from his Mayport cottage. 
He didn’t seem to mind the little part he 
had te play. He looked rugged and 
hearty. A small coterie of faithful ad- 
herents were also there and accepted 
Sheriff Moward’s kindly hospitality with 
customary grace. He was taken before 
Judge Baker, where he gave bonds to 
appear before the criminal court on Jan. 
2. Then they left the court and declared 
their intentions of remaining in Jackson- 
ville until morning. This latest move on 
the part of the managers of the Duval 
club was entirely unexpected by the out- 
siders. 

The Next Move. 

On Monday, Jan. 1, either Mitchell or 
Corbett will be surrendered by his bonds- 
man. After he has been taken into cus- 
tody a writ of habeas corpus will be ap- 
plied for. If it is decided the arrest was 
an illegal one, it will be looked upon as an 
evidence that no further opposition can 
legally be made. If the arrest is consid- 
ered legal, then the Duval managers say 
that the battle will be declared off, and 
all work will be stopped. The managers 
are confident, however, that the decision 
will be favorable to them, and this feeling 
is shared by the majority of citizens. 

Work on the big arena is being pushed 
rapidly forward and seats for the contest 
are being sold in large numbers. 

Prosecuting Attorney Christie and Dis- 
trict Attorney Partridge have wired Gov- 
ernor Mitchell,- who is at present in 
Tampa, asking him to send . Attorney 
General Lamar*to conduct the case for 
the people. No reply has as yet been 
received.

The banquet over, Captain Nyhan called 
order and after a few words of welcome in- 
troduced Mayor Fairbanks who gave what 
will probably be his last public speech 
while Mayor of Quincy. He delivered it 
in his usual pleasing manner, and as it was 
a brief history of the fire department of 
Quincy. We give it in full : 

The Mayor's Address. 


Mr. CuarnMAN: Atlantic has always 
been noted for its enterprising spirit and 
royal good fellowship, and tonight we see 
abundant evidence of these facts, by the 
gathering here of so many of her citizens 
joining with each other in extending a 
hearty welcome to her many guests, 

I would congratulate the citizens of Ward 
Six upon having located in their midst, this 
latest improved fire apparatus, for it is in- 
deed a valuable addition to the fire depart- 
ment, and you, gentlemen, who have been 
intrusted with its care, will, I know, take a 
deep interest and pride in the “‘ machine,” 
as you may term it, and do your utmost to 
give it a good record, 

I know, gentlemen, that at times you 
have had most arduous duties to perform, 
and while you have been severely 
handicapped the past year, still you were 
ever ready to do all in your power, and 
now that you have been furnished with 
this modern apparatus, I feel sure that good 
service will be the report of Chemical 2. 

Now, friends, if you will bear with mea 
few moments, I will state 

A Few Historical Facts 


in regard to our fire department, for as I 
looked upon the skilfully contrived 
machine, my thoughts went back to the 
earlier days of our city’s history, and to 
the vast changes that have taken place in 
our midst, since we said goodbye to our 
mother. 

The growth of our city is a most interest- 
ing one, and, with her diversified scenery, 
and embracing so many natural advantages 
for a residential city,it is not hard to predict 
that her step will ever be onward, and 
that her 8,000: acres will, in the future, be 
covered with many happy homes. 

The protection of our homes, stretching 
a3 they do from the Braintree line to the 
Neponset river, and from Mllton to the 
water’s edge, depend upon the fire depart- 
ment of our city, and I need not say that 
quick response, prompt action, and skilful 
management are absolutely required. 

At thetime that Quincy was a part of 
Braintree, it was a law that every man 
should have a ladder standing against the 
chimney of jhis house to secure the town 
from fire and to assist the firemen, and I 
believe that this was the first action taken 
in relation to a fire protection by the 
citizens, which was at their town meeting, 
Oct. 19, 1641, but 

Soon after the Division 


town, the of Quincy decided 


purchased a hand engine. 

This engine was without suction, and 
they found it necessary to form a bucket 
company to supply the engine with water 
but they had so much difficulty in forming 
a bucket line at a fire, that they were 
obliged to take the engine to the source of 
water supply, fill her up and take her back 
to the fire, repeating this task until the 
fire was extinguished. 

This was the first engine owned in 
Quincy, and it was named the Columbia, 
and was located on Hancock street, near the 
Stone Chapel. 

A few years after, the citizens of the 
south district not to be behind the Centre, 
also formed an association, and purchased 
a fire engine, similar to the Columbia, 
named the Adams, first locating it on 
School street, afterward on Franklin street. 

In 1826, after the State had passed a law 
exempting all persons belonging to a fire 
company from doing military duty, the 
ranks of firemen increased rapidly. It 
soon became apparent that these engines 
were unsatisfactory, and in 1840 the asso- 
ciation purchased a suction engine called 
the Niagara. 

In this year many of 

The Progressive Citizens 

favored a plan of the town owning and 
controlling the fire department and a town 
meeting was called to consider the pros- 
pect, but like all new measures, it met 
with great opposition, and it was voted 
down, and it was not until 1844, that the 
town voted to buy the Columbia and 
the Niagara from the association for $156.- 
83, and thus on Feb, 9, 1844, the Quincy 
fire department came into existance. Later 
in the year, owing to the great excitement 
occasioned by the town meeting, the friends 
of a good fire service carried through an- 
other town meeting, a vote to purchase 
three hand suction engines. The Vulture, 
costing $1,056, was located at the Point; 
the Tiger, costing $1,049, was located in 
South Quincy, and the Granite, costing 
$1,049, at West Quincy. The Tiger and 
Granite houses cost $509 each, and the 
Vulture In 1856, the legislature 
passed an act, creating the department. 

The first engine, the Niagara, was sold in 
1856, and a more powerful one built, but 
this engine and its house was burnt in 1876. 

In 1856 the Hook and Ladder Co. was 
organized and located on Canal street. 
For several years after this

As many called the appropriation, uo 
future additions were made to the depart- 
ment until 1876, when the Washington M. 
French Hose Co. was used for the purpose 
of supplying the engines with more hose’at 
the time of a fire. 

In 1873, the citizens were clamoring for 
more fire protection in the Centre, and 
endeavored to raise by subscription enough 
money to purchase a steam pump, but they 
didn’t succeed, but in 1874, the town 
voted $350 for that purpose and the pump 
was located in what was termed ‘the 
hollow,’’ op Hancock street, and remained 
in service until 1884. 

In 1876 the town purchased a - new 
chemical engine for Wollaston, and this is 
now located at Houghs Neck, while Wol- 
laston is furnished with a hose wagon. 
About this time commenced the agitation 
for a steam fire engine, and the excitement 
over this question ran high, but it was not 
until 1882, that the town finally voted to 
buy one at a cost of $3,900. 

In 1880, the chemical engine was pur- 
chased for Atlantic, and now that has been 
replaced by this more modern apparatus at 
an expense of $1,750, $450 being allowed 


for 
The Old Chemical. 


I find but little among the records to 
throw much light upon the old members 
and their doings, but I noticed that in 1846, 
two years after the organizatit of the fire 
department, that the members of the Tiger, 
Granite and Vulture received $1.25 per 
year. 

In 1856, the chief engineer received $15, 
and the four assistants $10 each, and the 
members $2 each per year. In 1857, the 
pay of the chief and assistants was reduced 
to $5 per year, and the members received 
$5 per year. 

In 1859 engineers pay was raised to $10 
per year, and the members received $5 each, 
and I think these rates continued to 1871 
when the pay of the members was increased 
to $16 a year. 

So, friends, these are a few items relat- 
ing to our fire department, and now that 
in a few days I shall lay aside the cares and 
duties of my official life, permit me to 
thank the citizens of Atlantic for the many 
courtesies received from them during the 
past three years. 

Chief Ripley 

Was next introduced and he spoke briefly 
of the department, saying that it had 
always been uphill work to get anything 
to do with, yet much was expected of the 
department. The first year he was chief 
he was criticised because he used too much 
water, but he had uothing else to do with. 
The second year he got some chemical 
extinguishers and better jobs were done. 
He had come to the conclusion that a 
chemical engine was a good piece of ap- 
paratus to have. This company has 
always made a good record when they had 
a chance,but they were handicapped by not 
having permanent horses, He believed 
the old way of everybody keeping a ladder 
to be a good idea. 

Councilman Moxon knew very little 
about fire matters. The next thing the 
Ward wanted was permanent horses and 
men, and will have them.

As many have not yet seen the new ap- 
paratus a brief description would not be 
out of-place. 

The engine was built by Holloway of 
Baltimore and has all the latest improve- 
ments. As it now stands, all loaded, it 
weighs 5575 pounds. There is a high 
driver's seat in front, back of which is the 
hose wagon which carries 1000 feet of hose, 

Beneath this there are two chemical 
tanks of 35 gallons each. These are con- 
nected by a siamese valve, so that there is 
no interruption of a stream, for as soon as 
one tank isempty the other is thrown into 
use. The apparatus also carries a 25-foot ex- 
tension ladder and a roof ladder, axes,crow- 
bars, wrenches, etc. The hose for the 
chemical is ona reel on the front of the 
carriages and is always connected with the 
tanks and is so arranged that it can be 
played from the front or rear as occasion 
may demand. On the sides of the step in 
the rear are two small tanks in which are 
extra charges of vitrol, and underneath the 
hose reel there is a good sized tool box.? G 

The engine is painted in the standard 
fire department colors and on the front of 
the dasher are the words, ‘* Quincy No. 2.” 

The new piece of apparatus is a good one 
and the company that man it is second to 
none in the city, and sere is no doubt but

MRS. LEASE OUSTED. 


Removed From the Kansas State 
Board of Charities. 


DONE TO PROMOTE HARMONY. 


Prospect of a Lively Fight In 
Kansas Politics. 


TorEKA, Dec. 29.—The Populist camp 
was yesterday afternoon thrown into the 
wildest excitement by the act of Governor 
Lewelling in removing Mrs. Mary E. 
Lease from the state board of charities. 
This was done no doubt in anticipation 
of the war which Mrs. Lease was prepar- 
ing to declare against the state adminis- 
tration. Governor Lewelling said: 

“I do not want to say much aboutit. I 
want you to be careful to quote me cor- 
rectly. I have removed Mrs. Lease in the 
interest of harmony and good govern- 
ment. There seems to be some lack of 
harmony in the charitable institutions of 
the state and considerable trouble in the 
board, and I concluded that Mrs, Lease’s 
removal was the remedy, and I accord- 
ingly removed her. That’s all I have to 
say about it this afternoon.” 

She Wants No Democrats, 

Mrs. Lease, who was up to 2 o'clock 
head of the state board of charities, was 
in the city to confer with the Populist 
leaders about the recent election of George 
F. Tauber to be steward of the deaf and 
dumb asylum at Olathe by the votes of 
W. A. Householder and W. 8. Waite, the 
Republican members of the board. 

“Either he goes, or I go,” said Mrs. 
Lease, and she stamped her foot to em- 
phasize the assertion. This was before 
her removal was announced. 

“Itis a question of principle with me. 
First, am a Populist of the middle-of- 
the-road sort, and don’t believe in appoint- 
ing Democrats to Office. Next, good Pop- 
ulists have been ignored, and, lastly, lam 
opposed to Tauber, because he was ap- 
pointed to secure the beer-drinking ele- 
ment of the state for the People’s party 
next year. Iam not that kind of a Pop- 
ulist. I do not believe in compromising 
with wrong in any shape or form. It is 


| certain Tauber will have to be retired or I 


shall quit the board.” 
A Surprise. 

The removal of Mrs. Lease was athor- 
ough surprise. It is not believed the re- 
moval was wholly caused by the rowin 
the board, for that has been of long stand- 
ing and was open and notorious. 

That somebody had to go has been 
known for some months, for Mrs. Lease 
on the one side and Mr. Householder and 
Mr. Waite on the other could never har- 
moniously work, but it was not intended 
tolet it be Mrs. Lease until yesterday, 
when intelligence was brought to the 
governor that Mrs. Lease had not buried 
the hatchet. 

The removal means the administration 
has accepted Mrs. Lease’s challenge te 


battle. The contest will be full of fire 
and interest. 
Mrs. Lease takes her removal like a 


trained politician. She said to a reporter: 
“Yes, I have been officially informed of 
my decapitation. I had had a hint that 
it was coming. 

Her Explanation. 

“But Governor Lewelling ought to have 
told you the reason. It was because I 
went to him yesterday and madea demand 
upon him (not a request, mind you)—a 
demand that at the expiration of the term 
of Mr. Yoe, a Republican member, next 
April, J. R. Kennedy, a Populist editor of 
Wilson county, be appointed. I know 
that with Mr. Kennedy on the board we 
could run the institution in a business- 
like way and get rid of the political 
schemes to which the board now resorts. 
The governor seems to like that way of 
administering our state charities. 

“Butitisallright. If Governor Lewell- 
ing can standitI can. Ij will ‘saw wood’ 
and wait, asthe politicians say. Iam no 
politician, but you may congratulate 
Governor Lewelling upon downing the 
best friend and most sympathetic worker 
the Peoples party has in the state of 
Kansas.” 

Audience Was Small. 

Boston, Dec. 29.—A mass meeting was 
held in the Dudley Street Opera house 
last evening to protest against the passage 
of the Wilson bill. About 250 people were 
present, and resolutions were adopted 
stating that the passageof the Wilson 
bill will have a most disastrous effect 
upon the industries. which give the peo- 
ple employment or will cut down wages 
to about the level of the working people 
of Europe. 


Prawda Pleads Not Guilty, 
PORTLAND, Me., Dec. 29.—Augustus M. 
Prawda was arraigned before Judge 
Gould charged with the murder of his 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Walburg Meyer, at 
Yarmouth, Nov. 28. Prawda pleaded not 
guilty. He waived a hearing and was re- 
manded to jail, to come before the grand 
jury at the January term of the superior 
court. 


Mother Gets Her Child. 

NEw York, Dec. 29.—Justice Ingraham 
of the supreme court has decided that 
Mrs. Alice R. Gault shall have the custody 
of the 2-year-old child Madge, now in 
the possession of its father, Robert J. 
Gault, whose brother married Eva L. 
Mann of Robert Ray Hamilton fame. 


General Campas’ Assassination, 

NEW YORK, Dec. 29. — The steamer 
George G. Clyde brought news of the re- 
ported outbreak in San Domingo and the 
killing of General Joaquin Campas. 
Campas was murdered by one of the con- 
spirators because he was a zealous par- 
tisan of President Heaureaux. 


Charged With Wife Murder. 
WORCESTER, Mass., Dec. 29.—Johanna 
Graves, aged 23, wife of William W. 
Graves, died at Hotel Albion, a boarding 
house, yesterday, and her husband was 
immediately arrested, charged with caus- 
ing her death. 


The Canadian Pacific’s Acquisition. 

MONTREAL, Dec. 29.—It is rumored that 
the Canadian Pacific road has secured 
control of the Richelieu and Ontario 
Navigation company. It is expected that 
anannouncement will be made in a day 
or two. 


Costly Curiosity. 

QuINcy, Mass., Dee. 29.—Edward Cun- 
neff, aged 14, of Atlantic, while crossing a 
field, picked up a strange object and ex- 
amined it. It wasa blasting cartridge. 
and only the ring and little finger remain 
on his hand now. 


Caused Murderer Prendergast to Become 
Greatly Excited. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 29.—‘‘I was not animated 
by malice; I swear before high heaven 
that I was not; you are my murderer if I 


die.” 

This was the language with which Pren- 
dergast iuterrupted Mr. Trude yesterday 
afternoon. For four! ‘rs Mr. Trude had 
been speaking. Grow <¢ more and more 
earnest and personal he assailed the pris- 
oner with all the invective at his com- 
mand. Asthe assassin spoke, Mr. Trude 
turned the remark to account by asking 
the jury: “Is he insane now? Does he 
act like an insane man?” 

The lawyer also alluded to the day of 
the funeral, and the fear that the pris- 
oner showed when the procession passed 
the jail, and the prisoners shouted, ‘Hang 
Prendergast.”” Mr. ‘Trude said that even 
these men, accused of crime, resented the 
act of Prendergast, and the prisoner broke 
in with “Yes; they were friends of Har- 
rison, whom he had pardoned out of the 
Bridewell.” 

Mr. Trude alluded to the prisoner asa 
soward, and once more the assassin sprang 
to his feet and shouted: “You are the 
eoward; you deserve to be hung.” 

Later, when a sarcastic allusion was 
made to Prendergast’s ambition to be 
corporation counsel and the remark was 
made that he was unfit for the position, 
the prisoner lost his temper again and 
shouted: “Iam fit. I am fit for any job 

ou are, Trude.’”? The court told him to 

eep quiet, and he subsided.

KEARSARGE’S MISSION, 


San Domingo Must Answer For Outrage 
Upon Americans, 

NEw YORK Dec. 29.—The Advertiser 
says this morning: The reason of the sud- 
den departure of the U. S. S. Kearsarge 
from this port was made known yester- 
day when the steamship G. W. Clyde ar- 
rived.

The captain gave full details of the shoot- 
ing ina letter to his agents, which was 
forwarded to the state department in 
Washington. 


Resolution Is Unseaworthy. 

Lonpoy, Dec. 29.—Admiral Hornby has 
written a letter to The Times inclosing a 
letter which he has received from an of- 
ficer on board the British battleship Res- 
olution, describing the terrible experi- 
ence of that vessel during the recent gale 
in the Bay of Biscay. The Resolution, he 
adds, even in moderate weather, rolled 45 
degrees each way. The unseaworthiness 
of the big battleship was the subject 
under discussion in the house of commons 
yesterday. 

Alleged Poisoner Acquitted. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 29.—Anna Wagner, 
who was charged with the murder of four 
children and the wife of Charles Koester, 
because she was in love with Koester, was 
Was acquitted. Anna Wagner was the 
domestic in the Koester family and the 
method by her causing the death of Mrs. 
Koester, as alleged by the prosecution, 
was slow poisoning. 


Marines Fought Police. 
BERLIN, Dec. 29.—ae"%s has been re 
ceived to the effect that a body of mili- 
tary police in the Cameroons recently 
mutinied and pillaged the government 
house.

government building.

Mount VERNON, N. Y., Dec. 29.—Mrs. 
McLean, a well-known society woman of 
this city, was seriously burned at a Christ- 
mas festival for poorchildren. She repre- 
sented Santa Claus and wore a costume of 
cotton batting. A candle set fire to her 
dress and she was badly burned. Her 
condition is critical. 


Woman and Three Children Killed. 

HARRODSBURG, Ky., Dec. 26.—Thomas 
Ransdall, living near Bohon, awoke to 
find his house in flames. He called to his 
wife to wake their three children, who 
were sleeping upstairs. She went to fol- 
low his instruction, but the house co!- 
lapsed, and she and three children per- 
ished. 


Mysterious Woman Creates Suspicion. 

CHICAGO, Dee. 29.—It is reported that a 
juror has observed a mysterious woman 
who daily attends the Coughlin trial ap- 
parently endeavoring to communicate 
with him. The state’s attorneys have be- 
come suspicious that she is trying to tam- 
per with the jury in the prisoner’s behalf.

“Tam obliged to The Associated Press 
for asking me to reply to statements 
made in some of the Chicago papers, al- 
leging that I had advised the removal of 
Dr. Cronin. I can only answer that it 
would be just as true to charge me with 
having advised the removal of Julius 
Cesar or Abraham Lincoln. I never even 


heard of Dr. Cronin’s name or existence | 


until the Spy Lecaron spoke of him at the 
Parnell commission hearings and the 
news of his brutal murder came to 
Europe. 

“The further allegations that I wrote a 
letter to Detective Coughlin at that or at 
any other time is without the shadow of 
foundation, asI neither knew him or of 
him, nor wrote to him directly or indi- 
rectly, nor have I been written to by him 
or by anybody on his behalfin my life. 
The whole story is a monstrous fabrica- 
tion from beginning to end. 

“Tam reluctantly compelled to say in 
connection with this infamous slander 
that the press of America is the only press 
in the civilized world today through 
which ruffianly attempts like this at the 
moral assassination of public men can be 
made with impunity.”

Piatt, Hart and Perry Are Appointed 
Receivers. 


IT IS CONSIDERED A COMPROMISE 


Odell Expresses Satisfaction 
at the Selection. 


Boston, Dec. 30.—Judge Colt has ap- 
pointed as rece‘vers of the New York and 
New England Thomas C. Platt, William 
T. Hart und Marsden J. Perry of Provi 
dence. The first two had already been 
appointed receivers in other states. Mr. 
Perry is a banker in Providence and is at 
present one of the directors of the rail- 
road company. His appointment is re- 
garded as a decided victory for the stock- 
holders. 

A remark that the second bondholders 
are the real parties in interest and the 
owners of the road was regarded as 
particularly significant, and indicative, 
perhaps, of an intent on the part of the 
second bondholders to foreclose.» The ap- 
pointment is to be for the states of Mas- 
sachusetts and Rhode Island. 

Odell Is Satisfied. 

When Vice President Odell was asked 
regarding the trio selected, he said, ‘The 
receivers appointed in Massachusetts are 
good ones and entirely satisfactory to 
ine.” 

Concerning the attachment for $300,000 
on the property of the company at Hart- 
ford, he remarked: ‘‘The arguments on 
the attachments will not be made now, 1 
understand, until Monday. In the mean- 
time the company will Le allowed to use 
five or six engines for freight purposes, 
by having a keeper on each engine to pro- 
tect the interests of the attaching party. 

“The working force on the western divi- 
sion were kept pretty busy moving freight 
yesterday, but at Hartford itself, where 
the embargo is at its worst, fully 100 of | 
the employes are laid off. This is par- 
ticularly unfortunate for them, as itis 
for the Norwood employees, coming as it 
does at this season of the year. Boston 
merchants are in many cases seriously in- 
convenienced by the condition of affairs, 
and are growing very restive under it.” 

A Compromise, 

The appointment of Messrs. Platt, Hart 
and Perry is generally regarded as a com- 
promise measure, as it nominally repre- 
sents the interest of the management, the 
second mortgage bondholders and the 
Prince crowd. 

The weight of opinion is that Platt is 
inimical to McLeod. His action is char- 
acterized by the president’s friends as an 
outrage. 

It is said that the New York, New Eng- 
land and Northern road will be built, just 
asifthe New England had not gone into 
receivers’ hands.

out Aid From Mello. 
WILL WIN IF IT COMES IN TIME. 


Government Is Awaiting Ar- 
rival of New Ships. 


LONDON, Dec. 30.—The Times today pub- 
lishes the following dispatch from Rio de 
Janeiro: 


During the past week the custom house 
has been closed on account of the firing 
from Cobras island. ‘The government 
forts continue pounding Fort Villegaig- 
non. The rumor of a naval fight near 
Desterro is not true. The Tiradentes and 
Bahia are now at Montevideo. The 
Aquidaban and the Republica are at Des- 
terro. General Salgado with 1000 men 
arrived at Desterro on Wednesday from 
the south. 

Admiral Da Gama has withdrawn his 
force sfrom Governor's island: he states 
that the number of men he can dispose of 
is not sufficient to occupy such a large 
island, and he prefers to concentrate his 
forces on board the ships. From forts 
Cobras and Villegaignon the insurgents 
continue firing upon the shore front, ren- 
dering communication between the 
merchant shipping and the shore 
dangerous. 

How It Looks at Rio, 

The present situation is as follows: Ad- 
miral Da Gama’s forces nuinber 1200 men, 
and he proposes keeping the government 
in check by harrassing the troops on the 
Litteral until the arrival of the insur- 
gents from the south, and then attack 
northward. If Da Gama is ableto hold 
out until the arrival of the insurgent re- 
enforcements he will pro ‘bly meet with 
success. ‘The present position of the in- 
surgents at Rio de Janeiro is extremely 
critical. Without aid Admiral Da Gama 
cannot holdout. The government will 
await the arrival of the new ships, and 
attack in force, opening fire with all the 
shore artillery, and using every effort to 
crush Admiral Da Gama. 

The resulgof the revolution greatly de- 
pends upon the advance of the insurgents 
during the next 10 days. 

Advices from the south state that In- 
surgent General Saraiva has defeated 2000 
men under General Lima on the frontier 
of Parana and that he is now pursuing 
them. 

Letters received here from Rio Grande 
do Sul, dated Dec. 12, say that there are 
1000 soldiers in that city and that 4000 in- 
surgents are in close proximity to the city. 

The Situation at Desterro, 

Advices from Desterro say that the in- 
surgent army numbers 14,000 men, but 
that they are in need of ammunition. 
The government has reoceupied Mucangue 
island after a sharp skirmish. I spent two 
hours on Friday on board the Tamandare 
with Admiral DaGama, while the Armacao 
battery was firing. Four shells struck the 
ship. One of them pierced her starboard 
quarter, exploding between decks. 

Admiral Da Gama states thatif any 
discontent is apparent on account of his 
monarchial opinions he will offer to re- 
sign his command. 


ARE THEY MARRIED? 


Bavarian Princess and a Soldier Mixed 
Up In a Scandal. 


BERLIN, Dec. 80.—The Neus Nachrichten 
of Munich on Dec. 5 last announced that 
on the Sunday previous, Dec. 3, at Genoa, 
Princess Elizabeth of Bavaria had been 
married to Lieutenant Seigfried Auf But- 
tenheim of the Bavarian army. This 
news caused a decided sensation, as the 
princess is a granddaughter of the Em- 
peror of Austria as well as a grand- 
daughter of the Prince Regent of Ba- 
varia. 

But the sensation which the report of 
the marriage created is as nothing to the 
consternation caused in imperial and 
royal circles yesterday by the announce- 
ment made by The Germania, which de- 
clares that Princess Elizabeth was not 
married to Lieutenant Siegfried; that she 
is not now married to him, although they 
are living together. 

The Germania gives other news which 
is undoubtedly most painful to the 
relatives of the princess; but as it is not 
fit to be published, it is not contained in 
these dispatches. According to the Neue 
Frei Presse of Vienna the marriage of the 
Princess Elyabeth, who is only 20 years 
old, and of Lieutenant Seigfried, who is 
but 82 years of age, took place at Genoa on 
Sunday, Dec. 10, and this paper stated that 
Archbishop Reggio performed the cere- 
mony; both the parents of the bride were 
said to have been presént at the ceremony 
and the consent of the Emperor of Austria 
to the marriage was said to have been 
won by the princess after repeated tearful 
interviews, during which the young lady, 
it is stated, threw herself on her knees be- 
fore Francis Joseph and threatened to 
take her life unless the desire of her heart 
was granted. 

The princess was reported to have been 
engaged to the Archduke Franz d’Este, 
heir presumptive to the throne of Austria, 
a handsome and well-educated young 
man, who has recently returned from a 
voyage around the world. 


Campos’ Task. 

LoNvON, Dec. 30.—A Madrid dispatch 
gays that concessions have already been 
pbtained which will facilitate General 
Campos’ task when he goesto the sul- 
tan’s court to discuss the steps leading to 
a settlement. The most difficult of the 
settlement will be the attempt to induce 
the sultan to pay an indemnity large 
enough to satisfy public opinion in Spain. 


India’s Financial Crisis. 

Lonpon, Dec. 30.—A dispatch to The 
Times from Calcutta says that the gov- 
ernment continues to disregard all ap- 
peals to it to declare its intentions in re 
gard to the silver question.

George Cahill, a Prominent and Well 
Known Citizen Passes Away. 


Mr. George Cahill, our well known citi- 
zen, was stricken with heart trouble last 
night and now lies at the point of death, 
at his home on Water street. 

Mr. Cahill has been sick with the grippe 
for the past two weeks, but for the past 
few days he has been on the mend. 

Last night be attended the meeting o 
the City Council, and after the meeting he 
complained of not feeling well. A car- 
riage was ordered and Mr. Cahill was taken 
home and a physician summoned. The at- 
tending physician reports Mr. Cahill’s ill- 
ness of a serious character, and, we regret 
to state, his chauces for recovery are very 
slight. 

LATER—The death of Mr. Cahill took 
place at noon, and removes from our 
midst a very familiar character. Mr. 
Cabill was a prominent citizen, a staunch 
Democrat, and always active in public 
affairs. He has never held many town or 
city offices, but was one of the Park Com- 
missioners for a few years. He was at 
home in the old town meetings and often 
took the floor. 

He was the foremost member of the 
Quincy Branch of the Irish National 
League of America, having served as presi- 
dent. He took a great interest in the 
cause and was a ready debaterand writer, 
contributing many articles to the PATRIOT 
over the signature ‘‘ Ciare.”’ 

Mr. Cabill was formerly in the grocery 
business, but in recent years has been 
sexton of St. Johns church, and a promi- 
nent member. He was generally respected 
by a large circle of acquaintances. 


An Appropriate Monument. 


A very unique and appropriate monu- 
ment has recently been erected by Georgie 
Dean Spaulding in Cedar Grove cemetery, 
Dorchester, in memory of the deceased 
members of the famous family of Spauld- 
ing bell ringers. The design is a polished 
Quincy granite cracked beil, fashioned 
after the large brass bell used by the late 
Ww. P. Spaulding, and is about three feet 
high and two and one-half feet in diameter, 
resting on a hammered base three feet 
square. There is no inscription, but sim- 
ply the family name ‘ Spaulding’’ in- 
scribed diagonally across the polished sur- 
face of the bell. It was designed and 
executed by McGrath Bros. of this city.

The Democrats Number Ten Also, and 


May Vote for Mr. Bass, 


Three for Bass, 

Ten for Moxon. 

And ten Democrats for Adams, Federhen 
or Bass, is the situation which stares the 
Republican majority in the City Council in 
the face today. 

A majority vote of the whole 23 members 
is necessary for a choice and no other busi- 
ness can be transacted by the Council of 
1894 until a President is chosen. 

Who will receive the necessary 12 ? 

No one has it now, unless it be Mr. Bass 
supported by the solid Democratic vote. 
Between Mr. Bass and Mr. Moxon, the 
Democrats would support the former every 
time. Whether they will do it on the first 
ballot, or support one of their own number, 
remains to be seen. 

If left entirely to the Republicans, a 
deadlock is probable. and a compromise 
candidate may be necessary. It is said Mr. 
Anderson and Mr. Holden are among the 
dark horses, but neither would probably 
receive the support of Mr. Bass’ staunchest 
friends, who hold these gentlemen directly 
responsible for the present dilemma. 

Asalready noted Mr. Bass received the 
endorsement of the Republican caucus last 
week, a majority of all the Republicans 
then supporting him. Two were absent 
Messrs. Robbins and Snow. 

An Australian ballot was printed and 
used at this caucus, the names of all the 
Republican members appearing thereon so 
that votes might be cast for any of the 
thirteen. The result of the formal ballot 
was 7for Bass and4 for Moxon. Seven 
was not only a majority of those present 
but a majority of all the Republican mem- 
bers. There was no bolt and the caucus 
adjourned. 

Since the caucus there has been some 
very effective missionary work and the 
work of the first caucus has been over- 
thrown. Only six would admit that they 
voted for Mr. Bass at the first caucus, and 
the Australian ballot is inthe shade. Per- 
haps some Councilman-elect does not know 
how to vote under it, or another does not 
know how to count said ballots, Even 
with six to his credit Mr. Bass had a major- 
ity of those present and was recognized as 
the candidate of the caucus. It would be 

supposed by all fair-minded persons con- 
versant with the proceedings of legislative 
bodies, that the decision of this caucus 
would be final and that Mr. Bass would 
stand asthe Republican candidate for the 
presidency of the Council of 1894. Ifa 
caucus has any binding upon those partici- 
pating that first caucus did, and men of ex- 
perience say Mr. Bass is the regular candi- 
date. 

There are now 10 pledged to support Mr. 
Moxon for the presidency. These bolters 
are Messrs. Anderson, Babcock, Clark, 
Holden, Johnson, Litchfield, Moxon, Rob- 
bins, Snow and Waterhouse. 

Mr. Shackley is a firm believer in the 
legality of the first caucus, and Mr. Bigelow 
is unpledged, except by the first caucus, 
With Mr. Bass this makes three. 

It is because Mr. Bass is the choice of 
the Democrats that the bolters do not 
want him. His Republicanism is not 
questioned, but they seem to desire a Re- 
publican President rather than an impartial 
ule. 

From a Republicm. standpoint Mr. 
Moxon would undoubtedly make the béter 
presiding officer. 

We are authorized by the chairman of 
the Republican caucus to state that the 
ten members present at the caucus unani- 
mously agreel to support Councilman 
Moxon for the presidency of the Council at 
the election on Monday. Aside from the 
two candidates, taerefore, it is purely a 
question of the judgment of nine men 
against one, the thirteenth member having 
been absent through a misunderstanding of 
the date of the caucus. 

The Republican Councilmen have de- 
cided to support C. A. Spear for clerk of 
Council and Harry W. Tirrell as city mes- 
senger. How about theclerk of committees 
to be chosen?

A DREARY SHOWING. 


Business Record For 93 the Worst 
For Half a Century. 


BIG COLLAPSE OF INDUSTRIES. 


Hopes That the New Year Will 
Bring Some Relief. 


G. Dun & 
Starting with 


New York, Dec. 30.—R. 
Co.’s review of trade says: 
the largest trade ever known, mills 
erowded with work, and all business 
stimulated by high hopes, the year 1893 
has proved, in sudden shrinkage of trade, 
in commercial disasters and depression of 
industries, the worst for 50 years. 

That the final results of the panie 
of 18°7 were relatively more severe, the 
records of that time do not clearly show. 
The year closes with prices of many 
products the lowest ever known, with 
millions of workers seeking in vain for 
work, and with charity laboring to keep 
back suffering and starvation in all our 
cities. All hope the new year may bring 
brighter days, but the dying year leaves 
only a dismal record. 

Iron, Wool and Cotton. 

The review of different departments of 
trade exhibits a collapse of industry and 
business which is without precedent. The 
iron industry sustained a weekly produc- 
of 181,551 tons pig May 1, but by Oct. 1 the 
output had fallen to 73,895 tons, and the 
recovery to about 100,000 Dec. 1 still leaves 
40 per cent of the force unemployed. 

Over half the woolen manufacture is 
idle, and, excepting a brief recovery in 
November, has been ever since new wool 
came in May, for all sales at the three 
chief markets in the eight months have 
been but 106,795,460 pounds, partly for 
speculation, the price having fallen 20 per 
cent for fleece to the lowest point ever 
known, against 212,339,003 pounds in the 
same months last year 

Sales of cotton goods are fully a quarter 
below the usual quantity. 

Boots and Shoes. 

The small advance attempted in boots 
and shoes a year ago was not sustained, 
but with prices as low as ever the ship- 
ments of boots and shoes from Boston are 
24 per cent less than last year in Decem- 
ber, and though in November the de- 
crease was but 10.8 percent, it has been 
22 per cent for the last four months. 


Not only manufactured goods as a 
whole, but the most important far: pro- 


ducts are so low that producers find iittle 
comfort. 

Clear evidence of the shrinkage in dif- 
ferent branches of business is afforded by 
answers already received! to several thou- 
sand circulars requesting figures of sales 
during the last half of 1Sv and 1892. Re- 
turns of textile goods already show sales 
amounting to $43,893,875 this year, against 
$70,347,882 last year, a decrease of 37 per 
cent. Iron returns thus far aggregate 
$40,853,180, against $65,520,921 year, a 
decrease of 48 per cent; reporis thus far of 
jewelry show a decrease of 2Y per cent; of 
furniture, 26 per cent; of dry goods, 20 per 
cent; of hats, 19.5 percent; of hardware,

FAVORED BY DEMOCRATS. 


Results of a Canvass For Opinions on an 
Income Tax. 

New York, Dec. 30.—The World today 
says that it has collected the opinions of 
men in all parts of the United States on 
the subject of an income tax, and prints 
whatis said about the proposed tax by 
ex-President Harrison, the governors of 12 
states and territories, and by a few promi- 
nent western politicians.
